COMMISSIONERS  IN  LUNACY, 

31st  March  18/4. 


TO  THE  RIGHT  HONOURABLE  THE  LORD  HIGH  CHANCELLOR, 

My  Lord, 

Of  late  years  it  has  been  our  practice,  in  arranging  the 
topics  of  our  Annual  Report,  to  conclude  by  recording  any 
change  during  the  preceding  twelve  months  in  the  staff  of 
the  Commission.  In  the  year  18/3,  however,  a  vacancy 
occurred  among  the  professional  members  of  the  Board, 
in  circumstances  of  such  a  painful  and  even  tragical  charac¬ 
ter,  that  the  most  prominent  place  in  our  present  Report  is 
due  to  a  short  statement  of  the  facts. 

On  May  the  21st  18/3,  Mr.  Lutwidge,  in  discharge  of  his  Death  of 
duty,  was  visiting  Fisherton  House  Asylum,  and,  with  his  Mr‘  Lutwld§e 
Colleague,  Mr.  Wilkes,  had  nearly  completed  the  inspection 
of  the  establishment.  Conducted  by  Dr.  Finch,  one  of  the 
proprietors,  and  by  the  head  attendant,  the  Commissioners 
were  leaving  one  of  the  wards,  when  a  pauper  patient,  named 
VVhlliam  McKave,  an  inmate  of  that  ward,  who  had  stealthily 
approached  the  group,  suddenly  raised  his  arm,  and  with 
a  long  nail,  sharpened  at  the  end,  dealt  a  blow  at  Mr.  Lut- 
widge’s  right  temple,  which  penetrated  the  skull.  The 
injury  thus  received,  although  not  immediately  fatal,  was 
the  direct  cause  of  Mr.  Lutwidge’s  death  on  May  the  28th, 
a  week  after  the  attack. 

On  the  day  after  the  death  an  inquest  was  held  by  the 
coroner  for  the  City  of  Salisbury,  under  whose  direction  the 
jury  returned  a  verdict  of  wilful  murder  against  William 
McKave ;  and  at  the  Wilts  Summer  Assizes,  in  the  following 
July,  he  was  indicted  for  that  offence,  and  pleaded  not 
guilty. 
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Dr.  Finchs  of  Fisherton  House;  was  the  only  witness  called 
for  the  prosecution.  He  deposed  that  the  prisoner  was  of 
unsound  mind,  labouring  under  chronic  mania;  subject  to 
delusions ;  and  that  in  the  witness’s  opinion,  he  was  not 
responsible  for  his  actions.  Upon  hearing  this  evidence,  the 
Lord  Chief  Baron  Kelly  expressed  a  strong  opinion  that  it 
was  useless  to  go  on  with  the  case ;  whereupon  a  verdict  of 
not  guilty  on  the  ground  of  insanity  was  returned  by  the  jury, 
and  the  prisoner  was  ordered  to  be  detained  during  Her 
Majesty’s  pleasure. 

#  McKave  belonged  originally  to  the  class  of  “  criminal  luna¬ 
tics,”  having  become  insane  in  1846  while  undergoing  a  sen¬ 
tence  of  six  weeks’  imprisonment  in  Bedford  Gaol,  for  wilful 
damage  to  property — breaking  windows.  After  spending  six 
years  in  the  pauper  lunatic  Asylum  for  the  county  of  Bedford, 
he  was  removed  in  1852  to  Fisherton  House,  at  the  instance 
of  the  Visitors  of  the  Bedfordshire  Asylum,  under  warrant  of 
the  Secretary  of  State.  From  and  after  the  passing  of  the 
Act  30  Viet.  c.  12  (186/),  McKave,  as  a  criminal  lunatic 
whose  sentence  had  expired,  fell  into  the  position  of  an 
ordinary  pauper  patient. 

He  was  well  known  to  those  members  of  our  Board  who 
from  time  to  time  during  this  period  had  visited  the  Asylum 
where  he  was  confined.  He  was  a  working  patient,  employed 
usually  in  the  garden,  where,  according  to  his  own  account, 
he  had  found  the  nail  which  he  fashioned  into  a  murderous 
weapon.  The  entries  in  the  case  book  show  that,  although 
sometimes  turbulent  and  threatening,  he  had  never  com¬ 
mitted  any  serious  assault,  and  was  not  considered  actually 
dangerous.  Those  of  our  number  who,  as  just  mentioned, 
knew  the  man,  describe  him  as  being  a  person  of  a  weak, 
imperfectly  developed  intellect,  but  they  agree  in  considering 
that  he  was  quite  responsible  for  his  actions. 

It  is  only  fair  to  the  proprietors  of  the  Asylum  that  we 
should  here  record  our  opinion  that  this  most  deplorable 
event  did  not  result  from  insufficient  watching  and  guarding 
of  the  lunatic.  The  staff  of  attendants  at  Fisherton  House 
has  invariably  been  very  large ;  we  have  always  given  credit, 
in  our  reports,  for  the  successful  manner  in  which  the  dan¬ 
gerous  class  of  cases  have  here  been  managed  and  controlled  ; 
and  there  is  no  reason  to  think  that,  on  the  occasion  in 
question,  there  was  any  deficiency  of  attendants  in  the  ward 
occupied  by  McKave. 

The  following  resolution  appears  on  the  minutes  of  the 
meeting  of  our  Board,  held  on  the  9th  of  June  18/3  : — 

“  The 
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"  The  members  of  the  Lunacy  Boards  deeply  grieved  at 
"  the  lamentable  occurrence  by  which  the  life  of  a  valuable 
“  public  servant  and  an  esteemed  private  friend  has  been 
“  sacrificed^  beg  to  convey  to  Mr.  Lutwidge’s  family  an 
“  expression  of  their  unfeigned  sympathy  and  sorrow,  and 
“  desire  to  place  on  record  their  sense  of  the  loss  which  they 
“  have  themselves  sustained  bv  the  death  of  an  unwearied 
"  fellow-labourer,  who  had  served  on  the  Commission  since 
"it  was  constituted  by  the  Statute  of  1845,  who  brought 
“  great  ability  and  the  most  varied  experience  to  the  duties 
“  he  took  so  much  pleasure  in  discharging,  and  whose  kindly 
"  and  generous  disposition  had  endeared  him  to  all  his 
“  colleagues.” 

The  vacancy  in  this  Commission  was  filled  up  by  your  Appointment 
Lordship’s  predecessor  in  office,  who,  on  the  14th  June  1873,  sLner.°mmis 
appointed  thereto  the  Hon.  Greville  Theophilus  Howard, 
Barrister-at-Law. 


The  returns  made  to  our  office  show  the  total  number  of  Statistics. 
lunatics,  idiots,  and  persons  of  unsound  mind,  registered  as 
such  on  the  1st  of  January  last  to  have  been  62,027 >  an 
increase  of  1,731  upon  that  of  the  1st  of  January  1873.^ 

These  numbers  do  not  include  208  lunatics  so  found  by 
inquisition,  who  reside  in  charge  of  their  committees.

#  The  average  annual  increase  of  the  last  ten  years  has  been  1,723. 
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In  this  summary  the  patients  maintained  by  the  State 
at  the  Royal  India  Asylum,  at  the  Yarmouth  Naval  Hos¬ 
pital,  at  Netley  Abbey,  at  Grove  Hall,  Bow,  and  at  the 
Broadmoor  Criminal  Asylum  are,  as  usual,  included  in  the 
private  class.  In  the  pauper  class  are  placed  only  such  as 
are  maintained  wholly  or  in  part  by,  or  are  chargeable  to, 
parishes,  unions,  counties,  or  boroughs.  Thus  distinguished, 
the  total  of  62,027  on  the  1st  of  January  last  consisted  of 
7,292  private  patients  and  54,735  paupers.  These  figures 
show  the  increase  of  the  year  to  have  been  269  of  the  former, 
and  1,462  of  the  latter  class. 

The  following  is  a  detailed  analysis  of  the  increase'  or 
decrease  in  the  numbers  under  the  various  heads  of  distri¬ 
bution,  as  compared  with  the  1st  of  January  1873  : 

The  Private  Patients  have  increased  in  County  and  Borough 
Asylums  by  36  ;  in  Registered  Hospitals  by  136  ;  in  Licensed 
Houses  by  69  ;  in  the  Naval,  Military,  and  Indian  Asylums, 
by  20 ;  and  as  u  single  patients”  in  private  charge  by  13; 
whilst  there  has  been  a  decrease  of  5  in  those  classed  as 
private  patients  at  the  Broadmoor  Criminal  Asylum. 

Th ePauper  Patients  have  increased  in  County  and  Borough 
Asylums  by  862  ;  in  Licensed  Houses  by  151  ;  in  Broadmoor 
Asylum  by  17  ;  and  in  Workhouses  by  675.  There  has  been, 
on  the  other  hand,  a  decrease  of  1 2  in  the  number  of  those 
in  Registered  Hospitals,  and  of  231  in  the  number  of  out¬ 
door  paupers. 

It  is  material  to  bear  in  mind  that  the  patients  in  the 
Metropolitan  District  Asylums  at  Leavesden,  Caterham, 
and  Hampstead,  who,  on  the  1st  of  January  last,  amounted 
altogether  to  3,960,  are  classed  as  in  Workhouses.  These 
Asylums  were  erected  more  especially  for  the  reception  of 
the  imbecile  paupers  previously  kept  in  the  lunatic  wards 
of  the  London  Workhouses,  and  the  regulations  issued  by 
the  Local  Government  Board  for  their  management,  permit 
the  admission  thereinto  only  of  chronic  and  harmless  per¬ 
sons  of  unsound  mind,  such  as  may  be  properly  retained  in 
AVorkhouses.  The  institutions  in  question  are,  moreover, 
declared  by  a  The  Metropolitan  Poor  Act,  1867,”  under 
which  they  were  established,  to  be  "Workhouses  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Lunacy  Acts. 

The  opening,  during  the  past  year,  of  the  Hampstead  Dis¬ 
trict  Asylum,  and  the  enlargement  of  those  at  Caterham  and 
Leavesden,  will,  to  a  considerable  extent,  explain  the  increase 
in  the  number  of  patients  classed  as  being  in  Workhouses.

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The  number  of  pauper  patients  detained  under  statutory  Statistics. 
orders  and  certificates  in  Asylums,  Hospitals,  and  Licensed 
Houses,  on  the  1st  January  last,  was  32,8/8. 

The  eleven  Tables  which  appeared  in  our  last  and  four 
previous  Reports,  giving  certain  statistical  information  for 
each  year  since  1859,  have  been  continued,  and  we  have  this 
year  added  two  new  Tables.  One  of  these  shows  the  actual 
increase  or  decrease  of  pauper  Lunacy  in  the  several  union 
counties,  as  compared  with  the  1st  of  January  1873  ;  and  the 
other  gives,  for  the  last  ten  years,  the  annual  averages  of  the 
admissions,  the  recoveries,  and  the  deaths,  together  with 
the  proportion  of  the  recoveries  to  the  admissions,  and  that 
of  the  deaths  to  the  average  number  resident,  and  to  the 
total  number  under  treatment,  in  the  several  County  and 
Borough  Asylums  and  Hospitals  which  have  been  open 
during  the  whole  of  that  period.  The  latter  Table  will  be 
useful  for  purposes  of  comparison  with  the  columns  in 
Appendix  (B.),  giving  similar  information  as  to  the  same 
institutions  for  the  year  18/3. 

The  details  of  the  annual  returns  made  by  Clerks  to  Boards 
of  Guardians,  showing  the  number  of  pauper  patients  charge¬ 
able  to  Unions  and  Parishes,  will  be  found  in  Appendix  (A.)

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It  is  material  to  bear  in  mind  that  the  term  u  total  num¬ 
ber  of  lunatics,  &c.,”  used  in  these  tables,  has  reference  to 
those  persons  of  unsound  mind  only  who  are  registered  and 
returned  as  such  to  our  office.  The  returns  of  the  late 
Census,  published  last  autumn,  show  that,  on  the  3rd  of  April 
1871,  there  were  in  England  and  Wales  69,019  “  lunatics, 
idiots,  and  imbeciles  ” ;  whereas  the  returns  made  to  our 
office  for  the  1st  of  January  preceding  reached  but  the  total 
of  58,060.  It  would  thus  appear  that  more  than  10,000 
cases  were  unreported  to  us.  We  have  no  doubt  that  many 
isolated  cases  are  still  in  illegal  charge,  and  withheld  from 
our  supervision;  but  the  large  majority  of  the  10,000  are 
probably  idiots  and  others  of  unsound  mind,  residing  with 
relatives,  and  maintained  without  profit,  respecting  whom 
the  Lunacy  Law  does  not  require  any  return  to  be  made. 
In  support  of  this  view,  it  is  to  be  observed,  from  the  census 
tables,  that  of  the  idiots  and  imbeciles  not  in  Asylums ,  as 
many  as  3,983  are  children  under  15  years  of  age;  and  that 
of  2,882  more,  similarly  located,  the  ages  are  between  15  and 
20  years. 

Appendix  (B.),  pages  100  to  113,  sets  forth  the  usual  statis¬ 
tical  information  with  reference  to  those  patients  who  are 
detained  under  orders  and  certificates  in  Asylums,  Hos¬ 
pitals,  and  Licensed  Houses.  In  the  182  institutions  of  this 
kind  now  existing  in  England  and  Wales,  there  were,  on  the 
1st  of  January  last,  altogether,  39,734  patients;  namely,  3,855 
males  and  3,001  females  of  the  private  class,  and  15,017 
males,  and  17,861  females  who  are  paupers. 

The  total  admissions  into  these  establishments  in  1873 
were  12,611  ;  of  these,  however,  1,332  were  transfers  from 
certain  institutions  to  others,  and  1,499  were  re-admissions. 

The  proportion  of  the  re-admissions  to  the  total  admis¬ 
sions  was,  in  County  and  Borough  Asylums,  13*13  per  cent. ; 
in  Registered  Hospitals,  10*13  per  cent.  ;  in  Metropolitan 
Licensed  Houses,  6*53  per  cent. ;  in  Provincial  Licensed 
Houses,  10*22  per  cent.  ;  and  in  the  four  State  Asylums, 
1*61  per  cent. 

On  the  1st  of  January  1873  the  patients  in  County  and 
Borough  Asylums  wTere  30,473  (13,982  males  and  16,491 
females).  During  the  past  year  the  admissions  have  been 
9,426,*  so  that  the  total  number  of  both  sexes  under  treat¬ 
ment  during  1873  amounted  to  39,899.j' 

_ _  The 

*  Of  these,  1,078  were  transfers  from  other  asylums, 
t  Or,  deducting  the  transfers,  to  38,821. 
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The  total  discharges,  including  the  transfers,  were  5,21 1  ;  county  and 
of  these  3.201  are  reported  as  recoveries.  The  deaths  of  Borough 
the  year  were  3,317.  These  changes  left  31,371  patients  in 
these  Asylums  on  the  1st  of  January  last  (14,432  males  and 
16,939  females),  being  an  increase  in  the  year  of  898; 
namely,  of  450  men  and  448  women.  The  daily  average 
number  throughout  the  year  was  30,99 1 . 

The  recoveries  as  compared  with  the  total  admissions  of 
the  year  were  in  the  proportion  of  33*95  per  cent.  The 
deaths  upon  the  average  daily  number  resident  were  in  the 
ratio  of  10*70  per  cent.,  and  calculated  on  the  total  number 
under  treatment,  the  proportion  would  be  8*31  per  cent.^ 

The  per-centage  of  recoveries  is  2  per  cent,  below  the 
average  of  the  last  15  years.  The  rate  of  mortality,  though 
higher  than  in  1872  is,  it  will  be  seen  on  reference  to 
Tables  (Y.  and  VI.),  somewhat  lower  than  the  average  of 
the  15  years. 

There  has  resulted  a  further  accumulation  during  the  year, 
in  County  and  Borough  Asylums,  of  patients  whose  insanity 
is  of  a  chronic  form,  offering  but  small  chance  of  recovery. 

Of  the  31,371  patients  resident  on  the  1st  of  January 
1874,  the  number  deemed  by  the  various  medical  superin¬ 
tendents  to  be  curable  was  only  2,293,  or  a  proportion  of 
7 '39  per  cent.  The  patients  deemed  curable  in  these 
asylums  on  the  1st  of  January  1873  were  in  the  proportion  of 
8*12  per  cent. 

In  our  24th  Report,  we  drew  special  attention  to  the  im-  Post-mortem 
portance,  for  various  cogent  reasons,  of  making  post-mortem  examinati°«s. 
examinations  of  the  bodies  of  patients  dying  in  Asylums ; 
stating  our  opinion,  44  that  such  examinations  should  not  be 
44  made  either  contrary  to  the  wish  of  the  relatives  of  the 
44  patient,  or  without  giving  them  the  opportunity  of  object- 
44  ing  thereto ;  ”  but  44  that  the  practice  of  making  these 
44  examinations  should,  as  far  as  possible,  be  everywhere  the 
44  rule,  and  not,  as  in  many  instances,  the  exception.” 

We  have  now  the  satisfaction  of  reporting  that  the  practice 
continues  year  by  year  to  be  more  generally  adopted  in 
nearly  all  our  public  Asylums,  the  proportion  of  such  exami¬ 
nations  to  the  deaths  having  risen  from  a  general  average  of 
40  per  cent,  in  1869  to  61  per  cent,  in  1873. 

Experience  clearly  shows  that  where  medical  superinten¬ 
dents 

*  Deducting  transfers,  the  proportion  of  deaths  to  the  total  number  under 
treatment  would  be  raised  to  8-54  per  cent. 
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dents  are  earnest  and  judicious  in  their  efforts  to  accomplish 
this  object,  they  rarely  meet  with  opposition  on  the  part  of 
the  patients’  relatives. 

Appendix  (B.)  sets  forth  the  number  of  deaths  and  exami¬ 
nations  in  the  several  Asylums,  and  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
institutions  which  are  most  behind  in  the  practice  are  the 
Nottingham,  Kent,  Dorset,  and  Lincoln  County,  and  the 
Hull  Borough  Asylums.  At  Nottingham,  with  43  deaths, 
there  has  not  been  a  single  examination.  In  the  remaining 
institutions  of  the  group  the  proportion  of  the  examinations 
to  the  deaths  was  last  year  less  than  7  per  cent.,  whereas  in 
the  rest  of  the  County  and  Borough  Asylums,  the  average 
proportion  is  now  66  per  cent.  In  several,  indeed,  it  will  be 
observed  that  these  examinations  are  rarely  omitted. 

We  have  thought  it  desirable  to  give  at  the  end  of  this 
Report,  Appendix  (C.),  plans  of  three  small  Asylums  of 
approved  and  modern  construction,  namely,  of  the  Asylum 
at  Beverley  for  the  East  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  and  of  the 
Borough  Asylums  of  Ipswich  and  Newcastle. 

In  several  asylums  special  arrangements  ha've  been  made 
with  the  best  result  for  the  constant  supervision  of  epileptic 
and  suicidal  patients  during  the  night,  and  we  hope  that 
provision  for  these  classes  will  ultimately  be  made  in  all. 
There  has,  no  doubt,  been  a  diminution,  during  the  past 
year,  in  the  number  of  epileptic  patients  reported  to  this 
office  as  having  been  found  dead  in  bed,  but  whenever 
such  casualties  arise,  we  continue  to  press  upon  the  Visitors 
and  Superintendents  of  Asylums  the  great  importance  of 
appointing  special  night  attendants,  and  making  such  addi¬ 
tions  to,  or  structural  alterations  in  the  building,  as  will 
ensure  the  patients  being  kept  under  continuous  observation 
during  the  night. 

Mr.  C.  H.  Howell,  architect,  of  Lancaster-place,  has, 
at  our  request,  furnished  us  with  a  plan  which  he  has 
prepared  of  a  simple  and  economical  form  of  ward  for 
epileptic  or  suicidal  patients,  and  which  will  be  found 
appended  to  this  Report,  Appendix  (C.)  “  The  drawing,” 

he  states,  “  shews  the  general  arrangement  and  con¬ 
struction  of  the  building,  which  is  designed  to  provide 
accommodation  for  48  patients  on  each  floor,  six  in  single 
rooms  and  42  in  a  large  dormitory,  planned  so  that  all  the 
beds  may  be  seen  from  any  point,  in  order  that  one  atten¬ 
dant  may  during  the  night  take  charge  of  all  the  patients 

in 
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in  the  large  room  and  the  single  rooms  attached  to  it.  County  and 
Beside  the  precaution  of  having  the  upper  panels  of  the  Asylums. 
doors  in  the  single  rooms  open,  the  wall  separating  the  Night  watching 
single  rooms  from  the  dormitory  is  only  1 0  feet  high,  leaving  °^PSuiddai 
a  clear  space  of  three  feet  between  the  top  of  the  wall  and  patients, 
the  underside  of  the  ceiling,  to  enable  the  attendant  to  hear 
at  once  any  patient  who  may  during  the  night  require  attention. 

“  It  is  proposed  to  light  the  dormitory  by  pendants,  with 
gratings  in  the  ceiling  leading  to  the  ventilating  shafts, 
and  the  single  rooms  by  lights  over  the  doors,  protected  on 
the  inside  by  strong  glass,  and  on  the  outside  by  doors 
filled  in  with  wire  lattice.  By  means  of  an  ordinary  tap 
on  the  outside,  the  attendant  will  be  enabled  to  turn  on 
the  gas  at  any  moment ;  and  the  products  of  combustion 
are  to  be  carried  off  through  a  tube  into  a  small  flue  on 
the  top  of  the  wall  leading  into  a  ventilating  shaft. 

u  The  dormitory  and  day-room  are  intended  to  be  ven¬ 
tilated  by  gratings  in  the  floors  and  ceilings,  by  flues 
attached  to  the  chimney  breasts  and  by  louvres  in  the  gables. 

“  The  estimated  cost  of  a  building  for  48  patients  on  the 
ground  floor  is  2,936  l.,  or  61  l,  per  patient,  and  of  a  building 
two  storeys  high,  for  the  accommodation  of  96  patients, 

5376  or  56  L  per  patient.” 

According  to  our  usual  practice,  we  have  printed  in 
Appendix  (D.)  the  whole  of  the  entries  made  during  the  year 
J  873,  upon  our  visits  to  the  County  and  Borough  Asylums. 

A  reference  to  these  documents  will  show  your  Lordship  that 
the  condition  and  management  of  these  important  institu¬ 
tions  are  still  satisfactory,  and  we  are  glad  to  report  that  as  a 
rule  we  continue  to  find  that  our  suggestions  for  improve¬ 
ments,  if  not  always  adopted  in  their  entirety,  are  attentively 
considered  both  by  the  Visitors  and  by  the  medical  superin¬ 
tendents. 

We  now  propose  to  record  in  detail  the  chief  structural 
alterations  and  additions  to  the  buildings  of  the  several 
Asylums,  and  those  occurrences  within  their  walls  which 
appear  to  require  comment. 

We  regret  to  report  that  no  progress  has  been  made  in  Cambridge, 
the  Cambridge  Asylum  in  the  arrangements  necessary  to 
provide  the  much-needed  additional  accommodation,  nor  for 
the  removal  of  the  steam  boilers  from  their  dangerous  po¬ 
sition  in  the  centre  of  the  building. 

Nothing  having  been  done,  we  were  forced  in  December 
last  to  address  the  Secretary  of  State  ;  and,  reminding  him 
0.48.  that 
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borough  ND  ™  1871  we  had  reported  (under  Section  30  of  the  Lunatic 

Asylums.  Asylums  Act)  that  enlargement  was  required,  to  express 

Cambridge.  our  hope  that  he  would  call  upon  the  Visitors  to  execute 

forthwith  the  works  necessary  for  that  purpose. 

Mr.  Secretary  Lowe  immediately  accepted  our  suggestion, 
and  made  the  desired  requisition.* 

This  asylum  is  still  without  an  assistant  medical  officer. 

Cheshire  A  special  inquiry  was  held  at  the  Parkside  Asylum,  Mac- 

(Parkside.)  elesfield,  in  August  last,  under  the  following  circumstances  : 

On  the  21st  of  June,  1873,  a  letter,  headed  u  Experiences 
u  of  a  Lady  confined  as  a  Pauper  Lunatic,”  appeared  in 
some  of  the  Manchester  daily  papers.  This  letter  set  forth 
a  statement  by  a  Mrs.  Petschler  respecting  her  treatment 
in  the  above  asylum  (of  which  she  had  been  an  inmate  from 
November  18/1  to  September  1872),  and  contained  allega¬ 
tions  which  seriously  reflected  on  the  management  of  that 
institution.  The  Committee  of  Visitors,  to  whom  the  letter 
conveyed  the  first  intimation  of  any  complaint  on  the  part 
of  Mrs.  Petschler,  at  once  inquired  into  the  circumstances  of 
the  case,  and  came  to  the  conclusion  that  she  “  had  been 
“  treated  with  exceptional  kindness  and  consideration.”  In 
order,  however,  better  to  satisfy  the  mind  of  the  public  (for 
the  statement,  it  appears,  had  attracted  considerable  atten¬ 
tion),  they  requested  us  to  institute  a  full  inquiry  into  the 
matter.  In  consideration  of  this  appeal  by  the  Visitors,  the 
request  was  acceded  to,  and  an  inquiry,  which  extended 
over  four  days,  was  held  at  the  Asylum  by  two  members  of 
the  Board. 

We  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  give  in  detail  the  com¬ 
plaints  that  were  made  by  Mrs.  Petschler,  or  to  comment  at 
length  on  the  evidence  adduced  in  support  of  them. 

They  were,  in  substance,  charges  : — 1st,  of  ill-treatment 
and  unkindness  on  the  part  of  some  of  the  attendants ; 
2ndly,  of  injuries  and  annoyances  received  from  other 
patients ;  3rdly,  of  unsuitable  accommodation  and  improper 
treatment  in  the  Asylum. 

The  delay  (for  which  no  sufficient  reason  was  given)  in 
preparing  the  charges  threw  some  difficulties  in  the  way  of 
investigating  them,  but  this  was  clone  in  the  fullest  possible 
manner,  and  29  witnesses,  besides  Mrs.  Petschler  herself 
(who  was  represented  professionally),  were  examined. 

A  report 

*  Plans  for  the  removal  of  the  boilers,  a  necessary  preliminary  to  carrying  out 
the  enlargement,  were  submitted  and  approved  during  the  preparation  ot  this 
Report, 
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A  report  was  subsequently  made  to  our  Board  by  the  two  County  and 
Commissoners  who  held  the  inquiry,  and  a  copy  was  for- 
warded  to  the  Committee  of  Visitors,  and  with  our  sanction, 
was  published  by  them  in  the  newspapers.  Asylums. 

Our  colleagues  were  satisfied,  from  the  evidence  given  (Parkside9 
before  them,  that  Mrs.  Petschler  was  insane  at  the  time  of 
her  admission,  and  was  a  proper  subject  for  care  and  treat¬ 
ment  in  an  Asylum  ;  that  the  charges  preferred  by  her  had 
not  been  substantiated  ;  and,  finally,  that  u  in  the  course  of 
a  most  protracted  and  searching  inquiry,  nothing  had  been 
disclosed  that  reflected  unfavourably  on  the  general 
“  management  of  the  Asylum.” 

There  were  some  other  complaints  made  by  Mrs.  Petschler 
in  her  statement  besides  those  above  referred  to ;  but  as 
these  related  to  the  circumstances  under  which  she  was  sent 
to  the  Asylum,  and  did  not  bear  on  the  conduct  of  the 
Asylum  authorities,  it  was  decided  that  they  did  not  come 
within  the  range  of  the  inquiry,  which  was  strictly  limited 
to  the  time  during  which  this  person  was  a  patient  on  the 
books  of  the  Asylum.  There  is  however,  no  doubt  that 
Mrs.  Petschler  (who  was  a  widow,  occupying  a  humble  but 
respectable  position)  felt  much  aggrieved  at  being  sent  to  a 
pauper  Asylum  ;  and  that  the  feeling  of  injury  thus  excited, 
coupled  with  her  mental  condition,  caused  her  to  take  mis¬ 
taken  and  perverse  views  of  the  actions  of  those  around  her, 
and  probably  induced  her  to  advance  statements  of  an  exag¬ 
gerated  character,  which  she  was  not  able  to  justify. 


A  new  chapel  to  accommodate  300  persons,  for  which  the  Cumberland, 
plans  were  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State  in  May  last,  New  cbapei. 
is  now  in  course  of  construction  at  the  Garlands  Asylum. 

The  estimate  for  this  building,  in  which  it  was  proposed 
to  make  use  of  some  of  the  old  fittings,  was  2,286/. 


In  the  case  of  a  female  patient  in  the  Denbigh  Asylum,  Denbigh, 
known  to  be  suicidal  on  her  admission,  and  who  hung  herself  suicide, 
with  a  piece  of  tape  which  she  had  fixed  to  the  casing  of  a 
water-closet  door,  some  doubt  arose  whether  the  nurse  in 
charge  had  been  informed  of  this  woman’s  suicidal  disposi¬ 
tion.  We  took  occasion  to  insist  on  the  importance  in  all 
Asylums  of  giving  to  the  attendant  taking  charge  of  a  patient 
a  written  statement  of  such  features  in  the  case  as  it  is 
essential  should  be  known,  to  secure  proper  care  and  atten¬ 
tion,  and  especially  as  to  any  suicidal  tendency  ;  and  were 
assured  that  in  the  Denbigh  Asylum  this  precaution  would 
for  the  future  be  taken, 

0.48. 
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The  Secretary  of  State  has  approved  a  contract  for  the 
purchase  of  about  2/  acres  of  land  adjoining,  and  to  the  north 
of  the  existing  estate  of  the  Devon  County  Asylum.  The 
cost  of  this  much  needed  acquisition  was  3,150/. 

It  is  proposed  to  erect  a  new  detached  chapel  here,  and  to 
make  considerable  additions  to  the  accommodation,  but  the 
plans  for  these  purposes  have  not  yet  been  approved. 

Plans  for  works  intended  to  provide  an  increased  supply 
of  water  at  the  Durham  County  Asylum  were  approved 
during  the  past  year.  The  estimated  cost  for  this  very  desi¬ 
rable  improvement  was  1 ,99 1 1. 

At  a  visit  made  by  two  Commissioners  to  this  Asylum  on 
the  28th  of  July,  full  inquiry  was  made  into  the  circum¬ 
stances  attending  the  death,  by  violence,  of  J.  C.  on  the  5th 
of  that  month.  Our  Colleagues’  observations,  and  the  con¬ 
clusions  at  which  they  arrived,  will  be  found  in  the  report  of 
their  visit.  See  Appendix  (D.) 

J.  C.  had  been  a  patient  in  the  Asylum  since  the  5th  of 
June  18/2,  labouring  under  mania,  with  great  excitement, 
attacking  any  one  near  him,  and  often  requiring  to  be  held. 
Early  in  June  he  was  removed,  in  consequence  of  his  noise 
and  excitement,  to  No.  4  ward,  in  which  the  most  trouble¬ 
some  patients  are  placed.  From  this  ward  he  was  sent,  on 
the  28th  June,  to  the  infirmary,  in  consequence  of  some  in¬ 
jury  to  the  left  ankle,  supposed  to  have  been  received  during 
the  previous  night.  For  this  he  was  kept  in  bed,  but  no 
medical  examination  of  his  person  was  made  until  three  days 
after  his  admission  into  the  infirmary.  On  the  1st  July  it 
was  discovered  that  he  had  fractures  of  the  breast-bone,  and 
also  of  three  ribs  on  each  side ;  and  on  the  5th,  when  a 
more  complete  examination  was  made,  fluid  was  discovered 
to  be  effused  into  both  sides  of  the  chest,  and  four  ribs  on 
the  right,  and  six  or  seven  on  the  left  side,  were  found  to  be 
fractured ;  exhaustion  rapidly  supervened,  and  he  died  the 
same  evening. 

Upon  post-mortem  examination  it  was  found  that,  on  the 
right  side,  the  3rd,  5th,  6th,  8th,  9th,  10th,  and  11th  ribs 
were  fractured,  some  in  two  or  three  places,  and  the  4  th  rib 
was  detached  from  the  breast-bone.  On  the  left  side  the 
7th,  8th,  9th,  1 0th,  and  J  1th  ribs  were  broken,  and  the  5th 
detached.  There  was  a  transverse  fracture  of  the  breast¬ 
bone  opposite  the  cartilage  of  the  fourth  rib  on  each  side. 
The  pleura  on  both  sides  was  inflamed,  and  there  was  effu¬ 
sion  of  fluid  and  lymph  into  the  cavities,  but  no  wound, 
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either  of  pleura  or  lungs,  was  detected.  The  ribs  were  County  and 
stated  to  be  unnaturally  brittle.  The  fractures  were  sup-  asylum^ 
posed  to  have  taken  place  from  seven  to  1 0  or  1 2  days  before  Durham. 

death.  Death  by 

No  evidence  implicating  any  of  the  attendants  was  given  vlolence- 
before  the  coroner*  but  upon  a  subsequent  inquiry  made  by 
the  Visitors*  when  the  witnesses  were  examined  on  oath,  and 
the  statements  of  two  patients  were  also  taken*  it  was  proved 
that  some  days  before  the  patient  was  removed  to  the  in¬ 
firmary  he  was  very  violent,  and  required  three  attendants 
(G.  being  one)  and  a  patient  to  take  him  up  stairs.  The  two 
patients  referred  to  distinctly  stated  to  the  Visitors*  and  also 
to  the  Commissioners  upon  their  next  visit,  that  they  saw  G. 
strike,  kick,  and  otherwise  ill  use  C.*  and  the  Visitors  were 
led  to  think,  upon  their  evidence,  that  the  injuries  took  place 
upon  this  occasion.  The  Visitors  stated  that  it  was  impossible 
to  bring  the  charge  home  to  these  attendants,  or  to  do  more 
than  express  a  belief  that  this  was  the  probable  solution  of 
the  case  ;  adding  that  if  the  attendants  did,  in  fact,  inflict  the 
injury,  they  did  not  intend  to  do  so,  and  that  the  fatal  result 
was  entirely  owing  to  the  abnormal  condition  of  the  patient. 

They  therefore  decided  that  no  legal  proceedings  should  be 
taken  against  any  one.  The  Visiting  Commissioners  did  not, 
however,  agree  in  the  view  taken  by  the  Committee  as  to  the 
result  being  entirely  owing  to  the  abnormal  condition  of  the 
patient,  and  they  had  a  strong  impression  that  it  was  to  the 
violence  employed  by  G.  that  the  injuries  were  due ;  they 
were*  however,  unable  to  obtain  such  legal  proof  against  him 
as  would  be  likely,  in  their  opinion,  to  secure  his  conviction. 

The  Board  concurred  in  this  view,  and  communicated  it  to 
the  Visitors. 

But  apart  from  the  case  of  J.  C.,  and  the  fatal  violence 
to  which  he  was  subjected,  it  appeared  to  us  that  there  was 
strong  evidence  that  the  arrangements  at  the  Durham 
Asylum  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  impulsive  and 
dangerous  class  of  patients,  especially  in  the  male  division, 
were  very  defective,  and  that  a  thorough  re-organisation  of 
the  wards  they  occupy,  and  the  employment  of  a  sufficient 
number  of  attendants  of  a  superior  class  was  absolutely 
necessary ;  above  all,  that  it  was  of  the  highest  import¬ 
ance  that  there  should  be  more  vigilant  and  constant  super¬ 
vision  of  these  departments  of  the  Asylum  by  Dr.  Smith 
and  the  assistant  medical  officers,  in  order  to  prevent  a  re¬ 
currence  of  fatal  accidents  and  acts  of  violence.  The  Board 
also  specially  recommended  that  the  practice  disclosed  of 
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employing'  patients  to  assist  the  attendants  in  removing  or 
coercing  other  inmates  should  be,  in  future,  strictly  for¬ 
bidden.  In  reply,  the  Visitors  stated  that  they  had  deter¬ 
mined  that  the  old  refractory  ward  should  be  broken  up, 
and  the  patients  distributed  through  the  other  wards  ;  also 
that  the  wages  of  the  attendants  had  been  increased  and 
their  accommodation  improved,  from  which  they  anticipated 
that  a  sufficient  number  of  good  officers  would  he  obtained. 
So  far  as  they  go,  these  alterations  are  no  doubt  important, 
and  we  trust  that  other  necessary  amendments  will  be  carried 
out- 

A  good  Turkish  hath  and  linen-room  have  been  added  to 
the  Glamorgan  Asylum.  The  estimated  cost  of  these  im¬ 
provements  was  2/1  Z- 

Farm  buildings  have  been  sanctioned  at  the  Hereford 
Asylum,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  400/. 

In  our  last  report  it  was  mentioned  that  an  estate  con¬ 
sisting  of  113  acres  had  been  purchased  at  Chartham  Down 
near’  Canterbury,  as  a  site  for  a  second  Asylum  for  the  county 

of  Kent.  -  | 

Plans  were  subsequently  submitted  by  Messrs.  Giles  and 
Gough,  the  architects  selected  to  carry  out  the  work  for  an 
asylum,  to  contain  640  patients. 

The  unfavourable  nature  of  the  site  for  the  erection  of  a 
large  building,  and  especially  the  slope  of  the  ground  from 
south  to  north,  to  which  we  adverted  last  year,  presented 
many  difficulties,  and  much  consideration  was  given  to  the 
drawings  before  we  were  enabled  to  recommend  them  for 
approval.  A  valuable  addition,  however,  had  meanwhile 
been  made  to  the  estate  by  the  purchase  of  about  six  acres 
of  land  at  the  summit  of  the  elevation,  facilitating  some 
modification  and  improvement  in  the  position  of  the  build¬ 
ing.  The  Secretary  of  State’s  sanction  was  obtained  in  the 
month  of  August  last,  and  the  works  are  in  progress.  The 
estimate  for  this  Asylum  was  98,500/. ;  but  there  will  be  a 
further  expenditure  of  1,300/.  for  the  erection  of  cottages 
and  an  entrance  lodge,  the  plans  for  which  have  also  been 
sanctioned. 

Several  important  additions  and  alterations  are  in  progress 

at  the  Prestwich  Asylum. 

For  some  time  past  additional  infirmary  accommodation 
had  been  much  needed ;  and  we  were  glad  early  in  the  past 
year  to  receive  plans  for  a  considerable  enlargement  of  this 
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department  in  both  divisions,  by  means  of  which  40  addi-  boroug^0 
tional  beds  would  be  provided  for  each  sex.  Asylums. 

At  the  same  time  there  was  a  proposal  for  the  erection  of  a  Lancashire, 
new  dining-hall,  for  320  male  patients.  The  estimates  for 
these  two  works  amounted  to  4,201 1.  A  further  design  was 
also  submitted  for  an  extension  of  the  laundry,  at  a  cost  of 
1,45]  l.  15  s.  Considering  these  works  to  be  necessary,  and 
the  arrangements  satisfactory,  we  recommended  them  for 
the  Secretary  of  State’s  approval,  and  the  plans  and  estimates 
received  his  sanction  in  the  month  of  March.  Later  in  the 
year,  upon  our  report,  his  approval  was  also  obtained  to  a 
contract  for  the  purchase  of  upwards  of  1 8  acres  of  additional 
land  adjacent  to  the  Asylum  estate,  with  a  mansion,  stables> 
outbuildings,  and  cottages,  at  a  cost  of  5,000/.  The  posses¬ 
sion  of  this  estate  will  prove  of  great  importance  to  this 
Asylum,  the  original  site  having  become  much  too  limited  for 
the  increased  number  of  patients,  now  amounting  to  upwards 
of  1,000. 

Another  improvement  has  been  the  formation  of  a  small 
ward  in  each  division  solely  for  the  reception  of  recent  cases. 

These  wards,  which  will  be  of  one  story  only,  and  contain 
10  single  rooms  in  each,  will  be  conveniently  arranged,  and 
well  situated.  Their  cost  is  estimated  at  1,800/.  The  plans 
have  been  duly  approved. 

At  the  Rainhill  Asylum  additions  have  been  made,  com-  Lancashire, 
prising,  besides  improvements  in  two  of  the  wards,  altera- 
tions  in  the  engine-house,  and  the  erection  of  two  cottages. 

The  cost  of  the  whole  was  918/. 


The  Asylum  at  Whittingham,  about  six  miles  north  of  Lancashire. 
Preston,  being  the  fourth  Asylum  for  Lancashire,  was  formally  (whlttmgham^ 
opened  for  the  reception  of  patients  on  the  1st  April.  There 
were  on  that  day  1 1 5  patients  residing  there,  who  had  been 
sent  on  leave  from  the  county  Asylum  at  Prestwich.  They 
were  then  transferred  to  the  books  of  this  Asylum,  and  the 
numbers  increased  by  the  addition  of  128  patients  sent  from 
the  other  two  county  Asylums. 

The  estate  belonging  to  the  Asylum  authorities  consists  of 
155  acres,  and  the  buildings  themselves,  when  completed, 
are  intended  to  accommodate  1,100  patients  ;  but  at  the  time 
of  the  visit  by  two  Commissioners  in  August  last,  much 
remained  to  be  done  before  this  could  be  finished. 

A  detailed  description  of  the  buildings  and  general  ar¬ 
rangements  will  be  found  in  the  entry,  which  is  printed  in 
the  Appendix  (D.) 
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Plans  for  an  associated  bath-room  proposed  to  be  erected 
on  the  male  side  of  the  Colney  Hatch  Asylum,  have  received 
the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  State.  The  estimate  for 
this  building  was  1,100/. 

A  male  patient  here,  who  previous  to  admission  had  for 
some  time  threatened  to  destroy  himself,  and  had  told  the 
certifying  surgeon  that  he  felt  that  he  must  do  so  if  he  had 
the  chance,  hung  himself  1 1  days  after  his  reception  by 
means  of  a  piece  of  sheet  which  he  had  attached  to  the 
fastening  of  the  window  of  the  single  room,  in  which  he  was 
placed  to  sleep.  That  a  patient  with  such  strong  suicidal 
tendencies,  and  apparently  not  violent,  should  have  been 
placed  to  sleep  in  a  single  room  at  all,  and  especially  in  one 
offering  such  facilities  for  accomplishing  his  object,  showed 
great  want  of  ordinary  precaution ;  and  the  case  points 
strongly  to  the  inadequate  provision  in  this  Asylum  for  the 
care  of  suicidal  patients,  and  to  the  necessity  that  arrange¬ 
ments  should  be  made  for  their  continuous  supervision 
during  the  night. 

The  death  of  a  blind  man,  named  Lyell,  occurred  in  the 
Hanwell  Asylum  in  April  1873,  from  his  falling,  when  going 
to  chapel,  down  a  staircase  which  had  been  left  in  an  un¬ 
protected  state  during  certain  alterations.  Fracture  of  the 
skull  had  taken  place,  and  he  died  three  days  after  the 
accident  from  the  effects  of  this  injury,  combined  with  pneu¬ 
monia.  The  verdict  upon  the  inquest  was  in  conformity  with 
these  facts,  but  the  jury  added  their  opinion  “  that  the  system 
“  of  management  under  which  alteration  of  the  orchestra  was 
“  begun  without  proper  notice  to  some  officer,  or  other  pre¬ 
caution  taken,  shows  both  laxity  of  discipline  and  great 
“  carelessness.”  Special  instructions  had  been  given  by  the 
medical  superintendent,  that  this  patient  (in  consequence  of 
his  being  blind)  should  never  be  allowed  to  go  to  chapel  un¬ 
less  an  attendant  from  his  ward  was  on  duty  there,  and  that 
this  attendant  should  see  him  into  chapel.  On  the  morning 
in  question  the  inspector,  whose  duty  it  was  to  open  the  door 
leading  from  the  ward  and  to  post  the  attendants,  came  late 
to  his  duty,  and  the  ward  attendant  who  had  brought  Lyell 
as  far  as  this  door  opened  it,  and  himself  took  the  inspector’s 
place  there,  allowing  the  patient  to  proceed  across  the 
recreation-room  towards  the  chapel  by  himself,  where  he 
strayed  from  the  line  of  patients,  and  fell  down  the  staircase. 
Th.e  Committee  of  Visitors  made  full  inquiry  into  the  case, 
and  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  the  accident  arose  from 
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the  unauthorised  absence  of  the  inspector  from  his  post,  £°™ugh^ND 
thereby  causing  the  withdrawal  of  the  attendant,  who  ought  asylums. 
to  have  conducted  the  patient  to  his  seat  in  the  chapel.  Middlesex. 

“  They  therefore  dismissed  the  inspector,  and  dispensed  with 
“  the  services  of  the  attendant,  and  they  further  called  upon  death. 

“  another  attendant  to  resign  his  situation,  being  of  opinion 
“  that  he  did  not  evidence  a  sufficient  degree  of  intelligence 
“  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  on  the  occasion  in  question. 

“  The  Committee  of  Visitors  also  felt  that  want  of  due  caution 
“  had  been  exhibited  by  the  engineer  in  not  giving  sufficient 
“  notice  of  the  nature  of  the  work  at  the  staircase  where  the 
“  accident  occurred.” 

In  the  Abergavenny  Asylum,  an  old  man  was  found  two  Monmouth, 
days  after  his  admission  to  have  received  fractures  of  two  or  and 
three  ribs  on  the  right  side,  accompanied  by  emphysema  over  (Abergavenny.) 
the  injured  part,  showing  that  the  lung  had  been  punctured.  Broken  ribs. 
The  man’s  mental  state  did  not  disqualify  him  from  giving 
an  account  of  the  way  in  which  the  injuries  were  received, 
and  his  statement  was  confirmed  by  the  testimony  of  another 
patient  possessed  of  considerable  intelligence,  and  whose 
evidence  was  regarded  as  trustworthy.  It  appeared  that  on 
the  occasion  of  the  patient  standing  at  the  door  of  the  ward 
with  the  object  of  getting  out,  an  attendant  tried  to  remove 
him,  when  he  (the  patient)  tf<  fell,  or  was  put  down,”  and  that 
afterwards,  “  four  or  five  of  them  ”  were  about  him,  and  that 
he  was  pressed  or  knelt  on.  He  pointed  out  the  first  atten¬ 
dant  referred  to,  without  hesitation,  and  thought  that  another 
attendant  was  also  implicated,  but  he  declined  to  speak 
positively  as  to  the  individual.  At  first  the  person  chiefly 
implicated  denied  that  anything  particular  had  taken  place, 
but  he  afterwards  admitted  that  the  statement  of  the  patient 
who  had  witnessed  the  assault  was  substantially  correct. 

The  matter  was  fully  inquired  into  by  the  Visitors,  who 
however  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  evidence  was  not 
sufficient  to  take  legal  proceedings  upon,  especially  as  the 
patient  himself  declined  to  give  his  evidence  on  oath.  The 
attendant  was  however  subsequently  dismissed. 

The  gradual  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  at  the  Norfolk. 
Norfolk  Asylum  has  for  some  time  past  more  than  kept  pace  Enlargement, 
with  such  additions  as  from  time  to  time  have  been  made  to 
the  building,  and  early  last  year  the  Visitors  drew  our  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  pressing  necessity  for  further  extending  the 
accommodation  for  female  patients,  at  the  same  time  sub¬ 
mitting  a  proposal  to  build  for  60  additional  women. 
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The  difficulty  in  all  plans  for  enlargement  at  this  Asylum 
has  hitherto  long  been  the  want  of  adequate  land,  the  estate 
being  only  36  acres  in  extent,  nine  of  which  are  covered 
with  buildings  and  airing-courts  ;  and  the  Visitors  again 
stated  that  they  had  been  unsuccessful  in  their  attempts  to 
purchase  or  rent  an  adjoining  farm.  They  had,  however, 
secured  one  acre  of  ground  abutting  on  their  estate  on  the 
west,  exactly  in  the  direction  in  which  it  was  proposed  to 
build,  and  they  submitted  that  the  increase  being  only  for 
patients  of  the  female  sex,  the  want  of  additional  land  would 
not  be  greatly  disadvantageous.  After  some  correspondence, 
and  in  view  of  the  existing  pressure,  we  consented,  but 
reluctantly,  and  on  the  express  understanding  that  no  plan 
for  any  further  enlargement  of  the  Asylum  would  be  enter 
tained,  to  recommend  plans  for  the  Secretary  of  State’s 
approval,  providing  for  the  accommodation  of  additional 
female  patients  at  an  estimated  cost  of  7,000  l. 

At  the  Littlemore  Asylum  during  the  past  year,  the 
Secretary  of  State  has  sanctioned  a  contract  for  the  purchase 
of  a  plot  of  land  containing  about  seven  and  a  half  acres, 
adjoining  the  asylum  grounds,  at  the  price  of  1,000  form¬ 
ing  a  most  valuable  addition  to  the  limited  Asylum  estate. 
We  are  also  glad  to  report  that  plans  for  erecting  a  detached 
infirmary  for  infectious  cases,  at  a  cost  of  985  Z.,  have  been 
duly  approved. 

In  this  Asylum  a  female  patient,  epileptic,  paralysed,  and 
in  a  very  feeble  state,  died  from  the  shock  of  scalds  received 
by  being  placed  in  a  bath  into  which  the  hot  water  had  been 
turned  on  by  another  patient.  The  deceased,  it  appeared, 
had  been  taken  without  the  knowledge  of  the  attendant  of 
the  ward  by  two  other  patients  to  the  closet.  Finding  her 
very  dirty,  they  proceeded  to  undress  her  for  the  purpose  of 
placing  her  in  the  bath,  which  was  in  the  same  compartment 
as  the  water-closet,  while  a  third  patient,  with  a  pair  of 
scissors,  opened  the  door  of  the  cupboard  intended  to  secure 
the  taps,  and  turned  on  the  hot  water.  The  patient  did  not 
appear  to  have  been  immersed  in  the  water,  but  to  have 
stood  in  it  on  her  left  leg,  which  was  scalded  to  a  little  above 
the  ankle.  There  were  also  scalds  on  her  shoulder,  and 
other  parts  of  her  body,  produced,  as  it  appeared,  by  using 
flannels  for  the  purpose  of  cleansing  her.  The  scalds  were 
stated  to  be  superficial,  but  were  sufficient  to  cause  her 
death,  which  took  place  the  following  evening.  The  jury 
appended  to  the  verdict  their  opinion  that  some  better  pro¬ 
tection 
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tection  should  be  used  to  secure  the  hot- water  apparatus  County  a™ 
from  the  patients,  and  that  the  bath  should  be  in  a  separate  asylums. 
compartment  from  the  closet.  We  communicated  to  the  Oxford,  &c. 
medical  superintendent  our  opinion  that  there  was  grave  ^Lecact1hdental 
laxity  of  supervision  shown  by  the  fact  of  three  patients 
being  able,  unobserved  by  any  attendant,  to  proceed  to  the 
bath-room,  armed  with  a  pair  of  scissors,  and  there  to  act  in 
the  manner  described.  The  extremely  defective  arrange-* 
ment  for  the  protection  of  the  hath  taps  was  also  com¬ 
mented  on. 

The  pressure  for  accommodation  in  this  Asylum  induced  SaloP  and 
the  majority  of  the  Visitors  in  February  last  to  adopt  reso-  Mont§omery’ 
lutions  for  dissolving  the  union  for  A  sylum  purposes  so  far  as 
the  county  of  Montgomery  was  concerned,  leaving  the 
Asylum  at  Bicton  the  joint  property  of  Shropshire  and  the 
boroughs  of  Shrewsbury  and  Much  Wenlock,  which  are  the 
other  bodies  in  union,  and  interested  in  the  Asylum. 

The  Montgomeryshire  Visitors  were  unanimous  in  their 
opposition  to  this  scheme,  but  were  outvoted.  They,  how¬ 
ever,  and  their  brother  justices  for  that  county,  appealed  to 
the  Home  Secretary,  without  whose  sanction  the  dissolution 
of  union  could  not  take  place. 

After  examining  into  the  merits  of  the  question,  Mr.  Bruce 
determined  to  refuse  his  sanction,  and  we  were  glad  to  learn 
that  he  had  done  so.  The  dissolution  of  the  union,  as  at 
present  constituted,  would  doubtless  render  unnecessary  that 
extension  of  the  Bicton  Asylum  which,  if  the  anticipated 
increase  in  the  number  of  patients  is  realised,  must  probably 
soon  take  place.  The  difficulty,  however,  would  be  to  pro¬ 
vide  permanently  for  the  Montgomeryshire  patients.  Their 
number  is  not  sufficiently  large  to  justify  the  requirement  of 
a  separate  county  Asylum,  and  the  only  two  available  asylums 
where  they  could  be  received  would  seem  to  be  Denbigh  or 
Hereford ;  but  at  either  of  these  places  additional  buildings 
would  be  required ;  at  Denbigh  immediately,  at  Hereford  in 
the  course  of  some  years.  At  Denbigh,  too,  additional  land 
would  be  indispensable.  In  neither  case  could  a  fresh 
union  be  formed  without  the  consent  of  the  existing  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Visitors,  and  there  was  no  reason  to  suppose  that 
such  consent  would  be  given.  On  the  whole,  it  appears  to  us 
that  the  disturbance  of  the  present  arrangement  would,  in 
existing  circumstances,  be  undesirable. 

Further  additions  of  an  extensive  character  are  in  progress  Somerset, 
at  the  Somerset  Asylum,  calculated  to  afford  accommodation  Additions, 
for  120  female  patients.  The  plans,  considerably  modified 
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by  our  suggestions,  and  the  estimate  somewhat  reduced  in 
consequence,  were  approved  by  Mr.  Secretary  Bruce  in 
February  18/3.  The  amended  estimate  was  for  13,050/. 

In  our  last  Report  we  stated  that  money  had  been  voted 
by  the  Quarter  Sessions  for  the  purchase  of  some  land  for 
the  purpose  of  forming  a  special  cemetery  for  the  use  of  the 
Asylum.  The  difficulties  which  then  existed  relative  to  the 
fencing  of  the  ground,  the  erection  of  a  mortuary  chapel, 
and  the  intended  road  of  approach,  have  since  been  over¬ 
come  ;  and  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  State  has  been 
obtained  to  a  contract  for  the  purchase  of  4\  acres  of  land, 
2^  acres  of  which  will  be  appropriated  to  the  purposes  of  a 
cemetery.  The  purchase  money  amounted  to  400/.,  and  a 
further  expense  of  38  /.  has  been  incurred  in  acquiring  a 
roadway. 

The  expenditure  of  1,200/.  has  been  approved  for  the  cost 
of  improved  steam  boilers,  a  boiler-house,  larder,  and  addi¬ 
tional  domestic  offices  at  the  Stafford  County  Asylum. 

At  the  Burntwood  Asylum  the  erection  of  a  water-tank 
tower  has  been  sanctioned,  the  cost  of  which  was  estimated 
at  1,1 12  /. 

The  plans  for  the  proposed  additions  at  the  Wandsworth 
Asylum,  alluded  to  in  our  last  Report,  were  approved  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  in  March  last. 

The  blocks  added  are  calculated  to  accommodate  100 
patients  of  each  sex.  These  structures,  and  a  residence  for 
one  of  the  assistant  medical  officers,  are  estimated  to  cost 
15,736/. 

In  the  case  of  a  male  patient,  whose  death  took  place  in 
March  last,  fractures  of  six  ribs  were  discovered,  which  had 
not  been  suspected  during  life,  and  all  the  inquiries 
instituted  failed  to  disclose  how  the  injuries  had  been 
received.  The  patient  had  been  upwards  of  four  months 
in  the  asylum,  and  though  usually  quiet  and  inoffensive, 
he  became  excited  if  interfered  with,  and  resisted  being 
dressed  or  undressed ;  often  requiring,  on  going  to  bed 
or  taking  his  food,  the  services  of  three  or  four  attendants. 
An  abscess  of  the  finger,  which  he  had  on  admission, 
did  not  heal,  but  extended  to  the  hand,  and  he  appeared 
gradually  to  sink  from  diarrhoea  and  bed  sores.  In 
accordance  with  the  medical  evidence,  the  coroner’s  jury 
returned  a  verdict  to  the  effect  that  the  patient  died  of 
pycemia ,  or  blood  poisoning,  from  disease  of  the  finger, 
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accelerated  by  fractured  ribs.  Upon  the  post-mortem  exa-  county  and 
mination  fractures  of  the  5th  and  6th  ribs  on  the  right  side  Asylums 
were  discovered,  and  of  the  7th,  9th,  10th,  and  1 1th  on  the  gu 
left,  all  apparently  of  from  a  month  to  six  weeks’  duration.  (Wandsworth.) 
There  was  no  injury  to  the  pleura,  nor  was  there  any  brittle-  Broken  ribs, 
ness  of  the  bones.  Some  brain  disease  was  found ;  and  in 
addition  to  the  abscess  of  the  finger  above  noticed,  there 
was  an  abscess  over  the  left  collar-bone,  and  another  on  the 
right  elbow.  In  terminating  the  correspondence  upon  this 
case,  we  urged  upon  the  medical  superintendent  the  import¬ 
ance  of  ascertaining,  by  frequent  medical  examination,  the 
personal  condition  of  every  patient  who  requires  a  large 
amount  of  coercion,  with  a  view  to  the  prompt  discovery  and 
treatment  of  any  existing  injury,  as  well  as  to  the  investiga¬ 
tion  of  the  cause  of  it. 

The  new  hall  at  Brookwood  has  been  completed,  and  the  Surrey, 
new  wards  and  other  works  sanctioned  last  year  are  in  a  fair  (Brookwood.) 
state  of  progress.  The  Secretary  of  State  has  recently  sane-  Addltlons- 
tioned  additions  to  the  house  of  the  medical  superintendent, 
the  cost  of  which  will  be  750/. 

Plans  for  a  recreation -hall  85  feet  long  by  35  feet  broad,  Sussex, 
to  be  erected  at  the  Sussex  Asylum,  have,  upon  our  Report,  Additions. 
been  sanctioned,  and  the  works  are  in  progress.  The  designs 
included  various  useful  alterations  in  the  rooms  for  domestic 
servants,  in  the  apartments  of  the  assistant  medical  officer, 
and  the  Matron.  The  estimated  cost  for  the  whole  of  the 
works  was  2,120  l. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  connected  with  the  water-  Worcester, 
closets,  lavatories,  and  bath-room  accommodation  at  the  improvements. 
Worcester  Asylum  having  been  found  insufficient  and  de¬ 
fective,  plans  for  the  necessary  additions  and  improvements 
were  submitted  by  the  Visitors,  and,  after  certain  modifi¬ 
cations,  recommended  for  approval.  These  additions  in¬ 
clude  a  general  bath-room  in  each  division.  The  entire 
estimate  amounted  to  1,995  1. 

The  death  in  this  Asylum  of  a  male  patient  of  strong  and  Suicides, 
weil-known  suicidal  disposition,  was  so  entirely  due  to  negli¬ 
gence  on  the  part  of  the  chief  attendant  of  the  ward,  that 
the  resolution  of  the  Visitors  that  he  should  be  severely 
reprimanded,  but  in  consequence  of  his  long  service  and 
excellent  character,  should  be  allowed  to  retain  his  situation, 
appeared  to  the  Board  most  lenient  treatment  for  so  serious 
an  offence.  Although  the  patient  had  made  an  attempt 
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upon  his  life  when  in  another  ward,  and  was  in  consequence 
sent  to  a  ward,  with  written  instructions  to  the  head  at¬ 
tendant  there,  whose  duty  it  was  to  keep  him  under  constant 
supervision,  an  opportunity  was  afforded  him  of  suspending 
himself  from  the  framework  of  a  window  in  one  of  the  water- 
closets  ;  and  the  assistant  medical  officer,  when  called  to  the 
patient,  was  of  opinion  that  he  had  been  dead  upwards  of 
two  hours. 

Shortly  afterwards,  another  suicide  of  a  female  patient 
took  place  in  the  same  Asylum,  when  we  again  felt  called 
upon  to  express  our  opinion  that  the  attendants  were  to 
blame  for  allowing  the  patient  to  be  out  of  their  sight  even 
for  the  short  time  during  which  she  was  absent  from  the 
ward.  Previous  to  admission,  this  woman  had  attempted  to 
cut  her  throat,  and  also  to  strangle  herself,  hut  latterly  the 
suicidal  impulse  was  stated  to  have  declined,  and  her  mental 
condition  to  have  greatly  improved.  She  effected  her  pur¬ 
pose  by  strangling  herself  in  a  dormitory  with  a  window 
blind  cord,  which  she  had  detached  from  its  fastenings. 

Through  inattention  to  the  provisions  of  the  law,  the 
Visitors  of  the  North  Riding  Asylum  took  steps  for  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  a  detached  chapel  to  accommodate  273  patients> 
without  previously  submitting  the  plans  to  the  Home  Office, 
and  obtaining  the  sanction  of  the  Secretary  of  State  thereon. 
When  the  Asylum  was  visited  by  two  members  of  the  Board, 
they  found  the  building  partly  erected,  but  they  were  in  time 
to  suggest  certain  alterations  and  improvements,  which  were 
carried  out. 

Subsequently  the  plans  and  estimate  (2,738  l.)  were  sub  ■ 
mitted,  and,  upon  our  report  and  explanation,  approved  by 
the  Secretary  of  State. 

Some  years  ago,  when  plans  for  the  erection  of  a  female 
dining-hall  at  the  West  Riding  Asylum  were  submitted  for 
the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  Visitors,  moved 
by  the  existing  pressure  for  accommodotion,  proposed  that 
the  building  should  in  the  first  instance  be  so  constructed 
that  the  lower  portion  might  be  used  for  a  day  room,  and 
by  means  of  a  temporary  floor  the  upper  part  be  adapted 
as  a  dormitory  for  70  women.  Although  strongly  opposed 
to  any  increase  in  the  population  of  the  asylum,  which  for  a 
long  time  had  been  far  too  large  for  the  estate  upon  which 
it  stands,  we  consented  to  recommend  the  plans  for  approval 
in  this  form,  upon  an  express  understanding  with  the 
Visitors  that  on  the  completion  of  the  South  Yorkshire 
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Asylum,  then  in  course  of  erection,  the  temporary  floor  County  and 
should  be  removed,  and  the  building  adapted  to  its  original  asylums. 
purpose.  After  the  new  Asylum  at  W adsley  had  been  opened  Yorkshire, 
some  months,  we  urged  upon  the  Visitors  the  necessity  0f West  Rldln£- 
restoring  the  dining-hall.  Pleading  the  continued  increase  of 
the  number  of  pauper  lunatics  in  the  Riding,  the  Visitors  were  s‘ 

strongly  disposed  to  maintain  the  existing  arrangement,  and 
much  correspondence  ensued  on  the  subject,  in  which  we  were 
reluctantly  compelled  to  differ  with  them,  and  to  press  that 
the  original  plan  might  at  once  be  carried  out.  This  will 
now  shortly  be  done,  as  the  plans  for  the  readaptation  of  the 
hall  have  been  sanctioned  by  the  Secretary  of  State.  The 
cost  for  the  alteration  was  estimated  at  300  l. 

Besides  these  changes,  another  storey  will  be  added  to  a 
portion  of  one  of  the  female  wards,  at  a  cost  of  500  l.  This 
addition  is  not  intended  to  increase  the  number  of  beds,  but 
is  to  provide  a  new  dormitory  instead  of  one  that  will  be 
sacrificed  in  the  extension  and  reconstruction  of  the  laundry 
department  now  in  progress. 

On  the  representation  of  Dr.  Browne,  the  medical  superin¬ 
tendent,  that  the  proportion  of  single  bed-rooms  in  the  female 
division  of  the  Asylum  was  found  by  him  to  be  insufficient, 
plans  for  a  new  wing,  contrdning  36  additional  single  rooms, 
have  been  sanctioned. 

Additions  and  alterations  of  an  extensive  character,  and  boroughs. 
which  were  much  needed,  are  now  being  made  at  the  Bir-  Birmingham, 
mingham  Asylum,  the  plans  and  the  estimate  amounting  to  Additions. 
3,343  l.  10  6*.,  having  been  approved  by  Mr.  Secretary  Bruce 
in  July  last. 

A  male  epileptic  patient  was  drowned  in  a  bath,  which  had  Accidentai 
been  partly  filled  with  water  for  the  purpose  of  cleaning  the  death, 
ward,  and  into  which  he  fell  in  a  fit.  Contrary  to  one  of 
the  rules  for  bathing,  which  provides  “  that  no  patient  shall 
be  left  in  the  bath-room  alone,”  the  attendant  had  allowed 
this  man  to  be  there  by  himself,  and  for  this  negligence  he 
was  dismissed.  At  page  45  of  our  Twenty-seventh  Report 
will  be  found  an  account  of  a  death  in  the  Brook  wood  Asy¬ 
lum  under  very  similar  circumstances,  and  we  suggested  that 
the  practice  of  partially  filling  a  bath  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  water  for  cleaning  floors  should  in  future  be  strictly 
forbidden  in  the  Birmingham  Asylum. 

Three  cases  of  suicide  of  patients  belonging  to  the  Hull  Hull. 
Borough  Asylum  took  place  during  the  past  year.  A  woman,  Suicides. 
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who  was  so  far  improved  that  it  was  thought  desirable  to 
give  her  leave  of  absence  for  three  weeks  to  her  master’s 
house,  took  an  opportunity  of  hanging  herself  to  the  banis¬ 
ters  of  the  staircase  by  a  piece  of  clothes  line.  A  male  pa¬ 
tient,  who  had  been  between  two  and  three  years  in  the  Asy¬ 
lum,  who  before  admission  had  attempted  self-destruction 
by  poison,  hung  himself  shortly  after  going  to  bed,  by  means 
of  a  handkerchief  to  the  sash  of  the  window  close  to  his  bed. 
The  third  case  was  also  that  of  a  male  who  had  been  in  the 
Asylum  a  year  and  a  half,  and  although  not  known  to  be 
suicidal  on  admission,  had,  during  his  residence,  twice  tried 
to  hang  himself,  and  had  also  cut  his  throat  severely  with  a 
dinner-knife,  and  was  consequently  ordered  to  be  carefully 
watched  both  by  day  and  night.  Latterly,  he  was  stated  to 
have  greatly  improved,  both  mentally  and  physically,  and 
had  expressed  his  determination  never  again  to  attempt  to 
kill  himself.  A  few  weeks  afterwards,  however,  he  hung 
himself  by  his  neckerchief  to  a  gas  bracket  on  the  staircase 
leading  to  one  of  the  dormitories.  Although  no  instructions 
had  been  given  to  the  attendants  to  relax  their  supervision 
over  this  patient,  it  seems  that  he  took  advantage  of  the 
absence  both  of  the  head  attendant,  who  was  out  on  leave, 
and  of  the  attendant  in  whose  special  care  he  was,  who  had 
that  day  absconded  from  the  Asylum.  Considering  the 
very  strong  suicidal  disposition  of  this  patient,  the  Board 
expressed  their  opinion  that  there  was  a  want  of  proper 
care  and  precaution,  and  also  suggested  the  removal  or 
alteration  of  the  gas  brackets,  which  offer  facilities  for  the 
commission  of  suicide. 

At  the  Ipswich  Asylum  the  pipes  connected  with  the 
cooking  and  heating  apparatus  became  so  choked  by  a  de¬ 
posit  of  chalk  from  the  water,  that  it  became  necessary  to 
erect  boilers  for  the  generation  of  steam.  This  has  been  done 
during  the  past  year,  and  new  and  convenient  farm  build¬ 
ings  have  also  been  erected. 

The  cost  of  these  improvements  has  been  750  /.  for  the 
new  boilers,  &c.,  and  300  l.  for  the  farm  buildings. 

Plans  for  additions  calculated  to  provide  accommodation 
for  70  patients  of  the  female  sex  have  upon  our  Report 
received  the  sanction  of  the  Secretary  of  State.  The  new 
wards  will  be  provided  with  the  requisite  attendants’  room, 
bath-rooms,  and  other  offices,  and  be  so  arranged  that  a 
portion  may  be  cut  off,  and  in  some  degree  isolated,  in  the 
event  of  any  outbreak  of  fever  or  other  infectious  disorder. 

It 
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It  wil^  however,  be  less  efficacious  for  this  purpose  than  a  boroughs. 
separate  detached  hospital,  and  will,  moreover,  be  only  avail¬ 
able  for  patients  for  one  sex. 

The  estimated  cost  for  these  buildings  was  9,000  l. 


In  consequence  of  the  unsuitable  position  in  which  two  Newcastle, 
of  the  steam  boilers  were  placed,  at  the  Newcastle  Asylum, 
being  immediately  under  the  kitchen,  the  Visitors  decided 
upon  their  removal,  and  submitted  plans  for  that  purpose, 
which  were  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State.  The  esti¬ 
mated  cost  was  400  /.

(1.)  Norwich. 


The  legal  proceedings  taken  by  the  Secretary  of  State* 
as  mentioned  in  our  last  Report.,  to  compel  the  Town  Coun¬ 
cil  of  Norwich  to  build  an  Asylum,  have  not  yet  come  to  a 
conclusion.  In  the  meantime  the  lunatics  continue  for  the 
most  part  to  be  housed  in  the  inadequate  and  objectionable 
Infirmary  Asylum. 


(2.)  Hamp¬ 
shire  Boroughs. 


Portsmouth  and  Southampton  continue  without  any  effi¬ 
cient  provision  for  their  lunatics ;  and  owing  to  the  termina¬ 
tion  of  the  contract  with  the  Hants  Asylum,  Winchester  is 
now  in  the  same  position.  In  the  case  of  Portsmouth,  we 
have  formerly  reported  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  under 
Section  30  of  the  Lunatic  Asylums  Act,  1853,  that  a 
proper  asylum  ought  to  be  provided  for  130  pauper  lunatics, 
and  we  have  reason  to  hope  that  a  site  will  be  immediately 
secured,  and  building  operations  begun. 

Neither  Southampton  nor  Winchester  have  as  yet  made 
any  definitive  arrangements.  Their  union  with  Portsmouth 
for  Asylum  purposes  would  appear  to  present  obvious  advan¬ 
tages. 


<A)  Devon-  The  Visitors  of  the  Devon  Asylum  have  been  compelled  to 
s  ire  oroug  s.  ^ermjna^e  their  contracts  with  all  the  boroughs  within  the 

county,  retaining,  however,  the  male  patients  for  the  present. 
The  result  is,  that  Barnstaple,  Bideford,  Dartmouth,  Exeter, 
Plymouth,  and  Tiverton  are  without  statutory  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  the  lunatics  chargeable  to  those  boroughs.  We 
reported  last  year  that  the  justices  of  Plymouth  had  not 
finally  selected  the  site  for  the  intended  borough  Asylum, 
and  we  regret  that  we  are  unable  now  to  report  any  further 
progress. 

It  is  not  to  be  expected  that  the  smaller  boroughs  should 
make  independent  arrangements  for  the  care  of  their  lunatics. 
We  shall  do  our  best  to  press  upon  the  city  of  Exeter  and 
the  borough  of  Plymouth  the  necessity  of  complying  with 
the  law  without  further  delay,  by  providing,  severally  or 
jointly,  the  requisite  Asylum  buildings. 


(4.)  Bath  and 
Derby. 


The  town  councils  of  Bath  and  Derby  are  taking  active 
steps  to  procure  suitable  sites  for  borough  Asylums. 


We  appended  to  our  Twelfth  Report  (that  for  the  year 
185/)  certain  lists  of  boroughs  with  or  without  Asylums, 
which  lists,  from  the  lapse  of  time,  have  become  obsolete 
and  useless  for  purposes  of  reference. 
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In  Appendix  (F.)  will  be  found  similar  lists  prepared  borough 
according  to  tlie  existing  facts.  These  lists  are  as  fol  Asylums- 
lows  : 

1.  Boroughs  having  asylums. 

2.  Boroughs  erecting,  or  about  to  erect,  asylums. 

3.  Boroughs  in  union  with  counties. 

4.  Boroughs  in  union  for  building  an  asylum. 

5.  Borough  annexed  to  a  county  by  Secretary  of  State. 

6.  Boroughs  whose  pauper  lunatics  are  sent  to  asylums  under 

contract  or  arrangement  between  Justices  or  Councils,  and 
Visitors. 

7.  Boroughs  which  have  not  any  subsisting  statutory  provision 

for  the  care  of  their  pauper  lunatics. 

8.  Boroughs,  the  councils  of  which  have,  by  notice  to  the  Secretary 

of  State,  taken  upon  themselves  the  duties,  powers,  and 
authorities  of  Justices. 

The  patients  in  the  Registered  Hospitals  on  the  1  st  of  Hospitals. 
January  last  were  2,772  in  number,  of  whom  2,433  were  of 
the  private  class,  and  339  were  paupers.  The  latter  are 
mainly  patients  chargeable  to  Northamptonshire  parishes 
and  to  the  York  Union,  received  under  contract  respec¬ 
tively  into  the  Northampton  and  York  Hospitals. 
Excluding  the  two  idiot  Asylums  at  Earlswood  and  Lan¬ 
caster,  the  recoveries  of  the  past  year,  as  compared  with  the 
admissions  in  these  institutions,  have  been  in  the  proportion 
of  40  per  cent.5*  The  mortality,  calculated  on  the  average 
number  resident  throughout  the  year,  has  been  at  the  rate  of 
8'96  per  cent.,  and  in  the  proportion  of  6*21  per  cent.  I”  on 
the  total  numbers  under  treatment.  On  comparing  the 
above  results  with  those  of  the  year  1872,  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  proportion  of  recoveries  to  the  admissions 
in  1873  has  been  greater  by  3*5  per  cent.,  whilst  the 
rate  of  mortality  has  been  by  about  1  per  cent,  in  excess  of 
that  of  the  previous  year.  The  details  of  expenditure  and 
average  weekly  cost  are  tabulated  in  Appendix  (G.) 

The  Hospitals  continue,  in  general,  as  our  entries,  Appen¬ 
dix  (LI.),  will  show,  to  deserve  favourable  notice.  Before 
recording  some  particulars  in  relation  to  a  few  of  them, 
we  desire  to  call  your  Lordship’s  attention  to  the  circum¬ 
stance  that,  through  the  great  munificence  of  a  private 
gentleman,  Mr.  Thomas  Holloway,  of  Tittenhurst  Lodge, 

near 


*  Excluding  transfers,  the  ratio  would  be  45  per  cent. 
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near  Sunninghill,  an  institution  will  shortly  come  into 
existence  which  will  aid  in  supplying  the  want  of  public 
establishments  for  the  treatment  of  insanity  in  classes  removed 
from  destitution,  yet  possessed  of  comparatively  slender 
means.  Mr.  Holloway’s  Hospital  (for  200  insane  patients) 
is  now  in  course  of  erection,  on  a  site  comprising  20  acres 
of  land,  near  Virginia  Water,  and  commanding  very 
beautiful  views.  He  intends  to  convey  the  land  and  build¬ 
ings,  as  a  free  gift,  to  a  managing  body,  in  the  expectation, 
which  we  earnestly  hope  may  not  be  disappointed,  that  a 
charge  of  one  guinea  weekly  for  each  patient  will  render  the 
Hospital  nearly  self-supporting. 

In  communicating  to  our  Board  his  charitable  intentions, 
Mr.  Holloway  invited  such  suggestions  as  our  experience 
might  afford  as  to  the  details  of  the  structure.  We  accord¬ 
ingly  examined  the  plans  with  much  attention,  and  advised 
several  modifications,  all  of  which  were  at  once  adopted, 
with  the  exception  of  the  introduction,  suggested  by  us,  of  a 
distinct  building  for  a  chapel,  and  of  a  separate  mortuary 
for  each  sex.  These  points,  we  have  no  doubt,  will  here¬ 
after  receive  due  attention. 

The  design,  now  in  the  course  of  execution,  gives  promise 
of  a  very  fine  building,  and  quite  bears  out  Mr.  Holloway’s 
previous  assurance  that  he  would  spare  no  necessary  expense 
to  render  the  Hospital  in  all  respects  deserving  of  appro¬ 
bation.  The  works  are  progressing  rapidly. 

Manchester  Lunatic  Hospital,  at  Cheadle,  was  completely 
full  when  it  was  inspected  in  August  last.  The  assistance 
of  a  clerk  has  been  given  to  Mr.  Mould,  the  Superintendent, 
and  he  can  now  devote  himself  thoroughly  to  the  general 
management  and  medical  superintendence  of  this  important 
institution.  The  accommodation  has  been  increased  by  the 
addition  of  several  bed-rooms.  A  house  has  also  been  taken 
in  Staffordshire  by  the  Committee,  and  patients  are  sent 
thither  in  turn  for  change  of  air. 

A  suicide,  which  we  must  notice  particularly,  occurred  in 
this  Hospital  in  January  1873-  The  patient  was  a  gentleman 
who  suffered  from  delusions  of  poverty,  and  who  had  shown 
symptoms  of  a  suicidal  tendency  prior  to  his  admission  in  the 
previous  December.  This  inclination  was  supposed,  by  the 
Medical  Superintendent,  to  have  disappeared;  and,  acting  on 
this  supposition,  he  had  permitted  the  patient  to  occupy,  for 
some  days  before  his  death,  a  single  room,  and  did  not  direct 
the  removal  from  the  room  at  night  of  the  braces,  handker¬ 
chiefs, 
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chiefs,  and  any  other  such  articles  of  clothing  as  experience  hospitals. 

has  shown  to  be  likely  to  be  used  for  purposes  of  self-  Lunati^Hos 
destruction.  The  patient  had  complained  that  his  rest  was  pitai. 
disturbed  by  the  frequent  opening  of  the  room  door  by  the  Suicide, 
night  attendant  on  his  rounds,  and,  in  consequence  of  this, 

Mr.  Mould  permitted  less  frequent  visits  to  be  paid  him. 

On  the  night  of  January  13th,  at  a  quarter  before  12, 
the  night  attendant  entered  Mr.  G’s.  room,  and  found  him 
sound  asleep  and  comfortable.  During  the  night  he  several 
times  passed  the  door,  and  observed  that  all  was  quiet,  but 
for  the  reason  just  mentioned,  it  was  not  until  about  a 
quarter  to  five  next  morning  that  he  again  went  into  the 
room.  The  patient  was  then  found  to  be  quite  dead,  having 
strangled  himself  by  means  of  a  handkerchief  tied  round  the 
low  bed-post. 

On  inquiry  into  the  circumstances,  we  came  to  the  con¬ 
clusion  that  this  lamentable  event  was  mainly  attributable  to 
neglect  of  the  most  ordinary  precautions  applicable  to  a 
strongly  suicidal  case,  and  informed  Mr.  Mould  and  the 
Committee  of  Management  that  such  was  our  opinion. 

The  Royal  Albert  Asylum  for  Idiots  is  approaching  com-  Royal  Albert 
pletion,  but  more  contributions  are  needed  for  its  permanent  ^o1tugm  for 
support.  When  the  wing  now  in  course  of  erection  is  ready 
for  occupation,  this  Hospital  will  accommodate  about 
300  children  in  each  division.  We  should  be  glad  to  see 
the  noble  example  of  the  Northern  Counties  in  this  direc¬ 
tion  followed  in  other  parts  of  the  kingdom,  since  idiots  form 
a  large  proportion  of  the  mentally  aifiicted,  and  require 
peculiar  treatment,  distinct  from  that  applicable  to  the  insane. 

The  removal  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  into  the  country  has  st.  Luke’s 
not  yet  been  achieved.  At  our  visit  this  year,  we  HosPital* 
recommended  the  employment  of  a  larger  staff  of  attendants 
as  absolutely  necessary  to  secure  to  the  patients  sufficient 
out-door  exercise  ;  also  that  a  carriage  with  a  pair  of  horses 
should  be  kept,  and  at  least  twice  every  day  used,  for  giving 
to  patients  that  fresh  air  and  those  cheerful  sights  which,  by 
reason  of  the  position  of  the  hospital  and  the  narrow  limits 
of  its  yards,  they  cannot  otherwise  enjoy.  When  the 
Hospital  was  last  visited  it  was  observed  that  the  case  books 
were  in  arrear ;  we  called  the  special  attention  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  to  these  observations,  and  immediately  received  their 
assurance  that  they  had,  since  the  visit,  adopted  such 
regulations  as  would  rectify  the  books  in  regard  to 
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the  patients  who  were  already  or  should  thereafter  be 
admitted.  We  have  not  yet  learnt  what  the  regulations 
are ;  but  long  ago  we  expressed  our  opinion  that  the  resident 
physician  of  the  Hospital  should  be  assisted  in  the  per¬ 
formance  of  his  duties  by  another  resident  medical  gentle¬ 
man  rather  than  by  Visiting  Physicians,  however  eminent  in 
their  profession. 

The  finances  of  Northampton  Hospital  appear  to  be 
prosperous,  but  there  has  been  great  expenditure  in  altera¬ 
tions  of  the  building.  These  alterations  were  noticed  in 
our  2/th  Report  as  in  progress,  and  that  their  object  was  to 
adapt  the  Hospital  for  the  reception  of  patients  of  the  middle 
class  at  low  rates,  such  persons  to  replace  the  paupers  about 
to  be  transferred  thence  to  the  new  asylum  for  the  County  and 
Borough  of  Northampton.  The  alterations  on  the  male  side 
have  been  completed ;  the  rooms  are  also  furnished  and 
occupied.  The  structural  changes  in  the  female  division  have 
been  far  advanced.  The  paupers  are  not  yet  transferred. 

An  extension  is  proposed  of  the  advantages  afforded  by 
Warneford  Hospital.  Its  Committee  have,  we  are  informed, 
decided  upon  its  enlargement  to  the  extent  of  20  beds  in 
each  division,  and  upon  the  erection  of  a  central  recreation 
hall.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Allen  have  been  succeeded  by  Dr.  Ward 
and  Miss  Stanford,  as  Medical  Superintendant  and  Matron. 

A  copy  of  a  Report  by  two  members  of  this  Board  who 
visited  the  State  Asylum  for  criminal  lunatics  at  Broadmoor 
in  December  last,  appears  in  Appendix  (I).  The  evils  incident 
to  the  reception  in  that  asylum  of  the  convict  class,  together 
with  persons  detained  during  Her  Majesty’s  pleasure,  have 
assumed  such  proportions  that  a  memorandum  upon  the 
subject  has  been  drawn  up  by  the  Medical  Superintendent,  and 
submitted  by  the  Council  of  Supervision  to  the  Home  Office. 
We  predicted  these  evils  in  our  Report  to  the  Secretary  of 
State,  when  the  Act  of  Parliament  authorising  the  erection 
of  Broadmoor  was  under  consideration,  and  distinctly 
stated  our  opinion  that  provision  should  be  made  elsewhere 
for  the  convict  class,  that  is  to  say,  in  an  institution  in  the 
nature  of  an  infirmary  in  connection  with  one  or  more 
convict  prisons.  To  remedy  these  evils,  which  the  late 
Superintendent,  Dr,  Meyer,  strongly  felt,  he,  in  the  existing 
buildings,  separated  as  far  as  practicable  the  convicts  from 
those  whose  crime  was  subsequent  and  incidental  to  their 
insanity,  and  this  separation  was  more  than  once  a  subject 
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of  remark  and  approval  by  the  Commissioners  visiting  the  State 
asylum.  The  class  of  patients  received  from  convict  prisons  asylum^ 
has,  however,  increased  and  is  still  increasing  ;  many  of  (Broadmoor), 
them  being  of  a  very  dangerous  character  and  fully  capable  of 
combination.  In  the  existing  buildings  they  are  necessarily 
associated,  to  a  considerable  extent,  with  the  well-disposed 
class,  to  the  great  inconvenience,  discomfort,  and  degrada¬ 
tion  of  the  latter.  Dr.  Orange,  the  present  Medical  Super¬ 
intendent,  now  doubts  if,  even  with  a  staff  extravagantly 
large  and  expensive,  a  satisfactory  result  would  be  obtained. 

The  remedy  proposed  by  the  Broadmoor  authorities  is  a 
separation  of  the  classes,  and  their  distinct  accommodation 
by  the  erection  of  new  buildings,  and  we  are  clearly  of 
opinion  that  such  a  separation  should  take  place.  The 
Commissioners  who  last  visited  Broadmoor  only  expressed 
the  opinion  of  every  member  of  our  Board  when  they  stated 
that  “  the  management  and  treatment  of  both  classes  could 
6  be  more  safely  and  efficiently  conducted  in  separate  in- 
ce  stitutions  with  different  rules,  and  wherein  the  structural 
“  arrangements  can  be  specially  adapted  to  the  varying 
“  requirements  of  each  in  other  words,  we  adhere  to  our 
original  view,  that  the  new  building  should  be  elsewhere 
than  at  Broadmoor,  and  in  connection  with  a  prison. 

A  combined  murderous  attack  has  been  here  made  by  three  Casualties, 
patients  upon  a  principal  attendant,  a  violent  assault  on  his  at¬ 
tendant  by  another  patient,  and  a  suicide  has  also  occurred. 

In  both  the  former  cases  the  weapons  of  attack  were  sharpened 
nails  or  holdfasts  used  in  the  building,  which  the  patients 
had  contrived  to  secrete,  and  which  it  is  supposed  that 
they  had  found  in  the  earth  of  the  airing  courts.  The  heads 
of  these  nails  were  protected  by  rags,  so  as  to  form  a  handle. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  Mr.  Lutwidge  was  stabbed  with 
a  similar  sharpened  nail,  and  it  is  observable  that  the  first 
of  these  attacks  on  warders  took  place  shortly  after  McKave 
was  acquitted  of  murder,  as  already  stated,  on  the  ground  of 
insanity,  and  was  removed  to  Broadmoor. 

The  other  act  of  violence  occurred  later  in  the  yerdi\  The 
patient  was  suspected  of  having  a  concealed  weapon,  and  on 
being  searched  in  his  bed-room,  made  the  attack  without  any 
warning. 

The  circumstances  of  the  suicide  were  these.  The  patient  Suicide, 
hanged  himself  from  a  ventilator  in  the  ceiling  by  means  of 
his  braces  which  he  had  hidden,  and  a  strip  of  sheet  which 
he  had  torn  off  his  bedding.  Having  shown  no  suicidal 
disposition  whatever,  he  had  been  permitted  to  occupy  a 
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single  sleeping  room,  where  he  was  found  dead  in  the  morn¬ 
ing  when  the  door  was  unlocked.  The  repetition  of  such  an 
occurrence  at  Broadmoor  will  he  difficult,  as  an  inspection 
window  is  about  to  be  added  to  every  single  room.  This 
work  was  in  progress  when  the  suicide  took  place. 

In  Appendix  (J.)  is  printed  the  Report  of  the  Commis¬ 
sioners  who  visited  this  Hospital  on  the  3rd  of  May  1873. 

This  Institution  was  visited  on  the  25th  of  March  18/3. 
See  Appendix  (K.) 

The  Royal  India  Asylum  has  also  been  visited  once  during 
the  past  year.  A  copy  of  the  Report  on  that  occasion  is 
contained  in  Appendix  (L.) 

The  Licensed  Houses  in  England  and  Wales,  subject  to 
statutory  visitation  by  us,  are  now  104  in  number.  Of 
these  39  are  in  the  metropolitan  district,  the  licences  being 
granted  directly  by  our  Board  ;  and  65  are  in  the  provinces, 
and  licensed  by  the  proper  Courts  of  Quarter  Sessions. 

Appendix  (B.),  pages  100  to  113,  sets  forth  various 
particulars  respecting  these  houses,  including  their  locality, 
names  of  the  licensees,  numbers  for  which  licensed,  numbers 
and  classes  of  patients  resident,  and  the  changes  that  have 
taken  place  among  the  latter  during  the  past  year. 

On  the  1st  of  January  last,  the  patients  under  detention 
in  licensed  houses  were  2,235  males,  and  2,478  females  ; 
total  4,713-  Of  these,  1,778  males  and  1,541  females  were 
private,  and  457  males  and  937  females  were  pauper  patients. 
Patients  of  both  classes  are  received  into  five  houses  in  the 
metropolitan  district,  namely,  Bethnal  House,  Camberwell 
House,  Grove  Hall,  Hoxton  House,  and  Peckham  House  ; 
and  into  the  following  provincial  houses,  namely,  Fisherton 
House,  Salisbury ;  Haydock  Lodge,  Lancashire ;  and  Vernon 
House,  Glamorganshire. 

The  present  weekly  charge  for  pauper  patients  in  these 
houses,  including  clothing,  is  usually  from  15  s.  to  17  s.  6d,  a 
week ;  whilst  for  the  private  class,  the  charge  varies  according 
to  the  character  of  the  provision  made  for  the  care  and  comfort 
of  the  patients ;  the  lowest  charge,  exclusive  of  clothing,  is 
usually  one  guinea  a  week,  but  this  is  exceptional ;  and  rates 
varying  in  amount,  from  a  guinea  and  a  half  to  two,  three, 
and  five  guineas,  to  as  high  as  10  and  12  guineas  a  week,  are 
charged. 
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In  our  Twenty-fifth,  Twenty -sixth,  and  Twenty  -  seventh 
Reports,  we  have  given  such  full  information  respecting 
these  establishments,  that  we  think  it  unnecessary  on  the 
present  occasion  to  supplement  the  information  which  will 
there  be  found.  We  shall,  therefore,  in  this  Report  limit 
ourselves  to  a  brief  notice  of  the  chief  occurrences  in  the 
houses,  and  of  such  matters  as  have  given  rise  to  comments 
on  our  visits,  or  have  formed  the  subject  of  correspondence 
with  the  several  proprietors. 

Our  recommendations  have  usually  met  with  prompt 
attention ;  and  although  it  cannot  be  denied  that  private 
asylums  as  a  class  are  still  far  from  perfect,  yet  the  general 
standard  at  which  they  are  now  kept  is  much  higher  than  it 
was  in  the  early  days  of  this  Commission.  Exceptions  un¬ 
doubtedly  exist,  as  the  following  pages  will  show ;  and  we 
are  convinced  that  nothing  but  a  system  of  constant  and 
authoritative  inspection,  with  minute  criticism  of  every 
particular  in  the  management,  such  as  is  now  carried  out, 
will  ever  suffice  to  prevent  these  institutions  from  retro¬ 
grading. 


The  improvements  and  additions  in  progress  at  Camber-  Metro- 
well  House  at  the  date  of  our  last  Report  have  been  com-  l°cen*ed 
pleted,  so  far  as  the  building  is  concerned  ;  but  it  was  found  Houses. 
at  the  last  inspection  in  1873  that  much  still  remained  to  be  Camberwell 
done,  both  in  the  old  and  new  premises,  in  the  way  of  orna-  A^st^ns 
mental  repair  and  renewal  of  furniture. 

The  accommodation  provided  by  the  recent  alterations  is 
of  a  superior  character.  The  additions  consist  of  a  new 
infirmary  day-room  and  five  associated  dormitories,  with  12 
single  sleeping-rooms  in  the  male  division,  and  two  spacious 
day  rooms  on  the  women  s  side,  which  can  be  thrown  into 
one,  so  as  to  form  an  excellent  recreation  hall.  A  wall  has 
been  built  round  a  recently  acquired  piece  of  land,  formerly 
a  nursery  ground,  and  this  is  now  made  available  for  the 
recreation  and  employment  of  the  patients. 

The  reports  last  year  were  generally  favourable,  although 
most  of  them  contained  suggestions  for  needful  improvements 
in  reference  to  the  furnishing  and  fitting  up  of  the  wards, 
the  supply  of  bedding  of  better  quality,  and  the  formation  of 
shops  for  its  manufacture  and  repair,  the  provision  of 
additional  water  closets,  and  a  variety  of  minor  matters  tend¬ 
ing  to  promote  comfort  and  good  order.  These  suggestions 
have  been  fairly  met,  and  the  building  operations  being  now 
over,  it  is  to  be  expected  that  the  house  will  at  the  next  visit 
be  found  in  an  improved  condition. 
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A  male  private  patient  in  this  house  was  very  severely 
assaulted  on  the  3rd  of  December  by  two  attendants,  named 
James  Lawes  and  Alfred  James  Ashby,  and  he  was  found  to 
have  been  so  seriously  injured  as  for  a  time  to  place  his  life 
in  danger.  Both  attendants  absconded  shortly  after  the 
occurrence.  By  our  direction  Dr.  Paul  at  once  applied  for 
a  warrant  for  their  apprehension,  and  at  the  same  time  we 
ordered  that  our  secretary  should  forthwith  prefer  indictments 
against  them. 

It  was  not,  however,  until  the  25th  of  the  month  that  one 
of  the  men,  Ashby,  was  apprehended.  He  was  tried  at  the 
Surrey  Quarter  Sessions  on  the  19th  of  January  in  the  pre¬ 
sent  year,#  hut  the  jury  being  unable  to  agree,  after  being 
locked  up  for  nearly  five  hours,  were  ultimately  discharged. 

The  prisoner  was  again  brought  up  on  the  2nd  of  February, 
when,  by  the  advice  of  his  counsel,  he  pleaded  guilty  to  a 
common  assault,  and  the  judge  sentenced  him  to  be  impri¬ 
soned  for  one  day,  making  in  all  a  period  of  six  weeks,  during 
which  he  had  been  in  custodv- 

S' 

The  facts,  as  appeared  from  the  evidence  of  a  convalescent 
patient,  were  shortly  these  : 

On  the  3rd  of  December  the  attendant  Ashby  was  seen  to 
have  an  altercation  in  one  of  the  day  rooms  with  the  injured 
patient,  who  was  a  powerful  and  dangerous  man.  A  fight 
ensued,  and  the  patient  was  tripped  up  and  thrown  upon  his 
back.  Lawes,  who  was  the  patient’s  special  attendant,  then 
came  up,  and  kicked  him  as  he  lay  on  the  ground,  on  the 
lower  part  of  his  person,  the  attendant  Ashby  calling  out 
several  times,  6C  That’s  enough  !”  The  patient  ultimately  be¬ 
came  quiet,  and  was  taken  to  bed.  The  injuries  he  sustained 
were  very  serious,  as  he  had  rupture  of  the  urethra  and  ex¬ 
travasation  of  urine,  and  for  several  days  his  life  was  in 
danger. 

On  the  20th  of  February  the  attendant  Lawes  gave  him¬ 
self  into  custody.  After  a  remand,  he  was  committed  for 
trial  at  the  ensuing  Surrey  Sessions,  and  was  tried  on  the 
5th  of  March.  The  evidence  against  the  prisoner  was  sub¬ 
stantially  the  same  as  at  the  trial  of  Ashby.  Lawes  was 
found  guilty  of  a  common  assault,  with  a  recommendation 
to  mercy  on  account  of  the  provocation  he  had  received,  and 
was  sentenced  to  be  imprisoned  for  seven  days  in  the  com¬ 
mon  gaol ;  a  sentence,  in  our  opinion,  utterly  inadequate  to 

the 
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the  offence ;  and  we  cannot  think  that,  had  the  direct  issue  Metro- 
been  placed  more  clearly  before  the  jury,  they  would  have  licensed 
deemed  any  recommendation  for  mercy  to  have  been  neces-  Houses. 
sary.  They  appear  to  have  entirely  failed  to  appreciate  the  ^a0“gbeerwe11 
facts,  as  the  provocation,  if  given  at  all,  had  reference  solely  Assault  on  a 
to  Ashby.  Lawes  himself  was  in  no  way  assaulted,  for  when  Patient, 
he  interfered,  the  patient  was  already  on  the  ground ;  but 
instead  of  assisting  Ashby  to  restrain  him,  as  was  his  duty, 
he  kicked  him  savagely,  continuing,  apparently,  to  do  so 
until  remonstrated  with  by  Ashby. 

Male  patients  only  are  now  received  into  Grove  Hall.  At  ^ove  Hall» 
the  last  visit  in  December  1873  it  contained  424  inmates,  of 
whom  415,  including  360  soldiers,  were  of  the  private  class, 
and  8  were  parish  patients. 

The  removal  of  all  the  females,  and  the  consequent  appro¬ 
priation  of  the  whole  establishment  to  patients  of  the  male 
sex,  has  rendered  necessary  a  variety  of  structural  altera¬ 
tions  and  a  re-arrangement  of  some  of  the  wards.  The  ac¬ 
commodation  may  now  be  considered  satisfactory. 

A  large  majority  of  the  soldier  patients  are  of  a  most  un¬ 
favourable  class.  Many  are  disorderly,  and  some  are  men 
with  most  dangerous  propensities.  There  are  three  who  are 
always  kept  in  single  rooms  whilst  the  medical  officers  are 
going  through  their  wards,  and  the  same  practice  is  observed 
at  our  visits.  These  men  are  under  the  impression  that  it 
is  the  Commissioners  and  the  medical  officers  who  are  the 
cause  of  their  detention,  and,  under  such  influences,  they 
would  no  doubt  make  murderous  assaults  upon  them,  unless 
these  precautions  were  adopted. 

At  a  visit  in  April  last  year,  a  careful  inquiry  was  made 
relative  to  the  staff  of  attendants,  resulting  in  a  suggestion 
that  two  additional  men  should  be  engaged,  a  recommenda¬ 
tion  which  was  at  once  complied  with.  Instrumental  re¬ 
straint  has  not  been  resorted  to,  and,  with  the  exception  of 
the  three  men  referred  to  above,  only  one  patient  was  se¬ 
cluded. 

Considering  the  class  of  patients,  a  fair  proportion  of 
them,  averaging  about  160,  are  usefully  employed,  and  rather 
more  than  half  that  number  are  taken  beyond  the  premises 
for  exercise. 

The  clothing  of  the  military  patients  was  twice  noticed 
unfavourably,  but  generally  the  condition  and  management 
of  the  establishment  have,  on  the  whole,  been  considered 
satisfactory  during  the  past  year. 
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Mr.  D.  R.  Edwards,  m.b.,  who  for  some  time  past  had  been 
resident  in  Halliford  House  as  an  assistant  to  the  proprietor, 
has  recently  been  included  in  the  licence,  an  arrangement  ad¬ 
vantageous  to  the  patients,  as  it  secures  them  medical  super¬ 
vision  and  companionship  during  the  temporary  absences 
of  Dr.  Seaton. 

The  condition  of  this  house  during  the  past  year  has  been 
generally  satisfactory,  but  we  have  to  notice  an  instance  of 
suicide  in  the  case  of  a  gentleman,  who  threw  himself  into 
the  Thames  whilst  walking  out  with  his  attendant.  He 
was  known  to  be  strongly  suicidal,  having  attempted  self 
destruction  on  several  occasions  ;  and  his  attendant,  who  was 
fully  aware  of  these  facts,  had  received  special  caution  on  the 
subject. 

This  patient  was  in  the  habit  of  passing  his  evenings  with 
Dr.  Seaton’s  family,  and  was  permitted  to  walk  beyond  the 
premises  with  his  attendant.  On  the  occasion  in  question  he 
was  proceeding,  thus  accompanied,  to  the  village  of  Sunbury, 
to  make  some  small  purchase,  when,  upon  reaching 
a  part  of  the  road  which  approaches  within  about  30 
yards  of  the  river,  after  remarking  upon  its  flooded  state, 
he  made  a  sudden  rush  to  the  bank,  and,  although  the  at¬ 
tendant  was  standing  between  him  and  the  water,  he  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  throwing  himself  in,  and,  owing  to  the  strong 
current,  was  immediately  carried  away,  the  body  not  being 
recovered  until  the  following  day. 

At  the  inquest  the  jury  found  that  the  deceased  had  com¬ 
mitted  suicide  whilst  of  unsound  mind,  appending  to  their 
verdict  an  opinion  that  no  blame  attached  to  the  attendant. 

In  our  opinion,  although  he  might  fairly  be  acquitted  of 
negligence,  he  clearly  showed  a  want  of  prudence  in  going 
so  near  a  steep  bank  of  the  river,  with  a  patient  whose  suici¬ 
dal  tendency  was  so  well  known. 


Hayes  Park.  The  reports  as  to  the  general  condition  and  management 
of  Hayes  Park  have  been  good,  but  more  than  once  there 
has  been  great  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  resident  medical 
proprietor  to  make  the  requisite  entries  in  the  statutory 
books  and  registers. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  caution  he  has  received  from  the 
Board  will  prevent  repetition  of  such  negligence,  and  render 
unnecessary  any  resort  to  proceedings  for  the  enforcement 
of  the  penalties  provided  by  the  Act  in  such  cases. 


Munster  House.  We  stated  in  our  last  Report  that  the  licence  for  Munster 
Alterations,  House  had  been  transferred  to  new  proprietors,  and  that  the 

licensees 
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licensees  were  about  to  submit  plans  for  extensive  and  much  Metro- 
needed  improvements.  These  plans  came  before  us  in  the  licensed 
month  of  March;  and  comprised  drawings  for  a  new  wing,  Hooses* 
a  large  recreation-room,  a  corridor  connecting  the  wing  with  ^““ster  House 
Munster  House,  and  other  office  conveniences. 

With  some  alterations  in  the  arrangements,  the  plans  were 
approved,  and  the  works  have  since  been  proceeding,  but 
were  not  completed  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Meanwhile,  the  reports  as  to  the  condition  of  this  house 
under  the  new  management  have  not  been  so  good  as  we  had 
reason  to  anticipate.  At  the  first  visit  we  pressed  for  the 
immediate  carrying  out  of  the  proposed  additions,  the  con¬ 
dition  of  “  the  cottage  ”  being  bad,  much  painting,  papering, 
and  refurnishing  being  required,  and  the  strong-room  being 
unfit  for  use.  There  was  a  want  of  neatness  and  attention  to 
the  personal  condition  of  the  patients  ;  and  we  received  well- 
founded  complaints  as  to  the  quality  of  the  tea  and  coffee,  and 
the  way  in  which  these  beverages  were  prepared  and  served. 

On  subsequent  visits  very  serious  omissions  in  the  regis¬ 
ters  and  medical  journals  were  discovered;  and  on  one  oc¬ 
casion  the  bed-rooms  in  the  cottage  were  by  no  means 
so  orderly  as  might  have  been  wished.  The  Commissioners 
on  5th  July  concluded  their  Report  in  the  following  words  :  . 

“We  are  by  no  means  satisfied  with  the  present  condition 
“  and  management  of  this  House;  more  constant  and  vigilant 
“  supervision  by  the  Medical  Superintendent  is  evidently 
“  required.” 

Some  amendment  has  since  been  effected,  but  in  their 
last  entry  the  Visiting  Commissioners  again  remarked 
that  the  condition  of  the  house  was  still  open  to  considerable 
improvement. 

Good  reports  have  been  made  of  the  condition  of  Manor  Manor  House. 
House,  where  several  structural  improvements  have  been  improvements, 
carried  out  during  the  past  year. 

A  suicide  which  occurred  at  this  house,  affords  an  instance  Suicide, 
of  the  unremitting  vigilance  which  is  required  in  cases  of  this 
description,  and  shows  that  where  the  tendency  to  self- 
destruction  is  strongly  developed,  there  can  be  no  security, 
except  by  the  exercise  of  incessant  supervision  bv  night  as 
well  as  by  day. 

The  patient  in  this  case  was  received  in  the  month  of 
May  1872,  with  strongly  marked  delusions,  believing  that 
there  were  conspiracies  to  deprive  him  of  his  property  ;  that 
attempts  were  being  made  to  poison  him,  and  that  he  was 
0.48*  p  4  ruined. 
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ruined.  He  was  subject  to  occasional  paroxysms  of  acute 
depression  ;  he  frequently  refused  food  ;  and  on  one  occasion, 
not  long  after  his  admission,  attempted  to  stab  himself  with 
a  knife  at  the  dinner  table. 

On  November  the  15th  he  again  nearly  succeeded  in 
killing  himself  with  a  pair  of  scissors,  which  he  borrowed 
from  his  attendant  for  the  pretended  purpose  of  cutting  his 
beard.  Although  the  necessity  for  incessant  vigilance  had 
been  impressed  upon  this  man,  and  he  wTell  knew  the  pa¬ 
tient’s  suicidal  character,  having  been  with  him  since  his 
admission ;  yet,  with  an  unpardonable  want  of  caution,  after 
he  had  given  him  the  scissors,  he  left  the  room.  The  oppor¬ 
tunity  was  at  once  seized  by  the  patient,  who,  before  the 
attendant’s  return,  had  inflicted  six  wounds  in  his  throat, 
near  the  carotid  artery,  which  nearly  proved  fatal.  The 
wounds  healed,  however,  without  bad  symptoms,  and  some 
improvement  appeared  to  have  taken  place  in  the  patient’s 
mental  condition. 

On  the  11th  of  April,  the  evening  before  his  death,  he 
had  dined  with  Dr.  Tuke’s  family,  and  passed  the  evening 
playing  at  cards.  The  attendant,  who  had  charge  of  him 
during  the  day,  slept  in  his  room,  and  it  was  his  custom, 
before  going  to  bed,  to  lock  the  door  on  the  inside,  and 
place  the  key  in  his  pocket.  This  he  alleged  was  done  on 
the  night  in  question ;  but  however  that  may  be,  whilst  the 
man  was  asleep,  the  patient  obtained  possession  of  the  key, 
and  opening  the  door  without  disturbing  him,  he  proceeded 
to  the  hall  and  hanged  himself  to  a  banister  of  the  staircase 
with  an  old  skipping-rope,  which  happened  to  be  lying  in 
the  hall/  The  body  was  not  discjovered  till  the  following 
morning  by  one  of  the  servants,  and  was  then  cold. 

At  the  inquest  the  jury  found  an  open  verdict,  that  “the 
deceased  had  hanged  himself  whilst  of  unsound  mind.” 
It  was,  however,  our  painful  duty  to  convey  to  Dr.  Tuke 
the  opinion  of  the  Board,  that  whilst  giving  him  every 
credit  for  humane  and  kindly  treatment,  and  the  exercise  of 
due  medical  skill  for  the  promotion  of  his  patient’s  recovery, 
sufficient  precaution  had  not  been  taken  to  secure  his  safety. 
The  patient’s  means  were  ample,  and  there  existed,  on  the 
score  of  expense,  no  reason  why  he  should  not  have  had  a 
separate  night  attendant.  Unfortunately  it  was  considered 
that  this  amount  of  surveillance  would  prove  annoying  to 
him,  and  a  mistaken  attention  to  his  wishes  led  no  doubt  to 
the  fatal  result.  We  have  again  and  again  pointed  out  that 
when  a  suicidal  patient  appears  most  cheerful,  there  is  the 
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greatest  danger  to  be  apprehended,  and  no  consideration  for  Metro- 
the  patient’s  feelings  should  be  allowed  to  interfere  with  the  licensed 
incessant  watching  by  night  as  well  as  by  day,  which  can  houses, 
alone  insure  his  safety. 

The  new  wing  at  Normansfield,  which  was  in  course  of  Normansfield. 
erection  at  the  date  of  our  last  visit,  has  been  completed  and  Additions- 
furnished,  and  the  licence  has  been  extended  to  admit  of  the 
reception  of  /O  patients. 

The  accommodation  provided  in  this  establishment  is  of  a 
very  superior  kind,  and  highly  favourable  reports  have  been 
made  as  to  its  management,  and  the  kindness  and  attention 
given  to  the  patients,  who  are  mostly  idiot  children. 

Alterations  and  improvements  of  a  very  extensive  descrip-  peckham 
tion  have  been  made  at  Peckham  House  since  the  transfer  House* 
of  the  licence  to  the  present  proprietors,  and  a  large  ex¬ 
pense  incurred  in  carrying  them  out.  The  changes  have 
hitherto  been  effected  principally  in  the  female  division,  and 
are  described  as  very  satisfactory,  the  new  rooms  being  well 
and  abundantly  furnished,  and  presenting  an  air  of  great 
cheerfulness  and  comfort.  Similar  improvements  are  still 
going  on  in  the  male  wards,  which  will  shortly  be  completed, 
and  on  both  sides  there  have  been  additions  to  the  furniture 
and  bedding. 

Most  of  the  epileptics  in  each  division  are  now  collected 
together  in  dormitories,  wherein  an  attendant  sleeps  ;  but  a 
seheme  for  having  special  attendants  to  sit  up  and  take 
charge  of  this  class  during  the  night  is  now  under  considera¬ 
tion,  and  will  soon,  we  hope,  be  carried  out. 

The  dietary  for  paupers  comprises  25  ounces  of  cooked 
meat  in  the  week,  and  is  otherwise  satisfactorv. 

On  the  1st  of  November  a  fire  of  a  very  serious  descrip-  Fire 
tion  occurred  here,  but  was  fortunately  unattended  by  any 
injury  to  the  inmates.  It  commenced  in  a  room  at  the  top 
of  the  house,  occupied  by  the  proprietor  and  some  of  the 
lady  patients,  and  was  not  extinguished  until  the  room  was 
burnt  out,  and  much  injury  done  to  the  roof.  In  making 
the  necessary  repairs,  advantage  has  been  taken  of  this  acci¬ 
dent  to  effect  various  improvements,  and  all  the  rooms  on  the 
attic  floor,  which  were  originally  very  low,  have  now  been 
considerably  heightened  and  improved. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  in  completing  the  fittings,  The  Priory, 
furnishing,  and  general  arrangements  of  the^  Priory,  Roe-  Ro©hampton, 
hampton,  which,  according  to  the  latest  reports,  has  been 
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brought  into  an  efficient  state,  and  affords  very  good  accom- 
modation  for  patients  of  both  sexes.  The  name  of  Mr. 
S.  E.  Solly,  surgeon,  who  has  acted  as  resident  medical 
officer  almost  since  the  opening  of  the  establishment,  has 
been  inserted  in  Dr,  Wood’s  licence. 

The  licence  for  Southall  Park,  which  had  been  held  for 
many  years  by  Dr.  Steward,  has,  upon  his  retirement,  been 
transferred  to  Dr.  R.  Boyd,  formerly  Medical  Superintendent 
of  the  Somerset  County  Asylum.  Dr.  Boyd  will  for  the 
present  live  in  the  house,  but  ultimately  it  is  his  intention 
to  obtain  the  services  of  a  resident  medical  officer. 

The  management  of  Vine  Cottage,  under  the  present  pro¬ 
prietor,  has  always  been  satisfactory,  but  it  has  been  our 
unpleasant  duty,  on  one  occasion  during  the  past  year,  to 
censure  him  very  strongly  for  grave  omissions  in  the  keeping 
of  two  important  statutory  records. 

At  Amberd  House,  near  Taunton,  licensed  to  receive  20 
ladies,  the  reports  of  the  Commissioners  during  the  past  year 
have  not  been  of  a  favourable  character;  and  at  the  visit  in 
May  remark  is  made  that,  “  as  a  rule,  the  patients  are  not 
“  visited  by  Dr.  Woodforde,  the  resident  proprietor,  more 
“  frequently  than  once  a  week,  and  are  rarely  seen  by  Mrs. 
u  Woodforde  excepting  at  daily  prayers.” 

In  October,  however,  a  change  for  the  better  had  taken 
place,  Dr.  Woodforde  being  then  reported  to  visit  his  patients 
daily.  An  improvement  in  the  bath-room,  and  much  general 
renovation,  were  still  stated  to  be  required. 

Owing  to  the  death  of  the  late  proprietor,  Great  Barr 
House,  which,  in  March,  was  temporarily  licensed  to  another 
person  for  six  months,  was  finally  closed  in  September. 

At  Brislington  House,  near  Bath,  a  large  and  generally 
well  conducted  establishment,  a  lamentable  suicide  has  taken 
place,  in  connection  with  which  the  Board  felt  it  necessary 
to  censure  the  proprietors. 

The  following  are  the  material  facts : — A  gentleman  (Captain 
C.)  of  wealth  and  position,  35  years  of  age,  became  insane 
early  in  June.  For  a  few  days-  some  attempt  was  made  to 
treat  him  at  home,  where  he  was  carefully  watched,  but, 
having  become  violent  and  having  attempted  suicide,  he  was 
removed,  on  the  ]  3th  of  June,  to  Brislington  House.  In  the 
documents  which  accompanied  him  he  was  described  as 
suicidal  and  dangerous  to  others,  and  as  having  attempted 
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to  destroy  himself  twice  on  the  previous  day.  On  his  arrival  Provincial 
at  Brislington  at  1 1  a.m.  breakfast  was  laid  in  his  sitting-  houses!” 
room,  knives  being  on  the  table.  It  is  surmised  that,  owing  Brislington 
to  the  fact  that  the  breakfast  things  were  not  removed  by  House- 
the  same  attendant  who  laid  the  table,  an  opportunity  was  8mcide' 
afforded  for  the  patient  to  secrete  a  knife  without  detection. 

At  dinner  and  tea  the  same  afternoon  he  ate  heartily, 
and  after  each  of  these  meals  the  attendant  counted  and 
secured  the  knives.  At  half-past  ten  at  night,  when  visited 
by  Dr.  Fox,  he  was  very  restless,  and  expressed  his  deter¬ 
mination  not  to  have  an  attendant  to  sleep  in  his  room. 

He  was  a  very  tall  and  powerful  man;  and  Dr.  Fox,  “  fear- 
“  ing  that  a  collision  with  a  man  of  such  great  strength 
“  and  stature  might  be  attended  with  some  catastrophe,’  ’ 
unfortunately  conceded  the  point,  and  instructed  the  atten¬ 
dant  to  remain  in  the  opposite  room,  and  to  ascertain 
frequently  during  the  night  how  the  patient  was  going  on. 

The  attendant  spoke  to  him  four  or  five  times  during  the 
night,  receiving  on  each  occasion  from  the  patient  the 
answer  “  all  right.”  No  attempt  to  communicate  with  him 
appears,  however,  to  have  been  made  from  four  to  six  a.m.; 
and,  at  the  latter  hour,  when  his  door  was  unlocked,  he  was 
found  lying  dead  on  the  floor,  with  his  throat  cut,  and 
grasping  in  his  right  hand  a  breakfast  knife  similar  to  those 
in  use  in  the  house. 

After  considering  all  the  circumstances,  a  communication 
was  addressed  to  the  proprietors,  conveying  the  opinion  of 
the  Board  that  “  those  precautions  were  not  taken,  nor  the 
amount  of  vigilance  exercised,  which  the  intensely  suicidal 
nature  of  the  case  demanded,  and  which  the  patient’s 
friends  might  reasonably  have  looked  for  in  an  establish 
ment  of  the  character  of  Brislington  House.”  That  “  if 
there  had  been  proper  surveillance,  it  would  have  been 
impossible  for  Capt.  C.  to  have  secreted  a  knife  from  the 
breakfast  table,”  and  that  “  there  was  most  culpable  laxity 
4  in  allowing  the  patient  to  retire  to  his  bed-room  without 
being  carefully  searched,  and  his  clothes  and  ail  dangerous 
“  articles  removed  from  the  room ;  that  the  fact  of  the 
patient  being  opposed  to  having  an  attendant  in  his  room 
at  night  ought  in  itself  to  have  produced  the  gravest  sus¬ 
picion,  and  on  no  account  ought  this  point  to  have  been 
“  conceded.” 

Experience  has  clearly  shown,  and  we  have  already  in 
the  present  Report  had  occasion  to  remark,  that  the  only 
real  security  in  such  a  case  is  unremitting  observation  both 
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by  day  and  night ;  and  this  cannot,  it  is  scarcely  necessary  to 
say,  be  properly  provided  for,  by  placing  an  attendant  either 
to  sleep  in  the  patient’s  room  or  to  remain  on  duty  in  an 
adjacent  apartment.  In  the  case  now  under  consideration, 
one  or  more  trustworthy  attendants  should  have  been  selected 
to  sit  up  with  the  patient,  and  they  should  have  had  the 
means  of  immediately  obtaining  further  assistance,  if  found 
necessary. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  suicide  of  this  gentleman, 
following  upon  those  of  two  other  patients — -one  in  1868  and 
the  other  in  18/2 — referred  to  in  the  Reports  for  those  years, 
the  Commissioners  were  obliged  to  express  the  opinion  that 
the  arrangements  for  the  care  of  suicidal  patients  at  Bris- 
lington  House  were  very  unsatisfactory,  and  required  earnest 
and  careful  revision  by  the  proprietors. 

Dr.  F.  K.  Fox,  in  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  our  letter, 
very  frankly  admitted  the  justice  of  the  strictures  it  conveyed. 
He  also  admitted  that  the  patient  should  not  have  been  left- 
alone  at  night ;  but  observed  (in  extenuation  of  the  blame 
attaching  to  the  proprietors),  that  there  were  difficulties  in 
the  case  which  could  only  be  realised  by  those  who  had 
witnessed  the  formidable  strength  of  the  patient,  and  could 
estimate  the  probable  result  of  a  struggle  throughout  the 
night  between  a  trained  and  powerful  athlete  such  as  Cap¬ 
tain  C.  and  any  number  of  attendants. 

At  Burman  House,  Henley -in- Arden,  now  licensed  solely 
to  Dr.  Agar,  the  Visiting  Commissioners,  in  May,  investi¬ 
gated  a  charge  against  one  of  the  male  attendants  for  ill- 
treating  a  patient.  The  charge  was  made  by  another  patient, 
who  saw  what  took  place.  The  mental  condition  of  the 
patient  alleged  to  have  been  assaulted  was  such  that  he 
could  give  no  account  of  what  occurred,  and  his  person  was 
found  free  from  bruises.  The  conclusion  arrived  at  was 
that,  though  no  assault  of  a  grave  character  had  been  com¬ 
mitted,  a  certain  amount  of  unjustifiable  roughness  and 
improper  conduct  had  taken  place ;  and  had  the  attendant 
not  been  about  to  leave  his  situation,  the  Commissioners 
would  have  recommended  his  dismissal. 

At  the  visit  to  this  Flouse  in  October,  the  Commissioners, 
in  their  Report,  complain  of  the  unsatisfactory  personal  con¬ 
dition  of  the  male  patients,  and  of  defective  toilet  arrange¬ 
ments,  indicating  insufficiency  and  want  of  care  on  the  part 
of  the  attendants,  and,  of  course,  defective  supervision  by 
the  proprietor,

A  small,  well-furnished  house,  at  St.  Neot’s,  called  Den-  provincial 

y  j  j  Licensed 

mark  Cottage,  has  been  licensed  by  the  Huntingdonshire  Houses. 
Justices  for  the  detention  of  two  insane  ladies,  who  are  Denmark  Cot- 
sisters,  and  both  quiet  and  tractable  cases.  New  Licence. 

At  Dinsdale  Park,  near  Darlington,  where  private  patients  Dinsdale  Park, 
of  both  sexes  are  received,  the  entries  during  the  past  year, 
as  to  the  ladies’  division,  have  been  generally  satisfactory  ; 
but  a  very  unfavourable  report  was  made  by  the  Commis¬ 
sioners  in  March  as  to  the  condition  of  the  male  side  of  the 
establishment.  Several  of  the  gentlemen  were  found  very 
untidy  in  dress,  showing  want  of  care  on  the  part  of  the 
attendants.  The  state  of  many  of  the  be  cl -rooms,  and  of 
the  toilet  arrangements  in  this  division,  was  very  discredit¬ 
able  ;  disorder,  and  want  of  renovation,  were  observable,  as 
regards  one  of  the  sitting-rooms,  and  its  furniture  ;  and  the 
house  was  still  without  a  proper  bath-room.  The  attention 
of  Dr.  Eastwood,  the  resident  proprietor,  was  called  to  these 
indications  of  defective  supervision,  and  the  Visiting  Justices 
were  urged  to  support  the  Commissioners  in  procuring  im¬ 
proved  arrangements. 

At  the  visit  in  July  a  change  for  the  better  was  ob^erv- 
able,  but  there  was  room  for  further  improvement,  and  the 
appointment  of  a  head  male  attendant  was  suggested.  There 
was  still  no  fixed  bath,  but  a  promise  was  given  by  Dr. 

Eastwood  that  a  bath-room  properly  fitted  up  should  very 
shortly  be  provided. 

The  deplorable  catastrophe  by  which  our  esteemed  Fishertcm 
Colleague  Mr.  Lutwidge  lost  his  life,  in  May  last,  at  the  House* 
hands  of  a  patient  at  Fisherton  House,  Salisbury,  is  re¬ 
ferred  to  elsewhere. 

We  limit  our  remarks  here  to  the  ordinary  occurrences  of  improvements, 
the  year.  Various  structural  improvements  in  the  wards 
and  airing  courts  have  taken  place.  The  large  private 
residence  of  the  late  Dr.  Finch  was,  in  October  last,  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  licence,  which  was  extended  by  the  J  ustices  so 
as  to  admit  of  56  additional  female  patients  being  received, 
the  proprietors  undertaking  to  engage  an  additional  assistant 
medical  officer  to  reside  on  the  premises.  The  patients  at 
this  House  increased  during  the  year  from  376  to  503.  The 
number  and  classes  on  the  1st  of  January  last  was,  private 
patients  102,  paupers  401,  criminals  70.  The  reports  have 
been  generally  favourable  ;  but  in  May  complaints  were  made 
by  the  patients  as  to  the  dietary,  more  especially  the  quality 
of  the  bread,  which  the  Commissioners  thought  “  might  be 
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improved. 1  It  was  also  suggested  that  roast  meat  should  be 
more  frequently  provided.  At  the  next  visit  the  food  was 
found  u  unexceptionable  in  quality  and  quantity.”  Owing 
to  the  illness  of  the  chaplain,  and  some  repairs  required  to 
the  chapel,  the  religious  services  in  the  asylum  were  sus¬ 
pended  for  several  months,  such  of  the  patients  as  were  fit 
being  allowed  to  go  to  various  neighbouring  churches.  The 
number  attending  service  in  proportion  to  the  total  number 
of  patients  was,  however,  found  to  be  very  small,  and  a  com¬ 
munication  from  the  Board  was  addressed  to  the  proprietors 
on  the  subject.  The  chapel  services  were  shortly  afterwards 
resumed,  but  the  building  itself  is  quite  inadequate  in  size 
for  a  house  receiving  the  number  of  patients  for  which 
Fisherton  House  is  now  licensed. 

Of  the  two  cases  of  suicide  which  have  taken  place  during 
the  past  year  in  provincial  licensed  houses,  one  has  already 
been  noticed  at  some  length.  The  other  occurred  at  Grove 
House,  Acomb,  near  York.  The  patient  was  a  widow  lady 
admitted  in  July,  described  in  the  medical  certificates  as 
strongly  suicidal,  and  as  having  made  attempts  to  injure  her¬ 
self  at  home.  She  was  ordered  to  be  strictly  watched,  and 
though  she  made  several  attempts  to  destroy  herself  while  at 
Grove  House,  the  supervision  appears  to  have  been  effi¬ 
cient  until  the  morning  of  December  3rd,  when  h-r  atten¬ 
dant  absented  herself  for  a  few  minutes,  leaving  the  patient 
with  two  others  in  one  of  the  sitting  rooms.  During  this 
short  interval  the  suicide  was  completed,  the  patient  having 
suspended  herself  from  a  window  roller  in  the  staircase  by 
means  of  a  blind  cord,  the  possession  of  which  could  not  be 
explained.  The  attendant  had  in  this  instance  disobeyed 
clear  instructions ;  but,  deceived  probably  by  an  aspect  of 
more  cheerfulness  during  the  previous  few  weeks,  she  had 
felt  that  she  might  relax  her  vigilance,  and  thereby  she 
gave  to  the  patient  the  desired  opportunity.  She  was  no 
longer  deemed  to  be  fit  for  charge  of  the  insane,  and  at  our 
request  was  dismissed. 

It  frequently  happens,  as  appears  to  have  been  the  case  in 
the  instance  above  referred  to,  that  the  patient  assumes,  in 
the  presence  of  others,  an  air  of  cheerfulness  which  is  not 
really  felt,  and  disavows  melancholy  sentiments  or  delusions 
which  still  exist.  Hence  it  often  occurs  that  a  patient  is 
never  practically  so  dangerous  to  himself,  as  when,  to  the 
superficial  observer,  he  appears  to  be  improving.  Careful 
and  skilled  medical  observation  is  essential  in  all  such  cases, 
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and  supervision  should  never  be  relaxed  without  medical  Provincial 
authority.  As  a  rule  no  patient  of  suicidal  disposition  should 
be  received  into  any  establishment  where  there  is  not  a 
resident  medical  man. 

At  the  Grove,  Ipswich,  where  six  gentlemen  are  received,  The  Grove, 
the  Visiting  Commissioners  remarked  upon  the  insufficiency  Ipswich* 
in  the  number  of  attendants,  and  that  none  of  the  patients 
ever  dine  at  the  table  of  the  resident  medical  proprietor. 

A  correspondence  took  place  on  the  subject,  and  the  Board, 
including  all  the  Visiting  Commissioners,  were  obliged  to 
convey  to  Dr.  Chevallier  the  opinion  that  his  house  compared 
very  unfavourably  with  other  establishments  of  the  same 
class,  subject  to  their  inspection. 

Hill  House,  Lyndhurst,  has  been  licensed  by  the  Hamp-  mu  House, 
shire  Justices  to  the  resident  proprietor,  Dr.  Nunn,  to  re-  Lyndhurst. 
ceive  two  male  patients  whose  insanity  shall  be  oi  the  quiet 
and  harmless  type.  The  house  is  large,  well  furnished,  and 
pleasantly  situated  in  the  surburbs  of  the  town. 

In  November  a  sad  occurrence  took  place.  One  of  the  Accidental 
two  gentlemen,  who  had  only  been  resident  a  month, ( ea 
met  with  his  death  by  falling  or  jumping  from  his  sitting- 
room  window,  which  was  on  the  first  floor.  He  had  never 
shown  any  suicidal  tendency,  and  was  deemed  by  his  friends 
and  by  Dr.  Nunn  to  be  quiet  and  harmless.  It  is  supposed 
that  he  was  merely  attempting  to  escape,  when  he  slipped 
and  fell  upon  his  head,  fracturing  the  skull.  He  had  a 
special  attendant,  who  was  absent  at  the  moment  fetching 
his  breakfast.  The  window-sashes  were  not  at  the  time 
“  stopped,”  as  they  should  have  been,  but  beyond  this  defect, 
no  blame  was  attributed  to  those  having  charge  of  the 
patient. 

The  reports  of  the  Visiting  Commissioners  as  to  the  state  Honing  worth 
of  Hollingworth  Hall,  near  Staleybridge,  and  as  to  the  Ha]l‘ 
arrangements  there  for  the  care  and  comfort  of  the  patients, 
have,  in  several  respects,  been  unfavourable.  The  wife  of 
the  proprietor,  who  devoted  herself  with  much  energy  and 
success  to  the  welfare  of  the  patients,  died  in  1 872,  and  ever 
since  the  management,  previously  satisfactory,  has  altered 
for  the  worse.  The  confidence  of  the  Commissioners  in 
Mr.  Rowlands,  the  proprietor  himself,  had  indeed  been  much 
shaken,  since  they  had  occasion,  in  January  1873,  gravely 
to  censure  him  for  an  attempt  to  conceal  from  them  the  fact 
that  an  aged  female  patient  who  had  died,  had,  a  short  time 
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previously,  sustained  a  fracture  of  the  neck  of  the  thigh 
bone.  In  consequence  of  the  unsatisfactory  condition  in 
which  patients  of  a  troublesome  character  were  found  by  the 
Visiting  Commissioners,  and  the  absence  of  suitable  arrange¬ 
ments  for  their  proper  control,  the  renewal  of  the  licence  at 
Easter,  18/3,  was  coupled  with  the  condition,  endorsed 
thereon,  that  none  but  “  patients  of  a  harmless  and  tract- 
able  disposition,  and  quiet  habits,  should  be  received.” 
This  condition  was  however  not  adhered  to  by  the  proprietor, 
as  the  Commissioners  in  August  last  found  there  an  epileptic 
male  patient  who,  owing  to  his  violence,  had  been  subjected 
to  mechanical  restraint.  This  patient  has  since  been  re¬ 
moved. 

The  licence  of  Hurst  House,  Henley-in-Arden,  was  in 
December  last  transferred  by  the  Warwickshire  Justices, 
from  Mr.  Fayer  to  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Agar. 

The  license  for  Lea  Pale  House,  Guildford,  has  been 
varied,  restricting  the  patients  to  six  of  the  male  sex.  Ex¬ 
tensive  alterations  had  taken  place,  improving  the  accom¬ 
modation,  though  limiting  that  to  be  used  for  patients  by 
the  withdrawal  of  several  rooms,  to  be  in  future  occupied 
by  the  family  of  the  medical  proprietor,  hitherto  non-resi¬ 
dent.  An  irregularity  had  inadvertently  been  committed 
by  the  licencees  in  having  the  alterations  commenced  without 
the  previous  consent  of  the  Visitors,  or  report  of  the  Com¬ 
missioners.  The  plans  were  ultimately  submitted  and 
approved. 

The  state  in  which  the  Visiting  Commissioners  found 
Longwood  House,  near  Bristol,  has,  during  the  past  year, 
been  far  from  satisfactory.  Complaint  was  made  of  dilapi¬ 
dation  of  the  walls  and  furniture ;  of  the  defective  state  of 
the  bath-rooms ;  of  the  absence  of  a  general  appearance  of 
comfort  in  the  sitting-rooms  ;  of  inattention  to  the  bedding 
of  some  of  the  patients ;  of  want  of  order  at  meals ;  and  of 
insufficiency  of  indoor  amusement. 

Some  of  the  above  defects  had  been  corrected  when  the 
second  visit  was  made  in  November;  but  much  was  still 
needed  in  the  way  of  further  improvement  to  bring  the 
establishment  to  a  level,  as  regards  the  general  appearance 
of  the  interior,  with  that  of  licensed  houses  of  the  same 
class. 

Longcroft  House,  new  Shoreham,  licensed  in  1872  to 
Mr.  Fuller,  has  been  closed. 
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At  the  Midland  Counties  Idiot  Asylum,  Dorridge  Grove,  Provincial 
near  Knowle,  Warwickshire,  the  name  of  Mr.  Kimbell,  sur-  houses! ° 
geon,  has  been  inserted  in  the  licence  instead  of  that  of  Midland 
Dr.  Bell  Fletcher,  the  resident  licensee  being  still  Mrs.  ^ountles  Idljt 
Stock. 

This  establishment  continues  to  be  very  creditably  carried 
on  in  the  temporary  cottage  premises,  which  have  been 
inhabited  since  its  institution  in  1866.  Though  a  wing  of 
the  proposed  new  asylum  has  been  built,  its  occupation  has 
hitherto  been  deferred,  owing  to  delays  in  furnishing  and  in 
the  fittings,  as  well  as  in  laying  out  the  grounds  in  a  manner 
suitable  for  the  exercise  of  the  children. 

A  licence  has  been  granted  by  the  Staffordshire  Justices  Ouiton  Cot- 
for  the  reception  into  Ouiton  Cottage,  near  Stone,  of  two  stonenear 
female  patients,  who  shall  be  of  a  quiet  and  harmless Ne"  licence, 
character. 

Rose  Villa,  Watford,  Hertfordshire,  has  also  been  licensed  Sose  Yilla» 

7 .  r  ’  r  i  •  a  e\v  licence. 

for  the  reception  of  two  female  patients. 

The  licence  for  St.  George’s  Retreat,  near  Brighton,  st  George's 
granted  to  members  of  a  “  Religious  Association,  or  Com-  Extension 
munity  (Roman  Catholic)  devoted  to  the  Treatment  of  the 
Insane,”  has  been  extended,  so  that  14  male  patients  and 
34  females  may  be  received.  The  reports  as  to  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  establishment,  and  the  attention  paid  to  the 
care  and  comfort  of  the  patients,  all  of  whom  are  Roman 
Catholics,  have  continued  to  be  very  satisfactory. 

Various  additions  and  alterations  have  been  made  during  Tattiebury 
the  past  year  at  Tattiebury  House,  Goudhurst,  whereby  also  Additions, 
the  accommodation  has  been  improved.  The  establishment 
has  thus  been  rendered  adequate  to  the  reception  of  8  male 
and  4  female  patients,  and  the  proprietor  has  intimated  his 
intention  of  applying,  at  the  next  Easter  Sessions,  that  his 
licence  may  be  extended  to  that  number. 

Upper  House,  Combe  Down,  near  Bath,  where  a  few  idiot  uPPer  House, 
children  were  received,  has  been  closed. 

At  Vernon  House,  Briton  Ferry,  Glamorganshire,  where  Vernon  House, 
the  numbers  received  are  now  reduced  to  about  30  of  both 
sexes,  the  reports,  during  the  past  year,  as  to  the  personal 
con  diton  of  the  patients,  and  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the 
food  supplied  to  them,  were  satisfactory.  Much  of  the 
accommodation,  more  especially  that  used  for  the  paupers, 
has,  however,  long  been  commented  on  as  defective  in 
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character.  In  November  the  Visiting  Commissioners  ob¬ 
served  that  the  tenancy  of  a  part  of  the  establishment  had 
been  given  up,  and  of  the  male  pauper  wards  closed  the 
patients,  7  in  number,  had  been  removed  to  another  build¬ 
ing,  which  had  been  altered  and  set  apart  for  their  use. 
This  accommodation  was,  however,  found  so  inferior  in 
character,  and  so  deficient  in  essential  conveniences,  as,  in 
the  Commissioners’  opinion,  to  he  unfit  for  any  class  of  the 
insane.  It  had  been  altered  and  brought  into  use  without 
the  previous  inspection  and  Report  of  the  Commissioners,  as 
prescribed  by  the  statute.  A  correspondence  took  place 
with  the  proprietor,  Mr.  Pegge,  on  the  subject,  and  also  with 
the  Visitors,  and,  by  order  of  the  Board,  the  matter  was 
directed  to  he  brought,  through  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  be¬ 
fore  the  Quarter  Sessions,  on  the  next  application  for  a 
renewal  of  the  licence. 

The  name  of  Dr.  llawkes  has  been  inserted  in  the  licence 
of  Westbrook  House,  Alton,  Hampshire. 

The  following  tabular  statement  shows  the  numbers  of 
Single  Private  Patients  subject  to  our  jurisdiction,  as  they 
existed  in  the  commencement  and  termination,  respectively, 
of  the  year  1873,  and  the  changes  in  the  same,  which  took 
place  during  that  year  :

Of  the  Single  Patients  on  the  1st  January  last  117,  namely, 
53  of  the  male,  and  64  of  the  female,  sex,  came  within  the 
class  of  lunatics  under  Commission,  leaving  as  patients  to  be 
regularly  visited  by  us,  319 ;  viz.,  115  males  and  204  females. 


During  the  past  year  we  visited  314  workhouses, 
including  the  Metropolitan  District  Asylums  at  Cater- 
ham,  Leavesden,  and  Hampstead,  which  are  workhouses 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Lunacy  Acts. 

In  Appendix  (M.),  will  be  found  a  list  of  the  work- 

houses 
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houses  visited  by  us,  together  with  the  number  of  inmates  the  insane 
of  unsound  mind,  seen  and  examined.  in  Work- 

■  HOUSES 

The  number  of  such  inmates  in  all  workhouses  in  England 
and  Wales  on  January  1st  1874,  was  15,018,  being  an  in¬ 
crease  of  675  upon  the  number  returned  on  January  1st 
1873. 

We  have  to  report  that  the  deliberate  infringement  of  the  Removal  of 
lunacy  laws  on  the  part  of  relieving  officers,  by  sending  in  the  workhouses.. 
first  instance  insane  persons  to  a  workhouse,  instead  of  to  an 
Asylum,  continues  to  be  frequent.  A  large  number  of  the 
insane  are  thus  deprived  of  the  benefit  of  suitable  treatment 
designed  for  them  by  the  provisions  of  the  statute,  and  are 
improperly  retained  in  workhouses  until  they  become  dan¬ 
gerous  or  troublesome. 

Members  of  our  Board  visiting  workhouses  have  frequently 
had  occasion  to  call  the  attention  of  the  guardians  to  cases 
which  they  considered  proper  subjects  for  Asylum  treatment, 
and  where  they  had  reason  to  think  there  was  a  disposition, 
notwithstanding  such  recommendation,  to  retain  the  cases 
in  question  in  the  workhouses,  they  have  exercised  the 
power  vested  in  them  by  the  “  Lunacy  Acts  Amendment 
Act  1862,”  and  have  made  orders  for  immediate  removal  to 
an  asylum. 

During  1873  the  number  so  removed  by  their  orders 
from  Workhouses  to  Asylums,  have  been  seven  of  the  male 
and  ten  of  the  female  sex. 

Although  the  Local  Government  Board,  in  the  month  of  irregular 
August  1872,  addressed  a  circular  letter  to  the  guardians  detentlon“ 
of  the  various  unions,  requesting  them  to  call  upon  the 
medical  officers  of  workhouses  to  comply  strictly  with 
the  provision  of  Section  20  of  the  Lunacy  Acts  Amendment 
Act  1862,  regulating  the  detention  of  lunatics  or  alleged 
lunatics  in  a  workhouse  beyond  the  period  of  14  days,  by 
requiring  a  certificate  of  fitness  to  remain  therein,  the 
Commissioners,  at  their  visits  during  the  past  year,  found 
that  this  important  duty  had  been  neglected  in  a  large  pro¬ 
portion  of  the  workhouses  by  their  officers,  who  not  unfre- 
quently  pleaded  the  excuse  that  the  circular  in  question  had 
never  been  communicated  to  them.  The  Visiting  Commis¬ 
sioners  pointed  out  to  the  masters  of  the  Workhouses,  in 
which  this  law  had  not  been  observed,  that  in  order  to 
justify  the  detention  in  the  workhouses  beyond  the  period 
of  14  days  of  any  lunatics,  the  medical  officer’s  certificate 
is  indispensable.  If  the  masters  in  future,  as  we  trust  they 
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will,  require  for  their  own  protection  such  certificates  in 
writing,  we  may  hope  for  a  more  clue  observance  of  the 
law  in  this  respect,  and  that  greater  attention  will  be  paid 
by  medical  officers  to  the  special  character  of  each  case. 

The  insufficiency  of  the  dietary  given  to  the  inmates  of 
unsound  mind  in  workhouses  has  been  more  than  any  other 
inquiry  the  subject  of  remarks  in  the  reports  of  the  Com¬ 
missioners  during  the  past  as  in  former  years. 

It  is  not  generally  borne  in  mind  by  those  who  have  the 
charge  of  this  class  of  our  population  who  become  inmates 
of  workhouses,  that  their  mental  state  is  connected  with  a 
weak  condition  of  the  nervous  system,  which  requires  the 
sustaining  force  of  a  good  dietary  for  the  recovery  and 
exercise  of  a  sounder  state  of  mind,  or  to  prevent  its  further 
deterioration.  We  believe  that  the  reason  assigned  by  the 
Nottingham  Guardians  in  answer  to  our  representations .  on 
the  insufficiency  of  the  dietary  given  to  the  insane  and  im¬ 
becile  inmates  of  their  workhouse,  that  it  is  sufficient,  as 
“  they  have  comparatively  little  exertion  and  no  labour,”  is 
a  fair  specimen  of  the  mode  of  thought  which  influences 
guardians  generally  in  regard  to  this  subject. 

The  opinion  that  the  house  diet  for  the  able-bodied  pau¬ 
pers  of  workhouses  is  sufficient  for  the  insane  inmates,  ap¬ 
pears  to  prevail  with  many  medical  officers  of  these  houses. 
They  have  the  power  of  making  a  change  in  the  dietary, 
but  exercise  it  only  rarely.  It  is,  perhaps,  because  they 
have  little  or  no  experience  in  the  treatment  of  lunacy,  that 
they  do  not  act  upon  the  principle  which  the  larger 
experience  of  those  who  have  special  knowledge  of  mental 
ailments  has  impressed  upon  them,  that  a  nutritious  dietary 
is  one  of  the  most  valuable  means  of  treatment  of  such 
ailments. 

In  illustration  of  the  foregoing  observations,  we  may  refer 
to  the  correspondence  which  has  taken  place  on  that  portion 
of  the  report  by  one  of  the  Commissioners  after  his  visit  to 
the  Ulverstone  workhouse,  which  relates  to  the  dietary,  viz. : 
“  The  imbeciles  have  the  same  diet  as  the  aged  and  infirm, 
which  only  differs  from  that  of  the  able-bodied  by  being  less 
in  quantity.  Solid  meat  in  the  proportion  of  4  oz.  tor  men 
and  3  oz.  for  women  is  only  given  on  one  day  in  the  week.” 
The  Local  Government  Board  suggested  to  the  guardians 
that  another  solid  meat  dinner,  instead  of  a  barley  soup 
dinner,  should  be  given  weekly  to  these  inmates,  and  also 
that  the  quantity  of  meat  in  the  scouse  and  potato  pie  (which 
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contains  £  oz.  of  meat,  and  is  given  twice  in  the  week)  should  Th ^Insane 
be  doubled.  The  guardians  in  reply  stated  that,  in  their  house?. 
opinion,  there  is  no  necessity  to  make  the  change  referred  uiverstone 
to.  On  the  receipt  of  this  correspondence  we  directed  the  Workhouse* 
Secretary  to  express  our  full  concurrence  in  the  very  reason¬ 
able  suggestion  made  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  and 
also  our  hope  that  they  might  still  he  able  to  induce  the 
guardians  to  adopt  the  amended  dietary.  From  the  further 
correspondence  on  this  subject  transmitted  to  our  office,  we 
were  informed  that  the  Local  Government  Board  had  sug¬ 
gested  to  the  guardians  of  the  Uiverstone  Union  workhouse 
that  they  should  “  obtain  and  forward  a  report  of  the  medical 
officer  of  the  workhouse  on  the  condition  of  the  imbecile  and 
lunatic  inmates,  and  especially  with  reference  to  their  diet.” 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  his  report :  u  I  beg  to  report  that 
the  health  of  the  aged  and  imbeciles  at  present  in  the  work¬ 
house  is  very  satisfactory.  As  these  classes  are  constantly 
under  my  observation,  it  frequently  occurs  that  an  indi¬ 
vidual  change  in  their  dietary  takes  place,  and  it  is  my  usual 
custom  to  specially  order  it.  It  is  not,  however,  requisite 
that  a  general  alteration  in  their  dietary,  which  is  suffici¬ 
ently  ample,  should  at  present  be  made.” 

The  Local  Government  Board  concluded  this  correspond¬ 
ence  by  stating  “  that  on  the  understanding  that  the  careful 
supervision  which  the  medical  officer  has  been  in  the  habit 
of  keeping  over  the  classes  of  inmates  referred  to  is  constantly 
maintained,  and  that  he  will  not  hesitate  to  order  a  change 
of  dietary  either  for  one  of  the  classes  generally,  if  circum¬ 
stances  should,  in  his  opinion,  require  it,  or  for  any  indi¬ 
vidual  inmate  whose  peculiar  case  should  render  it  neces¬ 
sary,  the  Board  will  not  now  press  the  guardians  to  make 
any  permanent  alteration  in  the  diet  of  such  inmates.” 

.  We  have  had  to  remark  upon  the  unsuitable  accommoda-  Defective  Ac¬ 
tion  provided  for  the  insane  in  workhouses.  In  some  of  them  commodat!on‘ 
insumciency  of  space  in  the  rooms  from  over- crowding,  in 
otheis  the  cheerless  character  of  the  rooms,  or  their  objec¬ 
tionable  position,  the  deficiency  in  the  means  of  personal 
washing  in  many  workhouses,  and  for  bathing  in  many 
more  of  them,  have  formed  frequently  the  subjects  of  reports 
during  the  past  year. 

On  their  visit  to  the  Nottingham  Workhouse  the  Visiting  Nottingham 
Commissioners  found  109  insane  inmates.  With  regard  to  Workhouse* 
the  accommodation,  the  report  states  that  “the  overcrowding 
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on  previous  visits  still  continues,  and  is  especially  obser¬ 
vable  in  the  day-rooms,  which  are  quite  inadequate  for 
the  inmates  who  occupy  them :  indeed,  as  regards  the 
arrangements  generally,  we  saw  no  change  or  improvement, 
and  it  is  our  duty  again  to  report  that  the  accommodation 
afforded  in  this  workhouse  for  the  insane  and  idiotic  classes 
of  the  inmates,  is  inadequate  and  defective.  The  airing 
courts  are  very  small,  and  the  washing  and  bathing  arrange¬ 
ments  very  bad.”  In  the  correspondence  which  ensued 
between  the  Local  Government  Board  and  the  guardians  of 
the  Nottingham  Workhouse  on  the  Report  of  the  Commis¬ 
sioners,  the  guardians  admit  that  the  accommodation  is 
inadequate  and  defective,  and  in  their  reply  add,  44  at  the 
same  time  we  would  remark  that  this  is  owing  to  alterations 
carried  out  against  the  frequent  and  strong  protests  of  the 
Board  of  Guardians.  We  deplore  the  inconvenience  which 
has  been  the  result,  and  would  willingly  revert  to  the  former 
arrangement,  which  we  consider  far  preferable.”  The  Local 
Government  Board,  in  answer  to  this  letter,  while  expressing 
“  regret  at  the  inadequacy  of  the  accommodation  for  the 
insane  and  imbecile  inmates,”  declined  to  a  sanction  a  de¬ 
parture  from  the  present  apportionment  of  the  wards  of  the 
workhouse,  which  was  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the 
views  which  they  considered  most  desirable  at  the  time, 
and  to  which  they  still  adhere.”  But  the  Local  Government 
Board  communicated  to  us  that  they  had  under  their  consi¬ 
deration  a  proposal  to  reconstitute  the  Nottingham  and  ad¬ 
joining  Union;  that  they  were]  anxious  that  44  the  present 
very  unsatisfactory  accommodation  for  lunatics  and  imbe¬ 
ciles  in  the  workhouse  should  exist  for  as  short  a  time  as 
possible,”  and  would  44  endeavour  to  have  the  question  settled 
with  the  least  practicable  delay.” 


Cockermouth  The  guardians  of  the  Cockermouth  Workhouse  have 
Workhouse,  promised,  after  the  report  of  the  last  visit  was  submitteci  10 
their  consideration,  to  improve  the  accommodation  provided 
for  its  insane  inmates,  and  to  which  objections  have  been  so 
frequently  made.  These  improvements  will  comprise  t  le 
removal  of  44  the  partitions  forming  the  cells  in  the  sleeping 
rooms,”  so  as  to  form  one  dormitory,  and  also  the  removal 
of  nearly  the  whole  of  44  the  cells  on  the  ground-iiooi\  On 
the  space  thus  obtained,  a  bath-room  in  connection  with  the 
lunatic  ward,  and  provided  with  the  necessary  apparatus  for 
supplying  the  bath  with  hot  and  cold  water,  will  be  con¬ 
structed,  an  arrangement  much  and  long  wanted. 
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The  arrangements  for  the  care  of  the  insane  in  the  Liver-  the  Insane 
pool  Workhouse  are  very  unsatisfactory.  They  are  the 
same  which  have  been  several  times  described,  are  by  no  Livei.pooi 
means  suitable,  and  alterations  and  improvements  are  re-  Workhouse, 
quired.  The  Commissioner  who  last  visited  this  house 
pointed  out  to  two  of  the  committee  whom  he  met  on 
that  occasion,  the  great  want  in  Liverpool  of  a  branch  of  the 
workhouse  suitable  for  the  accommodation  of  chronic  and 
harmless  lunatics  of  the  male  sex.  As  this  could  not  be 
provided  on  the  present  site,  he  suggested  that  if  premises 
could  be  obtained  a  short  distance  in  the  country,  with  some 
land  attached,  and  if  they  wTere  suitably  fitted  up,  many 
cases  now  in  the  county  asylums  might  be  removed  from 
them,  and  maintained  at  a  considerable  saving  of  cost  to 
the  town. 

The  arrangements  for  the  accommodation  and  care  of  the  ^t^isia^ 
insane  in  the  Portsea  Island  Workhouse  were  at  the  last 
visit  substantially  the  same  as  before  reported,  and  by  no 
means  satisfactory.  There  were  53  of  the  male  and  92  of 
the  female  sex  in  the  house  at  that  time.  The  most  grave 
defect  is  the  want  of  proper  drainage.  The  construction  of 
internal  water-closets  having  been  formerly  recommended, 
on  inquiry  why  this  recommendation  had  not  been  carried 
out,  the  Commissioner  who  visited  the  workhouse  was 
informed  that  the  house  was  entirely  undrained,  and  he 
learnt  that  the  sewage  finding  its  way  into  cesspools  is  kept 
from  overflowing  only  by  constant  manual  labour.  On  the 
attention  of  the  guardians  being  called  to  this  defect,  they 
stated  in  reply  that  the  drainage  of  the  workhouse  would 
receive  attention  soon  from  the  urban  sanitary  authority, 
when  two  other  large  public  buildings,  which  are  contem¬ 
plated,  have  been  erected  near  the  workhouse. 

The  accommodation  provided  for  the  lunatic  and  imbecile  Southampton 
inmates  of  the  Southampton  W orkhouse  is  of  a  very  un-  Woikhouse* 
satisfactory  character ;  it  has  been  the  subject  of  many 
Reports,  but  continues  unchanged.  The  present  special 
wards  should  be  devoted  to  some  other  purpose,  and  no 
lunatics  or  imbecile  inmates  should  be  retained  in  the 
house  but  such  as  can  be  associated  with  the  ordinary 
inmates. 

The  accommodation  for  the  insane,  retained  even  tern-  Wandsworth 
porarily,  in  the  Wandsworth  Union  Workhouse  is  reported  Workhouse* 
to  be  “  utterly  defective  and  unsuitable.”  No  improvement 
had  been  made  in  it  up  to  July  last,  though  its  faulty 
character  has  been  several  times  reported. 
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The  accommodation  for  chronic  and  harmless  imbeciles 
belonging  to  the  Unions  in  the  Metropolitan  District  has  been 
extended  by  the  appropriation  and  adaptation  of  the  disused 
small  pox  hospital  at  Hampstead  for  the  reception  of  this 
class  of  workhouse  inmates.  It  was  used  for  this  purpose 
for  the  first  time  on  the  16th  April  of  last  year  and  when 
visited  by  two  members  of  our  Board  on  the  l/th  December 
following,  there  were  571  patients  there,  and  it  was  calculated 
that  130  more  could  be  accommodated.  The  Visiting  Com¬ 
missioners  expressed  their  satisfaction  with  the  arrange¬ 
ments  made  for  the  comfort  and  well-being  of  the  inmates 
by  the  managers ;  but  observed  that  more  land  would  be 
required  for  the  exercise  and  occupation  of  the  patients,  if 
the  hospital  should  continue  to  be  used  permanently  as  a 
Metropolitan  District  Asylum. 

The  Asylums  at  Caterham  and  Leavesden  have  also  been 
visited,  each  by  two  members  of  the  Board,  during  the  past 
year.  The  reports  on  both  are  favourable,  and  show  that 
the  Committee  of  management  of  each  continue  to  be  at¬ 
tentive  to  the  patients,  careful  that  improper  cases  are  not 
retained,  and  desirous  to  make  the  existence  of  the  inmates 
cheerful  and  comfortable. 

Appendix  (N.)  includes  the  Reports  on  these  three  establish¬ 
ments. 
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In  March  last  our  attention  was  drawn  to  the  terms  of  a 
Resolution  passed  by  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Holborn 
Union,  directing  all  their  relieving  officers  for  the  future  to 
apply  to  the  chaplain  of  the  workhouse  to  make,  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  the  officers  themselves,  the  orders  of  reception, 
instead  of  applying,  as  the  practice  had  been,  to  a  Justice. 

The  course  thus  indicated  appearing  to  us  to  be  in  con¬ 
travention  of  the  Act  of  Parliament,  we  addressed  the  Local 
Government  Board,  pointing  out  that,  except  where  the 
lunatic  cannot  conveniently  be  taken  before  a  magistrate, 
the  making  of  the  order  by  an  officiating  clergyman  and  a 
relieving  officer  is  not  sanctioned  by  the  67th  section  of  the 
Act  16  &  17  Viet.  c.  97,  and  expressing  our  hope  that  imme¬ 
diate  steps  might  be  taken  to  induce  the  Guardians  of  the 
Holborn  Union  to  rescind  their  recent  order.  At  the  same 
time  we  cautioned  the  relieving  officers  themselves  that  their 
duty,  as  clearly  defined  by  the  section  just  quoted,  is  in  every 
case  where  they  have  knowledge  of  a  pauper  lunatic  being 
resident  within  their  district  (not  being  a  person  detained 
in  a  workhouse  under  the  provisions  of  Section  20  of  the 
Lunacy  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1862),  to  give  notice  thereof 
to  a  Justice  of  the  Peace. 
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Correspondence  ensued  with  the  Guardians,  the  Local  Removal  op 
Government  Board,  and  the  Committee  of  Visitors  of  Colney  lunatics. 
Hatch  Asylum,  whither  certain  pauper  lunatics  had  been 
sent  from  the  Union  in  question,  under  orders  made  by  the 
chaplain  and  relieving  officer,  without  any  apparent  reason 
other  than  the  guardians’  order  above  referred  to. 

We  learned  in  June  that  the  irregular  practice  had  been 
discontinued,  and  that  all  orders  in  the  Holborn  Union  were 
to  be  made  by  a  Police  .Magistrate.  This  is  an  arrangement 
which,  as  it  is  strictly  legal,  we  cannot  effectually  interfere 
to  prevent.  We  cannot,  however,  leave  the  subject  without 
expressing  our  regret  that  the  original  practice  under  wThich 
a  member  of  the  unpaid  magistracy  attended  at  the  work- 
house  or  elsewhere,  and  made  the  order,  was  not  restored. 

We  know  that  every  facility  for  this  was  offered  by  the 
Justices  for  Middlesex,  acting  within  the  Finsbury  Division, 
who  placed  themselves  in  communication  on  the  subject  with 
the  Union  authorities. 

Cases  of  the  illegal  detention,  and  of  the  ill-treatment  and  Prosecutions. 
neglect  of  the  insane  continue  from  time  to  time  to  come 
under  our  notice.  They  are  at  once  investigated,  and  (if 
necessary)  measures  are  adopted  to  place  the  patient  under 
proper  care  and  treatment,  and  to  punish  the  offender.  We 
have  thought  it  right  to  direct  prosecutions  in  five  such  cases 
during  the  past  year.  We  desire  more  especially  to  men¬ 
tion  the  following  one,  in  which  we  cannot  help  thinking 
there  was  a  failure  of  justice. 

In  August  18/2  we  received  information  that  a  poor  vollans’  case, 
woman  of  unsound  mind  was  locked  up  in  the  house  of  her 
brother,  J.  Vollans,  a  shoemaker,  at  Howden,  in  Yorkshire, 
and  that  she  had  been  so  kept  there  for  the  last  10  or  15 
years. 

We  at  once  took  steps  to  have  the  lunatic  visited  and  ex¬ 
amined  in  order  to  ascertain  the  truth  of  these  allegations, 
and  wTe  accordingly  obtained  an  order  from  the  then  Lord 
Chancellor  for  that  purpose.  The  duty  was  undertaken,  and 
very  efficiently  performed,  by  Dr.  Crichton  Browne,  the 
Superintendent  of  the  West  Riding  Asylum,  at  Wakefield. 

On  the  16th  August  he  called  at  the  house  of  the 
brother,  and,  having  stated  that  he  came  there  by  direc¬ 
tion  of  our  Board,  requested  permission  to  see  the  alleged 
lunatic.  Mr.  Vollans  begged  him  to  call  again  in  an  hour’s 
time,  but  as  Dr.  Browne  insisted  on  an  immediate  interview 
it  was,  after  some  hesitation,  accorded,  and  he  was  conducted 
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Prosecutions,  by  M r.  Vollans  and  his  wife  to  the  place  where  his  sister 
Voiians’  case.  was  kept.  He  was  taken  from  the  shop  to  a  kitchen  at  the 
back  of  the  house.,  out  of  which  a  door,  secured  by  an  iron 
bolt,  opened  into  a  dark  recess.  Dr.  Browne  ascended  from 
this  by  means  of  a  ladder,  at  the  top  of  which  was  another 
door,  also  bolted,  giving  access  to  an  attic  or  loft.  There 
he  found  Miss  Yollans.  It  was  admitted  by  the  brother  and 
his  wife  that  she  had  been  kept  there  continuously  by  day 
and  night  for  not  more  than  12  months.  That  previously 
she  had  occupied  an  attic  in  the  main  building  for  eight 
years,  from  which  she  had  been  removed,  because  she  dis¬ 
turbed  the  family  by  noises.  During  the  last  year  she  had 
left  the  attic  on  but  six  or  eight  occasions,  and  then  only  to 
go  into  the  kitchen  yard  below,  and  that  for  not  more  than 
10  minutes  at  a  time. 

Dr.  Browne  described  the  attic  as  being  13  feet  in  length 
and  10  in  breadth,  with  a  sloping  roof  (so  that  it  was  only 
possible  to  stand  upright  in  certain  parts  of  it),  and  as  being 
in  a  state  of  the  greatest  filth  and  wretchedness. 

The  personal  condition  of  Miss  Yollans  (who  was  un¬ 
doubtedly  insane,  very  deaf,  and  could  only  mutter  inco¬ 
herently),  was  no  better.  She  was  described  as  exceed¬ 
ingly  feeble  and  reduced,  as  covered  with  pimples,  boils,  and 
scratches,  and  as  literally  swarming  with  fleas.  Her  hair 
was  matted,  with  vermin  in  it,  and  she  was  altogether  inde¬ 
scribably  filthy. 

Upon  receiving  this  report  we  at  once  communicated  with 
the  chief  constable  of  the  East  Riding  constabulary  with  a 
view  to  the  immediate  removal  of  the  lunatic.  This  was 
effected  with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  and  she  was  placed 
in  the  East  Riding  Asylum  at  Beverley. 

At  the  same  time  we  ordered  the  prosecution  of  John 
Yollans. 

He  was  committed  for  trial  by  the  Justices  in  Petty  Ses¬ 
sions  on  the  21st  October  18/2,  and  the  case  came  on  for 
trial  before  the  late  Lord  Chief  Justice  Bovill,  at  the  ensuing 
Spring  Assizes  in  York,  in  March  1873,  the  defendant 
having  in  the  meantime  been  admitted  to  bail. 

The  substantial  charges  in  the  indictment  were  (under 
the  90th  section  of  8  &  9  Viet.  c.  100),  for  receiving  a  lunatic 
for  profit  without  the  necessary  order  and  certificates,  and 
(under  the  9th  section  of  16  &  17  Viet.  c.  96)  for  wilful 
neglect  and  ill-treatment. 

Dr.  Browne  confirmed  the  statements  made  in  his  pre¬ 
vious  report ;  and  it  further  appeared  that  Miss  Yollans, 
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who  had  been  insane  for  the  last  20  years,  and  was  at  one  Prosecutions. 
time  an  inmate  of  the  North  Riding  Asylum,  had  an  allow-  Voiians5  case, 
ance  of  7  s.  a  wreek  under  the  will  of  her  father.  For  some 
time  after  her  father’s  death  she  had  been  taken  care  of  by 
a  sister,  but  had  for  the  last  nine  years  been  under  the  charge 
of  the  defendant,  who  had  undertaken  it  at  the  request  of 
one  of  the  trustees  of  her  father’s  will,  he  receiving  the 
weekly  allowance  of  7  s. 

For  the  defendant  it  was  contended  that  he  could  derive 
no  profit  from  so  small  a  sum,  and  that  he  was  not  therefore 
liable  under  the  90th  section  of  8  &  9  Yict.  c.  100;  and 
also  that  there  had  been  no  wilful  neglect  or  ill-treatment 
on  his  part. 

These  two  points  were  left  to  the  jury,  who  found  a  verdict 
in  his  favour. 

This,  we  believe,  is  the  first  instance  in  which,  in  cases 
of  this  kind,  the  question  of  profit  or  no  profit  has  been  left 
to  the  decision  of  a  jury.  Hitherto  it  has  been  assumed 
(and  we  think  justly)  that  the  simple  receipt  of  money  (ex¬ 
cept  it  be  a  ridiculously  small  sum)  sufficiently  shows  that 
the  charge  of  the  lunatic  has  been  undertaken  for  pecuniary 
considerations  ;  and  whilst,  in  this  case,  the  miserable  con¬ 
dition  in  which  Miss  Yollans  was,  and  the  evident  absence  of 
the  bestowal  of  any  care  or  attention  upon  her,  dispel  the  idea 
of  her  having  been  received  out  of  natural  affection,  they 
also,  as  it  seems  to  us,  prove  that,  where  so  little  was  done, 
an  actual  profit  might  have  been  derived,  even  from  so  small 
a  payment  as  7s.  a  week. 

And  this  view  is  confirmed  by  the  circumstances  of  the 
case  next  referred  to ;  though  before  passing  to  it  we  cannot 
refrain  from  observing,  that  the  verdict  of  the  jury  on  the 
question  of  neglect  appears  even  more  extraordinary,  and 
more  to  be  regretted  in  the  cause  of  humanity,  than  their 
finding  on  the  subject  of  profit. 

At  the  same  assizes,  George  Foster  and  his  wife  were  Foster’s  case, 
prosecuted,  also  at  our  instance,  for  the  illegal  detention  of 
M.  K.,  a  lunatic.  They  had  undertaken  to  maintain  her  for 
a  sum  of  8  s.  a  week  ;  but  as  it  appeared  that  they  had  acted 
in  ignorance  of  the  law,  and  had  not  been  guilty  of  ill-treat¬ 
ment,  the  case  was  not  pressed ;  and  on  the  male  defendant 
pleading  guilty,  he  was  discharged  on  his  own  recognisances. 

M.  K.  was  removed  to  an  asylum  as  soon  as  the  case  came 
under  our  notice. 

At  the  beginning  of  last  year  a  farmer  in  Cheshire,  of  the  cadmanWse. 
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prosecutions,  name  of  James  Cadman,  was  found  to  liave  a  female  lunatic 

Cadman's  case.  under  his  charge.  She  had  been  placed  there  by  her  brother, 
and  had  been  residing  with  Cadman  for  about  two  years.  For 
the  last  twelve  months  she  had  had  attached  to  her  person, by 
means  of  a  chain,  two  iron  weights  and  a  block  of  wood, 
weighing  altogether  about  41  lbs.  Cadman  was  indicted  at 
the  Spring  Assizes  at  Chester  for  her  illegal  detention  and 
ill-treatment.  He  pleaded  guilty  to  the  first  charge,  but 
denied  the  second.  It  appeared  that  the  weights  had  been 
fastened  to  her  in  order  to  prevent  her  wandering  from 
home,  rather  than  as  a  mode  of  punishment ;  and  that,  in 
other  respects,  she  had  been  kindly  treated  and  well  cared 
for. 

The  learned  Judge  (Mr.  Justice  Lush),  in  passing  sentence, 
•  said,  that  the  use  of  a  heavy  log,  with  weights  for  this  pur¬ 
pose,  in  order  to  save  the  persons  who  had  the  charge  of  the 
lunatic  from  exercising  proper  supervision  over  her,  made 
this  case  graver  than  it  otherwise  wTould  have  been,  and 
whilst  he  gave  the  defendant  credit  for  taking  care  of  the 
woman,  as  regarded  cleanliness  and  proper  food,  yet  he 
felt  it  necessary  to  pass  a  sentence  of  one  month's  imprison¬ 
ment  on  him. 

Ablett's  case.  In  the  case  of  a  prosecution  instituted  by  us  against  a 
woman  named  Mercy  Ablett,  living  at  Great  Yarmouth,  and 
who  had  for  several  years  the  charge  of  a  female  lunatic 
without  any  legal  authority,  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty  to 
the  indictment  which  was  preferred  at  the  spring  assizes  at 
Norwich  in  March  last. 

We  believed  that  she  had  acted  in  entire  ignorance  of  the 
law,  and  taking  into  consideration  the  fact  of  her  being 
76  years  of  age,  and  that  she  had  not  been  guilty  of  any 
serious  neglect,  she  was  recommended  to  the  merciful  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  court,  and  was  discharged  upon  her  own 
recognisances  to  come  up  for  judgment  when  called  upon. 

Ward's  case.  Having  learnt  that  E.  G.,  who  was  admitted  as  a  patient 
into  St.  George’s  Retreat,  Burgess  Hill,  on  the  19th  of  De¬ 
cember  18/2,  had  been  for  four  months  previously  in 
Mr.  Henry  Ward’s  Hydropathic  Establishment  at  Matlock 
Bank,  we  instituted  inquiries  as  to  the  circumstances  under 
which  he  had  been  placed  there,  and  as  to  his  mental  con¬ 
dition  whilst  there.  V\Te  ascertained  that  he  had  gone  there 
after  having  been  ordered  rest  and  quiet  by  his  medical 
attendant  in  the  month  of  July  previous.  At  that  time  he 
does  not  appear  to  have  been  in  a  state  in  which  he  could 

have

have  been  certified  as  insane.  In  the  middle  of  the  follow-  Prosecutions. 
mg  October  he  was  seen  by  a  medical  gentleman,  who,  after  ward’s  case, 
an  interview  with  him,  told  Mr.  Ward  that,  in  his  opinion, 

E.  G.  was  then  insane.  No  suggestion  was  made  that  E.  G. 
was  not  treated  with  all  kindness,  but  we  considered  that 
Mr.  Ward  had  acted  illegally  in  keeping  him  in  his  establish¬ 
ment  for  two  months  after  receiving  such  an  opinion  ;  and 
having  also  in  view  the  extreme  importance  to  the  insane 
themselves  that  they  should  receive  proper  treatment  at  the 
earliest  possible  opportunity,  we  deemed  it  our  duty  to  take 
proceedings  against  him. 

After  a  preliminary  inquiry  before  Justices,  Ward  was 
committed  for  trial  (bail  being  accepted),  and  he  was  tried 
at  the  last  summer  assizes  for  Derbyshire.  When  the  case 
for  the  prosecution  had  closed  (with  the  exception  of  evidence 
as  to  the  state  of  E.  G.  after  his  admission  to  Burgess  Hill), 
the  presiding  Judge,  Mr.  Baron  Pollock,  expressed  a  strong 
opinion  that  there  was  not  sufficient  evidence  to  show  that 
Ward,  who  is  not  a  professional  man,  had  so  certain  a  know¬ 
ledge  of  E.  G.’s  insanity  as  to  render  him  criminally  respon¬ 
sible.  At  the  same  time,  he  fully  concurred  in  the  propriety 
of  all  the  facts  of  the  case  having  been  thoroughly  inves¬ 
tigated.  Under  these  circumstances,  our  counsel  felt  that 
they  ought  not  to  press  the  matter  further. 

His  Lordship,  in  addressing  the  jury,  made  these  (amongst 
other)  observations :  “  I  am  far  from  saying,  and  I  do  not 
u  desire  to  say  here,  that  Mr.  Ward  has  done  all  that  a 
“  cautious  and  prudent  man  could  have  done,  because  it 
“  cannot  be  too  well  understood  that  the  moment  anything 
u  of  this  kind  takes  place,  a  person  in  the  position  of  the 
“  defendant  (he  had  been  at  Smedley’s  establishment  as  a 
“  bathman)  ought,  at  the  very  earliest  suggestion  of  insanity, 

“  to  have  a  careful  inquiry  made.  In  the  present  case  there 
“  was  no  concealment,  although  Mr.  Ward  may  have  acted 
“  unwisely,  yet  he  seems  to  have  told  the  doctor  when  he 
“  did  come,  all  he  knew  about  it.  It  is  quite  true  the  doctor 
“  says  he  gave  an  opinion,  on  which  Mr.  Ward  ought  to  have 
“  acted,  but  it  would  still  be  a  question  whether  Mr.  Ward 

was  guilty  of  a  criminal  act.  On  these  grounds,  you  may 
“  say  whether  any  further  inquiry  would  be  doing  any 
“  public  good.” 

The  jury  thereupon  acquitted  the  defendant. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  report  that  very  few  in¬ 
stances  of  the  ill-treatment  of  patients  by  attendants  have 
come  under  our  notice,  and  in  none  have  we  found  it  neces- 
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Prosecutions,  sary  to  take  legal  proceedings,  since  proper  and  effective 
Ward’s  case,  measures  have,  in  every  case,  been  adopted  by  the  local 
authorities. 

It  is,  and  always  has  been,  our  desire  not  to  diminish  the 
value  of  the  power  of  prosecution  entrusted  to  us  by  any 
harsh  use  of  it,  but  only  to  employ  it  when  we  feel  ourselves 
imperatively  called  upon  to  do  so. 

Kiisby  Jones’  Having  learned,  in  August  last,  that  a  Mr.  Kilsby  Jones, 
case.  living  near  Llanwrtyd  Wells,  in  Breconshire,  received  gen¬ 

tlemen  of  unsound  mind  to  board  and  lodge  in  his  house 
without  legal  authority,  we  obtained  an  order  from  the 
Lord  Chancellor  for  the  examination  of  the  alleged  lunatics 
and  of  Mr.  Jones’  house. 

Dr.  Hearder,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Joint  Counties 
Asylum  at  Carmarthen,  performed  this  duty,  and  reported 
to  the  effect  that  a  gentleman  living  there  (Capt.  C.)  was 
decidedly  insane,  and  that,  in  fact,  he  was  received  into  the 
house  as  an  insane  person. 

Mr.  Jones  was  at  once  communicated  with ;  the  breach  of 
the  law  which  he  had  committed  was  pointed  out  to  him, 
and  he  was  requested  (without  prejudice  to  any  proceedings 
we  might  deem  it  advisable  to  take  against  him)  to  forthwith 
legalise  Capt.  C.’s  detention,  by  obtaining  the  necessary  order 
and  certificates. 

Captain  C.’s  friends  preferred,  however,  to  remove  him  to 
a  private  asylum,  and  this  step  was  at  once  taken. 

We  considered,  nevertheless,  that  we  could  not  allow  so 
flagrant  a  violation  of  the  law  to  pass  unnoticed,  and  we 
accordingly  gave  instructions  for  legal  proceedings  to  be 
taken  against  Mr.  Jones.  At  the  same  time  we  caused  him 
to  be  informed  that  if  he  would  insert  a  form  of  apology, 
prescribed  by  us,  in  certain  local  and  other  papers,  and  pay 
the  legal  costs  incurred,  proceedings  should  be  stayed.  To 
this  he  consented,  and  the  prosecution  was  allowed  to  drop. 
We  think  that  this  course  satisfied  the  justice  of  the  case, 
for  it  is  probable  that  Mr.  Jones  had  erred  through  igno¬ 
rance  of  the  law,  and  there  was  no  reason  to  suppose  that 
the  lunatic  had  been  treated  otherwise  than  with  kindness.

We  hope  that  the  publicity  given  to  the  case  of  Reg.  v. 
Ogilvie,  mentioned  in  our  last  Report,  may  have  made 
medical  practitioners  generally  acquainted  with  the  law 
which  requires  them  to  be  registered  under  the  Medical  Act 
of  1858  before  they  are  entitled  to  sign  a  certificate  of  in¬ 
sanity  under  the  Lunacy  Acts. 

Our 
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Our  attention  has  only  been  called  to  two  cases  in  which  Unregis- 
this  enactment  has  been  infringed.  In  both,  the  gentlemen  J“DCA1 
were  otherwise  legally  qualified;  and,  although  we  were  practtion- 
obliged  to  insist  upon  an  apology  being  published  in  the ERS’ 

“  Lancet”  by  one  of  them,  we  were  satisfied  with  the  ex¬ 
planation,  coupled  with  immediate  registration,  given  by  the 
other. 

Our  statutory  power  of  inquiry  in  cases  where  we  had  iNaUiRiES 
reason  to  suppose  that  the  property  of  persons  confined INT0  Pro“ 
under  certificates  of  lunacy  was  not  duly  protected,  or  the 
income  not  duly  applied  for  their  benefit,  has  been  freely 
exercised,  and,  we  think,  frequently  to  the  advantage  of  the 
patients  concerned.  In  several  instances  we  have,  with 
good  results,  reported  the  circumstances  to  your  Lordship’s 
predecessors  in  office.  We  think  it  unnecessary  to  refer  to 
more  than  one  of  these  cases,  that  of  Miss  L.  V. 

This  lady,  7 1  years  of  age,  unmarried,  and  not  in  good 
bodily  health,  had  continued  for  twenty  years  to  reside  in  a 
certain  licensed  house.  During  this  time  she  had  been 
maintained  by  friends,  but  at  the  date  of  our  report  it  was 
certain  that  the  payments  hitherto  made  by  them  must 
shortly  cease. 

It  appeared  that  a  sum  of  300/.  stock  was  standing  to  the 
credit  of  the  lunatic,  and  that  10  years’  dividends  thereon 
were  unclaimed.  It  was  with  great  satisfaction  that  we 
learned  that  the  Lords  Justices  of  Appeal,  sitting  in  Lunacy, 
had  sanctioned  the  sale  of  the  stock,  and  the  investment  of 
the  proceeds  with  a  good  insurance  office  in  the  purchase  of 
a  life  annuity.  The  advanced  age  of  the  patient  naturally 
gave  a  high  rate  of  annuity,  sufficient  to  defray  the  cost  of 
her  maintenance  in  the  house  wdiere  she  had  so  long  resided. 

Under  any  other  arrangement  she  must  have  been  removed 
to  end  her  days  in  a  pauper  asylum.

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Beds,  Herts,  and  Hunts  (Three  Counties)  Asylum. 

25  September  1873. 

In  the  course  of  our  official  inspection  this  day  we  have  seen  and  Beds,  Herts, 
spoken  to  all  the  resident  patients,  and  visited  their  wards.  The  and  Hunts 
present  numbers  comprise  307  men  and  389  females,  of  whom  one  syum# 
of  the  former  and  1 1  of  the  latter  are  away  on  leave  for  probation. 

Thirteen  of  the  men  and  36  women  are  received  under  contract 
from  the  Holborn  Union,  the  payment  for  them  being  14  s.  per 
week,  and  the  weekly  charge  for  county  patients  being  at  present 
106*.  Excluding  the  patients  away  on  probation,  there  are  11  vacant 
beds  in  the  male  and  17  in  the  female  division.  Since  our  visit 
on  the  21st  November  1872,  83  males  and  115  females  have  been 
admitted;  26  males  and  36  females  have  been  discharged,  and  there 
have  been  77  deaths,  44  on  the  male  and  33  on  the  female  side. 

There  were  post  mortem  examinations  in  70  cases,  but  there  have 
been  no  coroner’s  inquests,  and  no  fatal  accidents  have  occurred, 
nor  was  any  patient  found  dead  in  bed. 

The  assigned  causes  of  death  were  paralysis  in  2 1  cases,  pulmo¬ 
nary  consumption  in  18,  epilepsy  in  8,  general  debility  in  1.4,  be¬ 
sides  16  other  cases  attributed  to  various  ordinary  diseases.  Last 
week  27  patients  of  each  sex  were  registered  as  under  medical 
treatment. 

Generally  the  patients  are  now  in  good  health,  and  only  4  men 
and  8  women  were  in  bed. 

All  the  arrangements  of  the  institution  remain  as  at  the  date  of 
our  last  report,  and  we  have  again  a  favourable  account  to  give  of 
its  condition,  and  of  the  conduct  and  demeanour  of  the  inmates.  The 
same  improvement  was  observable  amongst  the  more  excitable 
and  impulsive  women ;  but  the  state  of  the  men  of  a  similar  class, 
who,  to  the  number  of  70,  now  occupy  No,  6  Ward,  was  hardly  so 
satisfactory.  W e  are  of  opinion  that  this  is  attributable  to  the  in¬ 
sufficient  size  of  the  day-room,  and  we  have  suggested  to  Mr.  Denne 
that  he  should,  without  delay,  occupy  the  large  adjoining  apart¬ 
ment,  which  at  present  is  only  used  for  picking  hair.  A  suitable 
room  for  this  purpose  might  easily  be  found  elsewhere. 

The  old  carpenters’  shop  is  now  being  converted  into  a  day- 
room  for  idiot  boys,  and  other  imbecile  cases,  and  we  take  this 
opportunity  of  again  recommending  that  a  man  and  wife  should  be 
engaged  to  attend  them. 

A  similar  arrangement  would  also  be  found  advantageous  in  the 
male  infirmary. 

Including  the  head  attendants,  artisans,  and  laundry  maids,  the 
present  staff  consists  of  36  in  the  male  and  35  in  the  female  divi¬ 
sion.  The  wages  of  both  the  male  and  female  attendants  were, 
some  time  since,  increased  in  amount.  We  are  of  opinion  that  an 
additional  nurse  is  required  in  No.  6  Ward,  where  there  are  now

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Appendix  (D.)  69  patients  of  tlie  worst  class,  and  only  4  nurses.  A  second  night 
-  attendant  is  also,  we  think,  necessary  on  the  male  side.  No  arrange¬ 
ments  have  yet  been  made  for  the  special  night  supervision  of 
epileptic  patients,  of  whom  there  are  68  of  the  male  and  58  of  the 
female  sex. 

We  have  nothing  new  to  report  as  to  the  occupations  and  amuse¬ 
ments  of  the  patients,  or  their  attendance  at  Divine  service.  Alto¬ 
gether  157  men  and  243  women  are  employed,  and  about  the  same 
number  go  to  church.  The  fortnightly  dances  are  continued  as 
usual,  varied  occasionally  by  readings  and  theatrical  representa¬ 
tions. 

With  some  exceptions,  principally  infirmary  patients,  the  inmates 
of  both  sexes,  were  assembled  at  dinner  in  their  respective  halls,  and 
their  behaviour  was  most  orderly.  The  dinner,  consisting  of  meat 
pies,  was  excellent,  and  well  served.  We  have  suggested,  however, 
that  each  patient  should  have  a  mug,  and  that  jugs  of  water  should 
be  placed  on  the  tables,  as  beer  is  not  allowed  at  dinner. 

We  had  no  complaints  from  any  patient  on  the  score  of  their 
dietary,  nor  of  their  treatment  by  the  attendants. 

The  various  rooms  were  well  furnished,  and  properly  supplied 
with  books,  games,  &c.,  and  the  wards  generally,  clean  and  well 
attended  to.  "There  are  still  a  good  many  straw  beds,  but  they  are 
being  gradually  diminished,  and  will  ultimately  be  entirely  disused. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  instrumental  restraint,  but  seclusion 
has  been  resorted  to  in  the  cases  of  15  men  and  14  women,  the 
former  on  49  and  the  latter  on  19  occasions. 

In  many  instances,  in  the  male  division,  the  seclusion  was  con¬ 
tinued  for  from  2  to  6  or  7  days  in  succession. 

We  have  made  the  usual  statutory  inquiries,  and  have  satisfied 
ourselves  that  the  patients  are  treated  with  much  judgment  and  kind¬ 
ness,  and  that  the  institution  is  in  a  state  of  great  efficiency. 


Berks  County  Asylum.

Berks  Asylum.  Upon  this  our  annual  visit  to  the  asylum,  we  have  inspected  all 
its  wards,  offices,  workshops,  and  premises,  and  with  the  exception 
of  4  (1  male  and  3  females),  absent  on  trial  have  seen  all  the 
patients. 

The  following  tabular  statement  shows  the  changes  in  the  patients 
since  the  5th  June  1872,  the  date  of  the  last  Commissioners’  visit, 
and  their  present  numbers : —

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The  vacant  beds  are  now  only  11  in  number,  viz.,  4  in  the  male  Appendix  (D.) 

and  7  in  the  female  division.  The  former  will  immediately  be  - 

increased  by  3  and  the  latter  by  5,  on  the  removal,  for  which  an  Berks  Asylum, 
order  has  been  made  by  the  Visitors,  to  the  Littlemore  Asylum,  of 
8  Berkshire  patients,  which  will  complete  the  number,  83,  which 
the  county  is  entitled  to  have  in  that  asylum,  according  to  the 
subsisting  arrangement. 

All  the  pauper  patients  now  in  this  asylum  belong  to  Berks,  and 
the  boroughs  of  Reading  and  Newbury.  " 

The  ordinary  weekly  charge  for  maintenance  is  at  present 
10^.  9 d.3  and  that  for  private  patients  16  5.,  which  is  carried  to  the 
maintenance  account. 

Of  the  deaths  above  enumerated,  one  was  that  of  a  female  by 
suicide,  while  absent  on  trial  with  her  husband. 

With  this  exception  all  were  from  causes  ordinary  in  asylums. 

In  17  cases  (10  in  the  male  and  7  in  the  female  division)  post 
mortem  examinations,  (to  which  the  relatives  are  always  afforded 
opportunities  of  objecting)  were  made. 

The  sanitary  state  of  the  asylum  is  good ;  the  patients  last  regis¬ 
tered  as  under  medical  treatment  being  only  21,  10  males  and  11 
females. 

According  to  the  medical  journal,  which  (as  also  are  the  other 
medical  books  and  records)  is  carefully  kept,  there  have  since  the 
last  visit,  a  period  of  11  months,  occurred  only  10  instances  of 
seclusion,  applicable  to  4  males  and  3  females. 

There  has  not  been  any  cases  of  mechanical  restraint. 

The  arrangements  generally  continue,  in  all  material  respects,  as- 
previously  reported. 

The  patients  attending  Divine  Service  in  the  chapel  average  in 
number  85  of  each  sex,  and  about  70  males  and  40  females  are 
present  at  morning  prayers  in  the  asylum. 

Meetings  for  associated  evening  entertainments  take  place  at 
least  once  a  fortnight. 

About  60  patients,  35  males  and  25  females  are  taken  out  in 
parties  on  Sundays  for  walks  beyond  the  estate. 

During  the  summer  months,  the  female  patients  working  in  the 
laundry  department  walk  in  the  neighbouring  country  on  Saturday 
afternoons. 

The  records  relative  to  employment  show  that  upwards  of  40  of 
the  male  patients  work  on  the  farm  and  land,  10  as  artizans,  and  35 
in  cleaning  the  wards  and  other  domestic  occupations,  and  that  of 
the  females,  about  25  are  employed  in  the  laundry  department, 
nearly  30  in  needlework  and  knitting,  and  upwards  of  that  number 
in  the  kitchen  and  dining-hall,  and  other  household  work. 

TVe  have  to  report  most  favourably  of  the  personal  condition  and 
demeanour  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes,  who  were  well  and  suitably 
clad,  and,  with  two  or  three  exceptions  only,  remarkably  quiet  and 
orderly.

We  received  no  complaints  of  any  kind. 

Amongst  other  desirable  arrangements  we  may  state  that  the 
male  working  patients  are  provided  with  superior*  suits  of  cloth  of 
tweed  for  Sundays.

We  saw  196  patients  (102  males  and  94  females)  assembled  in  the 
hall  at  dinner,  which  consisted  of  very  good  roast  beef,  potatoes, 
bread  and  beer.  They  were  well  conducted,  and  appeared  much  to 
enjoy  the  meal. 

The  state  of  the  patients  generally  was,  in  our  opinion,  most 
creditable  to  the  attendants,  who,  besides  the  two  night  attendants, 
are  11  in  number  in  each  division,  and  appear  to  be  very  kind  and 
efficient. 

We  had  satisfaction  in  observing  that  their  bed  -rooms  are  of  good 
size,  and  well  provided  with  cupboards  and  other  comfortable  furni¬ 
ture. 

We  found  all  the  day -rooms,  corridors,  associated  dormitories, 
and  single  sleeping-rooms,  and  the  beds  and  bedding  throughout, 
clean  and  in  the  best  order,  and  the  ventilation  in  all  parts  was  good, 
and  is  promoted  in  the  dormitories  by  central  gas  burners,  funnels, 
and  pipes. 

The  furniture  is  as  before  reported,  of  an  excellent  kind. 
Amongst  other  comfortable  articles  we  were  pleased  to  observe  in 
the  several  dormitories,  a  number  of  clothes  lockers,  forming  settees, 
or  in  some  cases  bed-side  seats. 

Excepting  in  the  infirmary  wards,  the  dormitory  windows  have 
not  yet  been  furnished  with  blinds,  which  we  trust  will,  without 
unnecessary  delay,  be  supplied. 

With  a  view  further  to  impart  a  cheerful  aspect  to  the  corridors 
and  day  rooms,  we  would  suggest  the  fixing  over  the  windows  some 
vallances  of  a  bright  colour. 

There  is  now  a  good  supply  of  books,  periodicals,  and  illustrated 
papers. 

For  the  further  recreation  of  the  working  men,  we  recommend 
the  introduction  into  their  spacious  day-room  of  a  billiard-table,  or 
good  bagatelle  board. 

Another  bagatelle  board  is  also  a  desideratum  in  the  female  divi- 

O 

sion. 

Good  progress  has,  during  the  past  year,  been  made  towards  the 
completion  and  perfect  organization  of  the  asylum,  internally  and 
externally.  Some  material  improvements  which  we  do  not  deem  it 
necessary  to  detail,  are  described  in  the  last  report  of  the  Committee 
of  Visitors. 

The  lower  portion  of  the  walls  of  the  corridors  and  day-room  in 
No.  2  female  ward  has  just  been  covered  with  parian,  in  lieu  of  the 
former  defective  cement. 

All  the  single-rooms  in  the  asylum  are  plastered  with  Keene’s 
cement. 

We  have  again  to  request  the  attention  of  the  Committee  to  the 
want  of  light  from  the  exterior,  in  the  water-closets. 

The  stewards’  and  matrons’  stores  are  without  proper  means  of 
warming  or  ventilation,  depending  for  the  former  upon  the  gas- 
burners,  which  are  kept  lighted  day  and  night  in  cold  weather,  a 
defect  which  should  be  remedied. 

The  large  northern  male  airing- ground  is  still  in  a  rough  state, 
and  we  trust  that  it  will,  as  soon  as  practicable,  be  levelled  and  laid 
out. 

In 
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In  reference  to  the  last  report,  we  have  to  state  that  wire  has  been  Appendix  (D.) 
substituted  for  rope  in  the  drying-ground. 

We  learn  upon  inquiry,  that  there  has  not  since  the  last  visit  Berks  Asylum* 
been  administered  any  cold  plunge  bath,  and  that  the  occurrence  of 
its  use  never  was  the  practice,  or  the  subject  of  any  order. 

As  respects  the  possession  by  the  engineer  of  a  key  admitting 
him  into  the  female  wards,  we  are  informed  that  the  matter  has  been 
under  consideration  by  the  Committee,  who  have  not  as  yet  been 
able  to  devise  any  better  arrangement. 

We  trust  that  the  observations  thereon  in  the  last  report  will  be 
borne  in  mind. 

Mr.  Birt  has  recently  succeeded  Mr.  Hasard  as  assistant  medical 
officer. 


Bucks  County  Asylum. 

4  December  1873. 

There  have  been  no  structural,  alterations  or  additions  at  this  Bucks  Asylum, 
asylum  since  our  last  report,  and  the  accommodation  is  still  sufficient 
for  the  present  wants  of  the  county ;  for  there  are  at  present  vacan¬ 
cies  for  35  male  and  12  female  patients  ;  and  amongst  the  present 
inmates  12  belong  to  other  counties,  and  17  are  of  the  private 
class. 

The  total  number  now  on  the  books  is  377  ;  viz.,  152  men  and 
225'  women,  of  whom  2  private  and  2  pauper  patients  are  either  on 
leave  of  absence  or  on  probation.  The  following  return  has  been 
furnished  to  us,  as  to  the  changes  since  the  last  visit: —

diseases  of  the  brain,  and  4  of  senile  decay.  Diarrhoea  proved  fatal 
in  5  cases,  and  appears  to  have  been  prevalent  during  the  autumn 
as  well  as  in  the  spring,  when  the  deaths  occurred. 

There  were  post-mortem  examinations  in  16  cases,  and  inquests 
were  held  in  2  cases ;  one  that  of  a  man  who  plunged  his  head  into 
a  cesspool,  after  removing  the  stone  which  covered  it,  and  who  was 
dead  before  he  could  be  rescued.  In  the  other  instance  the  patient 
was  found  dead  in  bed. 

The  bodily  health  of  the  patients  is  good  at  present,  although 
there  are  many  feeble  cases  under  treatment,  especially  in  the  male 
infirmary.  Altogether  34  patients  are  under  medical  treatment, 
and  2  males  and  10  females  were  in  bed  to-day. 

We  have  again  a  good  account  to  give  of  the  condition  of  the 
patients,  both  with  reference  to  their  conduct  and  demeanour  and 
the  state  of  their  persons  and  their  clothing. 

We  saw  them  at  dinner  in  several  wards,  and  tasted  the  pudding 
which  was  served  to  the  majority  of  them,  and  found  it  very  good. 
In  cases  were  the  patients  object  to  the  pudding,  meat  and  potatoes 
were  substituted. 

yy e  found  only  one  man  secluded,  and  there  have  not  been  many 
cases  of  seclusion  since  the  last  visit,  more  than  twelve  months  ago, 
as  only  9  patients  of  each  sex  are  reported,  the  males  as  having 
been  secluded  on  26,  and  the  females  on  42  occasions;  but  27  of 
these  instances  were  applicable  to  the  same  woman. 

One  male  patient  was  restrained  for  10  days  for  surgical  reasons. 

The  registers  of  occupation,  recreation,  and  chapel  attendance, 
show  about  the  usual  average  in  proportion  to  the  number  of 
patients. 

We  thought  that  there  were  too  many  patients  in  the  day  room 
of  No.  3  ward,  on  the  male  side,  and  recommend  some  change  in 
this  respect.  We  have  to  suggest,  also,  an  extension  of  the  wash¬ 
house  at  the  western  end,  and  that  the  washing  machine  be  par¬ 
titioned  off.  Attention  should  also  be  given  to  the  flooring,  which 
requires  to  be  relaid,  so  that  the  water  may  be  more  quickly  and 
effectually  carried  off.  In  connection  with  the  laundry  department 
we  have  to  recommend  that  the  men  should  be  allowed  two  shirts 

a  week.  .  . 

Cupboards  are  needed  in  the  sculleries  for  the  stowing  away  ot 
brooms,  pokers,  and  other  articles  which  might  be  converted  into 
dangerous  weapons  of  offence. 

We  have  made  all  statutory  inquiries,  and  are  glad,  to  be  able 
again  to  report  most  favourably  of  the  condition  in  which  we  have 
found  this  asylum,  and  of  the  kindness  and  care  with  which  the 
patients  are  treated. 


Cambridge  County,  &c..  Asylum. 

16  July  1873. 

We  have  to-day  inspected  this  asylum.  The  patients  are  282, 
consisting  of  128  men  and  154  women;  one  of  the  former  is  away 

on  trial,  another  has  recently  escaped  and  has  not  yet  been  re-taken; 

the 
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the  numbers  stated  include  3  male  and  1  female,  out-county  patients.  Appendix  (D.) 

and  leav-e  but  22  vacant  beds  in  the  male,  and  6  vacant  beds  in  the  - 

female  division.  Thirty-three  men  and  38  women  have  been  re-  Cambridge 
ceived  since  the  19th  August  1872  (when  members  of  our  Board  last  Asylum* 
visited  the  asylum),  and  15  males  and  18  females  have  been  dis¬ 
charged;  29  of  the  33  discharged  are  reported  to  have  previously 
recovered.  Fourteen  of  each  sex  have  died  ;  of  these,  4  died  from 
general  paralysis,  5  from  diseases  of  the  brain,  5  from  lung  disorder, 
the  rest  from  causes  which  do  not  require  special  mention.  There 
has  been  no  inquest,  the  coroner  considering  it  unnecessary  to  hold 
an  inquiry  in  the  case  of  a  patient  found  dead  in  bed,  and  whose 
death  was  attributed  to  epilepsy.  Post-mortem  examinations  were 
made  in  19  instances.  There  is  no  record  of  any  restraint,  but  we 
found  one  patient  of  each  sex  placed,  by  reason  of  their  helpless 
condition,  in  chairs  so  constructed  as  to  prevent  them  from  falling 
forward  or  getting  up.  There  has  been  seclusion  of  8  men  and  as 
many  women;  the  former  were  so  treated  on  13,  the  latter  on  14 
occasions.  We  saw  every  patient,  with  the  exception  of  the  man 
absent  on  trial  and  the  escaped  one ;  none  of  these  were  restrained 
or  in  seclusion  at  the  time  of  our  visit,  and  all  were  free  from  excite¬ 
ment  and  most  orderly ;  they  were  also  generally  contented,  and,  of 
the  women,  many  were  employed  usefully.  There  is  room  for 
improvement  in  dress  and  tidiness  of  appearance,  especially  among 
the  women,  but  the  patients  belong  chiefly  to  the  demented  class. 

While  we  were  in  the  male  wards  dinner  was  served — Australian 
beef,  cold,  with  green  peas,  bread  and  beer.  Those  who  rejected 
the  food  put  on  table  were  remarkably  few.  Neither  on  the  subject 
of  diet  or  general  treatment  did  we  hear  any  complaint,  though  all 
had  full  opportunity  given  to  them  of  speaking  to  us,  and  with  a 
large  number  we  exchanged  a  few  words.  The  staff  of  attendants 
(exclusive  of  the  night  watch  in  each  division,  and  of  the  head  male 
and  female  attendants,)  appears  to  be  9  men  and  12  women,  and 
several  have  been  in  the  asylum  service  for  some  years.  Employed 
in  various  ways  are  90  male  and  131  female  patients;  of  these  34 
men  work  on  garden  and  in  farm,  6  are  shoemaking,  5  are  in  the 
tailor’s  shop,  2  paint,  2  assist  the  engineer,  and  1  works  as  a  car¬ 
penter;  53  women  are  employed  in  household  duties,  26  in  the 
laundry,  45  sew  and  knit.  As  to  the  attendance  on  Divine  service, 
the  last  return  shows  that  on  Sunday  78  men  and  80  women  were 
present  in  the  chapel;  12  men  and  16  women  went  to  the  village 
church.  The  average  number  at  the  prayers  read  twice  a  week  in 
the  chapel  is  about  15  male  and  42  female  patients.  We  hear  of 
nothing  new  to  report  in  reference  to  out-door  exercise  and  recrea¬ 
tions  ;  there  is  a  small  band  of  music  formed  by  attendants,  and 
about  53  of  each  sex  (of  the  patients)  walk  regularly  three  times  in 
each  week  beyond  the  grounds.  One  patient  in  the  female  division 
was  the  only  person  whom  we  saw  in  bed,  and  those  registered  as 
taking  medicine  are  4  men  and  8  women.  In  our  passage  through 
the  day-rooms  and  dormitories  we  found  them  in  good  order  and 
perfectly  clean ;  altogether  in  a  state  very  creditable  to  the  atten¬ 
dants.  The  bedding  is  particularly  good  and  well  kept.  The  patients, 
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Cambridge

however,  are  not  properly  cared  for  in  many  important  points.  The 
day-rooms,  intended,  and  sufficient  only,  for  90  men,  are  crowded 
by  130;  and  154  women  are  daily  collected  where  but  108  should 
be.  The  baths  and  closets  are  also  quite  inadequate  in  number  for 
the  patients,  as  many  as  60  using  one  very  small  bath-room,  wdth  a 
single  bath,  and  one  closet,  with  a  single  seat,  in  several  wards  ;  and 
dressing,  after  their  ablutions,  in  the  adjoining  corridors.  As  far 
back  as  March  1872  the  Committee  practically  admitted,  by  submis¬ 
sion  of  plans  for  the  enlargement  of  the  asylum,  the  absolute  neces¬ 
sity  of  such  enlargement,  and  yet  nothing  has  been  done  by  them  in 
that  direction,  nor,  so  far  as  we  can  learn,  is  anything  now  contem¬ 
plated.  The  serious  defects  just  referred  to  affect  health  and 
decency,  and  have  been  previously  brought  by  members  of  our 
Board  to  the  notice  of  the  Visitors,  but  again  we  think  it  right  to  do 
so.  No  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  laundry  and  wash-house, 
in  reference  to  ventilation,  since  the  last  visit.  We  think  it  very 
desirable  that  steam  power  should  be  made  use  of  to  work  the 
wringing  machine. 

A  commodious  and  well-constructed  range  of  shops,  for  carpenters, 
painters,  and  upholsterers,  and  also  a  new  dead-house,  have  been 
constructed ;  but  no  plans  of  these  alterations  were  submitted,  as 
required  by  the  Lunacy  Acts,  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  his 
approval,  without  which  the  Visitors  are  not  empowered  to  make  any 
additions  or  alterations,  and  cannot  legally  expend  monies.  The 
means  for  the  extinction  of  an  outbreak  of  fire  in  this  asylum  are 
still  quite  insufficient.  We  are  surprised  that,  notwithstanding  the 
serious  fire  which  occurred  in  March  1872,  and  the  recommendations 
made  at  the  last  visit,  nothing  whatever  has  been  done  in  the  matter. 
We  understand  that  plans  for  the  removal  of  the  boilers  from  their 
dangerous  position  are  under  consideration  by  the  Visitors.  Although 
Dr.  Bacon  obtains  a  substitute  from  Cambridge  when  he  is  himself 
away  upon  a  holiday,  he  must  at  times  necessarily  be  absent  for 
some  hours,  and  then  the  asylum  is  left  without  any  medical  assist¬ 
ance  ;  hitherto,  fortunately,  there  has  been  no  serious  casualty  to 
patients  on  these  occasions,  but  we  cannot  too  strongly  repeat  our 
opinion  that  an  asylum  of  this  magnitude  ought  never,  even  for  the 
shortest  period,  to  be  so  left.  Even  if  an  assistant  medical  officer 
be  not  considered  by  the  Visitors  to  be  necessary  in  order  to  relieve 
Dr.  Bacon  of  part  of  his  present  labours,  he  is  required  for 
emergency  or  accident  in  Dr.  Bacon’s  temporary  absence. 

The  case-books  and  medical  records  are  very  carefully  kept,  and 
we  have  every  reason  for  thinking  that  the  patients  are  treated  with 
great  kindness  and  skill.

To-day  the  numbers  on  the  books  are,  153  in  the  male,  and  149  in 
the  female  division;  total  302.  During  our  inspection  the  whole 
of  them  have  been  seen  and  spoken  to,  and  all  statutory  inquiries 
made  as  to  their  care  and  treatment.  The  result  has  been  highly 
satisfactory.  There  was  everywhere  a  great  freedom  from  excite¬ 
ment,  and  except  in  regard  to  alleged  undue  detention  we  had  no 
complaints.  The  clothing  and  bedding  were  good  and  properly 
attended  to  ;  and  the  wards  clean  and  well  ventilated. 

There  have  been  further  improvements  and  additions  in  regard  to 
matters  of  furniture,  and  decoration,  and  a  good  deal  has  been  done 
in  the  way  of  painting  and  wall  papering. 

The  improvement  noticed  at  the  last  visit  in  the  conduct  and 
demeanour  of  the  more  impulsive  and  disorderly  patients  in  both 
divisions  has  continued,  and  little  or  no  difference  was  observable 
either  as  respects  clothing,  accommodation,  or  even  conduct,  between 
them  and  the  imnates  of  the  best  wards.  Some  credit  for  this  must 
of  course  be  given  to  the  care  and  attention  of  the  attendants  and 
nurses,  who  as  regards  numbers  have  been  increased,  and  whose 
wages  have  been  raised,  whereby  the  services  of  more  efficient 
persons  are  secured  and  retained.  We  saw  129  men  and  120  women 
assembled  in  the  dining-hall.  The  dinner  consisted  of  currant 
dumpling,  with  bread  and  beer,  and  appeared  to  be  satisfactory  to 
the  patients.  This  dinner  is  only  given  on  Saturdays,  on  Sunday, 
Tuesday,  and  Ihursday,  the  men  have  six,  and  the  women  five 
ounces  of  cooked  meat  without  bone,  and  16  ounces  of  potatoes;  on 
Wednesday  there  is  meat  pie,  16  ounces  for  the  men,  and  12  for  the 
women,  and  on  Monday  and  Friday,  20  ounces  of  stew,  with  two  of 
bread.  Patients  of  both  sexes  who  are  actively  employed,  get 
luncheons  of  bread  and  cheese,  and  beer  ;  and  also  beer  or  tea  at 
four  o’clock  in  the  afternoon. 

The  mortality  during  the  last  13  months  has  again  been  low, 
especially  among  the  women.  The  chief  causes  of  death  have  been 
diseases  of  the  brain  and  paralysis  (9),  and  diseases  of  the  kino's 
and  heart  (14).  Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  all  but 
one  case,  in  which  the  patient’s  friends  refused  their  permission,  the 
opportunity  of  doing  which  is  always  afforded.  Two  coroner’s  in¬ 
quests  were  held;  one  in  the  case  of  a  patient  who  committed 
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)  suicide  by  swallowing  carbolic  acid,  under  circumstances  which,  at 
the  time,  were  the  subject  of  a  report  and  correspondence  with  our 
Board;  and  the  other  upon  the  body  of  a  woman  who  died  suddenly 
of  heart  disease. 

The  present  health  is  fairly  good,  and  only  3  men  and  2  women 
were  in  bed.  No  one  was  under  restraint  or  in  seclusion.  Since 
the  last  visit,  one  woman  is  reported  as  having  had  her  hands  re¬ 
strained  for  40  days,  or  portions  of  days,  owing  to  violence  and 
destructive  propensities. 

As  regards  seclusion,  only  three  patients  are  registered,  who  al¬ 
together  appear  to  have  been  secluded  on  but  7  occasions.. 

With  respect  to  the  occupations  of  the  inmates  the  following  return

About  196  patients  of  both  sexes  attend  the  chapel  services  on 
Sunday.  At  the  weekly  dances,  134  men,  and  108  women,  are 
usually  present. 

The  following  additions  and  improvements  have  been  made  since 
our  last  visit,  besides  those  already  noticed : — 

A  walk  round  the  asylum  estate  has  been  completed. 

A  second  steam  pump  has  been  provided,  affording  a  large  addi¬ 
tional  supply  of  hot  water,  so  that  there  is  no  longer  any  difficulty 
in  giving  a  clean  bath  to  each  patient. 

Hydrants  have  also  been  fixed  at  intervals  round  the  building 

outside. 

A  piano  has  been  procured  for  the  hall,  and  two  good  invalid 
chairs  have  been  supplied,  and  various  other  matters  have  received 
attention,  all  tending  to  the  improvement  and  welfare  of  the 
patients. 

In  conclusion,  we  have  pleasure  in  bearing  testimony  to  the  im¬ 
portant  progress  that  has  taken  place  in  this  asylum  of  late  years, 
and  we  are  glad  to  learn  that  the  Committee  have  marked  their 
appreciation  of  the  services  of  the  medical  superintendent  by  making 
a  substantial  addition  to  his  salary. 


Cheshire  Asylums. — 1.  Chester. 

1  August  1873. 

The  total  number  of  patients  on  the  books  here  at  present  is  238 
men  and  220  women.  All  of  these  we  have  seen  with  the  exception 
of  one  woman,  who  was  absent  on  leave.  This  shows  a  total  in¬ 
crease 
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crease  of  37  (19  men  and  18  women)  as  compared  with  the  returns  Appendix  (D. 
given  at  the  time  of  the  last  visit,  on  10th  February  1872.  ~ 

Notwithstanding  this  increase  there  are  now  60  beds  vacant,  12  A syiVm  s . 
in  the  male  wards  and  48  in  the  female.  (Chester.)

The  rate  of  mortality  has  been  slightly  above  the  average, 
although  there  has  been  no  epidemic  disorder  in  the  establishment ; 
but,  on  the  other  hand,  a  large  number  of  the  patients  are  described 
as  being  in  bad  health  and  reduced  condition  at  the  time  of  their 
admission.

Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  33  of  the  above  cases, 
leave  having  been  first  obtained. 

Coroners’  inquests  were  held  in  four  cases,  viz.,  in  the  case  of 
suicide,  in  a  case  of  epilepsy,  when  the  patient  was  suffocated  by 
turning  on  his  face  in  a  fit  (full  particulars  in  these  instances  were 
at  the  time  forwarded  to  our  Board),  and  in  two  other  cases,  where 
the  deaths  were  sudden,  from  natural  causes. 
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There  has  been  no  resort  to  restiaint,  and  the  instances  in  which 
seclusion  has  been  found  necessary  are  in  the  cases  of  19  men  on 
53  days  or  portions  of  days,  and  of  5  women  on  six  days  or  portions 
of  days. 

There  was  an  almost  total  absence  of  excitement  amongst  the 
patients,  and  their  general  sanitary  condition  is  satisfactory,  although 
the  number  of  feeble  cases  is  large.  We  found  only  3  men  and  2 
women  in  bed  at  the  time  of  our  visit,  and  the  total  number  returned 
as  being  under  medical  treatment  was  15  of  the  former  and  16  of 
the  latter.  The  personal  appearance  of  the  inmates  as  regards 
tidiness  and  cleanliness  was  on  the  whole  good ;  but  there  was  a 
deficiency  in  these  two  particulars  in  some  cases,  such  cases,  how¬ 
ever,  being  amongst  the  worst  class  of  patients,  and  the  most 
difficult  to  keep  in  proper  order  and  condition  in  these  respects. 

The  attendance  at  Divine  service  is  on  Sunday  111  men  and  104 
women  ;  on  week-days,  80  men  and  69  women. 

The  daily  morning  services  are  now  held  in  the  chapel,  instead  of, 
as  formerly,  in  the  recreation-hall.  This  arrangement  has  been 
rendered  necessary  by  the  present  use  of  the  latter  as  a  dining-hall, 
as  subsequently  referred  to. 

There  are  117  Roman  Catholics  here  at  present ;  they  are  visited 
weekly  by  a  Roman  Catholic  priest,  who  is  also  ready  to  come  at 
any  other  time  if  his  presence  is  requested.  At  present  there  exists 
no  means  for  holding  a  service  for  these  persons  in  any  room,  either 
specially  or  temporarily  set  apart  for  the  purpose. 

In  the  way  of  recreation,  a  weekly  entertainment  of  some  sort, 
such  as  a  dance,  a  concert,  or  a  theatrical  representation,  is  provided, 
and  this  is  attended  by  230  of  both  sexes.  One  hundred  and  twelve, 
including  men  and  women,  take  exercise  weekly  beyond  the  asylum 
estate.  A  new  walk  running  round  the  boundary  of  the  estate 
has  now  been  completed.  We  think  that  this  might  be  used  daily 
with  advantage  by  a  larger  number  of  patients  than  take  exercise 
there  at  present. 

The  records  show  that  101  men  and  166  women  are  usefully 
employed  in  various  ways  ;  of  the  former,  38  only  appear  to  work  on 
the  land,  and  we  trust  it  may  be  found  possible  to  increase  this 
number.  We  carefully  inspected  both  the  sitting-rooms  and  dor¬ 
mitories,  and  found  them  all  clean,  well  ventilated,  and  generally  in 
good  order. 

The  beds  and  bedding  were  of  the  best  quality  and  generally  well 
attended  to,  but  in  many  of  the  beds  in  the  male  wards  there  was 
no  under  blanket.  The  head  attendant  should,  by  a  more  careful 
supervision,  see  that  this  does  not  habitually  occur.  No  instance  of 
a  similar  omission  was  observed  by  us  in  the  female  wards. 

There  is  no  padded  room  in  the  asylum,  and  we  think  it  advisable 
that  this  want  should  be  supplied  in  each  division.  These  rooms 
are  very  necessary,  as  a  means  of  protection  to  feeble  and  restless 
patients  affected  with  paralysis  or  epilepsy.  We  wish  further  to 
recommend  the  introduction  of  a  stove,  or  some  other  means  of 
heating  the  room  attached  to  ward  No.  6,  in  which  patients  of  that 
ward  keep  and  change  their  shoes. 

We  report  with  very  great  satisfaction  that,  shortly  after  the  last 
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visit  here,  effect  was  given  to  a  recommendation  made  on  previous  Appendix  (D.) 
occasions  by  members  of  our  Board,  and  that  the  recreation-hall  has  — ~ 

been  since  then,  and  continues  now  to  be,  used  as  a  dining-hall  for  Cheshire 
patients  of  both  sexes.  Dr.  Davidson  informs  us  that  this  arrange-  ^ylums*. 
ment  has  worked  well  in  every  way  ;  the  general  effect  on  the  '  es  ev' 
patients  has  been  highly  beneficial ;  several  who,  if  in  their  respec¬ 
tive  wards,  would  be  noisy  and  disorderly,  are  here  quiet  and  well® 
behaved. 

We  saw  132  of  both  sexes  dining  here  together,  and  their  de¬ 
meanour  was  excellent.  The  dinner  consisted  of  bacon,  potatoes, 
peas,  and  bread,  with  buttermilk  or  beer,  at  the  patient’s  option. 

The  food  was  good  and  abundant,  and  appeared  to  give  satisfaction. 

In  connection  with  this  use  of  the  hall,  a  scullery  and  serving-room 
has  been  constructed  over  a  disused  staircase.  This  communicates 
wTith  the  kitchen  by  means  of  a  lift-  As  the  safety  of  this  depends 
entirely  on  the  soundness  of  the  rope  by  which  it  is  worked,  it  would 
be  well  that  some  further  means  should  be  provided  to  prevent  any 
accident  in  case  of  its  breaking. 

Another  improvement  that  has  been  effected,  is  the  placing  all  the 
epileptic  and  suicidal  cases  in  each  division,  together  in  one  ward  at 
night.  A  night  nurse  is  here  constantly  in  attendance,  and  there 
is  direct  communication,  by  means  of  a  bell,  with  the  room  of  the 
assistant  medical  officer,  which  is  close  at  hand. 

The  temporary  buildings  being  no  longer  required,  the  one  in  the 
female  division  has  been  converted  into  a  large  shed,  serviceable  both 
in  hot  and  rainy  weather,  and  opening  into  the  adjoining  airing-court. 

The  one  on  the  male  side  has  been  entirely  removed ;  the  space 
occupied  by  it  has  been  made  into  a  croquet  ground.  The  materials 
of  which  it  consisted  have  been  utilised  chiefly  in  making  summer¬ 
houses  and  seats,  placed  at  intervals  along  the  boundary  walk  before 
referred  to,  and  in  the  erection  of  sheds  behind  the  barn  at  the  farm¬ 
yard.  The  staff’  of  day  attendants  consists  on  the  male  side  of  19 
males  and  2  females,  besides  whom  7  artizans  and  gardeners  give 
assistance  at  meal  times,  and  at  night  and  morning ;  on  the  women’s 
side  there  are  15  attendants.  The  staff  appears  to  be  generally 
adequate  in  numbers,  though  we  think  that  between  wards  4  and  5 
on  each  side,  a  fifth  or  supernumerary  attendant  for  emergencies 
would  be  desirable.  We  are  glad  to  learn  that  the  changes  amongst 
them  have  been  less  frequent  than  heretofore  ;  this  more  satisfactory 
state  of  things  is  probably  due  to  the  fact  that  a  higher  scale  of 
wages  has  now  judiciously  been  allowed  by  the  Committee  in  both 
divisions.  From  the  foregoing  report,  it  will  be  observed  that  the 
general  condition  and  management  of  this  asylum  continues  to  be 
satisfactory  and  creditable  to  the  superintendent  and  the  Committee 
of  visitors. 


Cheshire  Asylums. — 2.  Macclesfield. 

21  March  1873. 

We  have  this  day  inspected  this  asylum,  visiting  every  part  ?hej8^e 
the  building,  and  we  have  seen  every  patient  on  its  books  and  (Macclesfield.) 
spoken  to  many  of  those  under  treatment. 
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The  present  number  of  patients  is  322,  which  shows  a  decrease 
since  our  colleagues  visit  in  July  of  last  year.  The  men  are  125, 
the  women  197.  Of  the  patients  chargeable  to  the  county  there  is 
a  total  of  280  ;  36  are  out-county,  and  6  belong  to  the  private  class. 
W e  find  that  the  maintenance  charges  are  9  s.  1 1  d.  per  week  for 
inmates  chargeable  to  Cheshire  unions ;  the  out-county  patients  are 
received  for  14  s.  weekly.  By  special  agreement  the  patients  charge¬ 
able  to  Derby  are  admitted  for  12  s.  per  week,  and  the  private  cases 
pay  from  15  s.  to  20  s.;  there  are  vacant  beds  for  100  men  and  28 
women. 

.  According  to  the  asylum  records,  the  admissions  since  the  last 
visit  have  been  40  of  men,  41  of  women;  total,  81.  The  discharges 
have  reached  100;  of  which  49  were  of  males,  51  of  females.  There 
have  been  in  the  100  discharges  53  reported  recoveries,  and  one  of 
the  discharges  was  of  a  male  not  found  to  be  insane.  Of  the  ad¬ 
missions,  2  were  of  women  who  had  previously  been  patients  here. 
Twenty-eight  patients  have  died  ;  19  of  the  male,  9  of  the  female 
sex.  The  causes  of  death  seem  to  have  been  such  as  are  ordinary 
in  asylums.  Post-mortem  examinations  have  been  held  in  22  cases. 
There  has  been  no  inquest,  nor  any  serious  casualty.  The  general 
health  has  been  good.  No  epidemic  has  visited  the  asylum,  and  we 
found  only  1  man  and  5  women  in  bed.  None  were  in  seclusion  as 
we  passed  through  the  building,  but  1  woman  was  restrained  by 
sleeves  for  surgical  reasons ;  this  has  been  necessary,  it  seems,  for 
some  days,  to  prevent  her  interfence  with  the  dressing  applied  to  a 
sore  knee. 

The  medical  records  show  that  1  male  and  6  females  have  been, 
since  the  last  visit,  secluded  ;  the  man  on  two  occasions,  3  of 
the  women  once  only  ;  2  of  them  on  three,  and  1  on  two  occasions. 
According  to  the  last  entry,  about  a  week  since,  10  men  and  21 
women  were  those  taking  medicine. 

The  ward  returns  show  that  the  wet  and  dirty  beds  last  night 
were  3  in  each  division. 

Since  last  visit,  great  progress  has  been  made  in  gettting  the 
asylum  into  good  order  externally  and  internally,  and  all  seems  to 
have  been  done  with  praiseworthy  liberality  by  the  Committee.  The 
workmanship  throughout  the  building  has  stood  the  test  of  the  past 
winter,  and  we  could  see  no  signs  of  settlement  in  the  walls,  no 
defects  in  the  ceilings,  and  no  shrinking  of  boards  in  the  floors,  or 
evidence  of  the  use  of  improper  material  for  doors  or  sashes. 
Among  the  improvements  we  remarked  that  two  wards  in  the  female, 
and  one  in  the  male  division,  had  been  painted  and  papered,  and  in 
good  taste.  The  workmen  were  busy  doing  the  same  for  another 
ward  on  the  male  side.  Furniture  has  been  introduced  of  an  orna¬ 
mental  character  ;  pictures,  statuettes,  &c.,  which  much  enliven  the 
wards.  A  full-sized  billiard-table  has  been  provided,  vallances  and 
curtains  now  improve  the  look  of  the  windows  in  the  wards  and 
corridors,  and  we  are  told  that  an  addition  has  been  made  to  the 
library  books,  so  that  there  are  upwards  of  500  for  the  amusement 
of  the  patients.  Out  of  doors  much  requires  to  be  done,  but  the 
airing-courts  have  been  levelled,  and  well-laid  out ;  trees  and  shrubs 
have  been  planted  there,  and  they  are  already  looking  as  they 
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should  do.  A  bowling-green  and  croquet-ground  have  also  been  Appendix  (D.) 

formed.  The  detached  farm-house  is  in  course  of  preparation  for 

the  reception  of  convalescent  patients.  Cheshire 

When  the  works  most  urgently  required  to  be  finished  have  been  Macclesfield.) 
executed.  Dr.  Deas  proposes  to  form  a  walk  round  the  estate  for  the 
exercise  of  the  patients. 

For  the  better  supply  of  water  to  the  asylum  an  artesian  well  is 
sinking.  The  workmen  have  got  down  the  tubes  100  feet  and  up¬ 
wards.  When  the  water  shall  have  been  thus  obtained,  we  under¬ 
stand  that  the  Committee  will  consider  the  supply  of  hydrants.  At 
present  the  pressure  from  the  Macclesfield  Works  is  not  sufficient 
to  take  water  up  to  any  hydrants  if  added :  the  only  present  pro¬ 
vision  against  outbreak  of  fire  is  in  the  shape  of  some  portable 
engines  and  fire  extinctors. 

As  we  walked  through  the  rooms,  order  prevailed ;  and,  with  the 
exception  of  2  women,  none  of  either  sex  were  noisy.  The  more 
general  use  of  woollen  dresses  for  the  females  would,  we  think,  be 
desirable  in  the  winter  months.  Among  the  male  patients  we  are 
of  opinion  that  there  are  some  whose  clothing,  in  regard  to  clean¬ 
liness,  calls  for  more  attention. 

The  wards,  including  all  the  single  rooms  and  associated  dormi¬ 
tories  were  in  satisfactory  condition,  perfectly  clean,  and  well  ven¬ 
tilated.  Many  of  the  female  patients  were  actively  employed,  and 
in  neither  division  did  we  hear  any  complaint  of  ill  treatment.  On 
the  contrary,  several  expressed  their  gratitude  for  kindnesses  shown 
to  them  by  the  medical  officers  and  staff  of  attendants. 

We  were  present  at  the  dinner  hour  in  the  large  hall,  which  is 
also  used  as  a  recreation-room,  and  saw  there  at  table  about  60  men 
and  80  women,  who  were  all  most  orderly.  The  dinner  there  and 
in  the  infirmary  on  the  female  side,  where  we  also  were  present, 
consisted  of  fish  and  potatoes,  with  bread  and  beer.  A  fish  dinner 
here  is  a  new  experiment,  and  has  been  twice  substituted  on  Fridays 
for  the  previous  diet,  giving,  as  far  as  we  could  ascertain  from  the 
more  intelligent  patients,  general  satisfaction.  There  is  still  a  good 
dietary  in  this  asylum. 

On  the  stage  of  the  recreation-room  we  observed  workmen  busily" 
employed,  and  learnt  that  a  dramatic  performance  is  in  course  of 
preparation.  There  was  a  ball  at  Christmas,  and  there  are  periodical 
dances.  Before  and  after  dinner,  and  in  the  evenings,  a  room  of 
good  dimensions  is  used  in  each  division  for  gathering  together  the 
patients ;  the  women  for  needlework  and  games ;  and  the  men  for 
billiards,  smoking,  and  games  of  draughts  :  both  sexes  play  often 
at  dominoes.  The  entertainments  since  last  visit  have  been  diver¬ 
sified,  and  include  weekly  dances,  with  singing  on  Fridays  in  each 
week,  several  cricket  matches,  four  dramatic  performances,  a  magic 
lantern  night,  three  amateur  concerts,  and  a  tea  party,  with  readings 
and  carols,  besides  visits  to  a  panorama,  and  a  few  have  gone  to  the 
theatre  at  Macclesfield. 

The  attendance  at  chapel  last  Sunday  was  by  67  men  and  74 
women;  and  117  patients,  or  thereabouts,  are  present  at  morning 
prayer  in  the  hall. 

We  were  sorry  to  hear  that  so  few  of  the  patients  are  occupied  in 
0.48.  0  3  trade 
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Appendix  (D.)  trade  work.  Only  14  men  are  so  employed,  and  32  on  the  garden 
Cheshire"  anc^  ^arm?  an(^  there  is  no  patient  at  work  in  the  tailors’  shop.  We 

Asylums.  strongly  recommend  Dr.  Deas  to  select  some  of  the  more  promising 

(Macclesfield.)  male  patients,  and  to  do  his  utmost  to  have  them  instructed  to  assist 
in  the  tailoring  department.  Of  the  women,  37  are  employed  in  the 
laundry  and  kitchen,  and  45  in  needlework. 

The  entries  in  the  case-books  are  much  in  arrear,  and  no  time 
should  be  lost  in  posting  them  up  to  the  present  time. 

We  leave  the  asylum  with  a  very  favourable  impression  of  its 
condition  and  management,  and  of  the  kindness  with  which  the 
patients  are  treated. 


Cornwall  County  Asylum. 


5  June  1873. 

Cornwall  Two  days’  inspection  of  this  asylum  enables  us  to  report  as  fol- 

Asylum.  10WS  :  — 

On  the  books  are  now  482  patients  who  may  be  thus  described  — 
432  paupers,  of  whom  184  are  males,  and  248  are  females;  50 
private  patients,  of  whom  24  are  gentlemen  and  26  are  ladies.  We 
may  mention  that  3  paupers  are  absent  on  trial. 

The  changes  which  have  taken  place  since  last  visit  in  the  number 
of  patients  have  been  effected  by  39  admissions  in  the  male,  and  50 
in  the  female  department  of  paupers,  and  the  admissions  of  14  male 
and  9  female  patients  of  the  private  class ;  against  which  admissions 
must  be  set  off  53  discharges  of  paupers  and  private  patients,  and 
41  deaths.  Of  13  gentlemen  and  ladies  discharged,  as  many  as  6, 
and  of  the  40  paupers  discharged,  29  are  reported  to  have  recovered. 
In  11  cases  death  resulted  from  general  paralysis  and  diseases  of 
the  brain,  in  13  from  phthisis  and  other  diseases  of  the  lungs,  and  in 
3  from  epilepsy.  The  other  deaths  were  from  causes  of  an  ordinary 
nature. 

Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  19  instances,  and  3  in¬ 
quests  have  been  held.  One  in  a  case  of  exhaustion  from  melan¬ 
cholia,  and  two  on  patients  found  dead  in  bed  from  epilepsy. 

The  number  of  epileptics  now  here  is  52,  of  whom  30  are  men 
and  22  are  women.  There  are  no  night  attendants  whose  exclusive 
duty  it  is  to  watch  these  patients.  The  sufferers  from  general 
paralysis  in  the  asylum  are  3  males  and  2  females  only. 

Looking  to  the  records  kept,  we  find  that  restraint  and  seclusion 
have  been  resorted  to  on  very  few  occasions.  Restraint  has  only 
been  used  with  6  males  and  4  females,  all,  save  one,  for  surgical 
reasons.  Seclusion  has  been  limited  to  10  males  and  4  females. 
The  total  duration  of  the  aggregate  seclusions  was  but  27  hours. 

Seventeen  women  and  5  men  were  in  bed  when  we  passed  through 
the  wards,  and  the  entries  in  the  medical  register  show  that  last  week 
46  patients  were  taking  medicine,  of  whom  19  were  males  and  27 
were  females.  No  one  was  yesterday  in  seclusion,  and  only  1,  a 
man,  was  restrained,  but  so  treated  for  surgical  reasons. 

With  reference  to  the  great  alteration  which  has  taken  place  in 
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the  treatment  here,  both  in  regard  to  the  number  of  patients  secluded  Appendix  (D). 

and  the  extent  of  such  seclusion,  during  the  15  years  ending  in  1871^  - 

a  table  drawn  up  by  Dr.  Adams  for  quinquennial  periods  shows  Cornwall 
that,  from  1857  to  1861,  1,868  patients  were  under  treatment,  and  Asylum* 
the  amount  of  seclusion  was  4,157  hours ;  from  1862  to  1866,  with 
2,324  patients,  seclusion  was  reduced  to  1,524  hours;  and  for  the 
five  years  from  1867  to  1871,  writh  2,715  patients,  to  179  hours. 

Upon  the  employment  of  the  patients,  we  can  only  mention  that  8 
males  are  engaged  as  tailors,  shoemakers,  and  in  similar  trade-work ; 

124  others  on  the  farm,  grounds,  and  in  the  galleries.  Of  the  women, 

69  do  needlework,  53  are  employed  in  house-work,  10  find  occu¬ 
pation  in  the  kitchen,  and  39  in  the  laundry.  About  200  patients 
walk  beyond  the  asylum  grounds.  The  chapel  attendance  calls  for 
no  special  notice.  As  the  numbers  of  patients  increase  in  the 
asylum,  it  will  become  a  matter  for  consideration  by  the  Visitors 
how  and  to  what  extent  accommodation  should  be  provided  for  them 
by  addition  to  the  chapel.  The  means  of  amusement  afforded  to 
the  patients  in  their  wards  and  out  of  doors  seem  to  be  ample;  the 
day  before  our  visit  a  party  of  21  women  were  taken  for  a  picnic 
to  the  sea-coast. 

Structural  alterations  and  improvements  have  been  gradually 
carried  out.  New  sash-windows  have  been  placed  in  the  single¬ 
rooms  in  wards  K  and  L  (all  the  iron  windows  will  be  by  degrees 
removed,  so  we  are  assured  by  Dr.  Adams),  and  a  reservoir, 
capable  of  holding  250,000  gallons  of  water,  has  been  con¬ 
structed.  Much  painting  and'Tpapering  has  been  done  in  several 
wards,  and  we  hope  that  in  the  majority,  paint  and  paper  will  take 
the  place  of  whitewash.  In  several  of  the  wards  in  the  old  building, 
there  is  still  a  great  want  of  lavatories,  water-closets,  and  rooms  for 
putting  away  buckets,  brooms,  &c.  The  deficiency  of  day-room 
accommodation  in  male  wards  10  and  11,  and  3  and  4,  requires 
early  attention.  The  new  detached  building  for  160  males  is  now 
partially  occupied,  and  in  every  respect  affords  admirable  accommo¬ 
dation  for  patients.  The  building  commands  cheerful  and  extensive 
views,  and  the  work  appears  to  have  been  well  executed.  The 
arrangements  are  very  good  ;  they  provide  beside  4  corridors,  8  day- 
rooms,  5  dormitories,  4^  single-rooms,  a  general  dining-hall,  rooms 
for  the  assistant  medical  officer,  4  bath-rooms,  and  lavatories,  kitchen, 
and  other  offices.  When  the  present  over-crowding  shall  have 
been  reduced,  there  will  be  accommodation  in  this  asylum  for  600 
patients. 

Until  the  room  shall  be  required  for  Cornwall  patients,  out- 
county  pauper  lunatics  will  be  received  at  a  weekly  charge  of  14  s. 

At  present  there  are  vacancies  for  about  50  of  this  class,  chiefly 
males. 

In  all  departments  we  found  the  greatest  cleanliness  and  order. 

Although  many  of  the  horsehair  mattresses  require  repicking  and 
remaking,  the  beds  and  bedding  were,  on  the  whole,  in  proper 
condition.  With  some  few  exceptions  amongst  the  women,  the 
clothing  of  both  sexes  was  good,  and  their  personal  condition  satis¬ 
factory.  There  was  no  excitement  in  either  division ;  and  to  the 
avoidance  in  this  asylum  of  strict  classification,  and  the  ample  size 
and  cheerful  character  of  the  large  garden  in  each  division  used  for 
0.48.  O  4  pauper 
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pauper  patients  of  all  descriptions,  the  general  order  and  contentment 
are  no  doubt  mainly  due. 

In  a  female  ward  we  were  present  at  dinner.  It  consisted  of 
Australian  meat,  stewed.  To  this  some  of  the  patients  object,  and 
they  have  instead,  on  the  only  day  in  the  week  on  which  it  is  given, 
pie,  pudding,  or  beef  tea. 

We  saw  every  patient,  including  the  gentlemen  and  ladies  who 
occupy  Carey’s  Building.  The  rooms  there  are  well  furnished  and 
comfortable.  With  several  patients  we  had  private  interviews.  We 
have  made  all  statutory  inquiries,  and  the  observations  in  the  above 
report  will  show  the  satisfactory  state  in  which  we  found  this 
asylum.  Its  progressive  improvement  reflects,  in  our  opinion,  great 
credit  upon  all  concerned  in  the  management. 


Cumberland  and  Westmorland  Asylum. 

27  August  1873. 

There  are  now  422  patients  on  the  books  of  this  asylum,  which 
is  a  slight  increase  on  the  numbers  here  at  the  time  of  the  last  visit 
in  February  1872.  Of  these,  227  are  men  and  195  women,  and  they 
include  14  out-county,  and  28  patients  of  the  private  class.  These 
numbers  leave  7  beds  on  the  male,  and  4  on  the  female  side,  vacant. 
The  charge  for  the  out-county  and  private  patients  continues  to  be 
14  s.,  and  the  rate  of  chargeability  for  those  from  unions  of  the 
united  counties  is  now  9  5.  11c?.  per  head  per  week. 

Since  the  time  of  the  last  visit,  78  men  and  87  women  have  been 
admitted,  52  men  and  55  women  have  been  discharged,  and  of  these, 
35  of  the  former  and  43  of  the  latter  are  reported  as  having  re¬ 
covered.  During  the  same  period,  22  men  and  21  women  have  died. 
In  these,  as  indeed  in  all  cases  of  deaths  in  this  asylum,  post-mortem 
examinations  were  made.  The  friends  of  the  deceased  patients  are 
always  communicated  with,  and  informed  of  the  intention  to  make 
this  examination,  but  in  no  instance  has  any  objection  been  raised. 
The  rate  of  mortality  is  low.  The  following  are  the  assigned  causes 
of  death : —

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In  the  last-named  case  full  particulars  were,  at  the  time,  furnished  Appendix  (D.) 

to  our  Board,  and  notice  of  the  circumstances  was  given  to  the  - 

coroner,  but  he  did  not  think  it  necessary  to  hold  an  inquest  in  this,  Cumberland 
or  in  the  case  of  any  other  of  the  deaths.  The  number  of  patients  fandTsyl^r 
returned  as  being  under  medical  treatment  during  last  week,  is  44 
men  and  29  women, 

Six  men  have  been  restrained  upon  65  occasions,  and  one  woman 
upon  28,  all  for  surgical  reasons. 

The  instances  of  seclusions  for  maniacal  or  epileptic  excitement,  or 
for  violent  propensities,  have  been,  on  the  male  side,  225,  applicable 
to  21  men  ;  and  on  the  female,  102,  applicable  to  33  women,  of  the 
men  one,  an  epileptic  was  secluded  upon  60  of  the  occasions,  usually 
for  a  whole  day  at  a  time,  and  another,  of  homicidal  propensities, 
and  since  removed  to  Fisherton  House,  accounted  for  67  of  the 
occasions  for  the  most  part  of  a  day’s  duration  each.  The  amount  of 
seclusions  for  the  above  causes  is,  no  doubt,  large,  but  it  must  be 
remembered  that  it  refers  to  a  period  of  18  months. 

Besides  the  above  recorded  seclusion,  21  men  and  19  women  are 
entered  as  having  been  kept  in  their  rooms  on  account  of  bodily 
ailments.  The  former  upon  133,  and  the  latter  upon  121  occasions. 

The  duration  of  each  occasion  is  not  however  recorded,  but  this  will 
in  future  be  done.  With  the  exception  of  two  females  who  were 
absent  on  leave,  we  yesterday  saw  all  the  patients.  There  was  a 
general  absence  of  excitement  amongst  them  on  each  side  of  the 
house,  except  in  the  female  ward.  No.  1,  in  which  there  are  54 
patients  under  the  charge  of  four  attendants.  These  comprise  the 
more  noisy  and  disorderly  of  the  female  inmates.  At  the  time  of 
our  visit  they  were  all  together  in  the  day-room  of  the  ward. 

Being  thus  thrown  together  they  have  an  exciting  and  prejudicial 
effect  on  each  other,  and  we  explained  to  Dr,  Campbell  that  we 
thought  beneficial  results  would  follow  from  associating  these  patients 
with  some  of  the  more  orderly  and  quiet  ones,  and  that,  certainly, 
they  should  not  all  be  allowed  to  occupy  the  same  day-room,  though 
such  further  separation  might  render  the  assistance  of  an  additional 
attendant  necessary. 

We  were  very  glad  to  find  that  the  patients  in  this  ward,  as  well 
as  ail  the  women  who  cannot  be  usefully  employed,  but  who  at  the 
same  time  are  equal  to  the  exercise,  are  now  taken  out  regularly 
every  morning  round  the  estate,  for  a  walk  of  about  two  miles.  It 
is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  report  that  there  has  been  no  epidemic 
disorder  here  since  our  last  visit.  The  patients  generally,  looked 
well  in  health,  their  dress  (making  proper  allowance  in  the  case  of 
men  employed  in  out-door  labour)  was  clean  and  good,  and  their 
personal  appearance  generally  was  satisfactory. 

A  number  of  flowering  plants  are  placed  about  the  corridors, 
giving  them  a  bright  and  cheerful  aspect,  and  all  the  rooms,  both 
for  day  and  night,  were  well  ventilated  and  in  good  order.  The 
means  of  personal  washing  are  provided  in  most  of  the  associated 
dormitories,  but  we  have  ascertained  that  they  are  not  used,  the 
patients  going  to  the  lavatories  for  this  purpose.  These  are  how¬ 
ever  by  themselves  insufficient,  especially  in  some  of  the  men’s 
wards,  and  we  trust  that  the  washstands  in  the  bed  rooms  will  in 
future  also  be  used,  at  least  by  patients  of  the  more  orderly  class, 

0.48.  who 
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who  in  this,  as  in  other  asylums,  will  doubtless  appreciate  the  com¬ 
fort  of  such  an  arrangement.  The  beds  and  bedding  were  clean, 
the  latter  is  of  a  good  and  substantial  character,  and  the  supply  of  it 
is  plentiful,  and  under-blankets  are  provided  throughout;  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  our  recommendation,  a  small  blanket  will  also  in  future 
be  placed  above  the  mackintosh  sheet,  where  the  habits  of  the 
patient  necessitate  such  a  protection  for  the  bed.  The  use  of  the 
bed  made  of  strong  printed  canvas,  to  which  allusion  was  made  in 
the  last  Report,  has  been  discontinued.  The  stone  floor  in  the  female 
dormitory  on  the  basement  has  not  yet  been  replaced  by  a  wooden 
one.  W e  trust  that  this  suggested  improvement  will  not  be  over¬ 
looked  by  the  Committee.  We  were  present  yesterday  at  the  dinner 
in  the  hall,  at  which  there  were  105  men  and  83  women,  who  were 
all  quiet  and  orderly  in  their  behaviour.  Their  dinner  consisted  of 
Irish  stew,  which  was  well  served  up  and  was  abundant  in  quantity. 
The  dinner  to-day  consisted  of  hashed  meat  and  potatoes,  and  was  of 
good  quality,  and  appeared  to  give  general  satisfaction. 

The  subjoined  return  shows  the  number  of  those  usefully  em¬ 
ployed,  with  the  various  occupations  in  which  they  are  engaged: —

Those  of  the  men  found  incapable  of  employment,  are  .taken  out 
for  a  walk  round  the  grounds  twice  a  week,  and  they  have  the 
advantage  of  a  most  excellent  airing-court  for  daily  use  ;  great  care 
and  attention  is  evidently  bestowed  upon  this  court.  The  turf,  the 
walks,  and  the  flower  beds  (now  bright  with  a  profusion  of  flowers), 
are  all  kept  in  admirable  order,  notwithstanding  that  the  patients  habi¬ 
tually  frequenting  this  court,  are  those  of  the  least  orderly  character. 
We  hope  that  in  time  the  corresponding  court  on  the  female  side 
may  be  got  into  the  same  condition  ;  at  present  it  is  found  necessary 
to  protect  the  shrubs  and  plants  by  iron  railings.  The  site  for  the 
new  chapel  is  determined  on,  and  the  plans  for  it  have  been  sub¬ 
mitted  to,  and  approved  of  by  the  Home  Secretary.  The  erection 
of  it,  will  it  is  hoped,  very  shortly  be  commenced.  Those  at  present 
who  attend  Divine  Service  on  Sundays,  are  98  men  and  78  women, 
and  on  week  days,  73  men  and  57  women. 

The  old  lavatory  in  No.  2  ward  on  the  female  side,  which  at  the 
time  of  the  last  visit  was  used  as  a  sleeping-room  for  two  patients, 
is  now  no  longer  so  occupied,  but  is  again  used  as  a  lavatory.  The 
bowling-green  has  now  been  turfed  and  finished,  though  it  is  not  yet 
brought  into  actual  use,  and  the  ground  round  it  will  shortly  be 
planted  with  shrubs.  A  covered  way  has  been  made  between  the 
kitchen  and  the  portion  of  the  building  occupied  by  the  officers  of 
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the  asylum,  which  has  been  found  a  useful  addition.  The  dining-  Appendix  (D.) 
hall  has  been  papered  and  painted,  and  similar  renovations  have 
taken  place  in  other  parts  of  the  building  in  each  division.  There  ^ndWestmor- 
has  been  an  out-door  summer  fete  at  which  nearly  300  of  both  sexes  lan(j  Asylum, 
were  present.  The  weekly  entertainments  in  the  hall  are  at  this 
time  of  year  held  fortnightly.  In  winter  they  are  given  once  a 
week,  and  comprise  dances  and  concerts.  They  are  on  the  average 
attended  by  150  of  both  sexes. 

From  the  foregoing  Report,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  general  con¬ 
dition  of  the  asylum  continues  to  be  satisfactory,  and  that  the 
patients  are  well  cared  for  and  attended  to.  Dr.  Clouston,  the  late 
superintendent  hawing  been  appointed  to  the  charge  of  the  Morning- 
side  Asylum,  was,  on  the  first  of  last  month,  succeeded  by  Dr. 

Campbell,  who  had  previously  been  for  the  last  six  years  and  up¬ 
wards,  assistant  medical  officer  here,  and  who  has  entered  upon  his 
more  extended  duties  and  responsibilites  with  much  zeal  and 
devotion. 


Denbigh  County  Asylum. 

2  June  1873. 

During  our  inspection  of  the  asylum  this  day,  we  have  seen  all  Denbigh 
the  patients,  and  made  the  usual  statutory  inquiries  as  to  their  care  Asylum, 
and  treatment.  The  total  number  of  inmates  is  now  378,  of  whom 
188  are  men  and  190  women.  These  numbers  leave  25  vacant  beds 
in  the  male,  and  15  in  the  female  division  of  the  pauper  patients  ; 

10  men  and  8  women  belong  to  Lancashire,  and  are  charged  at  the 
rate  of  12 s.  10 d.  a  week;  and  there  are  11  males  and  14  females  of 
the  private  class,  who  pay  from  three  guineas  to  12  s.  6  d.  weekly. 

It  is  expected  that  the  Lancashire  patients  will  shortly  be  removed, 
so  that  it  is  not  likely  there  will  be  any  need  for  enlargement  of 
the  accommodation  for  some  time.  Numerous  changes  have  taken 
place  since  our  colleagues  visit,  rather  more  than  a  year  ago; 

60  men  and  46  women  have  been  admitted ;  36  men  and  28  women 
have  been  discharged,  of  whom  more  than  half  were  registered  as 
recovered,  and  29  patients  of  each  sex  have  died.  This  rather 
heavy  rate  of  mortality  cannot  be  ascribed  to  any  disorder  of  an 
epidemic  character,  the  principal  causes  of  death  being  as  follows  :

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(D.)  Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  11  cases,  and  there  were 
two  inquests  on  the  bodies  of  the  twro  patients  who  committed 
suicide.  In  the  case  of  the  female,  the  verdict  was  self  destruction 
hJ  strangulation  and  suffocation,  with  a  special  statement  that  no 
blame  was  attributable  to  the  officials  of  the  asylum.  In  the  second 
case  the  cause  of  death  was  the  same.  All  the  facts  and  particulars 
of  these  cases  were  reported  to  our  board  at  the  time,  and  formed 
the  subject  of  correspondence.  Amongst  other  things,  it  was  re¬ 
commended  by  the  board  that  in  all  suicidally  disposed  cases  a  cer¬ 
tificate  should  be  drawn  up,  and  accompany  the  patients  into  the 
wards,  calling  the  attention  of  the  attendants  to  the  fact.  In  com¬ 
pliance  with  this  suggestion  books  have  been  provided,  but  they  do 
not  fully  carry  out  the  object  in  view,  and  we  have  now  had  some 
conversation  with  Dr.  Jones  on  the  subject,  and  his  attention  will 
no  doubt  be  given  to  the  matter. 

The  general  health  at  present  is  fairly  good,  and  only  15  patients 
are  registered  as  under  medical  treatment.  There  is  no  record  of 
any  instance  of  restraint,  but  10  males  and  14  females  have  been 
secluded,  the  former  upon  31  and  the  latter  upon  34  days,  or  por¬ 
tions  of  days.  We  found  one  of  the  men  locked  in  his  room  to-day, 
the  reason  being  that  he  was  dangerous  to  other  patients.  As,  not¬ 
withstanding  his  dangerous  propensities,  he  was  not  excitable,  it 
has  not  been  the  custom  to  record  this  species  of  separation  under 
the  head  of  “  seclusion  .”  We  are  clearly  of  opinion,  however,  that 
this  and  all  other  kinds  of  isolation  and  separation  of  one  patient 
from  other  inmates  by  day  must,  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
law,  be  duly  recorded  in  the  proper  columns  of  the  medical  journal. 
The  general  arrangements  of  the  asylum  are  the  same  as  before 
reported,  and  the  average  numbers  of  both  sexes  wdio  are  usefully 
employed  appear  to  be  about  as  usual,  but  we  notice  that  more 
men  now  work  on  the  land.  One  hundred  and  forty  patients  are 
present  at  the  Sunday  services  in  the  chapel,  and  81  on  the  week 
days;  about  56  men  and  47  women  go  beyond  the  asylum  estate  for 
exercise,  and  115  of  both  sexes  are  present  at  the  weekly  dances. 
We  thought  the  condition  of  the  patients  in  both  divisions  was 
generally  satisfactory,  and  there  was  a  manifest  improvement  in 
the  condition  of  the"  clothing,  especially  on  the  male  side.  There 
•  was  very  little  excitement,  and  the  only  complaints  made  to  us 
were  on  the  ground  of  alleged  undue  detention.  The  dinners 
to-day  consisted  of  rhubarb  pudding,  with  sweet  sauce,  and  seemed 
to  give  satisfaction.  This  dinner  does  not  form  part  of  ordinary 
dietary,  which  remains  as  before  ;  beer  is  still  withheld,  except 
from  working  patients.  The  condition  of  the  wards  was  satisfac¬ 
tory,  and  the  day-rooms  have  been  rendered  more  cheerful  by  the 
addition  of  prints  and  other  objects  of  interest,  but  further  im¬ 
provements  might  be  made  in  this  direction.  The  bedding  was 
found  in  excellent  order,  and  the  beds  throughout  have  recently 
been  refilled,  and  generally  renewed.  The  staff  of  attendants  is 
rather  below  the  average  in  county  asylums ;  it  may,  perhaps, 
however,  be  considered  generally  sufficient,  owing  to  the  large  pro¬ 
portion  of  chronic  and  harmless  patients  now  resident,  but  in  the 
ward  occupied  by  the  private  female  patients,  an  additional  female 
attendant  is  urgently  needed.  This  ward  contains  14  patients, 
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amongst  whom  there  are  at  present  some  recent  cases  requiring  Appendix  (D.) 
great  attention,  and  one  especially,  who  is  suicidal.  For  the  proper 
care  of  these  patients  one  nurse  is  manifestly  insufficient.  The  Denbigh 
night  arrangement  now  made  as  regards  the  suicidal  patient  above  As;vliml- 
referred  to,  appears  to  us  inadequate  to  insure  her  safety,  and  we 
have  spoken  to  Dr.  Jones  on  the  subject.  A  fire-place  has  been 
introduced  into  the  corridor  of  No.  3  male  ward,  and  it  is  desirable 
that  a  similar  improvement  should  be  made  in  the  corresponding 
corridor  in  the  female  division.  It  would  be  found  a  great  con¬ 
venience  if  the  rooms  In  these  galleries,  now  used  for  carving  the 
dinners,  could  be  thrown  into  the  corridors,  so  as  to  form  recesses 
instead  of  separate  rooms.  The  recommendation  as  to  the  provision 
of  better  workshops  for  the  men  has  been  attended  to,  and  plans 
have  been  sanctioned  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  carrying  out  this 
object,  and  also  for  erecting  a  covered  way  from  the  main  building  to 
the  detached  female  ward.  The  works  have  been  commenced.  We 
have  drawn  Dr.  Jones’s  attention  to  the  necessity  which  will  arise 
on  the  completion  of  the  new  shops,  for  providing  an  enclosed  work¬ 
shop-yard,  from  which  the  ordinary  patients,  when  taking  exercise 
in  the  airing-courts,  can  be  excluded.  With  regard  to  the  other 
suggestions  made  by  our  colleagues  at  the  last  visit,  some  of  which 
have  not  yet  received  attention,  we  beg  again  to  bring  them  under 
the  notice  of  the  Committee. 

The  inspection  apertures  between  the  nurses  rooms  and  the  dor¬ 
mitories  have  very  properly  been  filled  up,  but  we  think  that  there 
ought  to  be  direct  communication  with  the  attendants  whenever 
possible,  and  recommend  that  windows,  or,  better  still,  half-glazed 
doors  should  be  substituted.  We  have  at  our  present  visit  noticed 
several  improvements  at  this  asylum,  and  are  glad  to  record  our 
opinion  that  its  condition  generally,  is  creditable  to  those  engaged 
in  its  management. 


Derby  County  Asylum. 


28  May  1873. 

In  the  course  of  our  inspection  this  day  we  have  visited  all  the  Derby  Asylum, 
wards  and  offices,  and  personally  examined  the  patients,  who  are 
now  363  in  number,  168  men  and  195  women.  There  are  2  more 
men  on  the  books,  who  are  now  away  on  trial.  There  have  been 
1 14  admissions  since  our  Colleagues  were  here  in  April  last  year, 
the  sexes  being  in  nearly  equal  proportions,  and  37  men  and 
57  women  have  been  discharged,  48  of  them  considered  to  be  reco¬ 
vered.  The  mortality  in  the  male  division  has  been  rather  high, 
amounting  to  32  cases,  whilst  on  the  female  side  there  have  been 
only  13  deaths.  Among  the  men  the  principal  causes  of  death  have 
been  general  paralysis,  which  proved  fatal  in  8,  ordinary  paralysis 
in  6,  and  disease  of  the  heart  and  lungs  in  13  cases.  Inquests  have 
been  held  in  two  instances,  one  upon  a  woman  whose  death  was 
accelerated  by  an  accidental  fracture  of  the  neck  of  the  thigh  bone, 
and  who  at  the  time  was  suffering  from  bronchitis ;  the  other  upon 
the  body  of  a  man  affected  with  general  paralysis,  who  died  suddenly 
0.48.  in 
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in  the  night.  In  33  out  of  the  45  deaths,  post  mortem  examinations 
were  made ;  no  examination  is  made  in  opposition  to  the  wishes  of 
the  friends,  who  have  always  an  opportunity  of  objecting. 

The  present  inmates  seem  to  be  generally  healthy,  and  the  asylum 
has  been  free  from  any  epidemic  disorder,  although  small-pox  has 
prevailed  in  the  neighbourhood;  but  as  a  precaution,  there  has  been 
a  general  re-vaccination  of  both  patients  and  staff. 

The  condition  and  demeanour  of  the  patients  on  both  sides  was 
quite  satisfactory,  and  the  wards  were  well  provided  with  the  means 
of  amusement  and  indoor  occupation ;  a  large  proportion  of  the 
women  were  either  sewing  or  knitting,  and  27  were  at  work  in  the 
laundry.  The  total  number  employed,  however,  according  to  the 
return  we  have  received,  is  not  very  large,  only  89  men  and  94 
women  being  reported.  Of  the  men,  30  work  on  the  land. 

Divine  service  is  performed  as  usual,  and  the  attendance  on 
Sundays  comprises  95  males  and  93  females. 

Very  recently  Dr.  Lindsay  has  commenced  assembling  together 
patients  of  both  sexes  at  dinner  in  the  hall.  We  wrere  present  to¬ 
day  during  the  meal,  when  46  men  and  74  women  were  there ;  and 
although  the  arrangements  are  not  yet  fully  organised,  everything 
passed  off  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner.  The  food  consisted  of  cold 
Australian  meat,  with  potatoes,  parsnips,  bread,  and  beer,  all  of 
excellent  quality,  and  apparently  quite  satisfactory  to  the  patients. 

During  the  winter  months  the  hall  is  also  used  for  weekly  dances 
and  occasional  dramatic  and  other  performances.  These  meetings 
are  so  beneficial  that  we  hope  it  will  be  found  practicable  to  continue 
them  throughout  the  whole  year.  Out-door  exercise  beyond  the 
airing-courts  is  enjoyed  by  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  patients 
in  every  class,  and  we  cannot  help  attributing  much  of  the  quiet 
and  good  order  we  noticed,  to  the  attention  given  to  this  means  of 
treatment. 

No  instance  of  mechanical  restraint  is  recorded;  but  seclusion 
has  been  employed  in  the  cases  of  12  men  and  10  women,  the  former 
having  been  secluded  altogether  on  26,  and  the  latter  upon  13 
occasions.  The  average  duration  has  not  exceeded  two  hours. 

The  wards  were  all  in  excellent  order,  and  very  clean  and  free 
from  any  offensive  odour.  The  beds  and  bedding  also  were 
thoroughly  well  attended  to.  We  were  glad  to  notice  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  various  matters  of  decoration  in  the  male  wards,  which 
now  approach  more  nearly  to  the  cheerfulness  of  those  on  the 
women’s  side. 

There  have  been  various  structural  improvements  and  alterations 
since  the  last  report,  the  more  important  being — (1).  The  removal 
of  the  brick  wall  formerly  dividing  the  two  north  airing  courts  on 
the  female  side.  This  is  a  great  improvement,  and  we  strongly 
recommend  that  a  similar  alteration  should  be  made  on  the  male 
side.  (2).  The  closets  and  urinals  in  male  wards  3,  4,  and  5  have 
been  altered,  and  glazed  tiles  substituted  for  boards;  and  in  No.  3 
an  additional  bath  room  has  been  provided.  (3).  Sun  shades  have 
been  erected  in  some  of  the  airing  courts.  (4).  Wood  flooring  has 
been  substituted  for  slate  in  20  of  the  single  rooms,  there  being  now 
no  bedroom  with  stone  floors  in  any  part  of  the  asylum.  (5).  The 
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brewhouse,  which  has  not  been  used  for  many  years,  is  in  course  of  Appendix  (D.) 

conversion  into  an  attendant’s  mess  room.  (6).  The  new  detached  - 

ward  for  32  women  will  shortly  be  roofed  in,  but  the  progress  of  Derby  Asylum, 
this  building  has  been  very  slow,  and  it  is  feared  it  will  not  be 
completed  so  as  to  be  available  for  the  20  patients  who  will  be 
removed  from  the  Macclesfield  Asylum  in  the  month  of  March. 

The  cemetery  has  been  enlarged  by  the  removal  of  the  brick  wall 
surrounding  it,  and  the  substitution  of  holly  and  quick  hedges, 
enclosing,  besides  the  old  ground,  a  triangular  piece  at  the  farm 
gate,  and  a  portion  of  an  adjoining  plantation.  No  part  of  this  new 
land  has  yet  been  used  for  interments ;  but  this  proceeding  has  been 
altogether  irregular,  and  steps  should  be  taken  at  once  to  comply 
with  the  provision  of  the  13th  section  of  the  18  &  19  Viet,  c.  105. 

A  better  fence  and  a  more  complete  seclusion  and  separation  from 
the  farm  vard,  are  very  desirable. 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  the  wages  of  the  attendants  in  both 
divisions  have  been  considerably  advanced,  and  a  good  change  has 
been  made  by  separating  the  offices  of  head  gardener  and  chief 
attendant,  formerly  held  by  one  person,  and  appointing  a  new  head 
attendant,  whose  whole  time  is  devoted  to  the  duties  of  his  office. 

In  conclusion,  we  are  glad  to  record  our  opinion  that  the  condition 
of  the  asylum  is  very  satisfactory,  and  reflects  much  credit  on  those 
engaged  in  its  management. 


Devon  County  Asylum. 

28  May  1873. 

Yesterday  and  to-day  we  inspected  this  asylum,  visiting  the  Devon  Asylum, 
main  and  several  detached  buildings,  and  seeing  every  patient  in 
residence.  The  numbers  upon  the  books  are  258  men  and  429 
women,  total  687.  The  absent  are  2  of  the  former,  3  of  the  latter. 

To  the  county  are  chargeable  231  males,  400  females. 

To  boroughs  in  the  county  -  27  ,,  28  „ 

Of  out-county  patients  there  are  0  „  1  „ 

All  the  female  borough  patients  are  shortly  to  be  removed  hence 
to  make  room  for  women  chargeable  to  the  county. 

The  weekly  maintenance  charges  are  now  8  s.  9  d.  for  county,  and 
12s.  3d.  for  borough  and  out-county  cases. 

Since  the  Commissioners  visit  in  May  1872,  it  appears  that 

72  men  and  98  women  have  been  admitted. 

52  „  77  „  have  been  discharged. 

35  „  36  „  have  died. 

Of  those  discharged,  42  males  and  56  females  are  reported  to  have 
recovered.  The  chief  assigned  causes  of  death  are  : —

Epilepsy  --------4 

Old  age  -  9

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No  inquest  has  been  held  in  any  case.  Post-mortem  examinations 
have  been  made  in  59  instances. 

The  general  health  is  fairly  good,  and  during  our  inspection 
we  saw  only  6  males  and  8  females  in  bed;  34  men  and  70  women 
were  this  day  registered  as  being  under  medical  treatment.  The 
number  of  general  paralytics  is  large,  being  25  in  the  male,  and  11 
in  the  female  division.  The  epileptics  are  37  of  the  men,  43  of  the 
women.  With  reference  to  the  latter  class,  also  to  the  suicidal 
patients,  we  have  had  some  conversation  with  Dr.  Saunders  as  to 
providing  separate  dormitories  and  a  few  single  rooms  in  each 
division,  in  which  they  could  be  placed  under  the  care  of  special 
night  attendants. 

Several  patients  have  met  with  casualties  since  the  Commissioners 
last  visit,  but  all  accidental,  and  none  of  a  serious  nature.  .  One  of 
the  working  patients  yesterday  fractured  his  arm  by  accidentally 
falling  from  a  waggon. 

There  is  no  recorded  instance  of  restraint,  and  we  did  not  find  any 
patient  under  restraint  or  in  seclusion.  During  the  last  13  months 
it  appears  that  only  1  male  and  2  females  have  been  secluded,  each 
on  one  occasion. 

As  we  passed  through  the  asylum,  both  sexes  were  generally  free 
from  excitement,  and  very  few  inclined  to  be  noisy.  Making  allow¬ 
ance  for  the  patients  whose  useful  employment  made  them  less  tidy 
than  the  rest,  all  were  suitably  clothed,  and  more  or  less  clean  in 
person  and  dress.  We  must  except  the  shirts  of  many  of  the  men. 
We  think  that  all  should  have  a  change  of  shirt  twice,  instead  of 
once,  in  the  week. 

On  the  subject  of  diet  and  treatment  we  had  scarcely  any  com¬ 
plaint  to  listen  to,  and  such  as  were  made  to  us  did  not,  upon  inquiry, 
appear  to  be  well  founded.  We  were  present. when .  dinner  was 
served  in  some  of  the  wards  on  the  female  side  ;  it  consisted  of  good 
corned  beef  in  sufficiently  large  portions,  with  potatoes,  rice,  &c. ; 
for  each  individual  half  a  pint  of  beer.  The  service  was  orderly.. 

The  attendants  appear  to  be  of  a  respectable  class,  and  attentive 
to  the  patients;  but  it  struck  us  that  in  Nos.  3  and  5  wards  on  the 
female  side,  and  in  the  south  cottage,  they  were  deficient  in  number. 
We  also  feel  strongly  that  the  employment  of  female  nurses  (the 
wives  of  attendants),  would  be  found  very  beneficial  in  several  of 
the  men’s  wards,  especially  those  occupied  by  the  infirm,  helpless, 
and  idiotic.  On  the  male  side  there  is  but  one  night  attendant.  A 
revision  of  the  wages,  and  the  granting  of  an  uniform  dress  to  the 
attendants,  seems  to  have  given  satisfaction  to  them. 

Notwithstanding  the  removal  of  certain  borough  patients,  the 
asylum  is  much  overcrowded,  particularly  in  the  female  division, 
and  according  to  an  estimate  made  by  Dr.  Saunders,  there  is  only 
accommodation  for  648  patients  (267  males  and  381  females), 
allowing  to  each  bed  a  minimum  of  500  cubic  feet. 

We  found  the  wards  throughout  clean,  and  the  bedding  in  proper 
condition.  In  many  respects  gradual  improvements  have  been 
zealously  carried  out  by  Dr.  Saunders  in  the  wards.  Prints  have 
been  placed  on  the  wralls ;  plants,  aviaries,  and  inexpensive  decora¬ 
tions  have  also  been  introduced.  The  effect  produced  in  a  day- 
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room  which  has  lately  been  papered  and  painted  will,  we  hope,  lead  Appendix  (Dq 
to  work  of  the  same  kind  throughout  the  other  day-rooms  and  Devon 
corridors.  We  recommend  that  the  lower  part  of  the  dormitories  y  um’ 

and  single  rooms  should  also  be  painted  of  a  cheerful  colour,  and 
that  the  upper  part  should  be  either  papered  or  coloured.  We  again 
venture  to  suggest  that  the  effect  of  enlarging  and  lowering  the 
semi-circular  windows  in  a  few  of  the  single  rooms  should  be 
tried. 

Store-rooms  and  closets  for  brooms,  buckets,  &c.,  are  much  wanted 
in  most  of  the  wards,  and  the  lavatories  are  still  insufficient.  Hand¬ 
rails  should  be  supplied  to  all  stairs,  and  we  hope  that  by  degrees 
horse-hair  will  be  substituted  for  cocoa-nut  fibre  in  all  the  beds. 

An  additional  bath  is  much  required  in  the  female  house. 

The  laundry  and  wash-house  are  both  insufficient  in  size,  and  ill- 
arranged  :  the  re-modelling  of  this  department,  and  the  introduction 
into  the  wash-house  of  steam  power,  should  be  taken  into  considera- 
tion  by  the  visitors; 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  the  whole  of  the  asphalte  floors  are 
now  removed,  and  replaced  by  pitch  pine.  A  new  drying  closet  has 
been  constructed,  at  a  cost  of  200  /.,  and  a  portion  of  the  basement, 
adjoining  the  laundry,  has  been  converted  into  a  dormitory  for  Id 
patients  ;  but  we  do  not  find  that  the  plans  and  estimates  of  either 
of  these  alterations  were  submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  Secretary 
of  State.  Additional  accommodation  has  also  been  obtained  for  15 
male  patients  in  rooms  at  the  farm  which  were  formerly  occupied 
by  the  steward.  The  associated  bath-rooms  are  nearly  finished,  and 
when  brought  into  use,  the  water,  we  are  assured,  will  be  changed 
for  every  patient. 

Eight  acres  of  additional  land  were,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  pur¬ 
chased ;  it  lies  to  the  south  of  the  present  estate.  The  asylum 
property  now  consists  of  95  acres.  We  could  not  ascertain  whether 
the  contract  for  the  purchase  referred  to  had  been  submitted  for  the 
sanction  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  without  which,  of  course,  any 
application,  towards  the  purchase  money,  of  the  county  rates,  would 
be  unauthorised. 

We  have  much  satisfaction  in  stating  that  the  visitors  have  decided 
upon  building  a  detached  chapel  for  400  patients,  and  a  block  for 
100  females  ;  also  a  small  cottage  hospital.  A  grant  of  8,000  /.  was 
agreed  to  at  the  last  quarter  sessions  tor  these  purposes,  and  plans 
have  been  advertised  for.  We  have  examined  a  position  at  the  back 
of  the  detached  female  house,  in  which  the  new  block  might  oe 
placed ;  but  land  immediately  contiguous,  and  belonging  to  Major 
Bent,  on  the  north  of  the  asylum  main  building,  would  afford  so 
much  more  desirable  a  site,  that  we  would  strongly  urge  the  visitors 
to  ascertain  whether  a  few  acres  of  land  in  that  direction  could  not 

be  acquired.  #  . 

There  is  still  no  boundary  walk  for  the  exercise  of  the  patients, 
but  we  hope  that  it  will  be  no  longer  delayed,  and  that  as  soon  as 
practicable,  trees  may  be  planted  to  give  shade  to  the  same. 

In  trades,  only  22  men  are  employed,  and  about  40  on  the  garden 
and  farm.  Of  the  women,  67  sew,  37  are  employed  in  the  laundry, 
and  22  in  the  kitchen. 
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Kather  more  than  100  men,  and  about  the  same  number  of  women, 
attend  the  chapel  on  Sundays. 

No  alteration  has  taken  place  in  the  arrangement  for  the  out-door 
exercise  and  in-door  recreation  of  the  patients. 

The  result  of  our  visit  to  this  asylum  is  a  favourable  impression 
of  its  management,  and  of  the  progress  making  in  its  general  im¬ 
provement."  The  patients  appear  to  be  well  and  kindly  treated. 


Dorset  County  Asylum. 

14  October  1873. 

We  have  to-day  inspected  this  asylum  for  the  county  of  Dorset, 
and  its  branch  establishment  at  Forston.  The  latter  has  now  the 
services  of  a  medical  assistant,  Mr,  Bland,  who  was  appointed  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  year  1872,  and  by  whom  the  case-books  there  have 
been  well  kept.  The  pauper  patients  at  Charminster  are  146  men 
and  173  women;  at  Forston  61  males  and  83  women;  their  total 
number  is  463.  The  private  patients  at  the  former  are  13  men  and 
11  women;  at  the  latter  1  man  only,  and  4  women;  their  total 
number  is  29.  Besides  the  paupers  chargeable  to  the  county,  there 
are  some  chargeable  to  Poole,  Southampton,  and  Portsmouth  ;  the 
last-mentioned  borough  pays  14  s.  weekly  for  each  patient,  the  other 
boroughs  are  charged  12  s.  Qd. 

The  admissions  have  reached  since  the  Commissioners  last  visit, 
91  ;  i.  e.,  39  paupers  of  each  sex  ;  and  3  male  and  10  female  private 
patients  have  been  received.  On  the  other  hand,  19  paupers  of 
each  sex,  and  2  male  and  4  private  patients  have  been  dis¬ 
charged,  altogether  44,  of  whom  35  left  upon  recovery.  The 
causes  of  death  are  such  as  call  for  no  special  notice.  One 
inquest  was  held;  the  subject  died  within  a  few  hours  of  admis¬ 
sion  from  maniacal  exhaustion.  Several  attempts  at  suicide  have 
been  frustrated,  and  a  few  fractures  and  scalp  wounds  have  occurred 
through  accident,  chiefly  from  falls.  The  number  of  patients  regis- 
teredto-day  as  under  medical  treatment,  is  13  on  the  male  and  19 
on  the  female  side,  taking  the  returns  from  both  establishments 
none  are  to-day  under  restraint,  or  in  seclusion ;  a  very  few  were 
in  bed.  Seven  males  and  2  females  have  been  secluded  for  epileptic 
mania  for  periods  from  one  to  seven  days ;  and  restraint  has  been 
resorted  to  on  the  female  side  only  in  two  cases  ;  in  one  instance  foi¬ 
ls  days  for  surgical  reasons;  in  the  other,  the  woman’s  hands  were 
tied  for  12  days  on  account  of  extreme  violence.  There  is  still  no 
ward  set  apart  as  an  infirmary  at  Charminster,  which  must  be 
regarded  as  a  defect. 

We  saw  every  patient  on  the  books,  except  a  man  who  was  out 
for  a  few  hours  only,  and  one  of  the  male  and  one  of  the  female 
sex  away  on  trial.  Many  spoke  to  us,  and  we  to  them,  and  none 
complained  of  the  attendants,  who  are  now  14  males  and  12  females 
at  Charminster;  5  men  and  6  women  at  Forston. 

The  dress  of  the  patients  was  not  quite  satisfactory,  and  more 
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attention  should  we  think  he  given  to  that  of  some  of  the  males  of  Appendix  (D.) 

the  private  class.  On  the  whole,  the  patients  demeanour  was 

orderly  and  quiet  during  our  visit.  A  few  still  complain  of  the  Dorset  Asyiums. 

gruel  given  at  breakfast,  which,  as  far  as  we  could  learn,  is  not  the 

fare  of  the  poor  in  this  district.  It  is  made  with  milk,  and  from  80 

lo  100  quarts  is  the  proportion  of  water  to  15  pounds  of  the  oatmeal ; 

still,  it  is  not  popular,  and  tea  would  be  a  wise  substitute,  with 

bread  and  butter.  We  remarked  that  too  many  of  the  patients  have 

apparently  contracted  the  habit  of  crouching  on  the  floor,  or  lying 

on  benches,  with  aprons  over  their  faces,  a  sure  indication  that  the 

attendants  are  wanting  in  vigilance  for  correction  of  such  practices. 

Dinner  was  on  table  as  we  passed  through  some  of  the  wards  at 
Charminster  ;  the  food  consisted  of  boiled  beef,  rather  hard,  with 
potatoes  and  turnips,  but  no  mustard.  The  beer  served  out  is  very 
fair,  and  the  allowance  to  each  appears  sufficient."  It  would  be  well 
to  have  scales  in  each  ward,  to  test  any  alleged  deficiency  of  weight, 
when  the  subject  of  complaint  by  patients.  The  meat  when  cooked 
is  weighed  in  bulk  in  the  kitchen. 

Having  arrived  early  in  the  morning  at  Forston,  we  found 
the  wards  there  in  some  disorder  from  scrubbing  and  cleaning, 
but  there  was  nothing  to  find  fault  with  in  the  beds  and  bed¬ 
ding,  except  that  macintoshes  are  placed  between  the  sheet 
and  blanket,  instead  of  below  the  blanket.  We  called  attention 
to  this  matter.  There  is  not  sufficient  colour,  and  more  ob¬ 
jects  of  interest  should  be  introduced  into  the  wards  there  ;  but 
a  great  improvement  has  been  effected  by  boarding  a  few 
single  rooms  since  last  visit,  and  substituting  for  several  of  the 
circular  windows  others  of  sash  construction.  The  work  of  abolition 

ble  windows  is  now  we  trust  likely  to  progress ; 
the  tile  flooring  will  also  be  gradually  taken  up 
wards. 

Forston  Asylum  is  still  lighted  by  candles,  walled  in  sconces; 
and  in  case  of  any  outbreak  of  fire,  there  does  not  appear  to  be 
sufficient  provision  for  the  emergency.  No  fire-engine  is  nearer 
than  at  Dorchester ;  there  are  no  hydrants  about  the  building, 
neither  is  any  fire-engine  hose  on  the  premises.  A  watch  now 
visits  the  wards  four  times  nightly. 

At  Charminster,  the  wards,  beds,  and  bedding  are  clean,  and 
when  we  visited  them,  they  were  in  good  order  ;  the  ventilation 
was  proper,  and  the  bath  rooms  and  water-closets  are  well  kept. 

In  the  wards  referred  to  at  last  visit,  Nos.  4  and  5,  as  without  a  suf¬ 
ficient  number  of  attendants,  we  found  improvement.  The  patients 
in  No.  4,  are  42,  with  two  in  charge  of  them  ;  in  No.  5  they  are 
35,  with  three  nurses.  The  means  of  washing  for  the  females 
might  still  be  multiplied  with  advantage,  and  the  attendants  should 
be  induced  to  encourage  personal  washing  as  far  as  possible. 

Some  tow-padded  bedsteads  are  contemplated  by  Mr.  Symes  for 
epileptics,  and  we  saw  one  of  them  in  course  of  manufacture. 

As  we  passed  through  the  shops  we  saw  four  patients  there  work¬ 
ing  as  tailors;  and  eight  are  employed  in  the  shoemaking  depart¬ 
ment.  Inquiry  into  the  employment  of  others,  informed  us  that  4 
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(D.)  men  act  under  the  engineer,  7  work  as  carpenters,  3  as  masons,  24  on 
the  farm,  20  in  the  wards.  Of  the  women,  30  assist  in  the  laundry, 
3  in  the  kitchen,  24  do  needlework,  and  35  clean  and  scrub  in  the 
rooms  on  their  side. 

The  attendance  of  men  at  Divine  service  has  fallen  below 
the  insufficient  number  noticed  last  year,  viz.,  from  72  to  60, 
and  the  women  have  not  improved  ;  this  is  a  matter  of  much  regret 
to  us.  We  should  also  like  to  have  reported,  but  cannot  do  so,  that 
more  patients  had  been  permitted  to  attend  during  the  past  12 
months  the  associated  entertainments.  It  is  the  more  necessary 
that  their  number  should  be  increased,  and  that  entertainments 
should  be  multiplied,  since  we  are  informed  that  there  is  a  difficulty 
in  taking  the  patients  into  the  neighbouring  town  and  villages,  on 
account  of  objections  unreasonably  raised  by  some  of  the  inha¬ 
bitants.  The  limited  exercising  grounds  are  in  good  order  at  Char- 
minster,  and  a  new  croquet  lawn  has  been  laid  down,  which  many 
patients  use,  At  Forston  the  men’s  airing-court  demands  better 
drainage.  The  statutory  books  at  Charminster,  as  well  as  those  at 
Forston,  are  free  from  arrears,  and  fully  entered  up. 

Of  the  general  condition  of  the  asylums,  and  of  their  manage¬ 
ment,  we  can  repeat  the  favourable  report  of  the  Commissioners  who 
visited  last  year. 


Durham  County  Asylum, 


28  July  1873. 

We  were  engaged  on  Friday  and  Saturday  in  the  inspection  of 
this  asylum,  a  considerable  portion  of  Saturday  being  devoted  to  an 
investigation  into  the  circumstances  attending  the  death  of  a  male 
patient  who,  in  the  return  made  to  our  office,  was  reported  to  have 
died  from  <c  exhaustion  from  mania  consequent  upon  general 
paralysis,  accelerated  by  embolism,  and  fracture  of  sternum,  and 
several  ribs,  and  phlegmonoid  erysipelas.” 

There  are  now  on  the  books  the  names  of  608  patients,  of  whom 
1  male  and  9  females  are  of  the  private  class,  and  320  men,  and  278 
women  are  paupers.  Besides  these,  36  male  patients  belonging  to 
the  county  are  boarded  out;  20  being  at  Newcastle,  15  at  the  Wor¬ 
cester  Asylum,  and  1  at  Fisherton  House,  near  Salisbury.  The 
weekly  charge  at  the  out-county  asylums  is  14  s.,  at  Fisherton  17  s.} 
and  here  10  s.  6  d. 

It  is  rather  more  than  18  months  since  the  last  visit,  during  which 
interval  162  men  and  140  women  have  been  admitted;  104  men  and 
79  women  have  been  discharged,  of  whom  123  were  recovered,  and 
68  men  and  55  women  have  died ;  this  very  large  mortality  is 
ascribed  to  the  following  causes,  viz  : —

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making  a  total  of  123  deaths  from  the  21st  of  February  1872  to  the 
28th  of  July  in  the  present  year,  or  at  the  rate  of  19  per  cent,  on 
the  numbers  resident.  There  was  no  disease  of  an  epidemic  de¬ 
scription,  but  it  will  be  seen  that  as  many  as  37  patients  died  from 
general  paralysis,  and  22  from  phthisis,  and  many  of  them  were  very 
old  and  exhausted.  The  death  attributed  to  embolism  is  the  case 
alluded  to  above,  in  which  there  were  fractures  of  the  sternum  and 


1 2  ribs. 

Inquests  were  held  on  the  bodies  of  G  male  and  1  female  patients* 
but  no  fatal  accident  has  occurred. 

There  is  still  a  large  number  of  old,  feeble  cases  in  the  asylum, 
and  there  were  30  men  in  bed  in  the  infirmary,  nearly  all  of  them 
very  seriously  ill.  Last  week  35  men  and  45  women  were  under 
medical  treatment. 

The  female  infirmary  is  very  good,  and  very  well  ventilated  on  the 
ground  floor,  by  means  of  the  doors  opening  upon  the  garden,  but 
on  the  upper  floors  the  small  apertures  in  the  windows  are  quite 
insufficient  to  afford  a  proper  supply  of  fresh  air  in  warm  weather. 

The  men’s  hospital  is  not  satisfactory,  but  we  trust  it  will  not  be 
very  long  before  its  inmates  are  removed  to  the  new  building,  which 
will  be  a  counterpart  of  the  wing  on  the  other  side.  Every  effort 
should  be  made  to  press  forward  the  works,  for,  besides  the  removal 
of  the  infirmary  patients,  better  arrangement  and  classification  are 
needed  in  other  parts  of  the  asylum.  The  temporary  building  for 
men  is,  of  course.,  in  a  worse  state  than  last  year,  and  still  presents 
an  uncomfortable  appearance  ;  but  good  use  has  been  made  of  two. 
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of  the  large  dormitories  by  setting  them  apart  as  bed-rooms  for  epi¬ 
leptic  and  suicidal  cases,  22  in  each,  where  they  are  watched  during 
the  night  by  an  attendant  who  has  no  other  duty.  This  arrangement 
has  been  made  in  accordance  with  a  suggestion  given  at  the  last 
visit,  and  is  reported  to  have  answered  well,  no  accident  having 
happened  since  it  was  adopted.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  no  dormi¬ 
tory  on  this  scale  can  at  present  be  formed  in  the  female  division. 

A  room  has  recently  been  set  apart  as  a  reception  ward  for  females, 
which,  when  finished  and  well  furnished,  will  no  doubt  be  found  very 
useful.  At  present,  fitted  only  with  benches  round  the  walls  and  a 
long  table  down  the  middle,  it  has  a  very  comfortless  appearance. 
As  on  former  occasions,  the  condition  of  the  women’s  wards  was 
much  better  than  those  occupied  by  men  ;  but  on  both  sides,  except 
in  the  female  infirmary  wing,  there  is  a  want  of  small  matters  of 
home-like  furniture  and  ornaments.  These  defects  are  especially 
observable  in  Nos.  2  and  4  wards  in  both  divisions,  and  it  is  here 
that  the  roughest  and  most  impulsive  patients  are  placed.  These 
wards  are,  as  regards  construction  and  arrangement,  most  unsuited 
for  the  class  of  patients  who  occupy  them. 

The  day  space  is  cramped,  with  no  ready  access  to  an  airing-court, 
and  there  is  not  sufficient  dormitory  accommodation  even  for  the 
limited  numbers  they  ought  to  contain.  On  the  male  side  we  found, 
in  No.  4,  23  men  of  the  most  dangerous  class,  only  6  of  whom  slept 
there,  the  rest  being  taken  to  various  parts  of  the  building  at  night. 

There  were  one  or  two  rather  noisy  women,  and  some  rough,  excited 
men  in  the  wards  above  alluded  to,  but  on  the  whole,  the  patients  be¬ 
haved  well.  The  women  were  personally  clean  and  well  clothed,  and  the 
condition  of  the  men  is  better  than  formerly ;  but  there  is  room  for  still 
further  improvement,  the  first  step  towards  which  should  be  to  secure, 
at  any  cost,  an  efficient  staff  of  qualified  and  respectable  attendants. 
The  staff  considered  necessary  for  the  male  side,  and  which  would 
probably  be  sufficient  if  the  posts  were  filled  by  good  officers,  is  28 
ordinary,  and  1  head  attendants  ;  but  it  appears  that  about  the  end 
of  last  year  one  after  another  the  men  gave  notice  and  left,  until 
they  were  ten  short  of  their  proper  number,  and  this  deficiency  con¬ 
tinued  up  to  within  the  last  fortnight,  since  when  the  staff  has  been 
raised  to  within  three  of  the  proper  number,  including  a  new  head 
attendant.  The  old  head  attendant  left  in  November.  He  was  fol¬ 
lowed  by  a  man  who  proved  inefficient,  and  one  of  the  ordinary 
attendants  was  temporarily  appointed  to  the  post.  Much  of  the 
difficulty  experienced  in  obtaining  suitable  attendants  arises,  no 
doubt,  from  the  remote  position  of  the  asylum,  and  the  few  means 
accessible  to  them  for  recreation  beyond  the  asylum  precincts,  and 
also  to  the  want  of  a  comfortable  mess-room,  and  reading-room  sup¬ 
plied  with  amusements  to  occupy  their  evenings.  For  the  married 
men  cottages  have  been  provided,  but  it  is  for  the  younger  and  un¬ 
married  attendants,  that  some  such  arrangement  as  we  have  indicated 
ought  to  be  made. 

Neither  restraint  nor  seclusion  are  ever  employed  here ;  at  least 
no  instances  are  recorded  since  the  last  visit.  In  most  respects  we 
find  the  ordinary  arrangements  and  organisation  of  the  asylum  to  be 
the  same  as  before  reported;  119  men  and  170 women  are  regularly 
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there  are  three  services  on  Sunday,  so  as  to  compensate,  as  far  as  - 

possible,  for  the  limited  size.  'The  same  want  of  space  prevents  the  Durham, 
assembling  of  any  considerable  number  of  the  patients  for  associated  Asy  um' 
entertainments  in  the  hall,  but  there  are  concerts  and  readings 
during  the  winter,  and  excursions  and  pic-nics  in  summer  time. 

Within  doors  we  thought,  as  on  former  occasions,  that  many  of  the 
wards  were  ill-provided  with  books,  papers,  and  other  means  of 
amusement. 

The  case  of  John  Coates  having  already  been  the  subject  of  a 
coroner’s  inquest,  and  a  further  special  investigation  by  the  Visiting 
Justices  on  the  day  preceding  our  visit,  we  have  not  thought  that 
any  good  object  would  be  obtained  by  another  formal  inquiry  on 
our  part ;  as  in  all  cases  of  this  description  there  is  great  difficulty 
in  obtaining  any  satisfactory  proofs  of  how  or  when  the  injuries  were 
inflicted.  The  attendants,  being  the  persons  implicated,  are  not  likely 
to  criminate  themselves,  and  it  is  very  rarely  that  the  statements  of 
patients  can  be  safely  relied  on,  the  more  intelligent  of  them  being 
often  deterred  from  stating  what  they  have  seen,  from  fear  that  they 
themselves  may  afterwards  be  ill-treated.  W e  have,  however,  had  five 
of  them  before  us  and  questioned  them  closely,  and  have  also  made  a 
variety  of  inquiries  in  reference  to  the  general  accommodation  and 
treatment  of  male  patients  of  the  more  violent  and  impulsive  classes. 

The  result  has  been,  that  although  no  such  evidence  can  be  obtained 
as  would  be  likely  to  secure  a  conviction  of  the  attendant  Gr. 
in  a  prosecution  against  him,  we  have  a  very  strong  impression 
that  it  is  to  his  violence  the  injuries  are  due,  and  we  agree  with  the 
Visiting  Justices  that  there  is  every  probability  that  they  were  in¬ 
flicted  on  the  morning  when  G.,  with  two  other  attendants  and 
a  patient,  took  Coates  from  his  single  room  in  No.  1  to  No.  4  ward, 
apparently  about  a  week  before  he  was  removed  to  the  infirmary, 
where  he  died.  The  patients  we  examined  were  seen  separately, 
and,  making  every  allowance  for  the  untrustworthiness  of  such  evi¬ 
dence,  their  statements  coincide  so  nearly  in  all  matters  relating  to 
rou^h  usage,  that  it  seems  impossible  to  doubt  that  harsh  and  violent 
treatment  on  the  part  of  some  of  the  attendants  is  a  matter  of  common 
occurrence.  One  patient  says,  f{  He  (Gr.)  punched  him  with  his 
knee  on  the  breast ;  then,  when  he  got  up  again,  he  took  his  feet 
from  under  him  and  sent  his  head  on  the  floor ;  then  he  gave  him  a 
bit  of  a  choke  like  with  the  necktie.  Then,  when  Coates  pulled  off 
one  of  G’s.  buttons,  he  kicked  him  again  on  the  right  side.  The 
next  morning  he  got  as  bad  as  he  did  the  day  before,  every  bit.” 

Another  says,  I  was  kicked  in  the  stomach  and  thrown  down. 

Then  the  attendant  put  his  left  foot  on  my  chest  and  kicked  me 
with  his  rie;ht.”  A  third  said,  “  I  am  pretty  comfortable,  but  I  am 
badly  used  by  C.,  C.,  and  M.  I  have  been  punched.  They  come 
unawares  and  trip  you  up.  1  have  often  been  punched  and 
knelt  on.  I  have  seen  Coates  badly  used  ;  they  would  not  let  him 
alone;  they  kicked  and  punched  him.”  Another,  after  describing 
the  struggle  wdth  Coates,  when  the  injuries  probably  took  place, 
said,  “  I  have  seen  a  score  of  such  things  since  1  have  been  here, 
and  have  felt  them  myself.”  Another,  “l  remember  Coates.  He 
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was  a  very  troublesome  man.  I  liave  often  seen  him  thrown  upon 
the  floor,  or  upon  a  seat,  to  quiet  him.  This  was  clone  roughly ; 
very  roughly.  Yes,  I  have  seen  him  knelt  upon  to  keep  him  down. 
It  was  necessary.’-’ 

It  is  stated  that,  upon  the  post-mortem  examination,  John  Coates’ 
ribs  were  found  to  be  unusually  brittle  ;  but,  allowing  for  this,  it  is 
not  probable  that  twelve  of  them,  as  well  as  the  sternum,  could  have 
been  broken  without  very  considerable  violence.  The  Visitors,  in 
their  summary  of  the  evidence  taken  by  them,  state  their  opinion 
that  the  fatal  result  was  entirely  owing  to  this  abnormal  state  of  the 
bones,  and  that  the  attendants  did  not  intend  to  inflict  injury ;  but 
we  cannot  agree  in  this  view,  and  we  were  glad  to  learn  from 
Dr.  Smith  that  he  intended  to  dismiss  the  attendant  G.  forth¬ 
with.  We  should  assuredly  have  advised  our  Board  to  enter  a 
prosecution  against  him  had  we  been  able  to  obtain  better  legal 
proof. 

But,  beyond  the  discharge  of  G.,  the  question  remains,  what 
steps  should  be  taken  to  introduce  a  better  system  for  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  turbulent  class  of  patients,  so  as  to  avoid  the  recurrence 
of  such  an  event  as  the  one  now  under  consideration.  In  our 
opinion  No.  4  ward  should  be  broken  up.  The  present  inmates 
should  be  separated  and  removed  to  other  wards,  and  also  from  the 
custody  of  the  three  attendants  who  now  have  charge  of  them. 

We  understand  from  Dr.  Smith  that  it  is  proposed  to  plaster  and 
paint  wards' 2  and  4  in  each  division,  lower  the  windows,  and  other¬ 
wise  improve  them  ;  but  when  this  is  done  we  hope  they  will  be  de¬ 
voted  to  a  different  class  of  patients,  and  that  wards  more  open  to 
frequent  and  unexpected  observation  by  the  medical  officers  will  be 
organised  for  the  refractory  patients,  affording  much  more  day  space, 
direct  access  to  the  airing-courts,  and  sufficient  sleeping  accommo¬ 
dation,  both  in  dormitories  and  single  rooms,  for  all  their  inmates. 

It  is  our  duty  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  no  medical  exami¬ 
nation  of  Coates’  person  was  made  until  three  days  after  his  admis¬ 
sion  into  the  infirmary.  It  is  stated  that,  at  the  time  of  Coates’ 
removal  from  No.  4,  by  direction  of  Dr.  Blacklock,  the  assistant 
medical  officer  in  charge,  was  absent  on  leave,  and  Dr.  Douglass 
being  very  unwell,  required  the  constant  attention  of  Dr.  Smith. 

Although  Dr.  Blacklock  was  thus  under  a  great  pressure  of  work, 
we  are  still  of  opinion  that  there  was  great  negligence  in  not 
making  the  personal  examination  at  once. 


Essex  County  Asylum. 

9  May  1873. 

After  an  inspection  of  the  asylum  which  occupied  us  yesterday 
and  this  morning,  we  find  ourselves  in  a  position  to  report  very 
favourably  of  its  condition  and  management. 

The  patients  upon  the  books  are  now  739.  They  consist  of  327 
men  and  412  women.  Of  the  total  number,  47  are  suffering  from 
paralysis,  of  whom  33  are  general  paralytics ;  92  are  subjects  of 

epilepsy ; 
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epilepsy ;  and  many  others  require  constant  watching,  owing  to 
their  suicidal  or  dangerous  dispositions.  Two  men  and  5  women 
were,  during  our  inspection,  absent  on  trial.  We  saw  the  rest. 

Since  the  visit  of  our  colleagues  on  the  12th  April  1872,  the 
admissions  have  reached  216,  viz.,  105  on  the  male  and  111  on  the 
female  side.  These  include  30  re-admissions.  On  the  other  hand, 
98  patients,  i.  e.,  38  males  and  60  females,  have  been  discharged,  ol 
whom  82  are  reported  to  have  recovered. 

The  deaths  of  men  have  been  55,  of  women  34.  The  mortality 
has  been  rather  above  the  average  in  county  asylums,  having  been 
at  the  rate  of  11  per  cent,  upon  the  average  number  in  residence, 
and  9  per  cent,  upon  the  total  number  under  treatment  during  the 
year.  One  patient  was  suffocated  by  turning  on  his  face  in  an 
epileptic  fit,  in  this  case  only  was  an  inquest  held.  All  the  other 
deaths  arose  from  causes  ordinary  in  asylums,  34  being  due  to 
general  and  ordinary  paralysis,  10  to  epilepsy,  10  to  pulmonary 
consumption,  and  11  to  natural  decay.  As  many  as  23  of  the  89 
deaths,  occurred  in  patients  of  65  years  of  age  and  upwards.  Post- 
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mortem  examinations  have  been  made  in  72  instances. 

There  is  a  very  large  proportion  of  feeble  cases  in  this  asylum  in 
both  divisions,  and  we  found  4  men  and  28  women  in  bed;  32  males 
and  60  females*  were  taking  medicine  on  the  first  day  of  our  visit. 
There  has  been  no  epidemic  disorder. 

We  visited  every  part  of  the  asylum,  and  were  accompanied 
throughout  by  Dr.  Campbell.  His  popularity  with  the  patients 
appears  to  be  great,  and  we  feel  that  his  recovery  from  severe  illness 
is  a  very  proper  subject  for  general  congratulation. 

Spring  renovation  and  cleaning  were  in  progress  in  some  corridors 
on  the  male  side ;  elsewhere  the  wards  were  perfectly  clean,  well 
ventilated,  and  in  excellent  order.  The  detached  buildings,  especially 
the  new  block  occupied  by  200  female  patients,  presented  a  most 
cheerful  aspect.  In  the  wards  of  the  main  building,  generally,  a 
good  effect  has  been  produced  by  painting  the  walls  of  single  rooms, 
as  suggested  by  our  colleagues  at  the  last  visit.  An  additional 
water-closet  has  been  introduced  into  three  female  wards  in  that 
building,  and  a  similar  improvement  is  to  be  carried  out  this  summer 
in  the  other  wards  of  the  female,  and  in  all  the  wards  of  the  male 
division.  The  arrangements  for  personal  washing  are  not  yet  quite, 
satisfactory.  There  are  still  but  three  basins  in  the  lavatory  of  each 
ward;  these  are  insufficient  for  the  number  of  patients  who  use 
them.  We  think  that  more  of  the  patients  should  be  induced  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  washing  accommodation  provided  in  the 
dormitories. 

The  bath-rooms  on  both  sides  of  the  asylum  have  been  re-arranged, 
and  many  of  them  refitted.  The  contract  for  supply  ol  water 
without  limit  as  to  quantity  is  still  in  force ;  each  patient  has  a 
weekly  bath,  and  for  each  the  water  is  changed. 

With  two  or  three  exceptions  in  each  division,  we  found  the 
patients  throughout  free  from  excitement  and  orderly  in  their 
demeanour.  The  diet  appeared  to  give  satisfaction,  and  we  had  no 
trustworthy  complaint  of  ill-treatment  against  the  attendants.  The 
clothing  of  both  sexes  was  good  and  suitable,  and  in  creditable  con- 
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Appendix  (D.)  clition.  One  patient  only,  a  woman  suffering  from  maniacal  excite- 
Essex  Asylum.  ment  with  violent  tendencies,  was  in  seclusion.  It  appears  from  the 
medical  journal,  however,  that  the  instances  of  seclusion  since  the 
last  visit,  13  months  ago,  have  been  somewhat  numerous,  though 
applicable  only  to  4  men  and  8  women.  The  4  men  were  secluded, 
altogether  upon  75  days,  or  greater  portions  of  days,  and  the  8  women, 
altogether  upon  176  days,  or  greater  portions  of  days.  One  of  the 
latter,  the  patient  secluded  at  the  time  of  our  visit,  has  been  thus 
isolated  upon  as  many  as  70  of  the  176  occasions.  Mechanical 
restraint  has  been  employed  in  three  instances,  namely  :  (1.)  That 
of  a  man  who  wore  a  strait  jacket  for  a  fortnight  to  prevent  attempts 
at  self-mutilation (2.)  That  of  a  male  patient  who  wore  locked 
gloves  for  three  days,  for  a  similar  reason  ;  (3.)  That  of  a  woman 
who  wore  locked  gloves  for  a  week,  to  restrain  her  suicidal  attempts. 

The  attendance  at  Divine  service  is  limited  by  the  size  of  the 
chapel  to  an  average  on  Sundays  of  150  men  and  168  women. 

The  records  show  that  196  men  and  262  women  are  employed  in 
various  ways.  Of  the  former,  83  work  on  the  land,  31  at  trades  and 
in  the  shops,  and  70  in  the  wards  and  laundry.  Of  the  latter,  117 
do  needlework,  44  are  employed  in  the  laundry  and  kitchen,  and  76 
in  wards  or  household  duties. 

The  clothes  are  all  made  in  the  asylum,  but  it  has  not  yet  been 
found  practicable  to  do  more  than  repair  the  shoes,  all  the  new  being 
purchased  by  contract.  We  hope  that  the  suggestion  of  our  Col¬ 
leagues,  at  the  last  visit,  on  this  subject,  will  not  be  lost  sight  of. 

Various  means  of  amusement  are  adequately  supplied  in  the  wards, 
and  there  are  periodical  associated  entertainments,  comprising 
dances  and  dramatic  performances.  One  of  the  latter  took  place  last 
night,  and  was  much  enjoyed  by  the  patients.  The  numbers  who 
might  attend  the  dances  and  other  entertainments  are  limited  by  the 
inadequate  dimensions  of  the  present  recreation-room.  We  take 
leave  to  suggest  for  consideration,  the  utilisation  of  the  space 
between  that  room  and  the  kitchen  for  the  purposes  of  recreation, 
and  also  as  a  general  dining-hall  for  the  main  building.  We  would 
mention  that  by  covering  over  such  a  space  with  a  glass  roof,  a  large 
hall  has  been  obtained  at  Prestwich  Asylum.  A  general  dining- 
hall  is  now  looked  upon  as  very  necessary  in  every  large  asylum. 

The  arrangements  for  out-door  exercise  are  the  same  as  before 
reported.  We  hope  that  it  will  be  found  practicable  to  give  to 
larger  numbers  of  the  women  in  the  main  building  opportunites  for 
taking  extended  exercise  beyond  the  airing-courts.  We  were  glad 
to  observe  that  it  is  in  contemplation  to  set  apart,  by  a  wire  fence,  a 
garden  of  good  size  for  the  women’s  “  new  building,”  hitherto 
without  an  airing-court.  This  is  very  desirable,  as  a  considerable 
proportion  of  the  patients  resident  in  that  block  are  incapable  of 
going  regularly  round  the  asylum  grounds.  Tents,  or  some  other 
sunshade,  will  be  found  necessary  in  summer. 

W e  are  glad  to  report  that  there  is  now  a  second  medical  assistant 
officer,  who,  as  was  contemplated  when  the  plans  for  the  new  building 
were  approved,  resides  in  that  part  of  the  asylum.  This  appoint¬ 
ment  has  doubtless  given  time  to  the  medical  staff  to  execute  more 
completely  its  general  duties,  including  the  careful  keeping  up  of 
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the  case-books,  which  we  cannot  do  otherwise  than  notice  with  Appendix  (d.) 
satisfaction.  _ _ 

A  second  night  attendant  has,  in  accordance  with  the  recommen-  Essex  Asylum, 
dation  of  our  colleagues,  been  engaged  in  the  male  division,  for  the 
special  supervision  of  the  worst  cases  among  the  suicidal  and 
epileptic  patients.  We  have  made  a  suggestion  to  Dr.  Campbell  for 
uniting  two  dormitories,  by  which  arrangement  the  observation  of 
this  attendant  could  be  extended  to  larger  numbers. 

The  attendants  appear  to  be  respectable  and  intelligent,  and 
adequate  in  number  ;  those  on  duty  by  day  consist  of  25  in  the 
male,  and  31  in  the  female  division.  Since  the  last  visit,  the  Com¬ 
mittee  have  increased  the  wages  of  the  men  upon  engagement  by 
2  /.,  the  women  by  1  /.,  and  have  extended  the  maximum  of  wages 
of  the  former  to  35  /.,  of  the  latter  to  22  /. 

The  present  weekly  rate  of  maintenance  charged  to  Essex  unions 
is  10  s.  6  d . 

From  the  foregoing  report  it  will  be  seen  that  the  asylum  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  maintained  in  a  condition  creditable  to  those  concerned 
in  its  management  and  supervision. 


Glamorgan  County  Asylum- 

27  November  1873. 

At  our  visit  this  day  we  have  gone  over  the  whole  of  the  wards  Glamorgan 
and  offices,  which  we  found  in  the  best  order  throughout.  Asylum. 
The  only  alterations  since  the  last  visit,  are  the  completion  of  the 
new  ward  for  40  females,  which  will  be  occupied  in  a  few  days,  and 
the  construction  of  a  Turkish  bath  adjoining  the  gas  works,  the  heat 
from  which  will  be  utilised  for  the  purpose. 

The  arrangement  of  the  new  block  is  very  convenient,  and  the 
work  lias  been  well  executed.  It  will  form  a  valuable  addition  to 
the  asylum,  and  greatly  facilitate  a  proper  classification  ;  but  it  is 
to  be  feared  that  ere  long  further  additions  will  prove  necessary,  as 
the  annual  increase  of  lunacy  in  the  county  is  large,  and  proceeds 
at  a  steady  rate. 

The  number  of  patients  now  on  the  books  is  478,  ol  whom  249 
are  men,  and  229  women,  leaving  71  vacant  beds  in  the  male,  and 
21  in  the  female  division;  bur,  at  present,  the  women  occupy  18 
beds  properly  belonging  to  the  male  side,  and  7  other  beds  are  in 
places  not  originally  intended  as  dormitories. 

Since  our  visit  on  the  16th  October  last  year,  75  men  and  58 
women  have  been  admitted ;  33  men  and  32  women  have  been  dis¬ 
charged,  of  whom  40  were  recovered,  and  26  men  and  15  women 
have  died  from  various  causes,  generally  of  an  ordinary  character. 

There  were  3  inquests  held,  however;  one  on  the  body  of  a  woman, 
who,  having  accidentally  fractured  her  thigh,  died  from  exhaustion 
from  bed  sores.  The  second  on  another  woman  who  died  from 
ulceration  of  the  gullet,  produced  by  the  pressure  of  part  of  a  spoon 
she  had  swallowed ;  and  the  third  on  a  man  whose  death  was  sudden, 
and  produced  from  natural  causes. 

O.48. 
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The  mortality  has  been  low  (luring  the  thirteen  months  which 
have  elapsed  since  our  visit,  being  at  the  rate  of  8  per  cent  on  the 
average  daily  number  resident. 

There  has  been  no  suicide  or  fatal  casualty.  The  freedom  from 
accidents  during  the  night  which  has  happily  prevailed  here,  must, 
we  think,  in  a  great  measure,  be  attributed  to  the  arrangement,  un¬ 
usual  in  county  asylums,  but  the  rule  here,  of  placing  the  attendants 
to  sleep  in  the  dormitories  with  their  patients. 

We  saw  every  inmate,  and  made  all  the  statutory  inquiries  as  to 
their  care  and  treatment.  All  seemed  very  comfortable  and  con¬ 
tented,  and  great  good  order  and  quiet  prevailed  everywhere, 

A  number  of  patients  in  both  divisions  were  employed  in  various 
ways ;  and  books,  and  other  means  of  amusement  were  to  be  found 
in  the  rooms.  As  respects  regular  industrial  occupation,  about  160 
of  each  sex  are  reported. 

The  weekly  associated  dances  are  attended  by  200  patients  of 
both  sexes,  and  are  evidently  much  appreciated  and  enjoyed  by 
them. 

The  hall  is  used  for  all  meals  daily,  and  we  were  present  at  the 
dinner  this  morning,  when  121  men  and  80  women  were  assembled, 
and,  as  usual,  behaved  with  great  propriety.  The  dinner  was  stew, 
made  (partly)  from  Australian  meat.  Some  few  patients,  especially 
women,  refused  to  eat  it;  but  as  the  food  was  very  good,  and  well 
cooked,  we  think  there  is  no  ground  whatever  for  complaint. 

A  Welsh  and  English  service  is  given  by  the  chaplain  on  Sunday, 
at  which  nearly  200  patients  of  both  sexes  are  usually  present. 

We  have  signed  and  examined  the  statutory  books  and  registers, 
which  seem  to  be  carefully  kept.  It  appears  from  the  medical 
journal,  that  as  regards  mechanical  restraint,  1  man  has  for  surgical 
reasons,  worn  gloves  during  37  days  and  86  nights  ;  and  another  man, 
owing  to  destructive  propensities  has  been  similarly  restrained  upon 
109  nio'hts.  Amoimthe  women,  1  has  worn  a  jacket  for  half-an-hour 
to  prevent  self-injury  ;  and  the  same  woman  and  three  others  have 
also  been  packed  in  wet  sheets  altogether  on  14  occasions.  There 
has  been  very  little  seclusion  amounting  altogether  to  14  instances, 
applicable  to  6  men  and  3  women.  The  reasons  being  epileptic  or 
maniacal  excitement. 

We  had  considerable  difficulty  to-day  owing  to  the  similarity  of 
the  names,  in  identifying  the  patients  brought  before  us,  with  the 
names  on  our  register,  and  have  begged  that  in  future  the  ward  lists 
may  also  contain  the  dates  of  admission. 

In  conclusion,  we  have  to  state,  that  the  condition  and  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  asylum  continues  to  be  very  satisfactory  and  highly 
creditable  to  the  superintendent,  and  the  officers  acting  under  his 
direction. 

The  Committee  of  Justices  visit  frequently,  and  give  much  care 
and  attention  to  the  state  of  the  institution  and  the  welfare  of  its 
inmates. 
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Gloucester  County  Asylum.  Appendix  (d.) 

15  February  1873. 

Our  inspection  of  the  Gloucester  County  Asylum  was  commenced  Gloucester 
yesterday,  and  concluded  this  day.  Asylum. 

The  patients  are  in  number  622,  consisting  of  285  men  and  337 
women ;  one  only  of  each  sex  is  of  the  private  class.  The  admis¬ 
sions  since  our  Colleagues  visit  in  March  of  last  year  have  reached 
148,  of  which  69  were  in  the  male  and  79  in  the  female  division. 

The  same  number  of  men  (69)  and  65  women  have  been  discharged. 

Of  the  former,  28  went  out  as  recovered,  and  of  the  latter,  45. 

Of  those  admitted,  28,  were  however,  re-admissions;  death  has 
carried  off  35  men  and  9  women.  With  the  exception  of  a  suicide, 
that  of  a  patient  away  on  leave  of  absence,  the  causes  of  death  have 
been  ordinary ;  only  1  inquest  has  been  held  ;  it  was  in  the  case  of 
a  male  patient  found  dead.  P>  st-mortem  examinations  revealed 
disease  of  the  arteries,  and  softening  of  the  brain,  with  hcemorrhage. 

The  verdict  of  the  coroner’s  jury  was  death  from  natural  causes. 

We  find,  that  during  the  past  12  months,  29  bodies  of  deceased 
patients  have  undergone  examination. 

It  appears  that  there  has  been  no  epidemic  in  the  asylum.  The 
deaths  show  a  very  low  rate  of  mortality,  and  the  general  health 
has  been  and  is  exceedingly  good.  In  spring  of  last  year,  upon 
the  outbreak  of  small-pox  in  Gloucester  and  the  neighbourhood, 
the  patients,  upon  whom  no  vaccine  marks  were  jolainly  visible, 
were  subjected  to  vaccination.  There  are  10  patients  only  of 
each  sex  now  taking  medicine,  and  yesterday  we  found  but  3  men 
and  8  women  in  bed,  1  of  the  latter  suffering  from  cancer,  another 
from  tumour ;  the  rest  were  epileptics,  paralytics,  or  very  aged  or 
infirm  persons.  Very  few  patients  have  met  with  falls,  and  such 
like  casualties ;  none  of  these  have  been  of  a  serious  nature.  The 
medical  records  are  well  kept ;  they  show  that  13  men  and  nearly 
twice  as  many  women  have  been  secluded,  respectively,  on  67  and 
126  occasions;  the  seclusion  altogether  lasted  1,676  hours.  Of  the 
secluded,  9  were  epileptics,  and  to  them  must  be  debited  52  of  the 
total  number  of  hours. 

Turning  to  the  registry  of  employment,  we  learn  that  325  patients 
of  both  sexes  are  usefully  employed.  This  number  includes  30 
men  occupied  as  tailors,  shoemakers,  painters,  masons,  and  car¬ 
penters  ;  58  males  working  on  the  farm  and  garden ;  35  women  and 
11  men  in  the  laundry,  and  57  females  engaged  upon  needlework; 
all  the  rest  of  both  sexes  are  ward  cleaners,  or  assist  in  the  kitchen 
and  domestic  offices.  The  weekly  charge  for  the  pauper  inmates 
belonging  to  the  county  is  now  9  s.;  there  are  only  2  out-county 
patients. 

During  our  inspection,  we  have  seen  every  patient,  spoken  to  a 
large  proportion  of  them,  and  listened  to  all  such  as  volunteered  to 
speak  to  us ;  no  one  is  away  on  leave  of  absence. 

The  wards  were,  during  our  passage  through  them,  generally 
quiet;  the  patients  demeanour,  with  few  exceptions,  was  orderly 
and  proper,  and  many  testified  to  their  kind  treatment ;  no  male 
patient  was  in  seclusion,  but  2  women  were  so. 

The  structural  defects  of  a  portion  of  this  asylum  are  but  too 
O.48.  patent; 
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patent ;  tlie  day-rooms  and  dormitories  are,  however,  clean,  and  the 
staff  seems  to  be  in  the  proportion  of  1  attendant  to  12  patients,  or 
thereabouts. 

e  think  that  the  dress  of  the  patients  requires  more  attention  iu 
regard  to  tidiness.  In  some  of  the  wards  occupied  by  the  women, 
we  also  remarked  too  many  of  its  inmates  were  permitted  to  cover 
their  heads  with  their  aprons,  to  go  about  with  unfastened  dress,  and 
to  lie  about  in  unseemly  attitudes.  These  bad  habits  require,  on 
the  part  of  the  attendants,  more  effectual  check. 

We  noticed  with  satisfaction  that  the  corridor  in  No.  2,  on  the 
female  side,  had  been  widened,  and  the  day-room  had  been  enlarged. 
Here  and  elsewhere  very  many  of  the  women  were  busy  at  needle¬ 
work  ;  the  water-closet  attached  to  this  ward  requires  better  venti¬ 
lation,  The  sleeping  accommodation  added  to  the  ward  gives  a 
dormitory,  with  28  beds,  4  single  rooms,  and  1  with  2  beds  ;  the 
means  of  personal  washing  are  scarcely  sufficient;  we  would  recom¬ 
mend  more  basins  upon  a  suitable  stand,  for  the  men.  Two  new 
day-rooms  are  opened,  but  scarcely  yet  fit  for  occupation.  The 
worn-out  flooring  in  Nos.  7  and  8  male  wards  have  been  replaced 
by  oak  planking,  and  there  we  met  with  an  additional  lavatory, 
earth-closet,  and  urinal.  Among  the  minor  improvements,  we  may 
mention  two  cupboards  for  medicines  in  the  attendant’s  room 
for  each  ward,  of  course  under  lock  and  key  ;  the  erection  of  an 
iron  urinal  in  No.  5  airing-court  for  the  men;  and  a  sun-sliade  in 
No.  13,  where  also  is  now  an  excellent  tennis-court.  The  lowering 
of  the  wall  between  the  greenhouse  and  that  portion  of  the  ground 
which  was  set  apart  long  since  for  the  exercise  of  the  inmates  of 
Wards  7  and  8  on  the  male  side,  has  been  a  considerable  improve¬ 
ment  in  that  quarter. 

Yesterday  we  saw  dinner  served  in  several  of  the  female  wards, 
and  to-day  we  w’ere  present  at  that  meal  in  the  male  department. 
The  women  had  Australian  meat  stew,  which  appeared  to  be 
generally  liked,  and  was  sufficient  in  quantity.  The  men  had  soup 
only,  which  was  thin,  and  not  very  popular.  The  men  also  com¬ 
plained  that  the  salt  meat  which  they  occasionally  have,  is  too  salt. 

As  many  as  3  patients  appear  to  be  still  bathed  in  the  same  water  ; 
this  practice  is  so  unusual  now  in  county  asylums,  or  indeed  any¬ 
where,  that  we  hope  that  the  Committee  will  do  all  in  their  power 
to  apply  a  remedy.  In  one  of  the  bath-rooms,  that  in  No.  5  ward 
on  the  male  side,  we  observed  brooms  somewhat  untidily  placed  in  a 
corner ;  we  think  that  for  safety,  as  well  as  tidiness  sake,  such 
things  should  be  put  away  in  a  cupboard. 

Yv  e  were  glad  to  hear  that  horse-hair  is  in  course  of  introduction 
for  bedding  in  the  place  of  coir,  which  material  has  not  been  bought 
for  a  year  and  upwards. 

The  good  health  which  has  prevailed  here  has,  it  seems,  withdrawn 
attention  from  the  necessity  for  proper  infirmary  arrangements ; 
but  this  is  matter  which  cannot  long  be  neglected  without  injury, 
and  that  of  a  very  serious  nature,  to  the  patients. 

The  recommendation  of  our  Colleagues,  as  to  gas  burners  in  the 
new  dormitories,  have  not  been  adopted,  owing,  we  understand,  to 
the  cost  of  such  burners. 

In  regard  to  exercise  out  of  doors,  Mr.  Toller  informed  us  that 

the

the  patients  use  the  boundary  walk  four  times  in  each  week,  the 
sexes  going  at  separate  times,  and  all,  capable  of  walking  so  far,  go 
beyond  the  grounds  every  Friday,  weather  permitting. 

During  our  visit  we  saw  a  party  of  men,  18  or  thereabouts,  start 
for  a  game  of  football.  The  recreation  of  a  weekly  dance  is  varied 
by  theatrical  performances,  concerts,  &c.,  during  the  winter  ;  there 
are  also  pic-nics  to  the  neighbouring  hills  in  parties  conveyed  in  vans 
during  the  summer,  and  within  the  past  year,  two  out-door  fetes 
have  taken  place  in  the  asylum  grounds.  The  men  find  amusement 
also  in  skittles,  football,  and  cricket.  We  heard  the  attendants  band 
play  a  waltz,  and  their  performance  was  highly  creditable  ;  it  plays 
very  frequently  to  the  patients  in  the  recreation-room,  and  during 
the  warm  weather  in  the  airing-courts. 

Before  leaving  the  asylum,  we  visited  the  chapel,  school -room, 
recreation-hall,  and  all  the  shops  and  offices.  The  chapel  is 
nearly  finished,  and  will  be  a  considerable  ornament  to  the 
asylum  ;  the  fittings  are  plain,  but  excellent,  and  the  seats  will 
accommodate  from  350  to  400  patients.  Provision  has  not  yet 
been  made  for  the  epileptics  who  may  be  the  subjects  of  fits  during 
Divine  service,  but  we  understand  that  this  requirement  will  not  be 
overlooked,  On  the  school  list  are  30  females,  and  about  20  men 
and  boys.  We  had  some  conversation  with  the  schoolmistress,  who 
appears  to  take  much  interest  in  her  work,  and  the  results  which 
she  exhibited  to  us,  in  the  shape  of  writing,  &c.,  told  in  her  favour. 
The  recreation-hall  is  now  decorated  very  artistically  by,  as  we  are 
told,  a  member  of  the  Committee,  and  in  the  construction  of  a  stage, 
with  excellent  scenery,  for  plays,  one  of  the  medical  officers  takes  a 
prominent  part.  All  this  is  to  us  very  satisfactory,  as  showing  that 
the  patients  here  are  well  cared  for  by  those  in  whose  hands  is  vested 
their  charge  and  treatment. 
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We  have  this  day  made  the  statutory  annual  visit  to  the  asylum,  Hants  Asylum, 
inspected  all  its  wards,  offices,  workshops,  and  premises,  and,  with 
the  exception  of  3  males,  who  were  absent  on  trial,  have  seen  the 
whole  of  the  patients  now  on  the  books. 

The  following  tabular  statement  shows  the  changes  in  the  patients 
which  have  occurred  since  the  visit  of  our  colleagues  in  November 
last,  and  their  actual  numbers : —

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Appendix  (d.)  The  deaths  were  from  causes  ordinary  in  asylums;  the  only  one 
Hants  Asylum.  paUmg  f°r  special  mention  is  that  of  a  female  epileptic  found  dead 
in  bed;  of  which  the  particulars  were  fully  reported  to  our  board;  and 
to  the  coroner,  who  did  not  deem  it  necessary  to  hold  an  inquest. 

Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  nearly  one-third  of  the 
cases. 

The  asylum  is  now  quite  full;  the  dormitories  generally  continue 
much  overcrowded,  and  the  aggregate  number  of  beds  exceeds  the 
proper  complement  by  at  least  14. 

In  order,  pro  tanto ,  to  relieve  the  existing  pressure,  notices  have 
been  given  to  the  town  councils  of  Winchester  and  Andover, 
requiring  the  removal  of  their  pauper  lunatics  not  later  than  the 
30th  of  June  proximo.  The  patients  belonging  to  these  boroughs, 
respectively,  are  41  (21  males  and  20  females),  and  9  (3  males  and 
6  females). 

The  Winchester  Town  Council  have  generally  accepted  the 
notices.  That  of  Andover  disputed  its  validity,  on  the  ground  that 
it  ought  to  have  been  addressed  to  the  guardians  of  the  Andover 
Union.  Having  regard  to  all  the  circumstances,  we  recommend 
the  Committee  of  Visitors,  in  order  to  obviate  any  objection,  with¬ 
out  a  withdrawal  of  their  notice,  further  to  communicate  directly 
with  the  board  of  guardians. 

The  sanitary  state  of  the  asylum  at  present  is  satisfactory,  the 
patients  registered  as  under  medical  treatment  being  65  in  number, 
viz.,  23  males  and  42  females.  We  found  very  few  in  bed. 

According  to  the  medical  journal,  since  the  last  visit,  there  have 
been  secluded,  on  account  of  maniacal  or  epileptic  excitement 
2  males  (both  epileptics),  and  7  females  (one  epileptic),  the  former 
once  each,  and  the  latter  altogether  on  14  occasions. 

Restraint  has,  during  the  same  period,  been  employed  in  the  case 
of  one  female,  for  half  an  hour,  for  surgical  reasons. 

The  latest  ward  returns  show  the  patients  usefully  employed  to 
be  301  in  number  (144  males  and  157  females);  of  the  former,  47 
on  the  farm,  and  in  the  garden,  and  airing-courts,  and  road  work, 
cvc.,  and  25  as  artisans ;  and  of  the  latter,  56  in  needlework  and 
knitting,  54  in  the  laundry  department,  and  8  in  the  kitchen. 
About  50  males  and  40  females  assist  generally  in  the  wards. 

The  numbers  attending  Divine  service,  morning  and  afternoon, 
were,  on  Sunday  last,  245  (130  males  and  115  females),  and  on 
Wednesday  evening,  203  (90  males  and  113  females).  The  chapel 
will  not,  according  to  Dr.  Manley’s  calculation,  properly  accom¬ 
modate  more  than  about  250  persons.  There  is,  as  he  informs  us, 
no  present  intention  of  extending  the  accommodation.  We  trust, 
however,  that  this  important  matter  will  receive  the  further  and 
early  consideration  of  the  Committee,  and  that  they  will  decide  upon 
building  a  detached  chapel  of  adequate  dimensions,  and  conveniently 
accessible  from  the  asylum. 

Since  the  last  visit  there  have  been  24  evening  parties  for  dancing 
and  music,  a  concert,  and  9  theatrical  entertainments.  After  we 
had  completed  our  inspection,  examinations,  and  inquiries,  we  had 
an  opportunity  of  witnessing  a  dramatic  performance,  by  three  of 
the  attendants,  winch  the  patients,  who  filled  the  hall,  appeared 
much  to  enjoy,  and  applauded. 
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There  is  an  ample  supply  of  books,  issued  monthly,  newspapers 
distributed  from  week  to  week,  and  illustrated  and  other  periodicals, 
many  of  which  we  observed  on  the  tables,  and  in  the  hands  of  the 
patients.  There  is  a  bagatelle  board  in  every  ward,  and  in  the 
female  division  are  four  pianos. 

The  arrangements  for  out-door  exercise  continue  very  satisfactory. 
Parties  of  patients  are  taken  out  daily  for  extended  walks  in  the 
neighbouring  country.  There  is  a  turfed  path  round  the  boundary 
of  the  estate,  about  half  a  mile  in  length,  upon  which  seats,  already 
prepared,  will  shortly  be  placed ;  and  the  patients  have  besides  the 
advantage  of  a  good  gravel  walk  around  the  walls  of  the  asylum  and 
airing-courts. 

The  patients,  during  our  visit  to  their  several  wards,  with  two  or 
three  exceptions  only  in  the  female  ward  H.,  were  remarkably 
quiet  and  orderly.  Their  personal  condition,  generally,  as  to 
clothing  and  otherwise,  was  most  satisfactory,  and  creditable  to  the 
attendants  immediately  charged  with  their  supervision  and  care. 
The  state  of  the  rooms  and  beds  also  afforded  abundant  evidence  of 
careful  attention  on  their  part. 

The  ordinary  attendants  are  in  number  25  on  the  male  side,  and 
24  on  the  female,  under  the  head  attendants  in  the  respective 
divisions.  The  night  attendants,  one  on  each  side,  are  reported 
by  Dr.  Manley  to  be  very  efficient,  and  equal  to  their  duties.  We 
learn  with  much  satisfaction  that  a  special  meeting  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  has  been  summoned  for  Saturday  next,  to  consider  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  a  revision  and  increase  of  the  scale  of  wages  of  the  attendants 
and  nurses. 

The  present  weekly  charge  for  patients  is  9s.  ;  that  for 

Winchester  and  Andover  patients  is  from  11  s.  7 \d.  to  12  5.  7 \d.\ 
and  for  private  patients,  14  5. 

In  reference  to  the  last  report  we  have  to  state  further  as 
follows : — 

The  patients  in  male  ward  F.  have  been  reduced  in  number  from 
57  to  47,  by  the  transfer  of  10  to  ward  C.  At  the  same  time  the 
most  excitable  patients  have  been  more  evenly  distributed  between 
the  two  wards.  More  low  bedsteads  have  been  provided  for  epilep¬ 
tics,  some  of  them  with  padded  borders.  The  extensions  of  the  day- 
rooms  in  male  wards  A.  and  D.  have  been  completely  furnished, 
painted,  and  papered,  and  the  question  is  under  consideration  of 
extending  male  wards  F.  and  G.  similarly  towards  H.  and  L.  on  the 
female  side.  Larger  pipes  now  supply  abundance  of  hot  water  to 
the  baths,  and  every  patient  has  fresh  water. 

The  question  of  lowering  the  floor  of,  and  extending,  the  recrea¬ 
tion  hall,  as  suggested,  is  under  the  consideration  of  the  Committee, 
whose  attention  has  been  directed  to  it  by  Dr.  Manley,  who  has 
also  explained  to  us  the  proposed  arrangement.  We  hope  that  this 
essential  improvement  will  be  at  once  carried  out. 

The  whole  asylum,  as  will  be  seen  by  our  report,  is  in  a  most 
satisfactory  state,  and  under  excellent  superintendence  and  manage¬ 
ment. 
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Hereford  (County  and  City)  Asylum. 

22  February  1873. 

Our  annual  visit  was  this  day  made  to  Hereford  County  and 
City  Asylum.  TV  e  find  there  are  now  249  patients  on  the  books. 
These  consist  of  128  men,  and  121  women,  of  whom  three  of  each 
sex  are  private  patients,  one  of  them  being  a  lunatic  found  so  by 
inquisition.  The  changes  which  have  taken  place  since  our  col¬ 
leagues  visit  on  the  16th  March  last,  in  the  number  of  those  in 
charge  here  may  be  thus  stated  :  —

Of  the  last-mentioned  persons,  18  are  reported  to  have  re¬ 
covered. 

One  female  pauper  patient  was  found  dead  in  bed.  In  this  case, 
and  that  of  a  male  pauper,  inquests  were  held,  and  the  verdicts  were 
in  effect  c  natural  causes.’  In  another  case,  a  male  was  found  dead 
in  bed,  but  the  coroner  did  not  think  fit  to  hold  an  inquest,  he  was 
a  general  paralytic,  and  is  supposed  to  have  died  from  suffocation 
while  lying  upon  his  face.  A  fourth,  a  man  also,  was  choked 
while  eating  his  dinner;  the  superintendent  believes  that  it  was  in  a 
fit,  but  in  this  case  also  the  coroner  did  not  deem  an  inquest  to  be 
necessary.  The  deaths  of  the  other  patients  arose,  it  is  recorded, 
from  causes  which  experience  tells  us,  are  ordinary  in  asylums. 
There  have  been  no  casualties  of  a  serious  kind,  other  than  those 
mentioned,  if  we  except  the  fracture  of  a  male  patient’s  leg  attributed 
to  accident.  No  epidemic  has  visited  the  asylum,  and  the  general 
health  is  at  present  good. 

We  saw  every  patient  in  our  way  through  the  buildings,  except 
one  female,  absent  on  trial ;  four  men  and  a  boy  and  four  women 
were  in  bed,  but  none  from  causes  which  it  is  necessary  to 
specify  as  extraordinary.  No  person  was  in  seclusion  or  under 
mechanical  restraint  at  the  time  of  our  visit.  There  is  no  record 
of  restraint  since  our  Colleagues  were  here,  and  during  that  in¬ 
terval  resort  to  the  former  mode  of  treatment  has  been,  except 
with  1  man,  and  2  women,  very  rare.  Altogether,  only  4  male  and 
12  female  patients  have  been  secluded.  The  medical  books  show 
that  8  men  and  1 1  women  are  those  now  taking  medicine.  The 
men  did  not  present  so  creditable  an  appearance  as  the  women,  being 
far  less  clean  and  tidy  in  dress,  but  all,  with  a  few  exceptions  in  each 
division,  were  free  from  excitement,  and  behaved  in  an  orderly 
manner.  W e  were  present  at  dinner  in  the  wards,  tasted  the  soup, 

*  beer.

beer,  and  bread,  and  found  them  to  be  of  good  quality.  The  dietary, 
consisting  of  solid  meat  on  four  days  of  the  week,  soup,  stew,  and 
pie,  on  the  other  days,  appears  to  us  sufficient.  Australian  meat  is 
occasionally  used,  and  few  complaints  are  made  upon  the  subject. 
The  wards  were  in  good  order,  as  we  passed  through  them ;  the 
ventilation  is  all  that  we  could  desire,  the  baths  are  clean,  and  the 
closets,  free  from  any  offensive  odour,  appear  to  be  well  looked  after. 

.  ^.n.  many  portions  of  the  building,  especially  in  the  female 
division,  painting  and  papering  should  not  be  delayed  ;  the  wood 
work  is  being  grained,  and  the  furniture  supplied  is  of  good  quality. 
The  dormitories  and  single  rooms  are  in  proper  condition,  so  far  as 
cleanliness  goes,  but  there  is  a  scarcity  of  under  blankets  on  the  beds, 
and  we  learn  that  there  are  but  few  in  store.  Pictures,  clocks,  &c., 
render  the  day -rooms  cheerful,  but  we  hope  that  vallances  will  soon 
be  fitted  on  the  windows,  and  the  absence  of  linoleum,  or  any  other 
floor-cloth,  strikes  the  eye  as  a  deficiency.  We  were  also  not  satis¬ 
fied  that  brushes  and  combs  were  sufficient  in  number  for  the  patients. 
There  were  a  few,  but  not  many  papers  and  books  lying  about  the 
day-rooms  and  in  the  hands  of  patients.  Bagatelle  and  draught¬ 
boards  are  however  provided,  and  many  of  the  female  patients  when 
seen  by  us,  were  engaged  in  needlework.  We  understand  that  the 
chaplain  visits  the  wards  not  less  than  thrice  weekly. 

The  staff  of  attendants  for  the  male  division  consists  of  10  men, 
including  the  tailor  and  shoemaker,  besides  the  head  attendant,  a 
man  who  acts  as  night  watch,  and  a  woman  as  nurse  in  the  infirmary. 
The  female  attendants,  besides  the  chief  and  night  attendant,  and 
two  laundry-maids,  are  8. 

The  male  epileptics  are  27.  There  are  only  7  female  patients 
suffering  from  fits.  The  men  who  most  frequently  suffer  in 
that  way,  8  in  number,  sleep  in  a  dormitory,  where  also  is  the 
bed  of  an  attendant.  The  rest  are  at  night  in  proximity  to 
attendants,  and  two  nurses  sleep  in  the  next  room  to  the  7  female 
epileptics,  and  we  are  told  with  the  door  open  between  the 
rooms.  The  deaths  of  those  epileptics  found  dead  in  bed  here 
and  elsewhere  point  strongly  to  the  propriety  of  associating  the 
epileptics  of  an  asylum,  and  giving  them  special  supervision  at  night. 
In  our  opinion  many  deaths  from  suffocation  might  be  averted. 

We  visited  all  the  offices  and  shops;  the  dispensary  is  commodious 
and  well-lighted,  and  the  medicines  appear  to  be  in  safe  custody,  but 
we  think  that  the  attendants  in  the  wards  should  have  their  separate 
cupboards  for  the  medicine  daily  supplied  to  them.  The  men  were 
away  from  the  shops  when  we  visited  them,  but  the  returns  made  to 
us  state  that  5  or  6  patients  are  employed  as  painters,  2  as  car¬ 
penters,  4  as  tailors,  as  many  work  as  shoemakers,  and  2  bake.  The 
largest  number  of  patients  employed  on  any  day  in  last  week  was  87 
men  and  85  women. 

Divine  service  is  performed  in  the  chapel  on  Sundays,  and  prayers 
are  read  there  by  the  chaplain  every  morning.  About  80  of  each 
Bex  attend  on  Sundays,  and  about  50  on  week  days. 

Before  we  close  our  report,  we  desire  to  draw  the  attention  of 
the  Committee  of  Visitors  to  the  fact,  that  the  only  provision  made 
here  for  the  contingency  of  an  outbreak  of  fire  is  the  supply  of  two 
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small  fire-engines  in  each  division  of  the  asylum.  This  provision 
appears  to  us  wholly  insufficient. 

Outside  the  asylum,  in  its  airing-courts  and  grounds,  much  re¬ 
quires  to  be  done  in  levelling,  laying  out,  and  planting,  but  of  course 
that  must  be  a  gradual  work. 

We  hear  that  the  maintenance  charge  for  county  and  city  patients, 
is  12  s.  weekly;  the  out-county  (viz.,  17  males  from  Abergavenny 
Asylum,  under  a  contract)  are  charged  12  s.  6  d.  per  week.  The 
payments  for  private  patients  vary  from  14  s.  to  18  s.  weekly. 

Within  the  last  four  months,  Mr.  Morris  has  been  appointed 
medical  assistant  officer. 

We  leave  the  asylum  with  a  favourable  impression  of  its  general 
management,  and  of  the  treatment  of  the  patients. 


Kent  County  Asylum. 

21,  22,  24  November  1873. 

There  are  at  the  present  time  1,301  patients  on  the  books  of 
this  asylum:  of  whom  558  are  men,  and  745  women.  There  are 
but  7  (4  men  and  3  women)  out-county  patients.  The  weekly  rate 
of  maintenance  for  both  classes  continues  the  same. 

The  proper  accommodation  provided  by  the  asylum  is  for  515 
men  and  748  women,  and  it  will  therefore  be  seen  that  there  are 
now  38  more  patients  than  the  asylum  is  intended  to  accommodate. 
It  has  consequently  been  found  necessary  to  place  a  certain  number 
in  the  detached  hospital  constructed  for  the  reception  of  cases  of  an 
infectious  character,  as  it  is  not  at  present  required  for  its  special 
purpose.

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There  has  been  no  fatal  accident  of  any  kind,  and  no  inquest  has 
been  held. 

Post-mortem  examinations  have  been  made  in  only  four  cases. 
TV  e  are  informed  that  the  other  duties  of  the  medical  officers  are  so 
heavy,  that  they  have  no  time  to  devote  a  proper  attention  to  this 
very  important  branch  of  them. 

These  examinations  will,  however,  be  more  frequently  made  now 
it  has  been  decided  to  secure  the  services  of  a  third  assistant  medicai 
officer,  who  will  have  apartments  in  the  old  building.  The  neces¬ 
sity  of  such  an  appointment  was  so  strongly  urged  in  the  last  report, 
that  it  is  with  the  utmost  sa/tisfaction  that  we  are  able  to  state  that 
the  Committee  have  resolved  on  making  it  forthwith. 

The  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  patients  is  good.  We 
found  but  5  men  and  20  women  in  bed ;  and  those  returned  as  being 
under  medical  treatment  are  25  men  and  35  women.  The  last 
nightly  ward  return  gives  a  total  of  148  wet  and  dirty  cases,  of 
whom  69  were  men  and  79  women. 

With  regard  to  seclusion,  we  find  that  10  men  have  been  secluded 
on  13  occasions,  and  87  women  on  193.  There  has  been  no  resort 
to  restraint. 

On  the  first  day  of  our  visit  we  saw  the  patients  in  the  old  build¬ 
ing  in  their  respective  wards.  .  In  wards  Nos.  3  and  4  on  the  female 
side,  which,  as  being  the  receiving  ward,  contains  the  recent  and 
several  of  the  more  acute  cases,  as  also  in  wards  8  and  11,  on  the 
same  side,  there  were  some  talkative  and  rather  noisy  patients ; 
but  on  the  whole,  the  behaviour  of  those  in  this  portion  of  the 
asylum  was,  with  the  exception  of  wards  9  on  the  male,  and  9  and 
13  on  the  female  side,  to  which  special  allusion  is  subsequently 
made,  quiet  and  orderly. 

On  the  same  day  we  saw  616  men  and  women,  in  even  proportion 
of  sexes,  assembled  at  dinner  in  the  large  hall  They  were  all  well 
conducted.  The  dinner  was  good,  and  no  complaints  were  made  to 
0.48.  Q  3  us 
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us  respecting  it ;  on  the  contrary,  in  reply  to  our  questions  several 
expressed  entire  satisfaction  with  it.  Many  of  the  patients  in  the 
other  parts  of  the  asylum  were  out  in  the  airing-courts  at  the  time 
of  our  going  through  the  wards  ;  but  though  it  cannot  be  said  there 
was  a  perfect  freedom  from  excitement  amongst  them,  especially  in 
ward  17  in  the  new  building,  yet  the  excitement  only  exhibited 
itself  in  talkativeness,  and  as  a  rule  they  were  quiet  and  well 
behaved. 

In  the  female  wards,  Nos.  9  and  13,  in  the  old  building,  we  found 
a  number  of  patients  of  the  most  unfavourable  class  gathered  toge¬ 
ther.  They  were  excited,  noisy  and  turbulent;  and  whilst  we  were 
there,  one  woman  (in  ward  9)  made  a  violent  attack  on  another, 
and  had  to  be  removed  from  the  room,  as  was  also  the  case  with 
three  or  four  others  in  the  two  wards,  on  account  of  their  excited 
and  disorderly  behaviour.  In  ward  9  a  complaint  was  made  of 
rough  treatment  at  the  hands  of  one  of  the  nurses  ;  but  it  appeared, 
oil  inquiry,  that  the  patient  had  attacked  a  nurse,  and  had  been 
very  violent,  and  only  such  measures  were  employed  as  were  neces¬ 
sary  to  prevent  her  injuring  herself  and  other  nurses.  In  these 
same  wards  there  were  6  women  wearing  special  strong  dresses. 

In  ward  No.  9,  on  the  other  side,  in  which  the  most  refractory 
male  patients  are  associated,  they  were  not,  as  a  body,  in  so  excited 
a  state  as  the  women  in  the  corresponding  wards  ;  but  many  of  them 
had  a  morose,  sullen,  and  discontented  air,  which  created  an  un¬ 
favourable  impression  on  our  minds. 

There  were  28  patients  in  this  ward,  and  they  had  6  attendants. 
It  is  proposed  to  add  2  to  that  number,  and  they  are  regarded  as  a 
very  dangerous  and  violent  class. 

These  different  wards  have  formed  the  subject  of  comment  in 
previous  reports,  but  we  feel  bound  to  repeat  our  opinion  of  the 
great  disadvantage  that  attends  the  association  of  patients  of  this 
character,  as  producing  a  bad  moral  effect  on  each  other ;  they  have 
nothing  to  attract  or  divert  their  attention  in  the  wards,  and  their 
only  out-door  exercise  is  obtained  in  the  confined  and  cheerless 
airing-courts  attached  to  them.  This  to  a  great  extent  might  be 
remedied  if  a  walk  were  formed  round  the  grounds,  for  we  think 
that  exercise  of  this  kind  twice  a  day,  would  certainly  have  a  tran- 
quillising  effect  on  them.  For  the  same  reason,  we  would  recom¬ 
mend  (1),  the  greater  assimilation  of  these  to  the  other  wards  by 
the  introduction  of  prints  and  plants  (plentifully  supplied  else¬ 
where),  more  in-door  games,  books  and  papers,  and  the  removal  of 
the  wire  guards  from  the  windows;  (2),  the  greater  separation  of 
this  class  of  patients,  and  their  general  distribution  through  the 
other  wards. 

The  rooms  throughout  were  very  clean  and  well  ventilated,  and 
the  bedding  was  in  good  order.  The  unsatisfactory  practice  of 
bathing  two  patients  (and  lately,  owing  to  the  want  of  water,  a 
greater  number)  in  the  same  water,  still  exists ;  but  fresh  water  is 
allowed  to  any  patient  making  a  special  request  for  it.  With  refer¬ 
ence  to  this  subject,  we  wrould  recommend  curtains  being  placed 
between  the  baths  in  all  the  general  bath-rooms. 

The  hospital  is  at  present  occupied  by  boys,  who  are  idiots.  We 
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understand  that  it  is .  proposed  to  engage  a  nurse  to  attend  to  them.  Appendix  (D.) 
and  we  hope  a  superior  person,  capable  of  training  and  instructing  — 
them,  may  be  found,  as  at  present  no  care  of  this  kind  is  bestowed  Kent  Asylum- 
upon  them.  It  is  also  most  desirable  that  some  picture-books,  and 
more  toys  should  be  provided  for  them. 

Five  hundred  and  eighty-seven  patients  attended  Divine  service 
yesterday  in  the  morning,  and  540  in  the  afternoon.  The  average 
number  attending  daily  morning  prayers  in  the  chapel  is  135 ;  and 
there  are  about  25  who  receive  the  Holy  Communion,  which  is 
administered  once  a  month. 

The  total  numbers  employed  are,  of  the  men  237,  of  whom  120 
work  on  the  land  ;  and  of  the  women,  470,  of  whom  217  are  engaged 
in  needlework,  and  39  in  the  laundry.  The  opportunities  for  in¬ 
door  recreation  and  amusement  continue  the  same.  There  is  a 
library,  and  books  are  regularly  furnished  to  the  wards,  and  a  daily 
paper  is  also  supplied  to  each,  but  we  noticed  very  few  about ;  and 
we  think  that  a  larger  number,  kept  always  accessible  to  the  patients, 
as  well  as  more  in-door  games,  would  be  of  great  benefit  to  them. 

There  is  no  arrangement  for  the  care  of  epileptic  or  suicidal  cases, 
in  special  wards,  but  Dr.  Kirkman  has  promised  that  he  will  give 
his  attention  to  the  subject,  with  the  view  of  making  such  provision 
if  possible.  At  present  there  are  4  night  attendants  (2  male  and 
2  female)  for  the  old  ;  1  male  for  the  additional,  and  2  female  for 
the  new  building.  It  is  their  duty  to  visit  the  wards  once  in  every 
hour,  and  to  direct  their  special  attention  to  the  above-mentioned 
class  of  cases,  as  well  as  to  the  wet  and  dirty.  The  gas-burners  in 
the  single-rooms  in  the  new  building,  referred  to  in  the  last  report, 
have  all  been  removed.  The  last  meal  in  the  day  is  now  given  at 
six  o’clock  instead  of  at  five,  thus  lessening  the  interval  between  it 
and  breakfast  on  the  following  day,  as  suggested  at  the  last  visit. 

We  have  seen  all  the  patients,  except  1  woman  out  on  trial,  and 
have  afforded  them  all  opportunity  for  making  any  complaint  they 
wished.  We  have  also  inspected  the  whole  of  the  asylum,  together 
with  the  offices  and  workshops  attached  to  it.  .  Subject  to  the  excep¬ 
tions  before  mentioned,  we  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  satisfactorily 
on  the  condition  of  the  patients  themselves,  and  the  general  state  of 
the  asylum,  which  afford  good  evidence  of  the  care  and  attention 
bestowed  by  the  superintendent,  and  the  officers  acting  under  him, 
in  its  management. 


Lancashire  Asylums.— 1.  Lancaster  Moor. 

9  April  1873. 

Yesterday  and  to-day  we  inspected  this  asylum,  visited  all  the  Lancashire 
wards  and  offices,  and  saw  every  patient.  The  total  number  of  Asylums, 
patients  upon  the  books  this  day  is  1,022,  of  whom  520  are  males,  (Lancaster*) 
and  502  are  females.  On  the  male  side  there  are  as  many  as  76 
epileptics,  and  in  the  female  division  59.  There  are,  besides,  22 
general  paralytics,  one  of  whom  is  a  woman. 

Since  our  Colleagues  visit  on  the  16th  February  1872,  the  total 
0.48.  Q  4  admissions 
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admissions  have  been  244,  nearly  an  equal  number  of  each  sex ;  67 
men  and  60  women  have  been  discharged,  of  them  respectively  the 
reported  recoveries  have  been  43  and  46,  altogether  89.  Five 
inmates  have  been  removed  to  other  asylums,  and  15  have  been 
transferred  to  workhouses.  No  patient  has  escaped;  60  men  and 
47  women  have  died,  the  chief  causes  of  death  have  been  phthisis 
and  inflammation  of  the  lungs,  pleura  and  bronchi  (47  cases) ;  ge¬ 
neral  paralysis  (17);  epilepsy  (10);  and  18  have  died  of  apoplexy 
and  other  diseases  of  the  brain.  Of  the  epileptics  4  were  found 
dead,  suffocated  in  fits.  In  these  4  cases  inquests  were  held,  as 
also  in  the  case  of  a  woman  who  committed  suicide  by  hanging ;  in 
that  of  a  male  patient  who  was  found  dead  in  a  water-closet,  from 
oedema  of  the  lungs ;  and  in  another  instance  where  the  patient  was 
choked  while  he  was  vomiting  in  a  fainting  fit.  Post-mortem  ex¬ 
aminations  have  been  made  in  21  cases  only.  The  sanitary  con¬ 
dition  of  the  asylum  is  reported  to  us  as  having  been  good,  and  there 
has  been  no  epidemic.  According  to  the  books  of  the  asylum,  45 
men  and  72  women  are  at  present  taking  medicine.  We  found 
9  male  and  1 1  female  patients  in  bed.  One  hundred  and  thirty-four 
individuals  have  been  secluded,  altogether,  on  395  occasions ;  60  of 
them  were  epileptics;  and  to  these  must  be  attributed  228  of  the 
occasions  referred  to,  and  7  were  paralytics,  who  were  secluded 
altogeher  17  times.  The  average  duration  of  seclusion  on  each  occa¬ 
sion  appears  to  have  been  1  day  3*  hours. 

The  rate  of  payments  for  weekly  maintenance  has  risen :  from 
1st  April  1872  to  31st  March  of  this  year  it  was  8  s.  9<i.  ;  for  the 
current  quarter  the  charge  is  9  s.  4  d. 

With  very  few  exceptions  the  patients  were,  during  our  passage 
through  the  wards,  free  from  excitement,  and  the  clothing  of  both 
sexes,  especially  that  of  the  women,  was  quite  satisfactory  ;  the 
day-rooms,  associated  dormitories  and  single  rooms  were  perfectly 
clean,  and  in  good  order,  but  we  think  that  the  whitewash  on  the 
walls  should  give  place  to  papering,  colouring,  and  stencilling.  The 
addition  of  colour  would  add  much,  we  think,  to  the  enlivenment  of 
the  interior  of  this  asylum,  and  the  work  once  done  would  not 
require  repetition  so  often  as  whitewash.  Since  last  visit  new  lava¬ 
tories  have  been  arranged,  and  others  have  been  enlarged,  in  the 
female  division,  and  the  water-closet  accommodation  has  been  in¬ 
creased  on  both  sides  of  the  building.  The  dormitories  are  still 
much  crowded,  and  in  very  many  of  the  single  rooms  there  are  yet 
3  beds.  We  trust  that  as  soon  as  patients  can  be  received  at  the 
Whittingham  Asylum  in  sufficient  numbers,  the  dormitories  and 
single  rooms  here  will  be  thinned  of  occupants,  so  as  to  give  a  pro¬ 
per  amount  of  cubical  space  to  each  patient  sleeping  here.  The 
ventilation  throughout  is  good ;  nothing  could  exceed  the  satisfac¬ 
tory  condition  of  the  bed  and  bedding.  The  gradual  substitution  of 
suitable  for  the  old  bedsteads  will  no  doubt  be  proceeded  with. 

With  reference  to  the  occupation  and  amusement  of  the  patients, 
there  is  nothing  new  to  report;  110  of  the  men  are  employed  on 
the  land,  34  in  trades,  and  173  in  other  ways;  of  the  women,  54 
work  in  the  laundry,  223  at  needlework  and  knitting;  a  large 
number  are  also  engaged  in  the  kitchen,  and  in  cleaning  the  wards. 

The 
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The  supply  of  papers,  hooks,  and  in-door  amusements  seemed  to  us  Appendix  (D.) 

to  he  ample.  Concerts,  dances,  and  theatrical  entertainments  have  - 

from  time  to  time  been  given  in  the  hall.  Last  Sunday  the  chapel  Lancashire 
attendance  appears  to  have  been  300  men  and  262  women.  Asylums. 

We  regret  to  find  that  the  enlargement  of  the  male  hospital  which  (Lancaster,) 
ought  to  have  been  finished  in  November  last,  is  still  far  from  com¬ 
pletion,  and  that  it  will  probably  not  be  fit  for  occupation  before  the 
autumn.  .Every  effort  should  be  made  to  expedite  the  works,  and  we 
hope  that  a  similar  enlargement  of  the  female  hospital,  which  is  much 
needed,  will,  as  soon  as  possible,  be  carried  out.  Plans  which  were 
sanctioned  for  the  conversion  of  No.  12  ward  on  the  male  side  for 
epileptic  and  suicidal  patients,  and  which  were  sanctioned  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  in  October  last,  have  not  at  present  been  pro¬ 
ceeded  with.  Mr.  Broadhurst  being  of  opinion  that  a  day-room 
should  also  be  provided  in  connection  with  the  dormitory,  this, 
we  think,  might  be  formed  by  making  alterations  in  the  adjoining 
corridor,  communicating  with  No.  5  ward,  and  we  believe  that  the 
matter  is  one  of  so  much  importance,  that  we  trust  that  the  Visitors 
will  reconsider  it,  and  also  make  similar  provision  for  females.  The 
crowding  of  both  sexes  in  the  old  building  in  the  dining-rooms,  is 
another  matter  we  desire  to  bring  under  the  notice  of  the  Visitors  ; 
and  unless  one  or  more  dining-halls  are  erected,  which  would  be,  in 
our  opinion,  the  best  course,  steps  should  at  once  be  taken  to  enlarge 
the  present  rooms. 

The  staff  of  attendants  consists  in  the  male  division  of  34  day  and 
3  night  attendants  ;  an  additional  nurse  has  been  lately  appointed  to 
take  exclusive  charge  of  the  male  epileptics. 

In  the  female  division,  there  are  27  day  and  only  one  night 
attendant,  and  we  are  strongly  of  opinion  that  an  additional  night 
attendant  is  required. 

No  increase  in  the  staff  has  taken  place  as  suggested  at  the  last 
visit,  but  the  epileptic  patients  have  been  removed  from  the  wards 
then  alluded  to. 

We  have  much  gratification  in  bearing  testimony  to  the  satisfac¬ 
tory  management  and  excellent  condition  in  which  we  find  this 
asylum. 


Lancashire  Asylums.— 2.  Rainhill. 

2  and  4  August  1873. 

During  our  visit  to  the  asylum  on  the  above  days,  we  have  seen  Lancashire 
all  the  patients  in  it,  with  the  exception  of  4  men  and  2  women,  who  Asylums, 
were  out  on  trial,  and  of  1  man  who  had  escaped.  He  is  a  criminal,  (Rainhl11-) 
and  his  name  is  still  retained  on  the  books,  which  at  the  present  time 
gives  a  return  of  315  males,  and  352  females;  in  all,  667  patients. 

This  number  leaves  27  beds  vacant,  10  for  males,  and  17  for 
females. 

Since  the  preceding  visit  in  July  1872,  there  have  been  220  ad¬ 
missions,  115  men,  and  105  women;  and  56  discharges,  25  men  and 
31  women;  of  these,  18  of  the  former  and  28  of  the  latter,  are 
reported  as  having  recovered.  Besides  this,  56  men  and  52  women 
have  been  transferred  to  Whittingham  Asylum,  and  3  men  and  1 

0.48.  woman 
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Appendix  (D.)  woman  to  other  asylums.  Of  the  admissions  a  large  majority* 
Lancashire  especially  those  coming  from  the  parish  of  Liverpool,  were  in  a  feeble 
Asylums.  and  exhausted  state  as  regards  bodily  health,  whilst  very  many  were 

(Rainhill.)  suffering  from  the  more  incurable  forms  of  mental  disease.  It  may 

however,  be  remarked,  that  since  this  asylum  has  been  less  full  than 
formerly,  every  case  has  been  admitted,  without  selection  of  any  kind. 

The  deaths  during  the  above  period  amount  to  67,  of  which  38  were 
of  men,  and  29  of  women. 

This  rate  of  mortality,  though  higher  than  that  shown  by  the 
returns  given  at  the  last  visit,  is  not  above  the  average  of  English 
County  Asylums.

In  all  but  4  of  the  above  cases  post  mortem  examinations  were 
made,  notice  having  been  previously  given  to  the  friends.  As  to  5 
deaths,  all  of  males,  coroner’s  inquests  were  held.  In  2  instances, 
death  was  found  to  be  due  to  natural  causes.  In  2  others  there 
had  been  violence  by  other  patients,  by  which  the  deaths  were  sup¬ 
posed  by  the  jury  to  have  been  in  some  measure  accelerated.  In  the 
remaining  case  it  was  found  that  the  death  had  been  accelerated  by 
an  attempt  at  suicide.  This  however  had  been  made  before  the 
patient  was  admitted.  Details  of  all  these  cases  have  been  furnished 
to  our  Board.  Only  1  instance  of  restraint  is  reported,  and  that 
was  of  a  man,  suffering  from  a  fracture  of  the  thigh,  who  was  re¬ 
strained  for  11  days  for  surgical  reasons. 

The  records  of  seclusion,  which  are  most  carefully  kept,  are  divi¬ 
sible  into  the  two  following  heads,  and  with  the  accompanying 
number  of  instances  under  each  in  which  it  has  been  found  necessary 
to  resort  to  it,  show  the  subjoined  results.

In  connection  with  this  large  amount  of  seclusion,  while  it  is  to  be 
observed  that  there  are  in  this  asylum  an  unusual  proportion  of 
patients  of  violent  propensities,  it  is  also  important  to  notice  as 
having  a  probable  bearing  on  the  question,  that  the  changes  among 
the  attendants  on  the  men’s  side  have  been  very  numerous.  Al¬ 
though  the  present  staff  is  not  inadequate  in  number,  we  find  that 
as  many  as  two-thirds  of  the  male  ward  attendants  have  been  en¬ 
gaged  since  the  visit  of  the  Commissioners  in  July  1872. 

The  grave  disadvantages  which  result  from  such  frequent  changes, 
will  we  trust,  continue  to  direct  the  attention  of  the  Committee  and 
the  superintendent  to  the  means  best  adapted  for  obtaining  the  ser¬ 
vices  of  qualified  attendants,  and  for  retaining  their  services  when 
trained. 

The  average  attendance  of  both  sexes  at  Divine  service  on  Sundays 
is  230,  on  week  days  140,  and  at  morning  prayers  in  the  hall,  69. 
The  returns  given  as  to  the  Roman  Catholics  show  that  47  of  them  in 
all  attend  their  own  fortnightly  service. 

There  has  been  a  pic-nic  lately,  which  nearly  200  of  the  inmates 
were  able  to  attend. 

The  means  for  their  amusement,  both  in-doors  and  out-of-doors 
continue  to  be  the  same,  and  upwards  of  200  participate  in  the 
weekly  entertainment  in  the  hall.

Whilst  we  were  going  round  the  wards,  2  women  had  to  be 
temporarily  secluded  owing  to  excitement,  but  with  these  and  very 
few  other  exceptions,  the  patients  in  both  divisions  were  quiet  and 
orderly  ;  and  making  due  allowance  for  the  very  feeble  and  chronic 
cases,  the  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  establishment  is  satis¬ 
factory  ;  but  the  number  for  all  reasons,  under  medical  treatment  on 
the  2nd  August,  was  56  men,  and  53  women. 

O.48. 
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The  female  inmates  were  neat  and  tidy  in  their  dress  and  appear¬ 
ance.  It  is  undoubtedly  difficult  to  insure  so  uniformly  satisfactory 
a  condition  amongst  the  men  in  these  respects,  but  we  think  that 
such  might  be  obtained  in  a  greater  degree  than  it  is  at  present,  by 
a  more  careful  and  diligent  supervision  on  the  part  of  the  at¬ 
tendants. 

We  saw  a  good  dinner  of  bacon,  with  beans,  and  bread  and  beer, 
served  to  221  of  both  sexes  in  the  hall.  No  reasonable  complaint, 
either  with  respect  to  diet  or  their  general  treatment,  was  addressed 
to  us  by  any  of  the  patients. 

The  state  of  all  the  rooms  was  quite  satisfactory,  and  many  of 
them,  especially  on  the  female  side,  continue  to  be  rendered  bright 
and  cheerful  by  various  objects  of  interest,  and  an  ample  supply  of 
flowering  plants. 

There  is  considerable  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  airing- 
court  ;  and  the  general  grounds,  which  are  used  daily  by  the  female 
patients,  are  admirably  kept.  Attention  however,  must  again,  as  at 
the  last  visit,  be  directed  to  the  state  of  the  earth-closets  and  urinals 
attached  to  ward  16.  The  ventilation  of  them,  which,  we  think, 
might  be  easily  improved,  is  insufficient,  allowing  the  effluvium  from 
them  to  readily  penetrate  into  the  adjoining  ward. 

Of  the  improvements  and  alterations  that  have  been  made  since 
the  last  visit,  the  principal  is,  the  addition  of  a  building  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  wards  No  10  and  11,  on  the  female  side,  providing  three 
new  single  rooms  for  each.  These  wards  were  previously  without 
any  accommodation  of  this  kind.  A  corresponding  number  of  rooms 
on  the  male  side  will  be  finished  before  very  long.  Ward  No.  12, 
also  on  the  female  side,  has  been  newly  painted  throughout,  and  im¬ 
proved  means  of  heating  and  ventilating  it  have  been  introduced. 
Atone  end  of  the  sitting-room,  a  door  leading  into  the  airing- court, 
has  been  substituted  for  a  window.  In  another  ward  on  this  side, 
and  in  two  wards  on  the  men’s  side,  whitewashing,  papering,  and 
painting,  have  been  going  on.  Seven  attendants’  rooms,  Nos.  8,  9, 
10,  and  11,  on  the  female  side,  and  Nos.  1,  2,  and  7,  on  the  other, 
have  been  enlarged.  In  the  dormitory  of  the  men’s  ward.  No.  16, 
screens  have  been  put  up.  ’This,  amongst  other  advantages,  allows  of 
a  belter  arrangement  of  the  beds,  and  has  been  found  so  useful  an 
improvement,  that  it  is  intended  to  make  a  similar  alteration  in  the 
corresponding  ward  on  the  other  side. 

The  cottages  providing  accommodation  for  some  of  the  attendants, 
and  the  plans  for  which  have  been  approved  by  the  Secretary  of 
State,  have  not  yet  been  commenced. 

There  exists,  at  present,  no  separate  day-room  for  the  inmates 
located  in  the  laundry,  the  former  day-room  having  been  converted 
into  sorting  rooms.  We  desire  to  suggest,  that  if  this  want  could 
be  supplied,  it  would  add  materially  to  the  comfort  of  these  useful 
and  hard-working  women. 

We  have  before  adverted  to  the  large  amount  of  seclusion  found 
necessary  here.  In  other  respects,  we  have  to  record  our  opinion, 
that  the  condition  and  management  of  this  asylum  is  satisfactory  and 
creditable  to  the  superintendent  and  the  officers  acting  under  his 
directions. 


of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy . 
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Lancashire  Asylums. — 3.  Prestwick.  Appendix  (p.) 

1  April  1873. 

We  this  day  concluded  our  inspection  of  the  asylum.  When  we  Lancashire 
commenced  work  yesterday  morning,  the  books  showed  the  total  Asylums, 
number  of  patients  to  be  1,131.  Of  these,  63  men  and  52  women  *eswici.) 
were  at  the  county  asylum  at  Whittingham,  upon  leave  of  absence ; 
they  have  since  been  transferred  to  that  asylum  absolutely,  so  that 
there  are  now  on  the  books  here  1,016  only,  composed  of  482  males 
and  534  females.  The  admissions  since  13th  July  last,  the  date  of 
our  Colleagues’  visit,  have  been  148  in  the  male,  and  178  in  the 
female  department,  making  up  a  total  of  326.  The  discharges  ha  ve 
been  259  ;  that  is  to  say,  120  of  men  and  139  of  women.  Of  .the 
259  discharges,  96  appear  to  have  been  upon  recovery.  Only  one 
escape  has  taken  place.  The  deaths  have  been  76,  i.  e.,  39  of  males, 

37  of  females.  The  causes  of  death  may  be  thus  summed  up:  — 

General  paralysis  22,  apoplexy  and  other  forms  of  brain  disease  6, 
epilepsy  4,  exhaustion  after  mania  and  melancholia  17,  pulmonary 
consumption  8,  other  forms  of  lung  and  heart  disease  10,  and  to 
ordinary  causes  may  be  attributed  the  remaining  9.  No  fatal 
casualties  have  occurred,  neither  has  any  inquest  been  deemed 
necessary,  but  post-mortem  examinations  have  been  made  in  37 
instances.  We  learn,  upon  inquiry  into  the  matter,  that  the 
patients  friends  are  now  informed  that  unless  written  notice  to  the 
contrary  is  given  by  them  to  the  superintendent  of  the  asylum, 
post-mortem  examination  takes  place  in  the  case  of  every  patient 
dying  here.  The  sanitary  condition  of  the  asylum  appears  to  have 
been  good  during  the  past  year,  and  no  epidemic  has  occurred.  One 
of  the  male  patients  is  recovering  from  an  attack  of  scarlet  fever ; 

100  patients,  about  an  equal  number  of  each  sex,  are  taking  medi¬ 
cine.  No  mechanical  restraint  has  been  resorted  to,  but  seclusion 
has  been  much  employed;  102  men  and  116  women  have  been  so 
treated :  —

Of  general  paralytics  there  are  as  many  as  140  men  and  11 
women,  and  there  are  besides  81  epileptic  males  and  69  females 
afflicted  in  the  same  way. 

In  the  course  of  our  inspection  yesterday  and  to-day  we  have 
seen  every  patient  in  residence.  Besides  those  just  transferred 
to  Whittingham,  there  are  away  from  the  asylum  upon  leave 
of  absence  elsewhere,  3  men  and  1  woman.  In  some  of  the 
0,48.  wards 
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*)  wards  there  were,  while  we  were  in  them,  noise  and  excitement, 
but  the  bulk  of  the  patients  were  quiet  and  orderly.  We  found  4 
men  and  5  women  in  seclusion.  One  of  the  latter  seems  to  pass 
most  of  her  time  in  seclusion,  and,  according  to  the  medical  journal, 
has  now  been  secluded  for  nine  weeks  without  interruption.  A  male 
patient  appears  some  time  since  to  have  been  secluded  for  12  con¬ 
secutive  weeks,  and  in  many  other  instances  seclusion  seems  to  have 
been  adopted  from  one  to  several  weeks  in  succession.  Such  pro¬ 
longed  seclusion  must,  we  think,  be  prejudicial  to  the  patients,  and 
every  effort  should  be  made  to  diminish  it.  The  women  were, 
throughout  the  asylum,  far  more  clean  and  better  dressed  than  the 
men,  several  of  whom  require  more  attention  on  the  part  of  those 
in  whose  personal  charge  they  are.  The  numbers  in  bed  to-day  are 
11  male  and  9  female  patients.  We  saw  the  patients  at  dinner  in 
the  recreation-hall,  and  in  several  of  the  wards,  and  we  tasted  the 
meat  and  beer  provided,  which  were  excellent.  The  ordinary  diet 
gives :  meat  daily,  roast,  boiled  or  baked  ;  the  working  patients 
have  one  pint,  the  others  have  half-a-pint,  of  beer  with  their  dinner. 
The  alterations  now  taking  place  in  the  kitchen  will  much  facilitate 
the  service  of  the  food  while  hot  to  the  several  tables  in  the  hall.  A 
new  range  has  just  been  put  up  in  the  kitchen,  and  works  well. 
Generally,  the  supply  of  books,  papers,  and  games,  seems  sufficient, 
but  in  the  wards,  occupied  by  the  least  favourable  class,  more  means 
of  amusement  might,  we  think,  be  given  with  advantage  to  those 
patients.  The  painting  and  colouring  of  the  male  wards  are  nearly 
completed ;  the  work  has  been  carried  out  with  much  taste.  The 
female  wards  greatly  require  similar  renovation,  and,  we  are  glad  to 
hear,  will  forthwith  be  proceeded  with.  Amongst  other  improve¬ 
ments,  Mr.  Ley  proposes  to  alter  the  position  of  the  earth-closets 
here,  so  as  to  make  them  directly  accessible  from  the  wards,  and  to 
improve  their  lighting  and  ventilation.  On  the  dormitory  floors,  in 
both  divisions,  ranges  of  basins  are  also  to  be  placed,  and  portable 
earth  closets  will  be  provided  for  use  at  night.  The  suicidal  and 
epileptic  patients  have  been  secured  from  accident  during  the  past 
year  in  their  associated  dormitories,  through  the  special  arrange¬ 
ments  made  for  a  stationary  night  watch  there.  According  to  the 
returns  supplied  to  us,  there  are  now  usefully  employed,  155  men 
and  248  women,  exclusive  of  102  male  and  123  female  ward 
cleaners.  The  men  thus  employed  are  72  on  the  land,  62  at  trades 
and  in  the  shops,  and  21  in  domestic  offices ;  of  the  women,  196  are 
engaged  in  needlework,  32  in  the  laundry,  and  20  in  domestic 
duties.  The  staff  on  the  male  side  consists  of  56  male  and  5  female 
attendants;  the  female  nurses  in  the  women’s  department  are  67, 
The  numbers  just  stated  include  three  night  watchers  on  each  side. 
In  addition  to  the  periodical  associated  entertainments  heretofore 
given  in  this  asylum,  there  have  been,  during  the  last  three  months, 
frequent  dramatic  performances  by  the  officers  and  attendants,  and 
concerts  by  choral  societies  from  Manchester,  &c.  These  appear  to 
have  been  successful  in  amusing  the  patients.  There  is  also  a  brass 
and  reed  band,  consisting  of  30  performers,  selected  from  the  atten¬ 
dants.;  it  plays  twice  a  week  in  the  evenings.  The  arrangements 
for  Divine  service  are  as  they  were ;  the  attendance  registered  last 

Sunday 
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Sunday  was  of  231  men  and  306  women.  The  daily  prayers  are  Appendix  (D.) 
read,  as  usual,  to  a  large  number.  - 

The  plans  for  the  much-needed  enlargement  of  the  infirmaries  Lancashire 
and  laundry  department,  and  for  the  construction  of  a  large  dining-  fpr^stwich ) 
room  for  the  male  patients,  have  received  the  sanction  of  the  ^  reS W1 
Secretary  of  State. 

The  question  of  purchasing  additional  land  at  the  back  of  the 
asylum  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  airing-courts,  and  obtaining 
a  direct  entrance  from  the  Bury-road  to  the  asylum,  is  still  in 
abeyance,  in  consequence  of  the  large  sum  asked,  800  l.  per  acre, 
for  this  land  by  the  proprietor.  The  Visitors  appear  to  be  quite 
aware  of  the  importance  of  such  purchase. 

Satisfactory  progress  is  observable  in  this  large  institution,  and 
we  think  that  its  condition  and  management  are  creditable. 


Lancashire  Asylums. — 4.  Whittingham. 

19  and  20  August  1873. 

This  asylum,  which  is  the  fourth  for  Lancashire,  was  formally  Lancashire 
opened  on  the  1st  of  April  last.  Asylums. 

It  is  situated  about  six  miles  north  of  Preston,  and  a  mile  (whlttinSham*) 
and  a  half  from  Grimsaugh  Station  of  the  Longridge  Bailway. 

The  estate  consists  of  155  acres,  and  there  are  lodges  and  roads  of 
approach  both  on  the  north  and  south  sides.  The  institution  is 
intended  to  receive  1,100  patients,  and  the  requisite  staff  of  officers 
and  attendants.  Of  the  patients,  886  will  be  accommodated  in 
associated  dormitories,  and  234  in  single  bed-rooms,  the  sexes  being 
in  equal  proportions.  The  buildings  are  arranged  on  a  plan  some¬ 
what  novel  in  asylum  construction,  the  credit  of  which  is  due 
to  Mr.  Holland,  the  superintendent. 

In  the  centre  of  the  south  front  is  the  superintendent’s  house, 
which  is  connected  with  the  wards  on  both  sides  by  covered  corri¬ 
dors.  The  accommodation  for  patients  consists,  in  each  division, 
of  five  blocks  connected  with  each  other,  and  with  the  central 
administrative  department,  by  one-storied  corridors,  alongside  of 
which,  and  opening  thereinto,  are  single  bed-rooms.  The  blocks 
are  arranged  upon  a  radiating  and  semicircular  plan ;  those  for  the 
men  generally  commanding  a  south-eastern,  those  for  the  women  a 
south-western,  aspect.  From  all  (as  well  as  from  the  pleasure 
grounds,  to  be  laid  out  in  front  of  them)  extensive  and  pleasing 
views  of  the  country  are  obtained.  Three  of  the  blocks  on  each 
side,  intended  for  the  chronic,  and  the  more  quiet  and  working 
classes,  are  three-storied.  The  infirmary  blocks,  and  those  for  the 
more  acute  cases,  are  of  two  stories,  whilst  a  small  reception  ward 
in  each  division  is  of  one  story.  In  one  of  the  buildings  on  each 
side  there  will  be  special  arrangements  for  the  constant  night  super¬ 
vision  of  epileptic  and  suicidal  patients. 

The  day-rooms  will  all  be  on  the  ground  floor,  permitting  of  con¬ 
venient  visitation  by  the  medical  and  other  superior  officers.  There 
is  in  each  division  a  general  bath-room,  containing  14  baths,  with 
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large  dressing-room  attached.  Except  in  two  of  the  blocks  (in 
each  division)  devoted  to  the  chronic  and  quiet  working  classes,  all 
the  wards  are  also  provided  with  baths.  Earth  closets  are  to  be  in 
general  use ;  but  drains  are  so  placed  that  water  can,  at  a  future 
time,  be  substituted,  if  requisite. 

The  administrative  department  is  in  the  centre,  with  the  entrance 
to  the  north.  The  recreation-hall,  with  two  large  dining-rooms  open¬ 
ing  thereinto  (the  three  being  capable  of  dining  800  persons),  are 
here  situated,  in  close  proximity  to  the  kitchen,  and  near  the  store 
rooms  and  steward’s  residence. 

Good  apartments  for  an  assistant  medical  officer  are  provided  in 
each  division,  in  a  central  position,  near  the  reception  ward.  The 
laundry  department  is  placed  on  the  north-wrest ;  the  brewery,  male 
workshops,  and  gas  works  on  the  north-east. 

The  style  of  the  buildings  generally  is  very  suitable,  being  devoid 
of  all  unnecessary  ornament ;  but  at  the  same  time  by  no  means 
unpleasing  to  the  eye.  Internally  the  rooms  are  spacious,  airy, 
cheerful,  and  abundantly  lighted.  The  heating  will  throughout  be 
by  open  fires,  but  flues  have  been  constructed  in  portions  of  the 
building,  which  wrill  be  available  as  a  means  of  supplementary 
heating,  should  such  eventually  be  found  necessary. 

As  far  as  we  are  able  to  judge,  the  work,  which  has  been  finished, 
has  been  well  executed. 

Two  blocks  (No.  6  in  each  division),  with  their  corridors  of  single 
rooms,  and  the  general  bath-room  on  the  male  side,  are  as  yet  alone 
completed  and  brought  into  use.  The  infirmaries,  the  blocks  for 
acute  cases,  and  the  reception  wards,  are  advancing  rapidly,  and 
will,  it  is  thought,  be  finished  in  the  course  of  three  months.  There 
will  then  be  available  accommodation  for  about  300  of  each  sex. 
The  two  remaining  blocks  on  each  side,  which  will  contain  altogether 
500  beds,  are  in  a  much  less  forward  state,  those  for  the  women, 
being  not  yet  covered  in. 

The  laundry  is  finished  and  in  use,  as  also  are  the  gas-works. 
The  male  workshops  are  advancing  towards  completion.  Water  is 
supplied  from  the  Longridge  Waterworks.  Hydrants  have  been 
fixed  outside  the  building,  and  the  pressure  is  said  to  be  sufficient 
to  throw  the  water  on  the  roofs  of  the  various  blocks.  The  church, 
which  is  detached,  and  which  will  accommodate  820  persons,  is 
nearly  roofed  in.  Nine  cottages  for  attendants  have  been  finished, 
and  10  other  cottages  and  a  chaplain’s  house,  plans  for  which  have 
been  sanctioned  by  the  Home  Secretary,  are  in  course  of  construc¬ 
tion,  or  will  immediately  be  commenced. 

The  furniture  for  the  wards,  nearly  all  of  which  is  being  made  on 
the  premises,  by  a  staff  of  nine  artisans  engaged  for  that  purpose, 
appears  to  be  good  and  suitable.  Much  progress  has  been  made 
since  the  visit  of  our  Colleagues,  a  year  ago,  in  levelling  and  laying 
out  the  ground  in  the  large  general  recreation  court,  and  in  front  of 
the  superintendent’s  house.  But  owing  to  the  presence  of  the 
contractor’s  men,  it  has  not  yet  been  practicable  to  commence 
bringing  into  order  the  two  principal  internal  courts. 

As  it  will  be  impossible  satisfactorily  to  throw  the  asylum  open 
for  the  reception  of  recent  cases  until  at  least  one  good  airing-court 
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is  provided  for  each  sex,,  we  recommend  that  immediate  steps  should 
be  taken  for  laying  out  and  making  fit  for  use  the  two  internal 
courts  referred  to. 

At  the  time  of  the  formal  opening  of  the  asylum,  115  patients 
(63  men  and  52  women)  were  residing  here,  who  had  been  sent  on 
leave  from  the  county  asylum  at  Prestwich.  They  were  transferred 
to  the  books  of  this  asylum.  Since  then  108  patients  have  been 
sent  here  from  Rainhiil,  and  20  from  Lancaster,  asylums.  One 
woman  has  died,  and  one  man  has  been  discharged  (not  recovered) 
to  the  Blackburn  Workhouse.  There  are,  therefore,  now  on  the 
books  241  patients,  of  whom  128  are  men  and  113  women;  We 
have  examined  all  of  them,  and  inspected  the  various  rooms  in  use. 
We  have  also  made  a  general  survey  of  the  buildings  in  course  of 
construction. 

As  all  the  patients  have  been  transferred  hither  from  other 
asylums,  they  are  of  a  chronic  class ;  but  many  of  both  sexes  are  of 
a  turbulent  disposition,  and  the  inevitable  absence,  as  yet,  of  any 
means  of  classification,  combined  with  the  want  of  proper  airing- 
courts,  has  no  doubt  tended  to  produce  a  less  orderly  and  contented 
demeanour  than  they  would  otherwise  have  exhibited.  Making- 
due  allowance  for  the  dirty  occupation  in  which  the  majority  of  the 
male  patients  were  engaged,  the  personal  appearance  of  all,  both 
male  and  female,  as  well  as  the  condition  of  the  rooms,  as  regards 
cleanliness  and  order,  were  quite  satisfactory. 

The  present  staff*  of  officers  and  attendants,  under  the  direction  of 
the  superintendent,  comprise  an  assistant  medical  officer,  a  chaplain, 
clerk,  and  steward,  housekeeper,  two  chief  attendants  (one  for  each 
side),  and  day  attendants  adequate  to  the  present  number  of  patients. 
There  has  hitherto  been  no  night  attendant,  but  as  a  considerable 
number  of  patients  are  of  a  turbulent  class,  we  think  it  desirable 
that  such  appointment  should  now  be  made. 

The  recorded  instances  of  seclusion  on  account  of  maniacal  excite¬ 
ment,  are  6  men,  on  18  occasions,  for  a  total  of  429  hours:  and 
12  women,  on  31  occasions,  for  a  total  of  296  hours.  Besides 
these,  6  men  and  7  women  have  been  secluded  owing  to  sickness. 
All  but  9  men  and  31  women  are  usefully  employed  in  various 
ways. 

Notwithstanding  that  in  the  present  unfinished  condition  of  this 
asylum,  several  comforts  which,  no  doubt,  will  eventually  be  fur¬ 
nished,  cannot  just  now  be  enjoyed  by  the  patients,  yet  means  for 
their  amusement  have  not  been  neglected.  They  have  bagatelle- 
boards  for  amusement  in  the  day  time ;  there  is  a  weekly  dance 
in  the  recreation  hall ;  whilst  lately  they  have  had  the  additional 
entertainment  of  some  concerts  by  glee-singers.  One  end  of  the 
hall  is  at  present  used  as  a  general  dining-room  for  both  sexes. 
We  saw  all  the  women  and  all  the  men,  except  7,  dining  there. 
The  dinner,  which  consisted  of  pie  made  with  Australian  meat, 
boiled  rice,  and  bread  and  cheese,  and  beer,  seemed  to  give  general 
satisfaction.  The  dietary  is  similar  to  that  in  use  at  Prestwich,  and 
the  weekly  charge  to  unions,  viz.,  95.  lie/.,  is  the  same  as  that 
asylum,  any  excess  in  the  present  cost  being  charged  to  the  capital 
(building)  account. 
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Rooms  in  the  asylum  will  be  provided  for  the  temporary  use  of 
the  chaplain,  until  his  house  can  be  finished. 

There  has  been  an  afternoon  service  on  Sundays,  for  the  last  two 
months,  in  the  asylum.  Fifty  patients  of  each  sex  attend  this, 
whilst  32  of  each  are  able  to  go  to  the  parish  church.  Fifteen 
Roman  Catholics  attend  a  service  of  their  own  church,  at  a  chapel 
two  miles  off. 

The  labours  and  anxiety  inseparable  from  the  superintendence  of 
the  completion  and  organisation  of  so  large  an  asylum  is  very  great ; 
but  it  is  evident  that  Mr.  Holland  takes  great  interest  in  the  work, 
and  engages  in  it  with  his  accustomed  energy  and  ability. 


Leicester  and  Rutland  Counties  Asylum. 

5  and  6  November  1873. 

There  are  at  present  in  this  asylum  207  male  and  203  female 
patients,  making  a  total  of  410.  Of  these,  16  men  and  20  women 
belong  to  the  private  class.  The  following  are  the  admissions, 
deaths,  and  discharges  that  have  taken  place  since  the  visit  here  on 
the  5th  December  1872  —

Amongst  those  admitted  were  4  private  patients  (1  man  and  3 
women),  and  of  those  discharged  there  were  2  men  and  4  women 
from  that  class. 

With  the  exception  of  1  female,  who  received  a  compound 
fracture  of  the  right  leg  from  slipping  accidentally  on  the  stone 
floor  of  the  ward,  and  who  died  after  amputation  of  the  leg,  the 
deaths  were  all  from  ordinary  causes.  There  have  not  been  any 
sudden  deaths,  and  the  only  inquest  held  was  in  the  case  of  the 
female  above  mentioned. 

Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  18  instances.  We  only 
found  1  man  and  2  women  in  bed;  and,  considering  the  large 
number  of  aged,  paralysed  and  feeble  cases  now  here,  the  general 
health  is  good.  The  last  entry  in  the  medical  journal  shows  that 
10  males  and  11  females  are  under  medical  treatment.  There  has 
not  been  any  instance  of  restraint,  and  the  only  seclusion  has  been 
in  the  cases  of  5  females  for  maniacal  excitement,  1  having  been 
secluded  five  times,  1  three  times,  and  the  remaining  3  only  once. 
Ihere  are  over  100  of  the  men  employed  in  work ;  about  half  of 
them  on  the  farm  and  garden,  and  the  remainder  in  the  house  and 
kitchen,  in  the  work-rooms,  and  in  the  wards. 
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The  women  who  are  engaged  in  various  occupations  are  114  in  Appendix  (D.) 

number,  viz.,  in  the  work-rooms  and  at  needlework,  38  ;  in  the  - 

laundry,  39  ;  in  the  house  and  kitchen,  13  ;  in  the  wards,  24.  Leicester  and 

Divine  service  continues  to  be  performed  in  the  morning  and  ^ut!and 
afternoon  on  Sundays,  and  in  the  morning  on  week-days.  About 
100  of  each  sex  attend  the  former,  and  between  80  and  90  of  both 
sexes  the  latter  services.  We  had  some  conversation  with  Mr.  Buck 
relative  to  the  time  of  the  afternoon  service  on  Sundays  in  winter, 
and  we  concur  in  his  opinion,  that  it  would  be  desirable  to  have  it 
at  half-past  six  instead  of  at  three,  in  order  to  admit  of  the  male 
patients  being  taken  out  for  a  walk  on  that  day.  W  alking  parties, 
beyond  the  grounds,  are  made  up  for  the  female  patients  three  times 
a  week.  Dances,  concerts,  or  entertainments  of  some  kind  are  still 
given  here  regularly  and  frequently.  The  recreation-hall,  however, 
is  quite  inadequate  in  size,  and  would  not  be  at  all  too  large  if  the 
chapel  were  thrown  into  it.  The  construction  of  a  suitable  chapel 
in  the  front  grounds  seems  to  us  to  be  so  desirable,  that  we  venture 
earnestly  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Committee  to  the  subject. 

We  have  seen  all  the  patients  except  1  woman,  who  is  out  on  leave. 

The  dresses  of  the  women  were  chiefly  of  cotton,  but  it  would  be  a 
benefit  to  them  if  some  of  a  warmer  description  were  more  generally 
supplied  for  winter  use.  Subject  to  this,  the  quality  and  condition 
of  the  clothing,  both  of  the  men  and  women,  was  satisfactory.  There 
was  throughout  a  remarkable  absence  of  noise  or  excitement,  and 
the  patients  generally  seemed  happy  and  contented.  We  also 
inspected  the  several  wards,  the  offices,  and  the  detached  wooden 
building.  The  sitting-rooms  were  warm  and  comfortable,  and 
books  and  newspapers  were  liberally  distributed  about  them.  Some 
renovation  in  the  way  of  painting  and  colouring  will,  we  think, 
require  to  be  done  before  long  in  various  parts  of  the  building. 

The  substitution  of  wood  for  stone  flooring,  where  the  latter  exists 
in  parts  of  the  building  used  by  the  patients,  would  be  a  great 
improvement;  but  until  that  can  be  done,  we  recommend  more 
matting  being  laid  down  over  it.  The  bed-rooms  were  clean  and 
well  ventilated.  Their  comfort  would  be  increased  if  strips  of 
carpet  were  placed  beside  the  beds,  and  if  curtains  or  blinds  were 
provided  for  the  windows.  There  is  an  ample  supply  of  bedding, 
and  the  state  in  which  we  found  it  reflects  credit  on  the  attendants. 

The  weeklv  rate  of  maintenance  has  been  raised  from  9  s.  6  d, 
to  1 0  s. 

We  saw  some  of  the  dinners  on  each  of  the  days  we  have  been 
here.  On  one  day  they  consisted  of  Australian  meat,  cold,  served 
with  potatoes  and  pickles ;  on  the  other,  of  boiled  mutton  and 
potatoes,  and  an  allowance  of  beer  on  each  occasion.  They  were 
both  good  in  quality  and  sufficient  in  quantity.  Once  a  fortnight 
a  fish  dinner  is  given.  One  pound  per  head  is  allowed;  and  the 
fish,  after  be:ng  carefully  cleaned,  is  baked  and  served  with  sauce 
and  potatoes.  We  are  informed  that  the  dinner  is  much  liked  by 
the  patients. 

At  present  there  is  a  fire-engine  on  the  premises,  but  we  are  glad 
to  find  that  more  efficient  provision  in  case  of  fire  is  under  the 
consideration  of  the  committee.  An  agreement  has  latterly  been 
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entered  into  between  the  Committee  of  the  two  counties  and  the 
Visitors  appointed  by  the  subscribers,  whereby  the  charity  patients 
will  be  kept  apart  from  the  paupers,  and  accommodation  provided 
for  them  on  the  first  and  second  floors  of  the  centre  building,  where, 
in  consequence  of  Mr.  Buck’s  removal  to  hi3  new  residence,  suitable 
bed-rooms  and  sitting-rooms  can  be  obtained  for  25  patients  of  each 
sex.  These  rooms  are  nearly  ready  for  occupation,  and  it  is  esti¬ 
mated  that  when  the  private  patients  are  transferred  to  them,  there 
will  be  room  for  207  male,  and  222  female  paupers.  This  estimate 
includes  patients  in  the  wooden  building.  In  reference  to  provision 
for  contagious  or  infectious  cases,  we  are  informed  that  the  detached 
workshop  building  is  planned  so  as  to  be  readily  converted  into  a 
hospital  for  such  patients  if  necessary. 

We  are  of  opinion  that  this  institution  continues  to  be  very 
efficiently  managed,  and  we  are  satisfied  that  the  patients  are  well 
cared  for  and  kindly  treated. 


Lincoln  County  Asylum. 

8  July  1873. 

We  yesterday  inspected  this  asylum,  which  has  now  only  3  vacant 
beds,  as  there  are  upon  the  books  599  patients,  of  whom  299  are 
males,  and  302  are  females ;  these  include  a  man  and  2  women 
absent  on  trial.  No  person  has  yet  been  refused  for  want  of  accom¬ 
modation,  but  5  have  been  removed  hence  to  the  East  Riding 
Asylum  at  Beverley,  and  one  to  Eisherton  House.  Ten  of  the  19 
women  referred  to  in  our  colleagues  last  entry,  wrere  brought  back 
from  Beverley.  The  weekly  rate  of  maintenance  here  last  quarter 
was  10s.  Since  the  21st  May  1872,  76  males  and  89  females  have  been 
admitted  ;  33  men  and  44  women  have  been  discharged.  It  further 
appears  that  of  those  discharged,  a  large  proportion  had  recovered. 
By  death,  30  in  the  male  and  36  in  the  female  division  have  been 
taken  away.  There  has  been  only  one  post-mortem  examination. 
The  chief  causes  of  death  were  phthisis  and  other  lung  diseases,  of 
which  16  died  ;  general  paralysis,  which  was  fatal  in  13  cases;  ordi¬ 
nary  paralysis  and  other  brain  diseases  in  15  ;  senile  decay  in  11  : 
and  diseases  of  the  heart  in  4.  One  case  of  suicide  took  place  in  a 
patient  who  was  absent  on  leave.  Restraint  has  not  been  employed, 
according  to  the  records  of  the  asylum,  but  in  one  of  the  padded 
rooms  in  the  female  division  we  noticed  a  ticking  dress  with  leather 
gloves  attached  to  the  sleeves,  which  would  come  under  the  head  of 
restraint,  and  should  be  so  recorded.  Seclusion  has  been  adopted 
with  15  male  and  9  female  patients,  the  former  having  been  so 
treated  on  33  and  the  latter  on  10  occasions.  Considering  the  large 
number  of  old,  paralysed,  and  feeble  cases  in  this  asylum,  the  gene¬ 
ral  health  is  good.  Only  3  males  and  5  females  were  in  bed  at  the 
time  of  our  visit;  14  men  and  13  women  are  under  medical  treat¬ 
ment. 

"We  saw  every  patient,  and  conversed  with  many  of  them ;  they 
were,  with  very  few  exceptions,  quiet  and  orderly,  and  personally 
clean,  but  the  clothing  of  many  (particularly  of  the  men)  was  so 
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worn  as  to  require  immediate  attention.  No  patient,  male  or  female, 
complained  to  us  of  ill-treatment  which  called  for  inquiry.  The 
staff  of  attendants  consists  by  day  of  24  men  and  26  women,  and 
there  is  a  night  watch  on  each  side.  The  changes  in  this  staff  during 
the  past  year  have  been  17,  10  women  and  7  men  have  left,  and 
only  one  of  them  was  dismissed.  We  were  present  at  dinner  in 
some  wards ;  it  was  soup  day,  and  that  food  is  generally  unpopular 
among  the  patients  ;  the  complaints  were  on  this  subject  many  ;  se¬ 
veral  patients  in  both  divisions  also  complained  that  they  were 
scarcely  ever  visited  by  their  friends,  and  we  cannot  but  think  that 
such  visits  should  be  encouraged  in  every  way  by  those  in  authority 
in  the  asylum.  We  would  strongly  recommend  that  relatives  should 
be  allowed  to  visit  on  every  day  in  the  week,  under  proper  regula¬ 
tions.  The  occurrence  in  the  asylum  during  the  past  year  of  three 
cases  of  typhoid  fever,  points  strongly  to  the  necessity  of  providing 
a  small  detached  hospital  for  such  cases,  and  we  trust  that  the  Visitors 
will  at  an  early  period  give  their  attention  to  this  important  subject. 
All  the  structural  alterations  alluded  to  at  the  last  visit  by  mem¬ 
bers  of  our  board  appear  to  be  in  abeyance.  Notwithstanding  the 
small  number  of  vacant  beds,  we  cannot  learn  that  there  is  any  pre¬ 
sent  intention  of  enlarging  the  asylum,  or  of  providing  better  work¬ 
shops.  The  want  of  sufficient  ventilation  in  the  laundry  and  wash¬ 
house  struck  us  very  forcibly,  and  no  time,  we  think,  should  be  lost 
in  remedying  this  defect,  which,  we  believe,  can  only  be  done  effec¬ 
tually  by  raising  the  roof.  As  many  as  44  patients  are  usually 
employed  in  this  department,  and  at  the  time  of  our  visit  the  ther¬ 
mometer  stood  at  83°,  with  the  windows  and  ventilators  open.  The 
drying  ground  is  in  a  very  rough  state,  and  we  recommend  it  to  be 
turfed  and  kept  in  proper  order.  We  made  inquiry  into  the  pro¬ 
vision  made  against  an  outbreak  of  fire  in  the  asylum,  and  found 
that  there  were  no  hydrants,  fire-engine,  or  even  a  hose  for  an 
engine.  We  are  of  opinion  that  this  is  a  matter  which  demands  the 
immediate  attention  of  the  Committee.  As  on  former  occasions,  we 
found  the  utmost  cleanliness  and  order  throughout  the  asylum,  and 
the  beds  and  bedding  were  in  a  very  creditable  state.  The  more 
general  use  of  blinds  in  the  dormitories,  and  vallances  of  a  bright 
colour  and  inexpensive  material  over  the  windows  of  the  day-rooms, 
would  be  an  improvement,  and  the  re-papering  of  many  of  the 
rooms  should  not,  we  think,  be  delayed. 

The  airing-courts,  or  rather  gardens,  in  both  divisions,  were  very 
gay  with  flowers,  and  in  perfect  order.  That  used  for  the  more 
troublesome  of  the  men,  is  very  creditable  to  the  attendant  who  chiefly 
superintends  it.  We  are  sorry  to  remark  that  but  small  progress  has 
been  made  in  the  construction  of  the  boundary  walk,  and  desire  to 
repeat  what  was  said  at  the  last  visit  upon  this  subject. 

The  average  number  of  those  attending  Divine  service  in  this 
asylum  is  still  very  low\ 

In  the  absence  of  Dr.  Palmer  for  a  holiday,  wre  received  from 
Mr.  Marsh  and  the  staff,  every  information.  The  medical  records 
are  most  carefully  kept,  and  we  have  again  the  pleasure  of  stating 
our  high  opinion  of  the  condition  and  management  of  this  asylum.

Asylums.  elusive,  in  yisiting  this  asylum,  and,  with  the  exception  of  1  male 
(ColneyHatoh.)  anc]  q  females  out  on  trial,  we  have  seen  the  patients,  2,076,  now  on 
the  books  ;  viz.,  828  males,  and  1,248  females.

The  admissions  include  36  re-admissions,  and  of  the  discharged, 
164  are  stated  to  have  recovered  ;  86  others  were  transferred  direct 
to  Leavesden,  and  23  to  Hampstead  District  Asylums.  Fifteen 
patients  have  escaped ;  all  but  2  were  re-taken.  The  assigned 
causes  of  death  in  the  male  division  have  been : — 42  general 
paralysis  ;  13  epilepsy,  apoplexy,  and  other  cerebral  diseases  ;  16 
diseases  of  the  lungs  and  heart;  17  exhaustion;  3  diarrhoea  and 
dysentery ;  and  8  senile  decay  and  other  general  causes.  In  the 
female  division  7  women  died  from  general  paralysis;  18  from  ordi¬ 
nary  paralysis  and  apoplexy  ;  4  from  epilepsy ;  24  from  diseases  of 
the  lungs  and  heart ;  8  from  exhaustion  ;  2  from  erysipelas,  and  1 
from  jaundice.  Inquests  were  held  in  the  cases  of  2  men  and  1 
woman.  One  man  died  suddenly  from  the  rupture  of  a  blood  vessel 
on  the  brain,  and  another  was  found  dead  in  bed  from  epilepsy. 
The  female  died  from  apoplexy.  No  casualties  of  a  serious  nature 
have  occurred  since  the  last  visit  beyond  those  above  enumerated. 

During  the  above  period,  applications  for  the  admission  of  398 
patients  have  been  refused  for  want  of  room,  and  there  are  now 
vacancies  only  for  4  in  the  male  division.  To  some  extent  the  pres¬ 
sure  will  shortly  be  relieved  by  removal  to  the  Hampstead  Asylum 
of  a  number  of  patients  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  medical  officers, 
are  of  the  harmless,  chronic  class,  for  whom  alone  the  district 
asylums  are  designed.  The  effect,  however,  of  such  removal  has 
been,  and  will  be,  to  replace  patients  of  a  quiet  character  by  others 
requiring  a  much  larger  amount  of  supervision  and  care. 

Considering  the  importance  of  making  due  provision  for  the  ab¬ 
sence  of  attendants  from  the  several  wards  when  away  on  holiday 
or  from  sickness,  we  greatly  doubt  the  sufficiency  of  the  present 
staff  in  either  division,  and  we  beg  to  direct  the  attention  of  the 
Visitors  to  the  subject.  On  the  male  side  we  think  that  an  addi¬ 
tional  attendant  is  required  in  13  3  ward,  and  also  in  Nos.  5  and  13, 
and  in  the  female  division  in  Nos.  22,  E  2,  and  24.  An  eighth  night 
attendant  is,  we  are  glad  to  find,  about  to  be  appointed  for  the 
females ;  and,  considering  the  class  of  male  patients  now  here,  and 
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the  number  who  are  wet  and  dirty  (151  of  them),  the  appointment 
of  a  fifth  in  the  men’s  division  is  very  desirable.  At  present  there 
are  no  special  arrangements  for  the  special  night  watching  of  the 
suicidal  and  epileptic  patients,  the  latter  amounting  to  288  ;  but  we 
understand  that  this  important  subject  is  under  the  consideration  of 
the  Committee,  and  we  trust  that  an  efficient  scheme  for  this  purpose 
will,  ere  long,  be  adopted  in  both  divisions. 

The  male  patients  were,  during  our  visit,  with  scarcely  an  excep¬ 
tion,  quiet  and  orderly  ;  but  many  of  the  women  were  noisy,  and 
much  excited,  and  amongst  them  there  was  an  unusual  amount  of 
discontent.  The  complaints  as  to  the  diet  were  indeed  numerous  in 
both  divisions,  especially  in  reference  to  the  Australian  meat,  which, 
is  now  extensively  used,  and  to  the  fish  dinner,  which  for  some  short 
time  has  been  given  once  in  the  week.  Although  the  fish  is  simply 
boiled,  and  without  any  kind  of  sauce,  it  does  not  appear  in  itself 
to  be  disliked  by  the  patients,  but  the  complaints  bore  upon  the  in¬ 
sufficiency  of  its  cleaning,  and  to  the  inadequate  quantity.  Upon  the 
first  day  of  inspection  we  saw  the  dinner  served  in  one  of  the  male 
wards  (B  2),  which  contains  34  patients,  and  we  do  not  think  that 
the  quantity  sent  up  for  that  dinner,  after  deduction  of  skin  and 
bone,  was  more  than  enough  for  half  that  number.  After  distri¬ 
buting  it  in  the  most  careful  way,  it  was  found  necessary  to  send  for 
8  portions  of  Australian  meat.  We  think  that  this  matter  requires 
immediate  attention,  and  that  a  much  larger  quantity  of  fish, 
properly  cleansed,  should  be  allowed.  The  question  of  serving  the 
Australian  meat  to  patients  who  are  so  prejudiced  against  it  as  per¬ 
sistently  to  refuse  to  eat  it,  should  also  be  considered  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee.  The  amended  dietary,  we  are  glad  to  see,  provides  butter 
for  breakfast,  and  the  quantity  of  meat  in  the  pies  has  been  in¬ 
creased.  We  saw,  also  at  dinner,  about  250  women  in  the  hall ;  the 
dinner  was  properly  served;  and.  the  patients  were  orderly,  and 
generally  satisfied  with  the  stew,  bread,  and  beer.  We  understand 
that  it  is  proposed  to  convert  the  old  kitchen  into  a  second  dining-hall 
for  females,  and  for  that  purpose  it  appears  to  be  well  adapted.  A 
more  frequent  change  of  table-cloths  throughout  the  asylum  is 
necessary,  and,  unless  in  very  exceptional  cases,  we  think  that  all 
the  male  patients  should  be  provided  with  knives  and  forks,  as  are 
the  females.  The  men  in  wards  B  3,  and  1),  and  Uos.  10,  11,  and 
1 4,  are  only  supplied  with  spoons. 

The  condition  of  the  patients,  as  to  cleanliness,  was  satisfactory, 
and,  on  the  whole,  the  men  were  fairly  clothed  ;  but  many  of  the 
women  were  untidy,  and  their  dresses  worn,  and  not  very  clean. 
More  authority  should,  we  think,  be  vested  in  the  matron  in  the 
selection  of  the  material  for  the  dresses  of  the  females,  and  also  as 
to  the  way  in  which  they  should  be  made  up.  A  greater  variety  of 
colour,  and  more  attention  to  the  fit  of  the  dresses,  would  be  an.  im¬ 
provement.  Ten  patients  on  the  male  side  are  wearing  strong 
dresses,  and  a  large  number  of  the  women  have  ordinary  gowns, 
but  of  specially  strong  material. 

The  wards  throughout  were  clean,  and,  with  the  exception  of 
B  3  and  14  on  the  male  side,  the  ventilation  was  fairly  good.  An 
offensive  smell,  however,  pervaded  both  these  wards,  and  in  them 
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some  patients,  we  hear,  have  lately  had  dysentery.  The  smell 
appeared  to  he  caused  by  the  floors  being  so  constantly  soiled,  and 
the  boards  being  saturated.  The  daily  scouring  which  is  required, 
has  no  doubt  been  the  chief  cause  of  the  dysentery.  Covering  the 
floors  in  these  wards  with  some  material  impermeable  to  moisture 
would  appear  to  be  the  only  way  of  remedying  this  state  of  things. 
While  the  wards  for  the  quieter  and  better  class  of  patients  in  both 
divisions  are  properly  furnished  and  supplied  with  books,  papers, 
and  means  of  amusement,  in  those  for  the  worst  class,  more  especially 
in  the  male  division,  there  has  been  no  improvement.  There  is  still 
a  want  of  more  furniture  in  them,  particularly  of  padded  settees,  or 
benches  with  backs;  of  books,  papers,  games,  and  objects  likely  to 
interest  and  amuse  the  patients,  who  should  also  have  occupation  of 
a  useful  kind.  For  this  purpose  we  think  that  rooms  connected 
with  these  wards  should  be  provided,  and  that  the  patients  should 
be  encouraged  by  extra  diet,  or  other  indulgences  to  employ  them¬ 
selves,  and  the  attendants  (by  gratuities),  to  persevere  in  promoting 
their  employment. 

The  beds  and  bedding  we  found  quite  clean;  but  as  many  as  124 
patients  (44  males  and  80  females),  still  sleep  upon  sackings,  with¬ 
out  mattresses,  and  47  males  and  6  females  upon  mattresses  placed 
upon  the  floor. 

A  few  low  bedsteads  have  been  provided  since  the  last  visit,  and 
we  hope  that  they  will  be  supplied  generally,  and  the  sides  padded 
for  epileptics ;  also  that  mattresses  will  be  gradually  given  to  the 
patients  now  sleeping  on  sackings. 

There  are  still  no  proper  rooms  for  buckets,  mops,  brooms,  and 
other  articles  in  use  in  the  wards,  and  we  again  would  draw  the 
attention  of  the  Visitors  ta  the  insufficient  number  of  water-closets 
in  many  of  the  wards,  there  being,  in  many  instances,  2  only  in 
wards  containing  from  40  to  70  patients. 

Plans  for  an  associated  bath-room  for  the  men,  have  received  the 
sanction  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  the  foundations  are  being- 
got  out.  In  the  women’s  general  bath-room  the  water  is  stated  to 
be  changed  for  every  person,  but  in  the  wards  of  both  divisions  3 
not  unfraquently  use  the  same  water.  The  hot  water,  both  in  re¬ 
ference  to  quantity  and  its  early  supply,  seems  to  be  deficient,  as  in 
some  of  the  wards  we  were  informed  that  it  could  not  be  obtained 
before  half-past  seven  o’clock  in  the  morning.  In  male  wards  2  and 
5  we  noticed  that  coils  of  steam-pipes  have  recently  been  placed  in 
the  middle  of  the  corridors,  and  projecting  about  two  feet  above  the 
floor.  Some  protection  to  these  should  at  once  be  devised. 

Considering  the  large  nnmber  of  aged,  paralysed,  and  feeble  cases 
now  in  this  asylum,  the  general  health  is  not  unsatisfactory,  and 
there  were  only  11  men  and  33  women  in  bed  on  the  second  day  of 
our  visit;  30  men  and  85  women  were  taking  medicine. 

One  male  was  in  the  padded-room  at  our  visit,  but  the  door  was 
not  locked,  and  several  women  were  also  in  their  rooms  under  similar 
circumstances.  Seclusion  amongst  the  men  during  the  past  10 
months  has  been  used  only  in  23  cases,  on  35  occasions  altogether ; 
but  on  the  female  side  134  patients,  chiefly  epileptics,  have  been 
secluded  351  times,  varying  in  duration  from  a  few  minutes  to  13 

hours. 
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if  locked  into  their  rooms  between  6  a.m.  and  7.45  p.m.  No  patient  - 

was  in  restraint,  during  our  visit,  in  either  division  ;  and  since  the  Middlesex 
last  visit  1  female  only  has  had  her  hands  fastened  on  four  occasions,  (Colne^Hatch  ) 
and  for  surgical  reasons.  We  have  great  satisfaction  in  stating  that  y 
the  use  of  restraint  amongst  the  men  has  latterly  been  greatly  di¬ 
minished,  and  that  during  the  above  period  it  has  been  employed  in 
8  cases  only;  in  3  of  them  for  self-protection  on  13  occasions,  and 
in  the  remaining  5  for  surgical  reasons  on  7  occasions.  The  use  of 
restraint  in  the  case  of  the  patient  specially  noticed  by  our  col¬ 
leagues,  has  been  for  some  months  discontinued. 

There  is  nothing  new  to  report  as  to  the  number  of  patients  em¬ 
ployed,  or  as  to  their  occupation.  Only  50  men  work  on  the  farm 
or  grounds,  and  72  in  various  trades.  No  system  of  instruction  in 
trades  is  carried  out  here  ;  and  much  might  be  done,  we  think,  in 
this  direction,  to  the  benefit  of  the  patients  themselves,  and  towards 
economy  in  the  institution,  by  the  appointment  of  artisan  and  out¬ 
door  attendants  capable  of  teaching  the  male  patients.  By  this  means 
the  number  of  paid  tailors,  shoemakers,  and  others  might  be  reduced. 

One  hundred  and  ninety-nine  women  are  employed  in  needlework, 

202  in  house  duties,  and  124  in  the  laundry. 

The  patients  who  attend  Divine  service  are  very  few  ;  less  than 
a  third  of  the  whole  number,  on  Sundays. 

The  arrangements  for  out-door  exercise  are  very  much  the  same 
as  have  been  set  forth  in  previous  reports. 

The  planting  of  the  airing-courts,  which  was  recommended  at  the 
last  visit,  has  been  commenced,  but  the  close,  high  paling  with 
which  the  trees  and  shrubs  have  been  surrounded,  is  very  unsightly. 

In  the  yard  for  the  male  patients  belonging  to  wards  14  and  B  3, 
clumps  have  been  very  injudiciously  placed  on  a  bank  of  turf  instead 
of  round  the  yard,  or  in  its  centre,  where  they  would  afford  shade, 
and  also  be  ornamental.  We  still  recommend,  that  in  this  and  the 
adjoining  yard,  flower-beds  and  trees  should  be  laid  out  and  planted 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Shepherd. 

Case-books  have,  since  1st  January,  been  provided  in  each  di¬ 
vision. 

The  weekly  rate  of  maintenance  has  been  raised  from  the  1st  April 
last  from  9  5.  4  d,  to  9  s.  7  h  d. 


The  difficulties  incident  to  the  successful  working  of  this  now 
overgrown  asylum  have  recently  been  much  increased  by  the  removal 
of  all  the  patients  of  a  quiet  and  well-conducted  class  to  the  Leaves- 
den  Asylum,  and  the  admission  of  others  from  the  various  licensed 
houses  and  other  places,  the  majority  of  whom  are  violent,  noisy,  or 
of  dirty  habits. 

While  according  every  praise  to  the  zeal  and  industry  of  the 
superintendents,  exercised  under  difficulties  of  an  exceptional 
character,  our  visit  on  this  occasion  confirms  us  in  a  conviction  we 
have  long  entertained,  that  an  asylum  of  this  magnitude,  and  occu¬ 
pied  by  the  description  of  patients  now  here,  is  quite  beyond  satis¬ 
factory  management. 
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Middlesex  Asylums. — 2.  Hanwell. 

27  June  1873. 

After  four  clays’  inspection  of  this  asylum,  we  can  report  that 
since  the  building  was  last  visited  by  members  of  our  Board,  many 
improvements  have  taken  place  in  matters  affecting  the  comfort  and 
welfare  of  the  patients. 

In  the  over-crowding,  however,  we  see  no  change.  The  number 
of  males  is  still  707;  that  of  the  females  has  gone  up  to  1,110, 
making  a  total  of  1,817  patients.  The  accommodation  of  the  addi¬ 
tional  female  patients  has  been  met  by  an  appropriation  to  their  use 
of  the  space  previously  given  up  to  certain  kitchen  and  dairy 
requirements. 

There  are  absent  on  trial  4  men  and  7  women  ;  132  men  have 
been  admitted;  also  167  women  ;  these  together  include  22  re-ad¬ 
missions  ;  232  have  been  refused  for  want  of  accommodation. 

The  discharged  and  removed  have  been  55  men  and  71  women  ; 
of  the  former  42,  of  the  latter  62  were  discharged  upon  recovery  ; 
77  deaths  of  men,  and  80  of  women,  have  been  registered ;  as  many 
as  50  are  attributed  to  general  paralysis,  52  to  consumption,  and 
other  pulmonary  disease.  In  each  division  there  have  been  75  post¬ 
mortem  examinations,  and  5  inquests  have  been  held  on  the  male, 
4  on  the  female  side.  The  suicide  of  a  female  patient  was  the  cause 
of  one  of  these  inquests.  The  particulars  of  all  the  deaths  which 
became  the  subject  of  a  coroner’s  inquiry,  were  duly  sent  to  our 
office,  and  we  ourselves  made  inquiry  into  the  suicide :  how  the 
patient  obtained  possession  of  the  bonnet  fastening  with  which  she 
strangled  herself  in  bed,  we  have  been  unable  to  discover ;  and 
under  the  circumstances  we  can  affix  blame  to  none  of  the  staff. 
Arrangements  recommended  by  the  Commissioners  for  the  safety  at 
night  of  patients  suicidallv  disposed,  viz.,  by  collecting  them  in  an 
associated  dormitory ,  with  one  or  more  attendants  sitting  up  in 
charo’e,  have  not  yet  been  carried  out.  Doubtless  the  large  numbei 
of  suicidal  cases  here,  200  and  upwards  in  each  division,  and  the 
insufficiency  in  size  of  the  dormitories,  present  great  difficulties  ; 
still,  we  think  that  the  danger  of  suicide  might,  by  re-distribution 
of  the  patients,  be  met  to  a  certain  extent,  and  we  desire  to  call  the 
special  attention  of  both  medical  superintendents  to  the  matter. 

Of  epileptics  there  are  now  234  in  the  asylum,  of  whom  107  are 
men.  Dr.  Rayner  proposes  to  associate  them  in  Ao.  17  ward,  and 
to  place  an  attendant  in  charge  at  night,  sitting  up  at  night  at  one 
end  of  an  intervening  day-room  ;  this  attendant  will  command  a 
view  of  their  sleeping  accommodation.  One  dormitory  will  hold 
37,  the  other,  27  beds  ;  and  adjoining  to  the  former  are  6  newly- 
built  single-rooms,  which  will  also  be  given  up  to  epileptics.  Two 
attendants  will  sleep  close  by,  and  the  night  watch  in  special  charge 
will  at  short  intervals  traverse  the  dormitories,  and  visit  the  single- 
rooms. 

Mr.  Richards  will  we  trust  adopt  a  similar  plan  for  supervision 
during  the  night,  of  the  female  epileptics. 

According  to  the  registry,  there  has  been  no  resort  to  mechanical 

restraint  in  either  division ;  but  22  men  have  been  secluded,  alto¬ 
gether 
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gether  on  30  occasions,  and  for  92  hours  ;  53  women  have  been  also  Appendix  (D.) 
so  treated,  altogether  on  162  occasions,  and  for  318  hours.  - 

In  regard  to  the  recommendations  made  by  our  colleagues  at 
former  visits  to  this  asylum,  we  are  enabled  to  state  that  many  ot  (Hanweli). 
them  have  received  attention.  All  the  stone  floors  have  been 
removed  in  the  dormitories  and  single-rooms,  with  the  exception  of 
the  large  dormitory  of  the  female  infirmary,  which  will  be  taken  in 
hand  during  this  summer,  when  fewer  patients  will  be  disturbed, 
than  if  the  work  were  done  at  another  season  of  the  year  ;  planking 
has  been  substituted.  The  single-rooms  and  small  dormitories  in 
No.  1,  male  infirmary,  have  been  warmed  by  steam  pipes;  so  have 
been  heated  the  upper  dormitories  in  the  towers.  Additional  water- 
closet  accommodation,  with  sinks  and  lavatories,  has  been  provided 
on  the  male  side,  in  connection  with  wards  1,  A  4,  and  7  ;  and  also 
with  wards  5,  6,  and  15  ;  and  on  the  female  side,  with  wards  3,  9, 

10,  15,  and  21.  The  day-rooms  at  the  extremities  of  male  wards, 

1 ,  A  5,  6,  and  15,  have  likewise  been  constructed  and  well  furnished  ; 
these  are  a  great  improvement,  and  the  disused  staircase  is  now 
shut  out  from  the  wards  last  referred  to  by  a  glazed  partition,  space 
being  thereby  obtained  for  store  cupboards,  previously  much  needed. 

Several  of  the  airing-courts  have  undergone  a  thorough  change ; 
laid  down  in  turf,  and  intersected  by  walks,  also  planted  with 
shrubs  they  are  far  more  cheerful  than  formerly.  In  airing-courts 
Nos.  1  and  7,  sunshades  have  been  erected,  five  several  fives  courts 
have  been  built,  three  of  them  in  the  east  court  appropriated  to 
male  patients  of  the  turbulent  class,  which  court  has  likewise  been 
cut  into  terraces,  and  well  laid  out. 

We  found  the  whole  building  in  excellent  order,  and  had  no 
occasion  to  find  fault  with  the  state  of  the  beds  and  bedding,  save 
in  No.  1,  A  ward  on  male  side,  where  there  were  no  blankets  between 
the  mackintosh  coverings  and  sheets.  The  only  want  of  proper 
ventilation  was  noticeable  in  the  lavatory  attached  to  No.  22  ward. 

There  has  been  considerable  expenditure  of  paint  throughout  the 
wards  in  both  divisions,  and  much  has  been  done  to  enliven  the 
interior  of  the  asylum  by  papering  in  bright  colours,  and  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  pictures,  statuettes,  and  flowering  plants.  Wards  1,  2, 

9,  and  11  have  been  better  ventilated,  and  more  light  has  been 
given  to  the  dark  ends  of  them  by  making  windows  in  the  adjacent 
dormitories,  and  glazing  the  doors.  We  found  both  men  and  women 
generally  tranquil,  and  gave  to  every  person  full  opportunity  of 
complaint ;  the  personal  appearance  of  the  patients  in  regard  to 
cleanliness  and  clothing  is  a  point  still  open  to  much  improvement, 
and  we  think  that  the  dress  of  the  least  favourable  class  of  male 
patients  especially  demands  attention.  The  adoption  of  a  Sunday 
suit  for  the  men  throughout  the  asylum  should,  in  our  opinion,  not 
be  delayed.  Complaints  of  inability  to  appeal  to  the  Justices  when 
visiting  the  wards  were  repeated,  but  none  were  made  to  us  of 
ill-treatment  by  the  attendants.  The  staff'  now  consists  of  58 
attendants  in  the  wards  on  the  male  side,  and  87  in  the  women’s 
division ;  the  three  added  to  the  latter  since  our  colleagues  visit  are 
night  nurses.  For  supervision  of  the  male  patients  employed,  have 
been  appointed,  1  painter  and  2  gardener  attendants.  There  has 
been  also  a  rise  in  the  payment  of  the  attendants,  which  we  hope 
0.48.  will 
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will  have  the  effect  of  preventing  the  changes  so  frequent  among 
them.  Since  the  last  visit,  10  have  been  dismissed,  including  1 
inspector ;  9  have  resigned,  and  2  were  ordered  to  leave.  To  facili¬ 
tate  communication  between  the  attendants  in  wards  1,  A,  and  18 
and  15  and  16,  we  may  here  notice  that  a  bell  has  been  put  up  to 
summon  assistance  in  any  emergency  ;  and  to  detect  any  laxity  in 
the  night  visitation  of  wards,  an  electrical  clock  is  upon  trial. 

We  were  present  at  dinner-time  in  several  wards ;  the  food  ap¬ 
peared  to  be  sufficient  in  quantity,  but  the  beef  was  somewhat 
hard,  and  the  plates  were  cold  ;  the  occasional  fish  dinners  appear 
to  be  appreciated.  We  recommend  that  in  each  ward  should  be 
scales  for  weighing  the  meat  sent  up  to  them ;  this  is  the  practice  in 
other  asylums,  and  enables  the  complaint  of  any  patient  on  the 
subject  of  quantity  of  food  to  be  readily  inquired  into.  The  male 
working  patients  dine  together  in  No.  16  ward,  and  in  the  school¬ 
room,  having  a  meat  dinner  on  Monday  in  place  of  the  stew  served 
to  the  other  patients.  Cheese  has  been  added  to  the  lunch  of  the 
working  patients ;  in  other  respects  the  dietary  is  as  at  last  visit. 

The  arrangements  for  exercise  and  recreation  areas  last  reported, 
but  there  have  been  many  more  papers  circulated  in  the  wards. 
Twenty-seven  daily  newspapers  and  40  periodicals  are  distributed 
among  the  women,  and  the  number  on  the  male  side  has  been 
doubled* 

The  chapel  attendance  is  still  low,  but  the  removal  of  the  organ 
to  the  side  of  the  Communion  Table  has  given  a  few  more  seats; 
the  chapel  itself  has  been  freshly  painted. 

The  males  usefully  employed  are  now  289,  of  whom  105  are  in 
the  workshops,  and  95  in  the  wards,  but  only  491  of  the  women 
appear  to  occupy  themselves. 

The  bathing  arrangements  give*  a  change  of  water  to  every 
patient ;  the  dressing  space  recommended  to  be  added  by  the  last 
entry  of  our  Colleagues,  has  not  been  given  to  the  general  bath-room 
used  by  the  women  ;  the  room  proposed  to  be  used  for  that  purpose 
is  still  required  for  office  work;  two  very  convenient  rooms  have, 
however,  been  constructed  for  the  accommodation  of  the  female 
officers  hitherto  using  that  room,  where  they  can  recreate  themselves, 
and  for  the  female  attendants  sitting-room. 

Visiting  days  are  still  two  in  each  week,  and  the  recreation-hall  is 
devoted  to  the  friends  of  the  female  patients  on  those  occasions ; 
the  hall  has  also  been  renovated  by  paint. 

It  will  be  seen  from  our  report  that  much  credit  is  due  to  the 
management  for  great  improvement  in  this  asylum,  which  we  have 
reason  to  believe  will  be  further  carried  out  with  the  least  possible 
delay. 

Monmouth,  &c.,  Joint  Counties  Asylum,  Abergavenny. 

25  and  26  November  1873. 

Since  the  last  visit,  rather  more  than  13  months  ago,  79  men  and 
52  women  have  been  admitted,  and  29  men  and  21  women  have  been 
discharged.  The  deaths  have  amounted  to  58,  28  of  the  male,  and 

30  of

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30  of  the  female  sex.  These  changes  leave  429  patients  on  the  Appendix  (D.) 

books,  of  whom  197  are  males,  and  232  are  females  ;  and  there  are  - 

besides  28  males  at  the  Hereford  Asylum,  and  1  woman  atFisherton 
House,  also  chargeable  to  the  counties  in  union.  The  numbers  in  and  Radnor 
the  house  leave  15  vacant  beds  in  the  female  division,  but  are  four  Asylum, 
in  excess  of  the  accommodation  on  the  other  side.  This  continued 
pressure  for  male  patients  has  been  under  the  consideration  of  the 
Committee  of  Visitors,  who  have  directed  plans  for  additions  to  be 
prepared,  which,  we  understand,  will  shortly  be  submitted  for  the 
sanction  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

We  have,  as  usual,  seen  every  patient  in  the  course  of  our  inspec¬ 
tion,  and  have  visited  all  the  wards  and  offices.  Except  a  little 
noisy  talking  amongst  the  women,  the  patients  were  very  free  from 
excitement,  and,  as  respects  their  clothing  and  personal  cleanliness, 
in  a  creditable  state. 

No  one  was  secluded.  As  regards  the  employment  of  seclusion 
here,  we  find  from  the  register  that  since  the  last  visit  23  men  and 
26  women  have  been  placed  in  seclusion,  the  former  on  61,  and  the 
latter  on  62  occasions.  The  duration  has  generally  been  for  short 
periods,  and  of  the  123  instances  above  adverted  to,  87  were  for  less 
than  three  hours.  No  case  of  instrumental  restraint  is  reported. 

There  were  yesterday  15  men  and  21  women  in  bed,  several 
sinking  from  paralysis  and  consumption,  but  others  merely  owing  to 
epilepsy  and  excitement.  The  numbers  under  medical  treatment 
are  21  of  the  male,  and  20  of  the  female  sex.  During  the  year  1872 
the  mortality  was  lower  than  usual,  being  at  the  rate  of  8*4  per  cent, 
upon  the  average  daily  numbers  resident.  During  the  13  months 
which  have  elapsed  since  our  last  visit,  the  death-rate  has  been  con¬ 
siderably  higher,  being  at  the  rate  of  12  per  cent,  upon  the  daily 
average  number  resident. 

This  is  2  per  cent,  higher  than  the  usual  rate  in  county  asylums. 

No  epidemic  or  exceptional  disorders  have,  however,  prevailed,  but 
a  large  number  of  aged  people  have  died  chiefly  from  disease  of  the 
limp’s  and  heart.  The  following  are  the  assigned  causes  of 
death  ~

Post  mortem 
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Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  37  cases  only.  The 
coroner’s  inquests  were  held  on  the  bodies  of  patients  whose  deaths 
had  been  sudden,  hut  they  were  found  to  be  clue  to  natural  causes. 
The  wards  were  clean  and  well  ventilated,  and  some  of  them  have 
recently  been  painted  and  re-papered.  The  bedding  was,  as  usual, 
in  excellent  order.  With  respect  to  matters  of  structural  arrange¬ 
ments  referred  to  in  the  last  and  preceding  entries,  we  find  that, 
although  postponed  for  the  present,  the  Visitors  have  it  in  contem¬ 
plation  to  provide  a  general  bath-room,  to  improve  and  enlarge  the 
sculleries  and  water-closets,  and  to  substitute  wood  for  the  tile 
flooring  where  it  still  exists;  but  no  steps  have  yet  been  taken  for 
the  enlargement  of  the  chapel,  or  the  erection  of  a  general  dining¬ 
room.  The  supply  of  gas  is  now  obtained  from  the  town ;  and  the  gas¬ 
works  here  will  shortly  be  pulled  down..  The  staircase  on  the  female 
side  alluded  to  as  being  dark,  has  been  improved,  and  handrails  have 
been  fixed  to  the  walls,  both  here  and  on  other  staircases  where 
wanting.  Small  hand-engines  have  been  obtained  for  use  in  case  ot 
fire,  and,  as  stated  in  the  last  report,  some  of  the  stone  division  walls 
have  been  carried  up  above  the  roof,  and  iron  doors  have  been 
inserted  in  them  so  as  to  cut  off,  as  far  as  possible,  all  communica¬ 
tion.  These  improvements  will,  no  doubt,  diminish  the  risk,  but 
still  we  cannot  think  that  the  arrangements  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
flames  are  satisfactory,  and  again  draw  attention  to  the  subject. 
Divine  service  is  performed  as  usual;  the  numbers  present  last 
Sunday  were  78  of  the  male,  and  71  of  the  female  sex.  At  the  daily 
prayers  only  about  60  of  both  sexes  are  present. 

The  numbers  usefully  employed  yesterday  were  117  men  and  135 
women,  and  this  is  about  the  average. 

The  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  adequate  as  regards  numbers, 
and  we  had  no  complaints  of  their  conduct  from  any  of  the  inmates. 
We  think  it  important  that  arrangements  should  be  made  so  that 
wards  Aos.  5  and  6  in  each  division  should  never  be  left  without 
two  attendants,  as  is  now  the  case  during  the  time  the  attendants 
themselves  are  at  dinner. 

Associated  amusements  are  given,  as  before,  in  the  laundry  day- 
room,  at  which  about  25  men  and  50  women  are  usually  present 
weekly.  There  are,  besides,  occasional  readings  and  dramatic  per¬ 
formances,  attended  by  somewhat  larger  numbers,  but  of  course 
much  restricted  for  want  of  a  proper  room. 

In  the  wards  occupied  by  the  more  impulsive  class  of  patients, 
the  supply  of  books,  papers,  and  games  seems  still  to  be  very  scanty. 
The  introduction  of  such  matters,  will,  we  are  aware,  cause  some 
loss  and  destruction  at  first,  but  this  will  gradually  cease,  and  the 
conduct  of  the  inmates  will  ultimately  be  improved.  A  good  musical 
box  would  prove  a  great  source  of  amusement  to  this  class.  • 

As  matters  tending  to  the  greater  security  of  the  patients,  we 
recommend  the  provision  of  light  wire  fireguards,  or  high  fenders, 
for  protection  in  the  male  wards,  and  especially  in  those  where 
epileptics  are  placed ;  also  that  locks  should  be  fixed  on  the  closet 
doors  in  the  sculleries,  in  which  brooms,  fire-  irons,  and  other  articles 
are  kept,  which  might  be  used  as  dangerous  missiles.  We  likewise 

suggest  that  a  single  room  on  each  side  should  be  padded  up  to  about 

four 
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four  feet  from  the  ground,  for .  the  use  of  restless  feeble  patients  Appendix  (D.) 
suffering  from  paralysis  or  epilepsy.  Owing  to  the  similarity  of  — 
names,  we  had  great  difficulty  in  identifying  some  of  the  patients,  ^™™outh’ 
and  we  have  begged  that  in  future  the  dates  of  admission  be  placed  andTiadnor 
opposite  the  names  in  the  ward  lists.  Asylum. 

Dr.  McCullough  was  absent  for  a  short  holiday,  but  wre  received 
all  needful  assistance  and  information  from  Dr.  Glendinning.  Sub¬ 
ject  to  such  remarks  as  we  have  thought  it  our  duty  to  make  relative 
to  various  matters  requiring  structural  alteration  and  improvements, 
we  have  to  report  that  the  institution  continues  to  be  in  a  satis¬ 
factory  state,  and  we  are  glad  again  to  bear  testimony  to  the  judicious 
manner  in  which  the  comfort  and  welfare  of  the  patients  are  at¬ 
tended  to. 

Since  writing  the  above,  we  have  had  an  opportunity  of  perusing 
the  report  of  the  Committee  of  Visitors  to  the  Michaelmas  Quarter 
Sessions,  and  have  learnt  that  the  money  has  been  granted  for  the 
various  additions  and  improvements  therein  referred  to. 


Norfolk  County  Asylum. 

24  March  1873. 

We  have  inspected  this  asylum  in  ail  its  departments,  and  per- Norfolk 
sonally  examined  every  patient,  except  one,  of  each  sex,  who  are  Asyluni* 
away  on  leave. 

The  numbers  on  the  books  to-day  are  184  men  and  279  women, 
leaving  10  vacant  beds  in  the  male  division,  but  being  6  in  excess 
of  the  proper  accommodation  on  the  women’s  side.  It  should  be 
stated,  however,  that  3  of  these  women  are  recovered,  and  will  be 
recommended  for  discharge  to  the  Committee  at  the  meeting 
to-morrow. 

W e  find  that  the  average  annual  increase  of  numbers  during  the 
past  10  years  has  been  2  h  on  the  male  and  74  on  the  female  side, 
the  proportionate  increase  amongst  the  men  having  been  still  smaller 
in  the  last  five  years.  It  is  calculated,  therefore,  that  for  four  or 
five  years  there  will  be  sufficient  accommodation  on  the  male  side  to 
meet  the  wants  of  the  county,  but  that  in  order  to  provide  for 
female  patients  for  a  similar  period,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to 
build  for  50  additional  patients  of  the  female  sex.  This  proposi¬ 
tion  has  already  been  submitted  to  our  Board  by  direction  of  the 
Committee  of  Visitors,  and  we  have  this  day  taken  the  subject  into 
consideration,  and  inspected  the  site  upon  which  it  is  proposed  to 
erect  a  new  ward  for  the  women,  but  for  which  no  plans  have  yet 
been  prepared. 

It  is  needless  on  this  occasion  to  point  out  to  the  Committee  that 
the  numbers  of  patients  now  accumulated  on  this  site  is  far  in  ex¬ 
cess  of  what  we  consider  desirable,  as  we  have  reason  to  believe  that 
they  fully  concur  with  us  in  this  opinion  ;  but  at  the  same  time  it  is 
urged  that  the  proposed  addition  is  intended  for  females  only,  for 
whom  additional  land  would  not  be  needed  as  a  means  of  employ¬ 
ment,  and  that,  as  regards  airing-court  space,  sufficient  will  be  ob- 
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tained  by  the  addition  of  one  acre  of  garden  ground,  which  the 
Committee  have  purchased,  and  which  joins  the  women’s  airing- 
court.  It  is  also  stated  to  us  that  the  Visitors  admit  that,  after  the 
present  increase  of  numbers,  no  further  additions  on  this  site  will  be 
possible,  and  that  any  future  provision  to  meet  the  wants  of  the 
county  must  be  made  elsewhere. 

After  much  consideration,  and  with  some  reluctance,  we  have 
decided  to  advise  our  Board  that  they  may  properly  recommend  the 
proposal  for  the  Secretary  of  State’s  sanction,  subject,  of  course,  to 
the  plans  for  enlargement  being  satisfactory,  and  a  sufficient' quan¬ 
tity  of  the  garden  ground  being  appropriated  for  airing-courts. 

We  have  visited  the  site  proposed  to  be  built  upon,  and  made 
some  suggestions  to  Dr.  Hills  on  the  subject. 

There  is  a  further  proposition  to  make  some  additional  dormitory 
accommodation  at  the  laundry  block,  where  the  bed-rooms  are  over¬ 
crowded  ;  and  to  this  we  see  no  objection,  provided  the  new  room 
is  only  used  to  reduce  the  crowding,  and  not  for  the  reception  of  an 
increased  number  of  patients. 

We  have  pleasure  in  reporting  very  favourably  as  to  the  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  asylum  and  its  inmates.  The  wards  were  throughout 
clean,  cheerful,  and  extremely  well  furnished,  and  the  patients 
quiet  and  orderly,  and  personally  in  a  very  satisfactory  state.  There 
was  no  one  in  seclusion,  but  1  woman  wore  a  leather  muffle  glove 
for  surgical  reasons.  As  regards  restraint  and  seclusion,  we  find 
only  1  instance  of  each  recorded  since  the  last  visit.  We  were 
present  at  the  dinner  in  the  hall,  where  114  men  and  165  women 
were  assembled,  and  behaved  with  entire  propriety. 

The  food  was  good  and  abundant,  and  the  mode  of  serving 
excellent. 

All  arrangements  for  recreation,  both  out  of  doors,  and  by  means 
of  association  in  the  hall,  are  the  same  as  before  reported,  and  about 
the  same  proportion  of  both  sexes  are  usefully  employed. 

There  is  the  usual  somewhat  large  proportion  of  old  paralytic 
cases,  especially  in  the  male  division,  but  the  general  health  is 
good,  and  we  only  found  2  men  and  10  women  in  bed.  Ten  of  the 
former  and  28  of  the  latter  were,  last  week,  under  medical  treat¬ 
ment.  No  disorder  of  an  epidemic  character  has  prevailed  since 
the  last  visit  in  August  1872,  but  11  patients  of  each  sex  have  died 
from  the  following  causes,  viz. : —

There  were  post-mortem  examinations  in  9  cases,  but  no  inquest 
was  held. 

The  admissions  during  the  last  7  months  have  amounted  to  24  in 
the  male,  and  41  in  the  female  division  ;  and  9  men  and  27  women 
have  been  discharged  in  the  same  period,  all  but  2  being  recovered. 

There  are  walking  parties  beyond  the  asylum  precincts,  two 
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or  three  times  a  week,  averaging  about  30  of  each  sex.  Balls 
once  a  fortnight,  attended  by  60  men  and  120  women,  and  readings 
by  the  chaplain,  and  concerts,  at  which  nearly  the  same  numbers 
are  present. 

The  chapel  attendance  comprises  140  men  and  204  women  on 
Sunday,  and  86  men  and  176  women  on  week  days. 

No  structural  alterations  have  been  made  lately,  beyond  the 
substitution  of  wood  for  stone  floors  in  4  of  the  smaller  dormitories, 
and  additions  to  the  water-closet  seats,  but  a  great  deal  has  been 
done,  and  is  in  progress,  in  the  way  of  painting,  colouring,  and 
whitewashing,  and  there  have  been  considerable  additions  to  the 
means  for  personal  washing.  It  is  proposed  to  convert  several  single 
rooms  into  sculleries,  which  are  much  needed  in  some  of  the  wards. 

We  have  signed  and  examined  the  various  registers,  which  are 
properly  entered  up,  and  have  made  all  the  statutory  inquiries. 
We  have  derived  much  satisfaction  from  our  visit,  and  it  will  be 
seen  from  the  above  report  that  the  condition  of  the  asylum  con¬ 
tinues  to  reflect  much  credit  upon  the  management  of  the  medical 
superintendent. 


Northumberland  County  Asylum. 

23  July  1873. 

During  our  official  visit  this  day,  we  have  seen  all  the  patients, 
except  a  man  who  is  absent  on  trial.  Including  this  case,  there  are 
now  181  males,  and  178  females  on  the  books,  amongst  whom  are 
6  men  and  22  women,  not  connected  with  the  county,  and  also  2 
private  patients.  Of  the  out-county  patients,  14  (all  females),  be¬ 
long  to  the  parish  of  Shoreditch  in  London,  and  we  are  informed 
that  these  inmates  will  be  removed  next  week.  Owing  to  the  dimi¬ 
nution  in  the  number  of  out-county  patients,  from  whose  payments 
profit  was  derived,  and  also  to  the  greatly  increased  cost  of  coals, 
provisions,  and  wages,  the  present  weekly  charge  is  12  s.  6  d.,  the 
foreign  patients  continuing  to  pay  14  s.  as  before. 

Since  our  visit  a  year  and  a  half  ago,  41  men  and  50  women  have 
been  discharged  or  removed ;  of  whom  65  were  recovered,  and  72 
men,  and  77  women  have  been  admitted.  The  deaths  have  amounted 
to  38  in  the  male,  and  14  in  the  female  division.  Generally  the  mor¬ 
tality  was  attributable  to  causes  ordinary  in  asylums,  but  coroner’s 
inquests  were  held  in  five  cases.  One  of  these  had  reference  to  a  man 
whose  death  was  ascribed  to  effusion  on  the  brain,  from  a  blow,  but 
who  was  found  also  to  have  his  breast  bone,  and  five  ribs  fractured. 
It  was  never  discovered  how  these  injuries  were  inflicted.  Another 
case,  was  that  of  a  woman,  who,  whilst  walking  out  with  a  party  of 
other  patients,  committed  suicide  by  jumping  into  the  river.  Full 
particulars  relating  to  these  events  were  forwarded  to  our  office  at 
the  time.  Post-mortem  examinations  were  held  on  the  bodies  of  29 
males,  and  11  females. 

With  reference  to  the  subject  of  these  examinations,  we  desire  to 
draw  attention  to  the  very  defective  provision  made  for  the  purpose, 
0.48.  S  and 
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and  to  the  most  inadequate  arrangements  supplied  for  decent  pro¬ 
tection  of  the  bodies  previous  to  burial. 

We  strongly  recommend  that  the  matter  be  taken  into  considera¬ 
tion,  and  a  remedy  supplied  without  delay. 

We  find  few  changes  in  the  general  management,  and  have  again 
to  report  favourably  of  the  patients  condition,  who,  in  all  the  wards 
were  well  dressed,  and  who  conducted  themselves  in  an  orderly 
manner. 

No  one  was  secluded,  and  judging  from  the  records  during  the 
whole  period  since  the  last  visit,  only  2  men  have  been  so  confined, 
one  on  two,  and  the  other  on  one  occasion.  No  case  of  restraint  is 
reported.  We  were  present  in  the  two  principal  dining  rooms  at 
the  dinner  hour  to-day,  and  saw  an  excellent  dinner  of  roast  beef 
and  potatoes  served  to  67  men  and  66  women,  who  all  behaved  very 
properly.  The  majority  of  the  patients  thus  assembled  together 
belong  to  the  working-class,  the  returns  relative  to  whom  comprise 
117  males,  and  129  females  ;  of  the  men,  46  work  on  the  farm  and 
garden,  27  are  in  the  shops  and  domestic  offices,  and  44  are  cleaners. 
Fifty-one  of  the  women  are  engaged  in  needlework,  32  are  employed 
in  the  kitchen  and  laundry,  and  46  are  cleaners. 

The  numb,ers  attending  the  church  services  on  Sunday,  are  only 
72  from  the  male,  and  80  from  the  female  division,  and  on  week 
days,  48  of  the  former,  and  59  of  the  latter  are  present. 

As  to  matters  of  recreation,  we  learn  that  there  are  weekly  dances, 
cricket  matches  twice  a  week,  croquet,  &c.,  and  there  has  been  one 
pic-nic  at  the  seaside  this  year,  which  was  enjoyed  by  24  patients. 

We  are  sorry  to  find  that,  since  the  suicide  of  a  female  patient  in 
the  river,  the  distant  walks  have  been  discontinued,  and  no  one  now 
goes  beyond  the  asylum  precincts. 

The  wards  were  clean,  and  the  bedding  properly  attended  to. 
Horse-hair  and  flock  are  gradually  taking  the  place  of  the  cocoa- 
fibre,  which  will  soon  we  hope  be  disused.  There  have  been  very 
few  structural  changes,  beyond  the  completion  of  the  infirmaries  for 
both  divisions,  which  however,  are  still  incomplete,  as  regards  fittings 
and  furniture. 

The  much  needed  drying-closet  is  nearly  finished,  but  the  fur¬ 
naces  are  not  ready,  and  it  has  been  found,  that  the  old  boiler  con¬ 
nected  with  the  laundry,  was  insufficient  to  work  the  machinery 
recently  introduced  into  the  wash-house.  Several  sheds  and  sun¬ 
shades  have  been  erected  on  both  sides,  and  No.  3  male  airing-court 
has  been  put  into  excellent  order,  although  diminished  in  extent  to 
prevent  the  patients  from  approaching  too  near  the  infirmary,  the 
dreaded  inconvenience  of  which  seems  to  us  to  have  been  somewhat 
exaggerated  ;  on. the  other  hand,  there  has  been  an  enlargement  of 
the  male  infirmary  airing-court ;  a  great  improvement,  which  we 
hope  it  may  be  possible  to  carry  out  on  the  female  side. 

One  of  the  new  sheds  will  be  used  as  a  shoe-room  for  the  working 
men,  and  then  the  visiting-room  will  no  longer  be  required  for  the 
purpose,  as  is  now  the  case. 

Workmen  were  employed  altering  some  of  the  drains,  from  several 
of  which  there  was  an  offensive  odour  to-day.  We  have  to  call  at¬ 
tention  to  the  very  defective  arrangements,  made  for  the  reception 
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of  ashes  and  rubbish  from  the  wards;  there  was  an  accumulation  of  Appendix (D.) 
this  description  near  the  coal-cellar  on  the  women’s  side,  which  smelt  — - 

offensively,  and  on  inquiry,  it  appeared,  that  the  only  dust-hole  is  in  Asylum" 
a  cellar  under  the  wards,  approached  by  a  staircase  so  dark,  that  it  an  *  sy  um" 
is  no  wonder  the  servants  prefer  casting  the  rubbish  in  any  more 
accessible  spot.  In  our  opinion,  the  dust  should  be  carried  into  the 
open  air,  and  be  taken  away  daily  in  summer  time,  and  very  fre¬ 
quently  in  winter. 

We  have  made  all  the  statutory  inquiries,  and  have  every  reason 
to  be  satisfied  with  the  condition  of  this  asylum,  which  continues  to 
be  conducted  in  a  very  creditable  manner. 


Nottingham  County  and  Borough  Asylum. 

2  April  1873. 

Since  our  Colleagues  were  here  on  the  23rd  of  May  last  year,  Nottingham 
69  males  and  61  females  have  been  admitted,  14  males  and  40  Asylum, 
females  have  been  discharged,  and  37  males  and  16  females  have 
died,  leaving  in  the  house  this  day  180  men  and  205  women,  besides 
6  men  who  are  absent  on  trial.

These  numbers  leave  no  vacant  beds  in  the  male  side,  and  only 
9  for  females.  The  borough  of  Nottingham  is  only  entitled  to  133 
beds,  132  of  which  are  now  occupied  by  its  own  patients,  besides 
4  other  beds  filled  by  Newark  and  out-county  patients,  for  whom 
rent  is  received  by  the  borough.  It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  even 
should  all  the  patients  now  on  leave  be  discharged,  it  is  imperative 
upon  the  borcugh  authorities  to  make  some  additional  provision  for 
their  insane  poor  without  further  delay,  and  an  equal  responsibility 
falls  upon  the  Justices  of  the  county;  but  so  far  as  we  can  learn, 
the  negociations  for  a  separation,  or  the  removal  of  the  whole 
establishment  to  another  site,  have  been  entirely  suspended,  and  no 
other  steps  have  been  taken,  beyond  giving  notice  to  the  borough 
of  Newark  that  their  patients  will  not  be  received  after  the  20th 
August  next. 

Dr.  Stiff  informs  us  that  he  has  promoted  the  discharge  to  their 
parishes  of  every  patient  who  could  safely  be  removed  ;  and  it  may 
almost  be  said  that  the  asylum  now  contains  only  patients  of  a 
dangerous  or  suicidal  character,  or  such  as  are  dirty,  troublesome, 
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or  sick.  In  these  circumstances,  we  consider  that  the  staff  of 
attendants  and  nurses  is  inadequate  for  the  due  superintendence  of 
the  patients,  allowing  for  periodical  holidays  and  necessary  absences. 
They  are  in  the  proportion  of  1  to  16  in  the  male,  and  1  to  18  m 
the  female  division. 

The  death-rate  has  again  been  high,  but  no  disorder  of  an  epidemic 
character  has  prevailed.  The  following  are  the  registered  causes  of 
death  : —

All  the  particulars  relating  to  the  case  of  suicide  have  already 
been  before  our  Board.  The  patient,  who  was  walking  in  the  front 
grounds,  rushed  suddenly  into  the  engine-house,  which  was  open, 
and  placing  his  head  inside  the  fly-wheel,  was  instantly  killed.  At 
the  inquest,  the  jury  recommended  that  some  satisfactory  means  be 
at  once  adopted  to  protect  the  engine  and  boiler-house,  and  an  iron 
gate  has  consequently  been  put  up ;  but  outside  this  to-day,  we 
found  heaped  a  quantity  of  old  iron  piping,  iron  bolts,  and  other 
scraps,  which  might  easily  be  converted  either  into  weapons  of 
offence,  or  be  used  for  self  injury  ;  and  we  have  strongly  recom¬ 
mended  Dr.  Stiff  to  take  some  means  at  once  to  afford  greater 
security,  either  by  the  erection  of  a  palisading,  or  in  some  other 
way.  We  have  suggested  also  that  a  second  opening  should  be 
made  in  the  wall  over  the  well,  so  as  to  give  more  light  in  the 
engine-room,  in  which  a  new  boiler  of  improved  construction  has 
been  fixed. 

Some  suspicion  having  arisen  regarding  the  purity  of  the  well 
water  on  the  premises,  an  analysis  was  obtained  from  Dr.  Truman, 
analyst  to  the  town  council,  whose  report  was  most  unfavourable, 
stating  that  the  water  was  “  unfit  for  washing  purposes,  and  undesir¬ 
able  for  drinking  in  a  high  degree.”  Three  large  intercepting  cess¬ 
pits  have  consequently  been  filled  up,  and  the  home  supply  of 
water  has  been  abandoned  for  cooking  and  drinking  purposes,  the 
requisite  quantity  being  now  obtained  from  the  water-works. 

Amongst  other  structural  improvements  effected  since  the  last 
visit,  shutters  have  been  fixed  in  most  of  the  single  rooms,  and 
some  of  the  dormitories,  and  better  provision  has  been  made  for  the 
extinction  of  fire  in  the  building. 

The  condition  of  the  patients  during  our  inspection  was  satisfac¬ 
tory  ;  one  or  two  of  them  were  rather  noisy,  and  one  of  each  sex  were 
in  seclusion,  but  in  general  they  were  quiet  and  orderly,  and 
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personally  clean  and  well  dressed.  Two  of  the  men,  however*  Appendix  (D>) 
wore  strong,  special  dresses.  We  were  present  at  dinner  time,  Nottino.liam 
and  tasted  the  food,  consisting  of  meat  pie.  The  allowances  were  Asylum, 
ample,  and  the  provisions  good.  A  very  judicious  improvement  has 
been  made  in  the  dietary  since  the  last  visit,  by  the  substitution  of 
a  solid  dinner  of  Australian  meat  and  vegetables,  for  the  pea  soup 
formerly  given  on  one  day  of  the  week.  Australian  meat  has  also 
been  found  serviceable  as  an  ingredient  in  the  Irish  stew. 

There  is  nothing  new  to  report  as  to  the  general  management  of 
the  establishment.  The  average  numbers  attending  Divine  service 
are  92  of  each  sex  on  Sunday,  and  74  males  and  80  females  on  week 
days.  About  30  men  and  20  women  are  taken  beyond  the  premises 
for  walks,  and  85  of  each  sex  are  employed,  leaving  221  without 
occupation. 

There  is  no  record  of  the  use  of  instrumental  restraint ;  but  10 
men  and  18  women  have  been  secluded,  the  former  on  41,  and  the 
latter  on  64  occasions.  Thirteen  men  and  19  women  were  last  week 
under  medical  treatment. 

Arrangements  have  recently  been  made  for  a  more  regular  and 
complete  inspection  of  each  patient  by  the  Committee,  once  in  two> 
months,  and  an  excellent  rule  has  been  adopted  for  bringing  before 
the  Committee  all  patients  who  are  recovered  and  about  to  be- 
discharged. 

We  are  sorry  to  find  that  no  head  attendant  has  yet  been  appointed 
for  the  male  division;  but  the  wages  of  the  attendants  and  nurses, 
have  been  raised  20  per  cent ,  and  a  third  laundry  maid,  and  one 
extra  attendant,  have  been  appointed. 

We  have  a  good  report  to  make  of  the  condition  of  the  various 
wards,  which  were  quite  clean  and  well  ventilated.  The  bedding 
also  was  in  proper  order.  Under-blankets  have  been  provided,  as 
suggested  by  our  Colleagues,  and  on  the  women’s  side,  are  properly 
placed  over  the  macintosh  sheeting,  but  on  some  of  the  men’s  beds 
they  are  put  below  the  macintosh,  where  they  are  useless. 

In  our  Colleagues’  report,  on  the  23rd  of  May  last,  allusion  was 
made  to  the  mode  of  making  entries  in  the  case  books,  regarding  the 
personal  condition  of  patients  on  their  admission.  The  suggestions 
then  made  have  since  been  attended  to,  and  a  more  complete  copy 
of  the  statement  sent  to  our  Board  is  now  inserted. 

In  conclusion,  we  report  that  the  present  condition  of  the  asylum 
is  satisfactory. 


Oxford  County  Asylum. 

16  Dec.  1873. 

This  asylum,  which  we  yesterday  inspected,  has  now  no  vacant  Oxford 
beds,  and  in  the  female  division  there  are  11  patients  beyond  the  Asylum, 
estimate  of  proper  accommodation.  Should  the  wards  set  apart  for 
the  treatment  of  contagious  disorders  be  required,  the  occupants  (8 
men  and  14  women)  would  necessarily  be  removed  thence  to  other 
rooms ;  and  so  the  insufficiency  of  accommodation  would  be  aggra¬ 
vated.  Under  these  circumstances  we  have  to  urge  upon  the 
Committee  the  importance  of  proceeding  with  the  erection  of  the 
0.48.  S  3  detached 
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Appendix  (D.)  detached  hospital,  the  plans  for  which  were  approved  by  the  Secre- 
Oxford  taiT  of  State  in  May  1873.  It  is  also  evident  that  tbe  time  has 

Asylum.  arrived  when  a  decision  should  be  come  to  upon  the  necessary 

arrangements  for  meeting  the  prospective  requirements  in  lunacy 
of  the  several  counties  and  boroughs  to  which  this  asylum  belongs. 

The  asylum  contains  a  population  of  496  lunatics,  comprising 
214  men  and  282  women.  Of  these,  315  are  chargeable  to  Oxford¬ 
shire,  80  to  Berks,  26  to  Windsor,  18  to  Abingdon,  and  57  to  the 
city  of  Oxford. 

The  weekly  maintenance  charge  for  all  but  the  Windsor  patients 
in  excess  of  12,  is  11  s,  per  head ;  for  those  it  is  14  s.  6  cl. 

According  to  the  statutory  records  there  appear  to  have  been, 
since  our  colleagues  visit,  on  the  14th  June  1872,  157  admissions, 
of  which  65  were  in  the  male  and  92  in  the  female  division. 
Seventy-seven  patients  have  been  discharged,  including  24  men 
and  53  women,  Recovery  is  reported  in  46  of  those  77  cases,  and 
death  has  removed  59  patients. 

The  mortality  has  not  been  above  the  average  in  county  asylums, 
having  been  at  the  rate  of  7^  per  cent,  on  the  average  daily  number 
in  residence.  A  considerable  number  of  those  who  died  were  of 
advanced  age,  11  being  above  70.  The  following  are  the  assigned 
causes  of  death  : —

The  fatal  casualties  were — 

1.  A  woman  scalded  under  circumstances  reported  to  our  Board, 
and  respecting  which  a  correspondence  took  place  at  the  time. 

2.  A  man  who  died  from  epileptic  asphyxia ;  he  was  found  dead 
in  a  single  room,  with  pebbles  in  his  nostrils,  and  a  piece  of  flannel 
in  his  mouth,  which  he  is  supposed  to  have  himself  inserted,  under 
the  delusion  that  they  would  exclude  noxious  vapours. 

3.  4,  5.  Two  men  and  1  woman,  whose  deaths  were  also  caused 
by  epileptic  asphyxia,  all  having  been  suffocated  by  lying  on  their 
faces  during  a  fit. 
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6.  A  man,  aged  76,  who  died  on  the  30th  of  September  last  from  Appendix  (D.)r 
exhaustion  of  mania,  the  death  having  been  accelerated  by  a  com- 
pound  fracture  of  the  arm,  sustained,  it  is  believed,  accidentally,  by  ^svlum 
a  fall  when  alone  in  the  padded  room  11  days  previously. 

Coroner’s  inquests  were  held  in  cases  1  and  2  only,  and  in  that 
of  a  criminal  patient  who  died  of  general  paralysis.  We  are 
informed  that  full  particulars  of  the  deaths  above  referred  to  as 
attributable  to  casualty,  were  in  each  instance  forwarded  to  the 
coroner ;  but  inasmuch  as  the  entries  in  the  case-book  are  not  in 
every  case  made  as  directed  by  the  19th  section  of  the  16  &  17 
Viet.  c.  96,  and  section  44  of  25  &  26  Viet.  c.  Ill,  the  law  has  not 
been  strictly  complied  with;  and  we  have  directed  the  attention  of 
Mr.  Sankey  to  the  necessity  for  strict  adherence  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Lunacy  Acts  upon  this  point. 

In  the  four  deaths  from  epileptic  asphyxia  the  patients  all  slept 
in  single  rooms,  being  for  various  reasons  deemed  unfit  for  the 
associated  dormitory,  where  the  remaining  epileptics  of  their  sex 
have,  since  our  Colleagues’  visit,  been  placed,  under  the  special 
supervision  of  a  night  attendant.  We  have  had  some  conversation 
with  Mr.  Sankey  to-day,  as  to  an  alteration  of  the  sleeping  arrange¬ 
ments  for  epileptics  generally,  with  a  view  to  extending  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  special  night  attendant,  as  far  as  possible,  to  those  ot 
that  class  sleeping  in  single  rooms ;  this  would  involve  the  appro¬ 
priation  for  that  purpose  of  other  dormitories  near  to  single  rooms, 
and  some  structural  alteration  of  the  latter.  The  large  mortality 
which  has  arisen  from  epileptic  asphyxia  renders  it  necessary  that 
every  possible  precaution  against  the  casualty  should  be  taken. 

It  appears  that  the  number  of  post-mortem  examinations  has 
been  22.  The  registry  of  restraint  shows  that  1  woman  has  been  so 
treated  for  12  consecutive  hours,  for  surgical  reasons.  According 
to  the  records,  there  has  been  very  little  seclusion  during  the  past 
18  months,  6  men  and  4  women  only  having  been  so  dealt  with. 

The  returns  in  regard  to  employment,  set  forth  that  164  men 
and  183  women  are  occupied  in  various  ways;  of  the  former,  not 
more  than  50  work  on  the  land,  and  at  present,  4  only  are  employed 
in  the  tailors,  carpenters,  and  shoemakers  shops.  We  think  that 
efforts  should  be  made  to  instruct  some  of  the  younger  male  patients 
in  tailoring  and  other  trades  suited  to  their  capacity.  The  numbers 
attending  chapel  on  Sundav  are  only  65  men  and  113  women. 

We  regret  to  find  that  nothing  has  yet  been  done  towards  the 
erection  of  a  chapel  of  adequate  size  and  suitable  character,  and  we 
again  earnestly  press  upon  the  Committee  the  remarks  made  at  the 
last  and  previous  visits  in  regard  to  this  subject. 

In  our  passage  through  the  asylum,  we  found  no  person  in  seclu¬ 
sion  or  under  mechanical  restraint.  The  general  demeanour  of  the 
patients  was  satisfactory.  A  larger  number  of  the  women  should, 
we  think,  be  clothed  in  wincey  during  the  winter.  There  are  many 
feeble  cases,  but  the  health  of  the  patients  is  on  the  whole  good. 

A  few  have  suffered  lately  from  erysipelas.  Eight  men  and  22 
women  were  in  bed,  but  chiefly  owing  to  epilepsy,  paralysis,  or  old 
age ;  one  man,  an  epileptic,  was  under  treatment  for  a  compound 
fracture  of  the  leg,  accidentally  sustained  in  a  struggle  with  another 
patient. 
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The  dinner  yesterday  consisted  of  currant  and  suet  pudding, 
baked  and  steamed,  and  to-day  of  roast  mutton,  potatoes,  and  cab¬ 
bage,  beer  being  given  on  both  days.  The  food  was  good,  and 
appeared  to  be  enjoyed  by  the  patients. 

.  The  staff  of  attendants  consists  of  1  head  attendant  in  each 
division,  and  16  of  the  ordinary  class  on  each  side;  and  that  number 
at  present  appears  to  be  sufficient.  There  are  also  2  male  and 
2  female  night  attendants. 

The  wards  were  throughout  clean,  comfortably  warmed,  and  well 
ventilated,  and  the  dormitories,  beds,  and  bedding,  in  their  usual 
creditable  order.  In  two  wards  the  water-closets  have  been  par¬ 
titioned  off  from  the  bath-rooms,  and  separate  entrances  have  been 
provided ;  but  this  improvement  should  be  carried  out  as  soon  as 
possible  in  those  parts  of  the  building  where  the  objectionable  com¬ 
bination  of  closet  and  bath-room  still  exists ;  and  the  closets  hitherto 
not  lighted  by  gas,  should  have  burners  securely  fixed  in  positions 
inaccessible  to  patients. 

We  were  glad  to  observe  that  additional  furniture  in  the  shape  of 
chairs  and  seats,  with  padded  backs,  had  been  introduced,  and  other 
improvements  had  been  made  in  the  interior  comforts  of  the  wards. 
Nothing,  however,  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  lowering  the 
windows,  urged  upon  the  Committee ;  a  matter  which  we  "again 
desire  to  bring  forward,  as  calculated  to  add  greatly  to  the  cheer¬ 
fulness  of  those  wards  now  unnecessarily  dull. 

No  change  has  taken  place  in  the  laundry  department;  adjoinino- 
to  the  ironing-room  a  sorting-room  for  clean  clothes  would  be  found 
to  be  a  great  convenience  ;  it  would  obviate  the  present  crowding 
and  might  be  a  means  of  reducing  the  high  temperature  of  the 
morning  room  in  the  summer. 


We  made  inquiry  into  the  provision  for  extinction  of  fire  in  the 
building,  and  we  find  that  the  arrangements  are  at  present  imperfect 
for  throwing  water  upon  the  higher  parts  of  the  building  of  the 
asylum.  This  important  matter  will,  we  trust,  receive  the  early 
attention  of  the  Visitors. 

We  have  inspected  the  7  acres  of  land  on  the  south-east  side  of 
the  asylum,  and  it  appears  to  us  that  it  would  be  a  valuable 
acquisition.  The  proposed  purchase  of  it  by  the  Visitors  is  most 
desirable. 

The  general  result  of  our  inspection  of  this  asylum  is,  subject  to 
the  remarks  and  recommendations  already  made  in  our  report, 
favourable  to  its  present  management  and  condition. 


Salop  and  Montgomery  County  Asylum. 

3  and  4  June  1873. 

Salop  and  W e  have  inspected  this  asylum  in  all  its  apartments,  and  per- 

Montgomery  sonally  examined  all  the  resident  patients,  viz.,  251  men  and  281 
women ;  total  532.  Besides  these,  there  are  1  male  and  5  female 
patients  away  on  trial.  The  asylum,  it  is  calculated,  will  not 
properly  afford  accommodation  for  more  than  247  men  and  280 

women ; 
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women  ;  so  that,  if  all  the  patients  on  the  books  were  resident,  there  Appendix  (D.) 
would  be  an  excess  of  cases  beyond  the  provision  now  made  for 
them,  of  5  men  and  6  women. 

No  patient  has  yet  been  refused  admission,  but  as  there  is  a 
regular  increase  in  the  numbers,  and  as  during  the  last  13  months 
the  admissions  exceeded  the  discharges  and  deaths  by  18,  it  is  evident 
that  something  must  shortly  he  done  to  provide  for  the  wants  of  the 
counties.  As  to  the  mode  in  which  this  is  to  be  done,  we  under¬ 
stand  that  the  Committee  have  not  yet  come  to  any  decision.  There 
would  be  much  objection  in  adding  to  this  building,  especially  on 
the  male  side  ;  but  land  in  this  direction  might,  we  believe,  be  pur¬ 
chased,  althougn  at  a  high  rate  of  cost,  and  we  see  no  other  way  of 
overcoming  the  difficulty.  Some  consideration  has  been  given  to 
the  question  of  how  best  to  obtain  more  suitable  workshops  for  the 
male  patients,  and  a  means  of  doing  so  has  been  explained  to  us. 

Although  an  improvement  would  thus  be  effected,  much  better  shops 
might  be  built  on  ground  beyond  the  western  wall,  and  therefore  it 
seems  desirable  that  nothing  should  be  done,  and  no  expense  in¬ 
curred  in  improving  the  shops,  until  the  land  question  has  beenfullv 
decided. 


Sufficient  space  being  obtained,  wards  of  an  inexpensive  character 
might  be  erected  in  connection  with  a  new  workshop  block,  for  the 
use.  of  working  men,  say  to  the  amount  of  50  patients,  and  if  a 
similar  enlargement  were  made  on  the  eastern  side  for  laundry 
women  and  other  quiet  patients,  accommodation  for  100  additional 
patients  might  thus,  we  think,  be  provided  at  a  small  cost  for  build¬ 
ing,  exclusive  of  the  price  of  the  land,  which,  it  seems  to  us,  would 
be  absolutely  required  before  any  material  increase  of  numbers 
takes  place. 

Hie  patients  chargeable  to  Shropshire,  including  the  borough  of 
Wenlock,  are  311.  To  Montgomeryshire  105,  and  to  other  asso¬ 
ciated  boroughs  not  in  union,  111.  1  he  latter  boroughs  are  Shrews¬ 

bury,  Oswestry,  Bridgenorth,  and  Ludlovr,  which,  in  addition  to  the 
general  weekly  charge  of  9  5.  11c/.,  pay  an  annual  rent  in  lieu  of 
contribution  towards  the  building. 

There  have,  since  the  visit  of  our  Colleagues  on  the  1st  of  May 
last  year,  been  155  admissions,  76  discharged,  and  61  deaths.  Of 
the  discharged  patients,  64  were  reported  to  be  recovered.  The 
death-rate  has  been  about  an  average  on  former  years,  and  the  causes 
of  death  such  as  are  usual  among  the  insane.  General  paralysis 
proved  fatal  in  15  cases,  and  1 1  patients  died  from  other  forms  of 
brain  disease,  6  from  epilepsy,  5  from  exhaustion  of  mania  and 
melancholia,  5  from  consumption,  7  from  other  lung  and  heart 
diseases,  7  from  senile  decay,  and  4  from  other  ordinary  causes. 
Besides  these,  the  death  of  a  male  patient  was  occasioned  by  drink¬ 
ing  a  decoction  of  poisonous  herbs  which  he  had  gathered  and  made 
into  “  herb  tea,”  not  intending  to  injure  himself.  This  was  the  only 
case  in  which  an  inquest  was  held.  Post-mortem  examinations  were 
made  in  23  cases,  the  previous  consent  of  the  relatives  having,  in 
every  instance,  been  obtained.  Among  the  present  inmates  there  is 
a  very  large  proportion  of  paralysed  and  otherwise  feeble  cases, 
especially  in  the  male  division,  and  we  are  sorry  to  hear  that  the

bodily  condition  of  many,  when  received,  is  still  very  unfavourable. 
Twenty  patients  of  each  sex  are  now  under  medical  treatment. 

We  have  a  very  favourable  account  to  give  of  the  state  in  which 
we  found  the  wards,  which  were  clean,  well  ventilated,  and  comfort¬ 
ably  furnished. 

Several  of  them  have  been  painted  and  decorated,  new  lavatories 
and  sculleries  have  been  fitted  up,  or  are  in  process  of  construction, 
and  additional. lie ht  has  been  given  in  No.  3  wards  in  both  divisions 
by  making  fanlights  above  the  doors. 

The  bedding  throughout  is  of  excellent  quality,  and  well  attended 
to,  although  the  order  given  for  the  use  of  under-blankets  had  not 
been  duly  earned  out  by  the  attendants.  With  very  few  exceptions, 
there  was  order  and  quiet  amongst  the  inmates,  and  no  one  was 
secluded  or  restrained.  Restraint  was  not  used,  except  in  the  case 
of  one  man  for  surgical  reasons,  but  there  is  record  of  seclusion  in 
the  cases  of  23  male  and  26  female  patients  ;  the  former  having  been 
secluded  on  110,  and  the  latter  on  26  days,  or  portions  of  days.  The 
clothing  was  of  good  quality,  and  all  patients  who  work  have  second 
suits  for  Sunday.  The  register  of  employment  gives  about  the  same 
resuhs  as  usual,  the  total  numbers  regularly  occupied  being  147 
males  and  204  females.  Of  the  former,  48  work  on  the  land,  and  57 
at  trades  and  in  the  shops. 

Divine  service  is  performed  as  usual,  the  attendance  being  gene¬ 
rally  284  on  Sunday,  and  231  on  week-days.  The  number  assembled 
together  for  associated  amusements  are  necessarily  limited  by  the 
small  size  of  the  only  room  which  can  be  appropriated  for  the  pur¬ 
pose.  Our  attention  has  been  called  to  the  insufficiency  of  the 
bathing  accommodation  on  the  men’s  side,  and  as  soon  as  the  question 
of  how  best  to  provide  new  workshops  is  decided,  it  would  be  very 
desirable  to  increase  the  number  of  baths,  as  has  already  been  done 
for  female  patients. 

It  is  proposed,  as  suggested  in  the  last  report,  to  enlarge  the 
airing-court  attached  to  No.  1  female  ward,  which  will  be  a  great 
improvement. 

A  fence  is  much  needed  to  enclose  the  space  in  front  of  the  black¬ 
smith’s  shop,  which  is  now  easily  accessible  to  patients  not  employed 
there.  It  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  the  gas-works  have  been 
removed  altogether,  and  the  gas  supply  is  now  obtained  from 
Shrewsbury. 

We  are  sorry  to  find  that  the  changes  among  the  attendants  are 
still  very  numerous ;  how  far  this  is  occasioned  by  the  rather  low 
rate  of  wages  offered,  especially  as  regards  the  men,  is  a  question 
which  will,  no  doubt,  receive  the  attention  of  the  Visitors.  A  satis¬ 
factory  arrangement  has  been  made  by  Dr.  Strange  for  the  special 
night  supervision  of  suicidal  patients,  and  bad  cases  of  epilepsy,  by 
the  appointment  of  a  second  night  attendant  in  the  male  division,  as 
was  previously  the  case  on  the  women’s  side. 

We  have  made  all  the  statutory  inquiries,  and  signed  and  examined 
the  books.  The  medical  records  are  well  kept,  and  the  general  con¬ 
dition  of  the  asylum  and  its  inmates  is  creditable  to  the  superinten¬ 
dent  and  those  under  him  who  are  engaged  in  its  management. 
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16  October  1873. 

We  have  this  clay  inspected  this  asylum,  accompanied  by  Dr. 
Medlicott ;  at  present  he  is  without  an  assistant  medical  officer, 
during  the  temporary  absence  of  Mr.  Dove  on  account  of  illness, 
but  a  substitute  for  that  gentleman  will  be  speedily  appointed. 
The  number  of  patients  on  the  books  is  583,  an  increase  of  61  since 
the  last  visit  of  the  Commissioners.  They  consist  of  275  males,  and 
297  female  paupers,  besides  6  men  and  5  women  of  the  private  class. 
Of  these,  8  of  the  male  and  21  of  the  female  sex  are  away  on  leave 
of  absence.  The  out-county  patients  are  9  from  Bethnal  Green,  and 
1  from  Shoreditch.  There  are  also  some  patients  from  non-contri¬ 
buting  boroughs,  viz.,  25  from  Bath,  and  9  from  Bridgwater.  The 
charges  for  maintenance  are  1 1  s.  1  d .  per  week  to  county  patients  ; 
the  non-contributing  boroughs  of  Bath  and  Bridgwater  pay  14, s.  3|  d. ; 
and  the  out- county  patients  are  charged  16  s.  4  d.  The  payments 
made  for  the  private  class  vary  from  14  s.  to  22  s.  2  d.  The  follow¬ 
ing  is  the  summary  of  the  changes  among  the  patients  since  the 
2nd  November  1872,  when  members  of  our  Board  last  visited.

Of  the  discharges  125,  the  number  who  left  upon  recovery  was  58. 
Death  has  carried  off  39  male,  and  16  female  paupers.  In  nearly 
every  case  a  post-mortem  examination  was  made.  There  is  no 
record  of  any  inquest,  and  the  causes  of  death  in  every  instance 
appear  to  have  been  such  as  are  ordinary  in  asylums.  Beyond  a 
few  accidents,  not  of  a  serious  nature,  and  chiefly  arising  from  falls, 
there  is  no  entry  noteworthy  in  the  medical  journal  in  regard  to 
casualties,  if  we  except  the  fracture  of  a  collar-bone  by  a  female 
patient  in  a  fight  with  another,  and  the  fracture  of  her  arm  by  a 
third  female  patient,  also  fighting  with  the  woman  secondly  referred 
to.  A  man  also  appears  to  have  been  found  with  a  fractured  arm, 
which  was  reported  to  the  Committee.  Upon  inquiry  of  Dr. 
Medlicott,  we  learn  that  the  last  casualty  was  communicated  to  our 
Board,  but  although  suspicion  fell  upon  an  attendant  since  dismissed, 
omilt  has  not  yet  been  brought  home  to  him. 
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Seclusion  has  been  limited  to  10  men  (each  secluded  once  only) 
and  19  women,  (altogether  on  35  occasions,  and  not  for  long- 
periods) .  No  person  has  been  restrained.  Under  medical  treat¬ 
ment  are  registered  13  men  and  11  women.  No  patient  on  either 
side  is  to-day  in  seclusion  or  under  restraint.  Of  the  males, 
11  are  in  bed,  of  the  females  but  6. 

We  saw  every  patient  not  absent  upon  leave,  and  spoke  to  a 
large  number  of  them,  giving  to  all  a  full  opportunity  of  complaint.. 
Great  content  prevailed,  and  there  was  not  a  single  outbreak  of  ex¬ 
citement  in  our  passage  through  the  building.  There  is  still  a  large 
number  of  epileptics  and  infirm  patients,  and  all  appear  to  receive 
careful  treatment  from  the  attendants,  against  whom  not  a  complaint 
was  addressed  to  us.  The  women  were  still  in  their  summer  dress, 
with  the  exception  of  a  few  old  women,  but  the  corridors  and  day- 
rooms  were  sufficiently  warm.  The  men  still  contrast  somewhat 
unfavourably  with  the  females  in  regard  to  cleanliness  of  attire.  It 
seems,  however,  that  the  linen  of  each  sex  is  changed  twice  in  the 
week,  and  all,  in  both  divisions,  are  bathed  as  often. 

We  did  not  fail  to  attend  dinner  in  the  large  hail  and  in  some  of 
the  wards.  It  was  soup  day,  and  that  which  was  served  was  put 
on  table  in  an  orderly  manner,  and  having  tasted  the  soup,  we  can 
pronounce  it  to  be  good.  The  materials  for  the  soup  for  the  whole 
number  of  the  patients,  excepting  about  80  in  the  infirmaries,  con¬ 
sisted  of  75  lbs.  of  peas,  106  lbs.  of  meat  with  bone,  but  weighed 
before  cooking,  3  bushels  of  carrots,  as  many  of  parsnips,  1  \  bushel 
of  onions,  and  3  lbs.  of  flour,  worked  into  batter.  About  97  of  each 
sex  were  dining  together  in  the  large  hall. 

Much  has  been  done  in  substantial  and  decorative  improvement  of 
the  interior  of  the  wards,  and  in  rendering  the  dormitories  and 
single-rooms  most  comfortable  ;  the  galleries  also  contain  more 
objects  of  interest.  We  would  specially  notice  fresh  cementing  of 
the  walls,  5  feet  high  from  the  floor  in  w#rds  in  both  divisions,  very 
general  repapering,  and  colouring  of  the  single  rooms  in  many  parts 
of  the  building,  similar  work  in  the  day -rooms,  a  new  lavatory,  to 
encourage  personal  washing  in  No.  2  ward,  which  contains  many 
idiotic  patients,  the  construction  of  a  new  gasalier  in  No.  2,  on  the 
female  side.  The  new  wing  on  male  side,  No.  4,  is  occupied  by  day, 
and  the  new  single  rooms  in  No.  4,  on  the  other  side  are,  as  well  as 
the  adjoining  day  space,  occupied  by  women.  The  beds  and  bed¬ 
ding  were  in  good  order  ;  in  a  few  instances  however,  we  discovered 
that  no  blanket  was  interposed  between  the  lower  sheet  and  mackin¬ 
tosh,  and  called  attention  to  the  omission.  We  should  be  glad  to 
see  the  trough  bedsteads  disappearing  more  rapidly,  although  they 
have  been  greatly  improved  by  spring  beds.  The  mattresses  still 
consist  of  hair  and  cocoa-fibre  everywhere  but  in  the  infirmaries, 
where  horse-hair  alone  is  used.  The  female  general  bath-room  is 
not  yet  finished,  but  it  is  in  use,  and  the  stair  to  it  has  been  rendered 
safe  by  the  addition  of  a  handrail.  Seats  have  been  supplied  in  the 
dormitories  by  the  conversion  of  Australian  meat  boxes,  which  being 
covered  with  American  cloth,  look  sufficiently  well.  Table-cloths 
now  cover  the  dinner  table  in  the  wards  and  hall.  The  attendants’ 
comfort  has  also  been  provided  for,  by  the  setting  apart  of  two 
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rooms  on  each  side  where  they  dine,  and  in  the  evening  assemble  Appendix  (D.) 

for  recreation.  These  rooms  will,  we  have  no  doubt,  be  the  means  - - 

of  securing  good  servants  for  the  asylum,  and  retaining  them.  W e  S°merset 
found  25  female  patients  at  the  detached  building  in  charge  of  two  '  sy  um* 
nurses,  everything  was  in  good  order  there,  and  the  patients  were 
as  comfortable  as  those  elsewhere;  we  think  that  the  bath  at  the  foot 
of  the  stairs  should  be  screened  off  from  public  view,  care  being 
taken  to  secure  light  through  the  partition.  We  regret  that  no 
arrangements  have  yet  been  carried  out  for  supervision  of  the  epi¬ 
leptics  by  night,  in  conformity  with  the  recommendations  made  at 
last  visit,  but  we  are  induced  to  believe  that  it  will  not  be  now 
delayed.  About  132  men  and  199  females  attend  Divine  service 
on  Sundays ;  the  approach  to  the  chapel  from  the  male  side  is  not 
completed;  16  males  and  24  females  attend  the  school  which  the 
chaplain  conducts ;  this  we  think  a  very  satisfactory  feature  in  the 
management  of  the  asylum ;  and  there  are  only  25  men  and  12  women 
unemployed,  deducting  from  the  whole  number,  those  patients  who 
are  in  bed,  and  ill.  We  visited  the  shops  and  saw  many  employed 
there.  It  is  very  creditable  to  the  attendants,  and  for  that  reason 
we  specially  mention  it,  that  according  to  the  returns  of  last  week, 
only  27  men  and  9  women  appear  to  have  soiled  or  wetted  their  beds. 

Out-door  exercise  seems  to  be  enjoyed  regularly  by  a  very  large 
proportion  of  the  patients,  and  the  airing-courts,  or  as  they  might 
with  more  propriety  be  called  gardens  devoted  to  the  patients  are 
in  most  excellent  order,  that  set  apart  for  the  least  favourable  class 
being  little  inferior  to  the  others,  though  it  wants  better  drainage 
for  the  walks.  The  recreation  given  to  the  patients  is  liberal,  dances 
on  Wednesdays,  music  on  Thursdays,  with  practice  in  the  intervals, 
pic-nics  in  the  summer,  not  less  seldom  than  once  in  3  weeks,  which 
from  80  to  85  enjoy,  and  theatrical  performances  will  soon  be  revived. 

To  sum  up  the  result  of  our  visit,  the  asylum  in  every  direction, 
exhibits  evidence  of  continued  good  management.  We  trust  that 
when  the  additions  to  the  building,  now  in  progress,  shall  have  been 
completed,  and  filled  with  patients,  the  appointment  of  a  second 
assistant  medical  officer  will  not  be  delayed  > 


Staffordshire  Asylums. — 1.  Stafford. 

28  October  1873. 

There  are  at  present  on  the  books  of  this  asylum,  270  male  and  Staffordshire 
263  female  patients,  making  a  total  of  533.  The  following  are  the 
changes  that  have  occurred  by  admission,  discharge,  or  death,  since  t  a  01  • 
the  last  visit  here  in  December  1872.

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Of  the  patients  discharged,  8 1  are  returned  as  having  recovered, 
viz.,  39  men  and  42  women. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  diseases  of  the  lungs  and  heart, 
which  were  fatal  in  11  cases,  and  general  paralysis,  and  other  brain 
diseases,  in  24  instances.  No  sudden  deaths  have  occurred,  nor  has 
there  been  any  suicide  or  fatal  accident,  and  no  inquests  have  been 
held.  Post-mortem  examinations  have  been  made  in  17  cases. 
There  is  no  instance  of  either  seclusion  or  restraint  having  been 
resorted  to. 

One  woman  was  out  on  trial,  but  with  this  exception  we  have 
seen  all  the  patients  on  the  books.  In  the  lower  wards  in  both 
divisions,  where  the  more  troublesome  classes  are  congregated, 
there  was  some  excitement  caused  chiefly  by  1  or  2  patients,  but 
generally  we  found  them  tranquil  and  orderly.  The  general  health 
also  appears  to  be  good,  and  though  there  are  many  aged  and  feeble 
patients  in  the  asylum,  we  only  found  2  men  and  4  women  in  bed, 
1  of  the  men  having  a  week  since  fractured  both  bones  of  the  right 
leg,  as  far  as  we  could  ascertain,  accidentally.  The  condition  of 
both  sexes  as  to  cleanliness  and  clothing  was  satisfactory.  We  ob¬ 
served  that  some  of  the  men  were  supplied  with  coats  and  waistcoats 
of  a  very  excellent  woollen  material,  and  we  think  it  would  be 
desirable  to  provide  such  clothing  more  generally  for  the  men  in 
winter ;  and  also  to  supply  all  the  more  orderly  patients  with  Sunday 
suits.  The  same  cleanliness  and  order  noticed  on  previous  occa¬ 
sions  pi  evaded  throughout  the  building,  and  the  state  of  the  beds 
(which  are  now  all  of  horsehair)  and  of  the  bedding,  was  most 
creditable  to  the  attendants.  The  ventilation  throughout  was  good, 
and  the  rooms  fresh  and  sweet,  notwithstanding  the  number  of 
patients  of  faulty  habits.  The  wards  for  the  quieter  classes  are 
rendered  very  cheerful  by  papering  and  painting  the  walls  with 
bright  colours;  and  we  think  that  if  the  lower  wards  (No.  1  in  each 
division)  could  be  brought  into  the  same  state,  it  would  exercise  a 
very  beneficial  influence  upon  the  patients.  Matting,  or  some 
description  of  covering,  in  the  centre  of  the  corridors,  would  also 
greatly  relieve  their  bare  appearance,  and  add  to  the  comfort  of  the 
patients ;  and  we  strongly  recommend  that  the  stone  or  plaster 
floors  of  all  the  single  rooms  on  the  ground  floor,  which  in  many 
cases  are  much  worn,  should  be  removed,  and  these  rooms  boarded 
with  oak  or  pitch  pine.  The  female  infirmary  has  been  so  greatly 
improved  by  raising  the  roof,  that  we  would  urge  the  Committee  to 
make  a  similar  alteration  on  the  male  side.  Plans  have  been  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  erection  of  a  new  boiler- 
house,  and  for  the  conversion  of  the  present  boiler-house  into  a  new 
larder.  The  existing  one  is  small,  and  not  well  ventilated,  so  that 
it  is  desirable  that  this  alteration  should  be  carried  out  as  soon  as 
possible. 

The  proportion  of  attendants  to  patients  seems  on  the  whole  to  be 
sufficient,  but  considering  the  number  of  violent  and  dangerous 
patients  m  male  ward  No.  1,  we  think  that  an  additional  attendant 
should  be  appointed  for  that  ward. 

There  is  still  only  one  night  attendant  in  each  division,  and  we 
think  it  impossible  for  them  properly  to  attend  to  upwards  of  500 
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patients  during  the  night,  especially  when  the  number  of  epileptics  Appendix  (D.) 

(upwards  of  100),  and  of  acute  cases  received  here,  is  taken  into  - 

consideration.  Staffordshire 

There  is  now  only  one  of  the  male  wards  in  which  there  is  a 
female  nurse. 

We  saw  about  200  men  at  dinner  in  the  hall,  and  their  conduct 
was  most  orderly.  The  success  which  has  attended  such  association 
of  the  men  at  dinner  has  been  so  great,  that  we  trust  the  Committee 
may  be  able  to  carry  out  a  similar  arrangement  for  the  women. 

Forty-seven  males  and  31  females  attend  school  on  3  days  in  the 
week. 

The  average  number  of  both  sexes  who  are  present  at  the  after¬ 
noon  service  in  the  chapel  on  Sundays,  and  at  prayers  there  on  two 
days  in  the  week,  is  the  same  as  mentioned  in  the  last  report.  The 
arrangements  for  out-door  exercise,  the  monthly  dances,  and  the 
means  of  in-door  recreation,  also  continue  as  heretofore.  A  con¬ 
siderable  number  of  both  sexes  are  still  employed  in  useful  occupa¬ 
tion,  viz.,  196  of  the  men  and  152  of  the  women;  the  former  on  the 
grounds,  at  trades,  assisting  in  the  wards,  in  the  kitchen,  and  in  the 
laundry ;  and  the  latter  at  needlework,  and  in  the  various  household 
services.  W  e  were  informed  that  the  changes  among  the  junior 
attendants  were  frequent.  All  those  now  here  appeared  to  be  kind 
and  attentive ;  no  complaints  were  made  to  us  by  the  patients,  who 
throughout  seemed  contented  with  the  diet  given  them,  and  with 
the  treatment  they  receive ;  and  we  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report 
satisfactorily  on  the  general  management  of  this  institution. 


Staffordshire  Asylums. — 2.  Burntwood. 

1  November  1873. 

We  yesterday  went  over  every  part  of  this  asylum,  saw  every  Staffordshire 
patient,  and  made  all  the  statutory  inquiries  with  reference  to  them.  Asylums. 
Since  the  visit  in  December  last,  64  men  and  58  women  have  been  (Burntw0°  ■) 
admitted;  29  men  and  26  women  have  died;  and  18  of  the  former, 
and  35  of  the  latter  sex  have  been  discharged,  of  whom  5  men  and  19 
women  are  returned  as  having  recovered.  The  chief  causes  of  death 
were  epilepsy  in  15  cases,  general  paralysis  in  14,  and  other  diseases 
of  the  brain  in  14.  No  sudden  deaths  have  occurred,  nor  has  there 
been  any  fatal  accident,  and  no  inquest  has  heen  held.  Post-mortem 
examinations  have  been  made,  after  the  consent  of  the  friends  or 
relatives  has  been  obtained,  in  28  instances.  The  present  number 
of  patients  on  the  books  is  456 ;  viz.,  248  males  and  208  females. 

Of  these,  4  men  and  17  women  are  out-county,  and  5  men  and  2 
women  are  private  patients.  There  is  room  for  the  accommodation 
of  20  more  men  and  68  more  women.  The  out-county  and  private 
patients  continue  to  pay  14  s.  a  week.  The  weekly  rate  of  main¬ 
tenance  for  the  county  patients  has  been  raised  from  9  s.  to  9s.  9  d. 

According  to  the  last  entry,  18  men  and  11  women  are  under 
medical  treatment.  We  found  only  1  patient  of  each  sex  in  bed,  and 
the  general  health  of  the  inmates  appears  to  be  good.  There  has 
not  been  any  instance  of  resort  to  restraint  or  seclusion. 
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We  can  report  most  favourably  of  the  condition  of  the  asylum 
and  the  state  of  the  patients.  There  was,  throughout,  a  marked 
absence  of  excitement ;  and  although  a  large  proportion  of  the 
patients  are,  from  their  habits  and  propensities,  of  a  very  unfavour¬ 
able  class,  we  found  all  clean  in  person  and  dress.  The  use,  how¬ 
ever,  of  a  woollen  material,  for  the  dresses  of  a  majority  of  the 
women  in  the  winter,  would,  we  think,  be  desirable. 

In  every  part  of  the  building  the  ventilation  was  good,  and  there 
w  as,  throughout,  the  greatest  order  and  cleanliness.  We  found  the 
beds  in  excellent,  condition  and  the  bedding  ample.  There  were 
good  fires  in  the  day-rooms,  which  were  warm  and  comfortable. 
Many  of  the  benches  in  these  rooms  are  without  backs,  being  used 
at  the  tables  at  meal  times,  and  we  recommend  that  settees,  with 
backs,  should  be  provided  for  use  round  the  fire  places. 

We  saw  some  of  the  patients  at  their  dinner,  which  consisted  of 
good  roast  beef,  with  bread,  vegetables,  and  beer.  The  allowance 
per  week  of  cooked  meat,  without  bone,  is,  for  the  men,  30  ounces, 
and  for  the  women  24.  About  the  same  number  of  men  are  em¬ 
ployed  as  at  the  time  of  the  last  visit,  but  we  are  glad  to  find  that 
there  is  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  those  who  work  on  the 
land ;  there  being  now  36  so  employed,  as  against  26  last  year 
There  are  also  12  men  who  work  at  trades  ;  77  in  the  galleries, 
laundry,  and  kitchen.  Of  the  women,  30  are  employed  at  needle¬ 
work  and  knitting,  29  in  the  galleries  and  kitchen,  and  15  in  the  laun¬ 
dry.  All  the  clothes  are  made  by  the  patients,  but,  at  present,  none  of 
the  shoes.  Under  a  shoemaker-attendant  we  think  some  might  be 
instructed  in  mending  and  making  shoes. 

The  attendance  at  Divine  service,  on  Sunday  mornings,  in  the 
chapel,  is,  107  men  and  68  women ;  and  95  of  the  former,  and.  60 
of  the  latter,  are  returned  as  being  present  at  the  week-day  services 
on  Wednesday  and  Friday  evenings. 

The  chief*  sources  of  amusement  are  dances  once  a  month,  occa¬ 
sional  concerts  and  readings,  and  exhibitions  of  dissolving  views,  all 
given  in  the  hall,  at  which  between  200  and  300  patients  are  usually 
present. 

In  the  wards  themselves  there  are  some  indoor-games,  but  we  saw 
very  few  books  or  illustrated  papers  about.  W  e  think  that  it  would 
be  a  great  boon  to  the  patients  if  the  numbers  of  these  were  largely 
increased,  and  they  were  left  accessible  to  them. 

The  large  male  airing-court  is  not  at  present  planted,  but  we  are 
informed  that  this  will  shortly  be  proceeded  with.  A  great  improve¬ 
ment  would,  we  think,  be  effected  by  enlarging  and  lowering  the 
windows  at  the  end  of  the  corridor  of  the  female  ward,  No.  7  :  and 
we  suggest,  also,  that  the  floor  of  the  covered  way  on  the  female 
side,  which  has  been  lowered  opposite  the  new  single  rooms,  should 
be  raised  to  the  level  of  the  window  sills,  and  thus  do  away  with 
four  steps  at  each  end.  Neither  these  nor  the  new  single  rooms  on 
the  male  side  are  yet  occupied.  Arrangements  are  being  made  for 
placing  hydrants  in  connection  with  the  new  water  tower,  so  as  to. 
provide  a  supply  of  water  throughout  the  building  in  the  event  of 
a  fire. 

We  did  not  receive  any  complaints  from  the  patients,  but  all 
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seemed  contented  and  comfortable ;  and  we  have  pleasure  in  stating 
our  opinion  of  the  kindness  with  which  they  are  treated,  and  also  as 
to  the  satisfactory  condition  of  the  institution. 


Suffolk  County  Asylum. 


22  July  1873. 

Upon  the  books  of  this  asylum,  which  we  have  to-day 'inspected, 
there  are  416  patients,  of  whom  181  are  men  and  235  are  women. 
Since  the  Commissioners’  visit,  11  months  ago,  36  males  and  49 
females  have  been  admitted,  and  53  of  both  sexes  have  been  dis¬ 
charged,  of  whom  45  are  said  to  have  recovered  previously.  The 
proportions  of  the  discharged  have  been  15  men  to  38  women  ;  of 
the  former  13,  of  the  latter  32,  had  been  cured;  26  male  and  31 
female  patients  have  died.  There  has  been  no  inquest,  but  8  post¬ 
mortem  examinations,  which  are  few  in  reference  to  the  number  of 
deaths.  According  to  the  register,  9  patients  died  of  exhaustion, 
6  from  maniacal  exhaustion,  11  from  senile  decay,  11  from  ordi¬ 
nary  and  1  from  general  paralysis,  and  6  from  other  diseases  of  the 
brain.  Pulmonary  diseases  were  fatal  in  5  cases,  and  epilepsy  in  4. 
There  are  now  7  vacant  beds  on  the  male  side,  and  23  on  the  female 
side.  No  instance, of  restraint  is  recorded,  and  seclusion  has  been 
limited  to  3  women  and  2  men  ;  the  average  period  of  seclusion 
appears  to  have  been  3  hours,  and  no  patient  more  than  once  se- 
eluded. 

As  usual,  we  have  visited  every  part  of  the  building,  and  seen 
every  patient  in  residence  ;  1  of  each  sex  is  absent  on  trial,  and 
in  each  division  1  patient  only  was  in  bed.  According  to  the 
last  entry,  6  men  and  5  women  are  taking  medicine ;  the  general 
health  seems  to  be  good.  We  gave  to  every  patient  full  opportu¬ 
nity  of  complaint,  and  spoke  to  most  of  them ;  they  were  very  free 
from  excitement,  and  fairly  clean  in  person  and  attire. 

The  dinner  in  the  female  wards  was  served  in  our  presence  ;  it  con¬ 
sisted  of  beef  and  field-grown  peas,  with  beer  and  bread  ;  doubting  its 
proper  weight,  we  weighed  the  meat  supplied  to  several  patients,  and 
found  it  far  below  5  ounces ;  we  recommended  that  a  small  pair  of 
scales  should  be  provided  and  used  in  each  ward  for  testing  the  quan¬ 
tity  sent  up  from  the  kitchen  ;  the  meat  was  also  nearly  cold  before  it 
could  be  consumed,  and  altogether  without  gravy ;  many  of  the 
patients  eat  using  their  fingers  freely  instead  of  knives  and  forks. 
These  articles  should  be  furnished  more  liberally,  and  wherever  ne¬ 
cessary  the  meat  should  be  cut  up  for  the  very  infirm. 

A  few  more  of  the  women  appear  to  be  usefully  employed  than  was 
the  case  last  year,  but  we  regret  to  report  that  there  is  no  increase  in 
the  number  of  men  at  work.  As  to  the  amusements  in  the  asylum 
and  out  of  doors,  and  as  to  walking  exercise  and  chapel  attendance, 
there  is  no  change  to  mention. 

The  staff  of  attendants  has  been  increased  by  adding  1  to  each 
division,  and  the  men  now  rise  to  28  /.  per  annum,  the  women 
to  18  /.  The  head  male  attendant  has  35  L  per  annum  only  ;  the 
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Appendix  (D,)  matron  40  I.  There  is  still  no  night  attendant  in  either  division  ; 

- —  ’  the  patients  requiring,  from  sickness  or  otherwise,  attention 

Suffolk  Asylum,  during  the  night,  are  left  to  the  precarious  services  of  one  of 
the  day  attendants,  exhausted  probably  by  previous  work.  We 
look  upon  this  defect  as  one  of  the  most  serious  kind  in  an  asylum, 
and  again,  in  the  strongest  possible  way,  call  the  attention  of  the 
Visitors  to  the  subject. 

We  found]  the  rooms  throughout,  as  also  the  bedding,  clean,  and 
in  proper  order.  Ventilation  should  be  improved  in  the  single  rooms, 
having  shutters,  and  in  a  side  wing  of  the  attics,  occupied  by  women. 
Some  renovation  has  taken  place  in  those  attics,  and  in  the  cottage, 
and  in  other  parts  of  the  asylum,  by  fresh  painting  and  re-papering  ; 
and  this  work  is  in  progress. 

In  reference  to  recommendations  made  at  the  last  visit  for  struc¬ 
tural  and  other  improvements,  we  find  that  some  few  of  the  old 
box-bedsteads  have  been  lowered  and  padded,  and  that  all  the  floors 
in  single  rooms  and  associated  dormitories  ai*e  now  boarded,  and 
that  some  matting  has  been  laid  down  on  the  stone  and  tiled  floors 
of  corridors  and  day -rooms.  Steps  are  being  taken  to  supply  the 
wards  and  baths  with  hot  water  from  a  central  boiler,  but  at  present 
nothing  has  been  done  to  increase  the  number  of  baths,  which  are 
still  4  only,  for  each  division,  and  the  water-closets  continue  to  be 
quite  inadequate,  being  only  8  on  the  male  and  9  on  the  female 
side.  The  suggested  enlargement  of  the  windows  in  the  women’s 
day -room,  No^  3,  has  not  been  carried  out;  this  wfill  be  a  most  im¬ 
portant  improvement  when  effected,  and  could  be  made  at  a  trifling 
cost.  The  sufficiency  of  the  means  for  extinction  of  an  outbreak  of 
fire  should  receive  the  attention  of  the  Visitors. 

We  must  not  omit  to  mention  that  the  airing-courts  have  been 
greatly  improved  by  the  introduction  of  flowers  and  shrubs,  and 
especially  those  on  the  male  side,  in  a  state  most  creditable  to  the 
attendants ;  the  court  appropriated  for  the  more  troublesome  class 
of  male  patients  was  as  neatly  kept,  and  as  gay  with  flowers  as  that 
occupied  by  the  better  class.  Dr.  Kirkman  was  at  the  time  of  our 
visit  absent  from  the  asylum  for  his  annual  holiday,  but  we  received 
all  necessary  information  from  Dr.  Harris. 


Surrey  Asylums.— 1.  Wandsworth. 

26  and  27  June  1873. 

Surrey  Asylum  a.  Our.  inspection  of  this  asylum  has  occupied  us  dining  the  wholo 
(Wandsworth. )  0f  yesterday  and  .a  portion  of  this  day.  We  have  visited  all  the 
wards  and  the  offices,  and  have  personally  examined  every  patient, 

except  a  man  who  was  away  on  trial. 

The  numbers  on  the  books  are  altogether  95(fl  of  whom  406  arc 
men,  and  544  women.  The  present  accommodation  is  calculated  at 
958  beds,  and  7  are  now  vacant  on  the  male,  and  1  on  the  female 
side  ;  but  several  dormitories  in  both  divisions  are  overcrowded,  and 
there  is  great  deficiency  of  day-room  space  in  some  of  the  wauls, 
especially  Nos.  1  and  3  in  both  divisions.  On  both  sides  these  wards 
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are  appropriated  to  patients  of  the  most  impulsive  classes,  and  there 
can  be  no  doubt  that  the  disposition  to  violence  which  they  exhibit 
is  increased  by  bringing  together  such  large  numbers’  in  so  limited 
a  space.  As  .an  illustration,  we  may  mention  that  No.  3  on  the 
male  side,  which  affords  proper  day-room  space  for  40,  now  contains 
51  patients,  and  has  been  occupied  by  as  many  as  53. 

Considering  this  state  or  things,  and  that  the  patients  were  kept  in 
their  wards  for  our  inspection,  there  was,  on  the  whole,  great  free¬ 
dom  from  excitement,  even  in  the  worst  wards.  There  was  no  one 
secluded,  but  one  of  the  men  wore  a  coat,  the  sleeves  of  which,  as 
far  as  the  elbows,  were  fastened  to  the  sides.  This  man  is  said  to  be 
most  violent,  and  to  be  in  the  habit  of  striking  indiscriminately  those 
about  him ;  judging  from  the  entries  in  the  medical  journal,  he 
appears  to  be  almost  constantly  restrained  in  the  manner  described 
during  the  day-time.  One  other  man  has  worn  a  similar  dress  for  a 
week,  for  surgical  reasons  ;  and  besides  these  cases,  31  men  and  16 
women  have  worn  gloves  made  of  stiffleather,  without  fingers.  The 
reasons  amongst  the  men  being,  in  9  cases  to  prevent  suicfde,  in  1 5 
for  destructive  propensities,  and  in  7  for  surgical  purposes.  Of  the 
women  thus  restrained,  5  were  suicidal,  and  11  destructive.  In  all 
these  cases,  the  names  of  the  patients,  with  the  means  employed, 
and  the  reasons,  are  duly  recorded  in  the  medical  journal,  but  the 
“  duration  is  not  stated,  as  is  required  by  statute.  •  Dr.  Biggs,  to 
whom  we  have  pointed  out  this  omission,  has  promised  his  attention 
to  the  subject.  An  abstract  oi  the  entries  relative  to  seclusion 
shows,  that  12  males  and  10  females  only  have  been  secluded  dunno* 

the  last  eight  months,  the  former  for  a  total  of  225,  and  the  latter  for 
98  hours. 

.  We  thought  the  personal  condition  of  the  patients  in  both  divi 
sions  was  very  creditable,  and  the  bedding  was  very  clean  and  well 
attended  to.  Where  the  bottoms  of  the  bedsteads  are  made  of  laths, 
it  appears  however  to  be  desirable,  either  that  thicker  hair  mat¬ 
tresses  should  be  used,  or  that  palliasses  should  be  placed  below 
them. 

Tae  wards  were  clean  and  well  ventilated,  and  we  noticed  various 
improvements  and  additions.  Much  has  been  done  in  the  way  of 
painting  the  walls,,  by  which  the  appearance  of  the  wards  is  greatly, 
enlivened.  Additional  light  has  also  been  admitted  into  some  of  the 
corridors  by  the  substitution  of  glass  for  wood  in  the  door  panels. 

A  good,  second-hand  piano  has  been  placed  in  the  recreation-room, 
and  permission  has  been  given  for  the  purchase  of  two  smaller  ones 
for  the  waids.  There  are  weekly  dances  during  the  winter  months, 
attended  by  about  50  men  and  200  women,  and  during  the  summer 
these  meetings  usually  take  place  out  of  doors.  This  year,  however, 
these  last-named  recreations  have  been  interrupted  by  the  presence 
of  the.  workmen  engaged  in  digging  foundations  for  the  proposed 
new  wings. 

At  chapel,  the  numbers  attending  are  about  the  same  as  usual, 
viz.,  200  men  and  240  women.  The  average  numbers  employed 
usefully  have  been  198  of  the  male,  and  232  of  the  female  sex. 

~W  e  are  glad  to  learn  that  the  Committee  of  Visitors  have  recently 
given  permission  that  patients  may  be  allowed  to  pass  beyond  the 
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asylum  estate  for  country  walks,  and  that  Dr.  Biggs  is  engaged  in 
organising  a  system  for  giving  them  this  privilege. 

The  staff  of  attendants  seems  to  be  a  fair  one,  in  proportion  to  the 
number  of  patients  ;  but  owing  to  the  necessity  of  maintaining  an 
unusual  strength  of  supervision  in  the  wards  occupied  by  the  dan¬ 
gerous  classes,  some  of  the  other  wards  on  the  male  side  are  insuffi¬ 
ciently  provided  for  in  this  respect.  Thus,  Nos.  10  and  12,  each 
containing  29  patients,  and  No.  11,  containing  37,  have  only  three 
attendants — one  in  each  ward ;  and  although  these  patients  are 
generally  of  a  quiet  class,  we  are  clearly  of  opinion  that  an  addition 
to  this  department  is  urgently  needed. 

The  present  bodily  health  of  the  patients  is  fairly  good.  There 
were  9  men  and  15  women  in  bed  yesterday,  and  16  of  the  former 
sex,  and  J  9  of  the  latter,  were  under  medical  treatment. 

One  of  the  women  in  bed,  who  was  only  admitted  on  Saturday 
last,  had  been  placed  at  once  in  the  new  infectious  hospital,  which, 
though  not  quite  completed,  was  available  for  the  purpose.  It  was 
at  once  seen,  on  her  admission,  that  she  was  labouring  under  a  severe 
form  of  fever,  with  delirium. 

This  hospital,  which,  so  far  as  the  apartments  are  concerned,  is 
conveniently  arranged,  affords  accommodation  and  ample  space  for  7 
patients  of  each  sex,  and  their  attendants.  There  is  a  kitchen,  bath¬ 
rooms,  and  other  offices,  but  as  yet  no  wash-house  or  fumigating- 
room,  both  of  which  will  be  needed  to  render  it  fully  efficient  for  its 
purpose.  Deferring  to  the  observations  made  by  our  Colleagues  at 
their  last  visit,  relative  to  the  inadequate  size  of  the  general  wash¬ 
house,  we  are  sorry  to  find  that  no  steps  have  yet  been  taken  for  its 
enlargement.  When  the  necessary  alterations  are  being  made,  it 
should  be  borne  in  mind  that  a  larger  and  more  cheerful  day-room 
is  much  needed  for  the  useful  and  hardworking  class  of  women 
employed  in  this  department. 

Since  the  last  visit,  64  men  and  72  women  have  been  admitted, 
38  men  and  45  women  have  been  discharged,  and  29  men  and  30 
women  have  died,  generally  from  causes  ordinary  in  asylums.  This 
mortality  is  somewhat  below  the  usual  average.  Coroner’s  inquests 
were  held  in  two  cases,  both  male  patients.  As  to  one,  the  verdict 
was  “  blood  poisoning  through  disease  of  the  finger,  accelerated  by 
his  having  received  fractured  ribs ;  how  those  fractures  arose  we 
have  no  definite  proof in  the  other  case,  66  natural  death  upon  an 
epileptic  fit.”  It  is  needless  here  to  go  into  further  details  relative 
to  these  deaths,  as  they  each  formed  the  subject  of  correspondence 
with  our  Board  at  the  time  of  their  occurrence. 

We  have  examined  and  signed  the  books,  and  made  the  usual 
statutory  inquiries. 

In  conclusion,  we  have  pleasure  in  recording  our  opinion  that  the 
general  condition  of  the  asylum  and  its  inmates,  and  the  improve¬ 
ments  effected  in  various  departments  are  creditable  to  those  engaged 
in  its  management  and  superintendence. 
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19  and  20  June  1873. 

There  are  now  304  male  and  325  female  patients  on  the  books  SurreyAsylums. 
of  this  asylum  ;  1  of  the  former  is  away  on  leave,  and  2  of  the  latter  (Brookwood.) 
are  on  trial. 

With  these  exceptions  we  have  seen  every  patient,  examined  their 
wards,  and  made  the  usual  statutory  inquiries  as  to  their  care  and 
treatment. 

We  have  a  very  favourable  report  to  make  of  the  whole  esta¬ 
blishment,  which  is  in  excellent  order.  All  the  rooms  in  both 
divisions  were  clean  and  well  ventilated,  and  the  bedding  through¬ 
out  properly  attended  to.  Great  progress  has  been  made  in  the 
painting  and  decorating  of  the  day-rooms,  and  considerable  taste 
shown  in  the  selection  of  the  various  colours,  the  result  being  an 
aspect  of  great  cheerfulness,  which  is  heightened  by  an  abundant 
supply  of  pictures  and  flowers.  W  e  hear  that  all  this  has  been  done 
at  a  moderate  cost,  and  also  that  scarcely  anything  has  been  injured, 
although  the  improvements  we  have  noticed  have  been  extended  to 
the  wards  occupied  by  the  most  impulsive  classes  on  both  sides. 

There  was  little  or  no  excitement  in  either  division,  and  beyond 
appeals  for  liberation,  we  had  no  complaints.  The  women  were 
especially  well  dressed.  The  clothing  of  the  men  was  clean,  but 
older,  and  not  so  neat  as  the  women’s.  It  appears,  however,  that 
all  have  a. superior  suit  for  Sundays;  and  it  must  not  be  forgotten, 
that,  a  large  proportion  of  the  male  patients  are  employed,  as  many 
as  118  being  occupied  on  the  land  under  the  charge  of  the  gardener 
and  farm  bailiff.  A  good  proportion  are  in  the  shops,  and  the  total 
numbers  set  down  as  doing  useful  work  is  208.  Of  the  women,  256 
are  employed  in  various  ways,  leaving  103  men  and  106  women 
without  occupation,  from  the  following  alleged  causes:  —

The  number  of  wet  and  dirty  cases  is  remarkably  small,  being, 
according  to  the  register,  only  12  by  day  and  9  at  night. 

The  general  bodily  health  is  now  very  good,  and  although  the 
number  of  old,  epileptic,  and  paralytic  cases  is  considerable,  we 
found  only  4  males  and  2  females  in  bed,  and  but  14  of  each  sex  are 
under  medical  treatment.  In  the  interval  since  our  Colleagues 
visit  a  year  ago,  there  have  been  47  deaths  in  the  male,  and  21  in 
the  female  division.  The  chief  causes  were  general  paralysis,  which 
proved  fatal  in  22,  other  diseases  of  the  brain  in  11,  epilepsy  in  3, 
and  diseases  of  the  lungs  and  heart  in  15  cases.

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There  were  inquests  in  3  instances,  all  on  the  bodies  of  male 
patients,  viz. : — 

1.  An  epileptic,  who  was  found  dead  in  bed. 

2.  A  man  who  died  from  exhaustion,  accelerated  by  a  wound  in 
his  throat,  inflicted  prior  to  admission. 

3.  A  man  who  died  from  erysipelas. 

Post-mortem  examinations  were  held  in  all  but  4  cases,  in  which 
the  friends  offered  objection. 

An  additional  attendant  has  recently  been  appointed  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  giving  exclusive  attention  to  the  male  epileptics  during  the 
night;  and  we  think  it  very  desirable  that  a  similar  arrangement 
should  be  carried  out  in  the  female  division.  The  general  staff  of 
attendants  appears  to  be  adequate,  but  there  are  at  present  three 
vacancies,  and  it  is  not  found  very  easy  to  secure  the  services  of 
suitable  persons.  In  three  of  the  male  wards  are  married  attendants, 
whose  wives  assist  and  act  as  nurses. 

There  is  no  record  of  any  instance  of  seclusion  or  restraint  since 
the  last  visit,  and  both  indeed  have  for  some  time  past  been  prac¬ 
tically  disused  in  this  asylum.  Excited  patients  are  placed  in  single 
rooms,  where  they  are  kept  in  special  charge  of  an  attendant,  but 
the  doors  are  not  locked.  We  found  one  man  yesterday  who  was  in 
a  single-room  under  these  conditions.  It  may  be  well  here  to  allude 
to  the  fact  that  there  are  no  padded  -rooms  in  either  division,  and  that 
the  proportion  of  single  rooms  is  much  below  what  is  usually  deemed 
necessary  in  other  county  asylums,  there  being  only  56  such  rooms 
here,  or  rather  less  than  one- twelfth  of  the  total  accommodation. 
Dr.  Brushfield  is  of  opinion  this  proportion  is  sufficient,  and  that  as 
a  principle,  association  at  night  is  preferable  to  isolation. 

The  arrangements  for  recreation  are  very  complete,  and  will  be 
much  facilitated  when  the  new  hall,  now  nearly  finished,  is  brought 
into  use.  Nearly  every  week  a  very  considerable  proportion  of  the 
inmates  of  both  sexes  are  brought  together,  and  are  amused  with 
concerts  and  dramatic  entertainments. 

The  airing- courts  are  now  wTell  planted,  and  extensive  walks  have 
been  formed  round  the  estate,  passing  through  the  plantations  ;  new 
gardens  and  walks  are  also  being  laid  out  to  the  south  of  the  build¬ 
ing.  The  new  detached  wards  have  not  yet  been  commenced.  The 
first  building  which  will  be  erected  will  be  the  detached  hospital  for 
infectious  cases.  Nothing  has  yet  been  decided  as  to  the  removal 
of  the  gasworks  to  a  position  more  distant  from  the  budding,  but  we 
trust  the  subject  will  not  be  lost  sight  of. 

The  chaplain’s  house  has  been'completed,  and  he  is  now  resident. 
There  are  two.  Sunday  services,  besides  daily  prayers.  At  the 
former  263,  and  at  the  latter  135  patients  are  usually  present. 

At  the  Homan  Catholic  service  24  patients  generally  attend. 

There  have  been  152  admissions,  103  in  the  male  and  49  in  the 
female  division,  and  87  patients  have  been  discharged,  of  whom  52 
were  men  and  35  women;  of  the  whole  number  54  were  reported 
as  recovered. 

The  house  is  now  capable  of  accommodating  650  patients,  leaving 
with  the  present  numbers,  vacancies  for  17  males  and  4  females. 

Our  visit  has  impressed  us  most  favourably.  We  notice  with 
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pleasure  the  progressive  improvements  which  are  being  carried  out  Appendix  (D.) 
in  this  asylum,  and  are  of  opinion  that  the  way  in  which  comforts  — 
and  well-being  of  the  patients  are  studied,  are  most  creditable  to  all  Surrey  Asylums, 
concerned  in  its  management.  *  (Brookwood.)

Since  the  visit  of  our  colleagues  on  the  20th  June  last  year,  the  Sussex  Asylum, 
following  changes  have  taken  place  amongst  the  patients,  viz. -

leaving  the  total  numbers  on  the  books  at  332  in  the  male,  and  384 
in  the  female  division. 

Of  these,  49  patients  belong  to  Maidstone,  and  29  to  St.  Pancras 
parish  in  London.  There  are  also  2  women  belonging  respectively 
to  Bath  and  Dover.  Amongst  the  present  inmates  there  are  3  males 
and  9  females  of  the  private  class. 

The  weekly  charges  are  now  9  s.  8  cl.  for  paupers ;  14  s.  for  out- 
county  patients  ;  and  16  s.  for  private  patients. 

At  our  visits  yesterday  and  this  morning  we  have  seen  all  the  in¬ 
mates,  except  a  woman  away  on  leave,  and  a  man  who  had  escaped 
two  or  three  days  ago,  and  has  not  yet  been  re-captured. 

We  have  been  much  pleased  with  the  very  excellent  condition  in 
which  we  found  the  whole  establishment.  The  utmost  cleanliness 
and  good  order  prevailed  throughout ;  and  all  the  wards,  for  the 
worst  as  well  as  the  most  orderly  classes,  were  equally  well  supplied 
with  books,  games,  and  a  profusion  of  flowering  plants.  The  success 
which  attends  this  mode  of  treating  the  patients,  was  shown  in  their 
contented  and  orderly  demeanour,  whilst  we  are  assured  that  scarcely 
a  flower  has  been  broken,  of  a  book  destroyed.  The  supply  of 
flowers  has  been  greatly  facilitated  by  the  erection  of  an  excellent 
green-house  in  connection  with  the  new  gardener’s  cottage. 

The  personal  condition  of  the  patients  was  very  satisfactory. 
Their  linen  is  changed  twice  a  week,  and  we  are  informed  that  they 
also  have  two  baths  in  the  same  period.  The  bedding  was  well 
attended  to,  and  sufficient  in  quantity ;  but  we  thought  the  upper 
dormitories  very  cold,  and  suggested  that  the  stoves  should  be  lighted 
during  the  present  cold  weather. 

W e  saw  the  dinners  served  in  the  women’s  dining-room  yesterday, 
which  were  very  good.  Upwards  of  300  patients  were  present,  and 
all  were  perfectly  quiet  and  well  behaved. 

The  sanitary  state  of  the  asylum  seems  to  be  satisfactory,  and  the

general  healthy  during  tlie  autumn,  has  been  good.  The  following 
were  the  assigned  causes  of  the  45  deaths  which  have  taken  place

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Inquests  were  held  in  two  cases  ;  1st,  that  of  the  man  who  died 
from  accidental  poisoning  by  carbolic  acid,  the  particulars  of  which 
were  fully  reported  to  the  Board  at  the  time ;  and  the  2nd,  that  of 
a  woman,  whose  death  was  sudden,  the  cause  being  aneurism  of  the 
heart.  Post-mortem  examinations  have  been  made  in  27  cases. 

There  was  no  patient  in  seclusion  during  our  visits,  nor  was  any 
one  restrained;  but,  since  the  last  visits,  5  men  and  15  women  have 
been  secluded ;  the  former  on  10,  and  the  latter  on  46  occasions. 
“  Wet-packing  ”  is  entered  in  the  medical  journal  as  having  been 
employed  in  the  cases  of  8  males  on  19  occasions,  and  8  females  on 
54  occasions.  Dr.  Williams  continues  to  have  great  confidence  in 
the  efficacy  of  this  mode  of  treatment  in  certain  forms  of  insanity. 

The  means  taken  to  promote  industrial  occupation  amongst  the 
patients  continue  to  be  very  satisfactory.  A  large  proportion  of  the 
inmates  are  employed,  and  many  have  been  instructed  in  trades  and 
occupations  of  which  they  had  previously  no  knowledge.  The  result 
is,  that  all  the  clothes,  shoes,  bedding,  mats,  matting,  and  furniture, 
are  made  on  the  premises. 

Liberal  arrangements  are  made  for  recreation.  Picnics  were  fre¬ 
quently  held  during  the  summer,  and  there  were  weekly  drives  and 
excursions  to  Brighton.  A  new  covered  van  has  been  provided  for 
this  purpose.  In  the  autumn  and  winter  months  there  have  been 
frequent  balls  and  concerts,  with  readings  and  other  entertain¬ 
ments. 

The  arrangements  for  the  performance  of  Divine  service  remain 
as  before.  There  are  3  services  on  Sunday,  at  which  245  men  and 
303  women  are  present.  The  chaplain  holds  school  classes  twice  a 
week,  at  which  25  patients  of  each  sex  usually  attend,  and  the  result 
is  stated  to  be  very  beneficial  to  them. 

There  are  now  25  attendants  of  each  sex,  and  we  are  glad  to  find 
that,  since  the  1st  of  January,  their  wages  have  been  increased; 
the  ordinary  male  attendants  now  commencing  at  24  /.,  and  in¬ 
creasing  to  30  /. ;  and  the  charge  attendants  beginning  at  30  /.  and 
increasing  to  40/.  The  nurses  of  the  same  classes  commence  at  15/. 
and  20  /.  respectively,  and  increase  to  20  /.  and  25  /.•  The  men  are 
each  supplied  with  a  suit  of  uniform,  and  the  nurses  are  also  par¬ 
tially  supplied  with  dresses.  In  addition  to  the  staff  of  attendants, 
there  are  also  20  paid  artisans  and  farm  labourers.

Warwick  County  Asylum. 

26  May  1873. 

We  have  inspected  this  asylum  in  all  its  departments,  and  seen  Warwick 
all  the  patients,  except  2  males  and  4  females  away  on  leave.  There  Asylum, 
are  now  521  names  on  the  register;  viz.,  235  men  and  286  women: 

64  of  the  former  and  46  of  the  latter  being  inmates  of  the  new 
building,  or  idiot  division. 

We  thought  the  condition  of  the  patients  in  both  departments 
very  satisfactory.  Their  clothing  was  good,  their  persons  very  clean, 
and  with  very  few  exceptions  they  were  quiet  and  well-behaved. 

There  was  no  one  secluded  or  in  restraint.  Five  of  each  sex  were 
in  bed,  suffering  from  various  bodily  ailments,  but  generally,  con¬ 
sidering  the  large  number  of  feeble  paralytic  cases,  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  asylum  is  satisfactory.  The  numbers  last  recorded 
showed  18  males  and  30  females  as  under  medical  trealment. 

The  dinners  served  to-day  consisted  of  meat  pies,  the  materials  of 
which  were  good  and  well  cooked.  There  has  been  no  change  in 
the  ordinary  dietary,  and,  indeed,  generally,  the  domestic  arrange¬ 
ments  and  management  remain  as  described  in  the  last  entry. 

The  chaplain  has  a  service  in  the  old  building  on  Sunday,  and  in 
the  idiot  asylum  on  Wednesday,  and  daily  prayers  are  read  by  Dr. 
Parsey.  At  these  services  the  average  attendance  of  patients  is 
about  the  same  as  usual,  and  the  numbers  present  at  the  associated 
entertainments,  still  held  weekly,  usually  comprise  122  of  the  female 
and  74  of  the  male  sex.  A  good  proportion  of  the  inmates  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  taken  for  exercise  beyond  the  asylum  premises,  213 
in  all ;  and  213  go  round  the  grounds  outside  the  airing-courts. 

The  clothes  and  shoes  are  all  made  in  the  asylum.  The  average 
numbers  employed  seem  to  be  about  135  on  the  male  and  175  on  the 
female  side.  Nearly  60  of  the  men  work  on  the  land. 

The  changes  since  the  last  visit,  on  the  11th  December,  comprise 
49  admissions;  18  men  and  31women;  22  discharges,  9  men  and  13 
women,  of  whom  20  were  recovered  ;  and  23  deaths,  13  men  and 
10  women.  This  mortality  is  about  the  average  in  county  asylums. 

There,  has  been  no  suicide  nor  fatal  casualty,-  and  the  deaths  have 
been  all  from  ordinary  causes.  Post-mortem  examinations  were 
made  in  18  cases. 

In  the  case  of  an  unusually  troublesome  female  patient,  who  was 
constantly  in  the  habit  of  seizing  the  nurses  by  the  hair  and  pulling 
them  down  on  the  ground,  it  was  found  necessary  to  employ  re¬ 
straint  in  the  form  of  gloves,  which  were  applied  on  one  occasion 
for  six  hours ;  and  a  man  has  been  similarly  restrained,  but  for  sur¬ 
gical  reasons  only.  The  restraint  in  this  case  was  imposed  for  a 
period  of  72  hours. 

The  wards  were  throughout  very  clean,  and  presented  a  very 
0.48.  cheerful 
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cheerful  appearance.  Some  of  them  are  undergoing  a  course  of 
painting  and  cleaning,  but  there  have  been  no  structural  alterations 
lately. 

The  new  building  is  now  well  supplied  with  ordinary  furniture, 
and  will,  during  the  summer,  be  painted  and  decorated. 

School  classes  have  been  established  under  the  direction  of  the 
head  male  and  female  attendants,  and  are  attended  by  27  male  and 
16  female  patients.  A  fair  proportion  of  both  sexes  are  also  use¬ 
fully  employed,  the  males  in  levelling  the  back  airing-court,  and 
the  females  in  needle  and  domestic  work.  Some  games  and  means 
of  amusement  have  been  provided,  but  not  in  great  abundance  or 
variety.  We  have  no  doubt,  however,  that  the  stock  of  these  ne¬ 
cessary  aids  to  training  will  gradually  be  supplied. 

In  the  main  building,  a  good  piano  has  recently  been  placed  in 
the  recreation-room,  where  it  is  found  extremely  useful  at  the  enter¬ 
tainments.  We  understand  that  the  instrument  was  purchased  by 
subscription. 

We  are  glad  again  to  report  that  this  asylum  continues  to  be 
maintained  in  a  most  creditable  condition  ;  and  the  state  in  which 
we  found  the  patients,  is  evidence  that  they  are  well  managed  and 
skilfully  treated. 


Wilts  County  Asylum. 

8  October  1873. 

We  have  to-day  inspected  this  asylum,  visited  all  its  wards, 
offices,  and  workshops,  and  seen  the  patients,  excepting  only  4  males 
and  2  females,  away  on  leave  of  absence.  We  are  again  informed 
that  no  person  has  been  actually  refused  admission  for  want  of 
accommodation  ;  but  the  reception  of  several  cases,  not  supposed  to 
be  urgent,  has  been  on  that  ground  from  time  to  time,  since  the  last 
visit  in  October  1872,  delayed;  and  it  does  not  appear  that  any¬ 
thing  has  yet  been  done  to  carry  out  the  recommendation  then 
made  for  the  removal  to  workhouses,  under  proper  arrangements, 
of  some  of  the  chronic  and  harmless  insane  who  now  occupy  beds 
here.  There  is  certainly  no  space  whatever  for  additional  beds  on 
either  side.  The  matter,  therefore,  of  sufficient  asylum  accommo¬ 
dation  for  the  county  pauper  lunatics  still  demands  attention.  The 
numbers  on  the  books  have  increased  since  last  visit,  on  the  male 
side  from  202  to  208,  on  the  female  side  from  272  to  279.  The 
total  number  is  now  487.  According  to' the  estimates  furnished  to 
our  Colleagues  in  1872,  there  is  now  no  vacant  bed  for  a  man,  and 
but  18  for  women. 

Referring  to  the  statistics  of  death,  admission,  and  discharge, 
we  find  that  55  men  and  57  women  have  been  admitted  since 
the  24th  October  in  last  year;  and  30  men  and  21  women 
have  been  discharged ;  of  these,  38  left  upon  recovery,  and 
19  males  and  29  females  have  died.  The  causes  of  death  seem  to 
have  been  such  as  are  ordinary.  One  female  patient  was,  however, 
found  dead  from  syncope,  and  another  was  accidentally  suffocated 
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during  a  fit  of  epilepsy,  by  lying  on  her  face,  and  was  also  u  found  Appendix  (D.) 
dead.”  There  has  been  no  suicide.  Inquests  were  held  in  three  wiits~A7lum 
cases,  and  in  all  the  verdict  was  death  from  natural  causes,  save  only  sy  u 

in  the  case  of  the  epileptic  referred  to.  The  particulars  of  the 
inquests  were,  we  understand,  furnished  long  since  to  our  office. 

The  post-mortem  examinations  have  been  12  of  each  sex.  There 
has  been  no  epidemic  disorder,  and  the  only  serious  casualty  appears 
to  have  been  the  fracture  of  his  leg  by  an  epileptic  male  patient, 
who  accidentally  stumbled  and  fell. 

Ten  men  have  undergone  seclusion  on  20  occasions,  another  daily 
for  13  weeks,  and  occasionally,  in  4  subsequent  weeks;  he  was 
restrained  also  by  a  belt  and  strap  for  8  weeks.  Mechanical  re¬ 
straint  was  applied  to  another  man,  for  surgical  reasons,  nearly  6 
weeks.  Ho  female  has  been  restrained,  but  8  have  been  secluded, 
for  short  periods,  on  1 1  occasions ;  1  on  1 8  occasions. 

In  regard  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  asylum  inmates,  we  may 
mention  that  17  men  patients  and  16  women  are  under  medical 
treatment,  and  as  wTe  passed  through  the  building  we  found  2  of  the 
male  and  4  of  the  female  sex  in  bed. 

Owing  to  the  death  of  Dr.  Thurnam,  we  were  throughout  our 
inspection  accompanied  by  Mr.  Symes,  the  assistant  medical  officer. 

The  death  of  the  medical  superintendent  was  the  subject  of  many 
expressions  of  regret,,  volunteered  to  us  by  patients,  officers,  and 
attendants.  He  had  apparently  endeared  himself  to  them  in  the 
conscientious  discharge  of  his  responsible  duties. 

Of  the  patients’  personal  condition,  in  regard  to  cleanliness  and 
clothing,  we  can  report  favourably ;  the  men  are  shaved  twice  in 
each  week,  and  all,  of  both  sexes,  if  not  ill,  are  bathed  once  weekly. 

The  women,  howmver,  still  wear  cotton  dresses  in  the  winter,  a  few 
only  excepted ;  the  men’s  trousers,  fustian  or  cord,  and  the  women’s 
gowns  and  caps,  are  changed  every  7  days  for  clean  garments.  Three 
of  the  males  were  wearing  special  strong  suits  at  the  time  of  our 
visit.  One  patient,  a  man,  was  the  only  person  in  seclusion  to-day. 

Ho  person  was  under  mechanical  restraint.  The  conduct  of  all  those 
whom  we  saw,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  was  orderly,  and  their 
personal  appearance  was  creditable. 

The  staff  of  attendants  is,  however,  numerically  insufficient;  it 
consists  of  13  men  and  15  women,  besides  the  man  and  woman  who 
are  the  night-watch. 

We  were  unable  to  ascertain  what  is  the  average  number  of 
patients  weekly  visited  by  their  friends.  We  were  present  in  some 
of  the  wards  at  dinner  hour,  and  tasted  the  soup  which  was  served. 

It  is  made  from  the  liquor  of  boiled  mutton,  roast-meat  bones,  and 
parings  of  meat,  peas,  onions,  and  carrots,  and  thickened  with  wheat 
flour.  We  did  not  think  it  very  nutritious.  The  workers  have,  the 
men,  one-third  of  a  quart  of  beer ;  the  women,  half  a  pint  daily. 

Great  cleanliness  is  the  prominent  feature  of  the  wards  and  corri¬ 
dors  ;  but  they  are  bare ;  of  colour  they  are  very  deficient,  and  more 
easy  chairs  and  other  articles  of  furniture  would  add  to  their  comfort. 

The  wards  Ho.  4  on  each  side  present  a  marked  difference  from  the 
other  wards,  which  difference  should  not  exist.  In  the  former,  as 
well  as  in  the  latter  wards,  there  seems  to  be  too  great  fear  of 
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Appendix  (D.)  destruction  by  the  patients.  We  believe  that  the  introduction  of 
'  more  objects  of  interest  into  the  wards,  and  within  the  patients 
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wnts  Asylum.  reac^  would  be  an  improvement  in  regard  to  treatment. 

On  one  or  two  beds  on  the  female  side  we  met  with  blankets  too 
dirty  for  use  ;  but  generally  the  bedding  was  clean,  and  in  good  condi¬ 
tion.  The  allowance  for  each  bed  during  the  summer  is  one  blanket 
only,  with  two  pair  of  sheets  and  a  cotton  coverlet.  The  proportion  of 
straw-filled  mattresses  is  large,  31  on  the  male  and  28  on  the  female 
side.  There  are  still  as  many  as  25  wooden  trough  bedsteads,  with 
leaden  bottoms,  in  the  male,  and  49  in  the  female  department.  We 
are  strongly  of  opinion  that  the  numbers  of  these  beds,  and  of  the 
straw  mattresses,  should  be  greatly  reduced. 

In  one  single  room  only,  and  that  is  on  the  female  side,  there  is 
now  cement  flooring.  The  ventilation  everywhere  is  good,  except 
in  the  tailor’s  shop,  which  should  not  open  into  a  ward;  that  shop 
is  far  too  small,  and  though  there  is  in  it  a  gas  stove,  the  occupants 
of  the  room  complain  of  cold  there  in  the  winter. 

The  bath-rooms  are  in  fair  order,  but  the  shower-baths  should  be 
glazed  with  thick  glass.  We  ascertained,  by  an  experiment,  that 
the  discharge  of  the  water  in  the  shower-bath,  in  No.  5  ward  on  the 
male  side,  continued  55  seconds;  that  in  No.  3  ground-floor,  for  the 
women,  fell  for  30  seconds  only ;  the  first  discharge  is  rather  too 
Ion".  The  water-closets  were  free  from  offensive  odour,  and 
the  arrangements  for  supply  of  water  defective  only  in  No.  2  first 
floor,  and  No.  3  ground  floor,  on  the  male  side,  and  in  the  out  door 
closets  attached  to  the  laundry. 

We  think  that  there  should  be  cupboards  with  lock  and  key,  for  the 
custody  of  medicine  only,  in  each  ward ;  the  stores,  now  mixed  with 
the  medicine  in  the  attendants’  rooms  should  be  placed  elsewhere. 
The  movable  hot- water  tap-key  in  scullery  of  No.  1  first  floor,  on 
the  female  side,  should  be  kept  by  the  attendant,  and  so  secured 
from  the  patients. 

The  airing-courts  are  in  excellent  order;  but  those  appro¬ 
priated  to  the  patients  of  the  least  favourable  class  would  be  better 
if  more  shrubs  and  flowers  were  introduced ;  a  little  drainage 
work  is  also  necessary  in  Nos.  2  and  4  airing -courts  for  the 
men.  The  attendance  at  Divine  service  last  Sunday  extended 
to  81  male  and  126  female  patients;  and  the  average  attendance  at 
week-day  service  is  72  men  and  117  women.  Those  at  present 
employed  usefully  are,  on  the  male  side,  in  the  farm  and  garden,  46  ; 
on  housework  and  in  kitchen,  29;  and  17  in  trades,  engine-house, 
and  laundry.  Of  the  women,  52  are  engaged  in  needlework ;  42  in 
the  laundry ;  46  in  housework.  The  arrangements  for  out-door 
exercise  and  recreation  are  as  heretofore  reported.  There  have 
been  no  structural  alterations  in  the  asylum  during  the  past  twelve- 
months. 
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Worcester  County  Asylum. 

20  February  1873. 

Yesterday  we  commenced,  and  to-day  we  finished,  our  periodical  Worcester 
inspection  of  this  asylum.  Since  our  Colleagues’  visit,  in  March  0f  Asylum, 
last  year,  the  patients  have  increased  in  number;  they 'are  now  661, 
of  whom  301  are  males  and  360  are  females.  The  total  number 
given,  includes  8  males  and  1 5  females  belonging  to  the  private 
class,  and  35  out-county  patients,  of  whom  20  women  were  received 
under  a  contract  with  Northamptonshire,  and  15  men  from  the 
county  of  Durham. 

The  maintenance  charges  are  now  85.  9 d.  per  week  for  paupers 
from  unions  in  the  county  and  city  of  Worcester,  and  14  s.  per  week 
for  out-county  paupers.  The  payments  for  private  patients  vary 
from  8  s.  9d.  to  15  5. 

The  changes  which  have  taken  place  among  those  detained  here, 
have  been —

Of  the  discharged,  24  men  and  30  women  are  reported  to  have 
recovered.  Two  males  and  2  females  are  absent  on  trial. 

In  every  case  of  death  but  one,  post-mortem  examinations  were 
made  of  the  bodies  ot  the  deceased  patients,  but  there  has  been  only 
one  inquest  by  the  coroner.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  that  the 
deceased  died  from  natural  causes,  but  observed  that  the  bruises  on 
her  body  at  the  time  of  her  admission  should  be  the  subject  of 
inquiry  by  the  Local  Government  Board.  This  case  was  commu¬ 
nicated  to  our  office.  Two  male  patients  were  found  dead  in  bed, 
the  cause  of  death  being  epilepsy.  With  these  exceptions,  the 
mortality  calls  for  no  observation  beyond  this  remark,  viz.,  that 
many  of  the  admissions  appear  to  have  been  of  moribund  persons ; 
e.  g.,  9  deaths  took  place  within  2  months  of  admission,  some  of 
them  within  a  very  few  days.  We  regret  very  much  that  the 
propriety  of  removal  of  the  insane  to  the  asylum  in  an  earlier  stage 
of  their  malady,  is  not  sufficiently  considered. 

There  is  no  record  of  any  resort  to  restraint  since  the  last  visit, 
but  in  the  interval,  13  men  and  17  women  have  been  placed  in 
seclusion;  the  former  altogether  upon  72,  the  latter  upon  109, 
occasions. 

A  very  large  proportion  of  the  patients  on  the  books  are  infirm. 
We  found  in  our  passage  through  the  wards,  23  men  and  26  women 
O.48.  in 
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in  bed,  from  various  causes,  several  of  tliem  iu  a  dying  condition ; 
and  we  learnt  that  63  male  patients,  and  117  lemale  patients,  of 
the  pauper  class,  besides  6  of  each  sex  among  the  private  patients, 
were  under  medical  treatment. 

When  small-pox  prevailed  in  this  neighbourhood  some  months 
ago,  the  patients,  officers,  attendants,  and  servants  of  this  asylum 
were,  as  a  precautionary  measure,  all  vaccinated  ;  but  no  epidemic 
lias  broken  out  in  the  asylum.  The  visitation  of  patients  by  friends 
coming  from  infected  districts  was  also  forbidden,  and  patients  from 
those  districts  were  refused. 

We  yesterday  saw  every  patient  now  on  the  books,  except 
2  men  and  2  women  absent  on  trial ;  heard  all  who  showed  any 
disposition  to  speak  to  us,  and  ourselves  entered  into  conversation 
with  many.  The  general  demeanour  was  most  orderly,  we  rarely 
see  in  our  visits  to  asylums  such  entire  absence  of  excitement  in  the 
patients ;  the  men  and  women  were  also  well  and  neatly  dressed, 
and  in  many  ways  showed  that  the  staff  of  attendants  did  its  duty 
thoroughly,  though  it  is  certainly  not  too  strong  in  numbers.  WT 
were  glad  to  see  in  several  wards,  the  attendance  of  a  married 
couple,  upon  the  infirm  men  and  idiot  boys.  A  second  male  night 
attendant  has  been  appointed -since  our  Colleagues  were  here,  and 
the  suicidal  and  epileptics,  with  few  exceptions,  have  been  brought 
together  at  night  to  admit  of  more  strict  supervision.  1  he  wet 
and  dirty  cases  now  average  18  in  the  male,  and  32  in  the  female 
division. 

We  Avere  exceedingly  glad  to  hear  that  the  Committee  of  Visitors 
have  ordered  that  a  subdued  light  of  gas  should  be  kept  up  at  night 
in  all  the  passages,  corridors,  and  attendants  rooms.  In  the 
infirmaries  occupied  by  patients  seriously  ilk  or  suicidally  disposed, 
a  light  is  also  burnt  all  night. 

Every  part  of  the  building  was  yesterday  visited  by  us,  and 
many  of  the  wards  were  again  inspected  to-day ;  also  the  workshops 
and  chapel.  We  found  many  of  the  corridors  and  day-rooms  bright 
with  Christmas  decorations,  and  nowhere  any  want  of  good  order. 
Painting  of  the  walls  is  in  progress,  especially  in  Vo.  5,  male  Avard ; 
but  arrangements  have  been  made  which  prevent  any  inconvenience 
to  the  patients.  In  Vo.  5,  female  ward,  we  noticed  the  absence  of 
under  blankets  on  several  beds,  but  elsewhere  the  bedding  was 
quite  sufficient.  Ventilation  was  perfect  throughout  the  building, 
if  we  except  Vo.  7,  Avhicli  Avas  occupied  by  10  men  in  bed;  but  on 
our  second  visit  to  that  Avard,  it  Avas  also  free  from  offensive  smell ; 
the  beds  here  appear  to  be  too  croivded ;  less  crOAvding  of  beds  in 
many  dormitories  Avould  be  an  improvement. 

Yesterday  we  were  present  Avhen  dinner  AAras  served  to  the  Avomen 
in  various  wards,  and  to-day  Ave  attended  at  dinner  hour  in  the  male 
Avards.  The  food  put  upon  table  for  the  female  patients  yesterday 
Avas  Australian  meat,  with  rice ;  to-day  the  men  had  potatoe  and 
meat  pie.  The  conduct  of  the  patients  Avas  as  orderly  at  this  meal 
as  during  the  rest  of  our  visit,  and  all  seemed  satisfied,  though  next 
to  nothing  Avas  left  when  dinner  Was  over.  In  ansAver  to  our  in¬ 
quiry  in  regard  to  dietary,  AAre  find  that  it  is  as  good  as  it  Avas  when 
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now  on  trial  once  a  week.  According  to  our  experience,  there  can  - 

be  no  question  that  any  reduction  of  dietary  would  be  attended 
with  very  mischievous  consequences,  a  large  proportion  of  the  per¬ 
sons  admitted  here  arrive  in  a  state  of  great  physical  prostration  ; 
their  bodily  health  has  to  be  built  up  as  it  were,  and  then,  to 
ameliorate  their  mental  condition,  a  good  diet  must  be  maintained. 

The  bathing  arrangements  have  been  improved,  but  only  to  this 
extent.  By  bathing;  on  2  days  in  the  week,  all  the  male  patients 
have  clean  water.  In  the  female  division  there  is  but  one  bathing 
day,  and  at  least  2  patients  use  the  same  water.  The  baths  are  so 
few  in  the  female  division,  and  the  bath-rooms  there  are  so  small, 
that  some  remedy  for  the  existing  defects  is  urgently  called  for. 

We  believe  that  a  general  bath-room  for  the  men,  and  another  for 
the  women,  would  be  valuable  additions  to  this  asylum.  The  water- 
closets,  in  both  divisions,  now  so  few,  might  then  be  multiplied  by 
conversion,  in  some  wards  of  the  single  bath-rooms. 

We  remark  that,  to  meet  the  contingency  of  an  outbreak  of  fire 
in  this  building,  there  is  no  system  of  hydrants,  but  the  hoses  upon 
which  reliance  is  placed,  receive,  we  are  told,  constant  attention. 

Since  Lady-day  last,  our  Colleagues  recommendation  of  purchase 
by  the  Committee  of  fat  stock  for  slaughter  on  the  premises,  has  been 
adopted,  with  satisfactory  results. 

The  chapel,  which  we  looked  at  before  we  concluded  our  inspec¬ 
tion  to-day,  appears  to  be  now  scarcely  large  enough  for  the  numbers 
in  this  asylum,  but  the  difficulty  is  met  by  2  services  on  Sundays, 
and  a  third  on  Wednesdays;  the  male  patients  on  Sundays  average 
185,  the  women  235. 

The  ward  returns  show  that  of  the  men  now  on  the  books,  58 
work  on  the  farm,  and  71  at  various  trades;  90  women  sew,  68  are 
employed  in  the  laundry,  and  17  in  the  kitchen.  Altogether,  200 
males  and  225  females  are  usefully  employed.  We  saw  many  in  the 
female  division  at  needlework,  and  some  men  occupied  at  the  shops ; 
others  were  painting  the  wards  now  in  course  of  renovation,  and  not 
a  few  effing  to  or  returning  from  out- door  labour. 

For  the  amusement  of  the  patients,  there  is  a  brass  band,  con-' 
sisting  of  14  attendants.  In  the  large  hail  were  acted  at  Christmas, 
two  farces;  the  last  concert  was  on  Thursday.  About  400  patients 
attend  the  weekly  dances.  IT e  heard  with  pleasure,  that  several  of 
the  men  now  working  here  at  trades,  were  taught  so  to  work  since 
their  admission,  and  we  think  that  if  a  school  were  started,  many 
adults,  and  boys  and  girls,  on  the  books  of  the  asylum,  might  be 
thereby  improved. 

It  will  be  seen  from  our  report,  that  this  asylum  still  shows  the 
results  of  good  and  careful  management.

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Yorkshire  (North  Riding)  Asylum. 

1  March  1873. 

In  the  course  of  yesterday  and  this  day  we  have  visited  the 
asylum,  inspected  all  its  wards,  offices,  workshops,  and  premises ; 
seen  the  whole  of  the  patients  now  resident,  and  made  the  several 
statutory  inquiries. 

The  changes  in  the  patients  since  the  visit  of  our  Colleagues, 
20th  July  last,  have  been  as  follows: —

The  patients  at  present  on  the  books  are  419  in  number ;  viz., 
204  of  the  male  and  215  of  the  female  sex.  Three  of  each  sex  are 
absent  on  leave  upon  trial.  There  are  8  male  and  11  female  :  total 

19 _ patients  of  the  private  class,  for  whose  maintenance,  with  two 

special  exceptions  (at  a  higher  rate)  the  weekly  charge  varies  from 
14^.  to  215. 

Of  the  paupers,  156  males  and  160  females  belong  to  the  North 
Riding,  and  the  weekly  charge  continues  for  them,  85.

The  weekly  charge  for  out-county  paupers  varies  from  14  5.  to 
15  5.  9  d.  The  asylum  is  estimated  to  accommodate  250  patients  of 
each  sex,  not  including  the  separate  building  available  for  the  isola¬ 
tion  of  20  cases  of  contagious  disease. 

The  vacant  beds  consequently  are  now  46  in  the  male  and  35  in 
the  female  division. 

The  rate  of  mortality  since  the  last  visit  has  been  exceptionally 
high;  and  the  same  observation  applies  to  the  year  1872,  during 
which  it  amounted  to  about  13  J  per  cent,  upon  the  average  daily 
number  resident,  and  10  per  cent,  .on  the  total  number  of  patients 
treated.  This  high  rate  of  mortality  is  attributed  by  Mr.  Hingston, 
in  great  measure,  to  the  large  proportion  of  fatal  cases  from  the 
w  est  Riding,  of  general  paralysis,  and  of  patients  in  a  state  of  ex¬ 
treme

Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  15  cases;  10  in  the 
male  division  and  5  in  the  female. 

The  fatal  casualties  were— (1).  That  of  a  man  who  was  suffocated 
by  turning  on  his  face  in  bed  whilst  in  an  epileptic  fit;  and  (2). 
That  of  a  man  who  was  poisoned  by  unintentionally  drinking  strong 
muriatic  acid  used  for  soldering  purposes,  which,  through  the  negli¬ 
gence  of  a  tinner  employed  in  the  plumber's  shop,  had  been  left 
accessible. 

The  full  particulars  of  both  the  above  cases  were  duly  commu¬ 
nicated  to  our  board  ;  and  as  to  the  latter,  we  have,  during  our 
visit,  made  a  further  inquiry,  the  result  of  which  is,  that  we  con¬ 
sider  the  workman  implicated  was  most  culpably  careless,  more  par¬ 
ticularly,  as  he  had  been  specially  cautioned  on  the  subject  by  Mr. 
Hingston. 

In  the  above  two  cases,  and  that  of  a  woman  who  died  suddenly 
from  serous  apoplexy  and  phthisis,  coroner's  inquests  were  held. 

Durino-  the  months  of  August  and  September  last,  the  institution 
was  visited  by  an  outbreak  of  typhoid  fever,  when  10  patients,  3 
males  and  7  females  were  attacked,  as  were  also  3  males  and  6  female 
attendants  and  servants ;  one  female  patient  and  the  head  laundress 
died.  Immediate  and  careful  inquiry  at  the  time,  as  to  the  cause,  led 
to  the  discovery  that  the  drinking  water  had,  owing  to  exceptionally 
wet  weather,  become  contaminated  by  sewage  infiltration  into  the 
wells.  Means  of  preventing  in  future  such  an  occurrence,  have  since 
been  adopted.  In  order,  however,  effectually  to  guard  against 
all  risk,  an  artesian  well  has  been  sunk,  of  which  the  pipe  de¬ 
scends  from  the  surface  to  the  depth  of  240  feet,  and  which  will 
yield,  as  is  expected,  an  ample  supply  of  good  water,  adequate  for 
all  possible  wants.  The  asylum  will  thereby  henceforward  be  entirely 
independent  of  artificial  underground  cisterns  or  reservoirs. 

The  sanitary  state  of  the  asylum  is  at  present  good,  20  patients  only, 
1 1  males  and  9  females,  being  registered  as  under  medical  treatment. 
No  patient  was  in  seclusion  when  we  passed  through  the  wards; 
and  since  the  last  visit  this  mode  of  treatment  has,  according  to  the 
medical  journal,  been  resorted  to  only  in  33  instances,  applicable  to

24  patients.  There  is  no  record  of  the  use  of  mechanical  restraint. 
One  female  patient  of  troublesome  and  destructive  propensities  has, 
for  three  days  past,  worn  strong  locked  gloves ;  and  this  fact  will  be 
duly  entered  in  the  journal,  under  the  head  of  restraint. 

The  other  records  show  that  about  138  men  and  105  women 
attend  Divine  service  on  Sundays,  and  that  about  the  usual  propor¬ 
tion  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes  are  usefully  employed  in  various 
ways,  and  that  about  60  patients  of  each  sex  are  taken  for  walks 
beyond  the  grounds  of  the  asylum. 

The  numbers  present  at  the  weekly  dances  and  other  entertain¬ 
ments,  40  men  and  47  women,  appear  to  be  small,  but  the  attendance 
will  no  doubt  be  materially  increased  when  a  proper  recreation  hail 
has  been  provided. 

W e  have  to  report  very  favourably  of  the  general  personal  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  patients.  Their  clothing  was  good  and  suitable,  but  the 
women  were  neater  and  cleaner  in  person  than  the  men,  whose  dress  in 
some  cases  required  more  attention.  There  was  little  or  no  excitement. 

The  present  staff  of  attendants  appears  to  be  adequate.  We 
thought  them  generally  active  and  intelligent,  and  no  patient  com¬ 
plained  of  being  in  any  way  ill-treated  by  them. 

We  yesterday  saw  the  dinner  served,  consisting  of  boiled  fish 
peas-pudding,  bread,  and  beer,  and  which  appeared  to  be  much 
liked.  During  the  last  three  months  a  fish  dinner,  as  a  change,  on 
Fridays,  has  been  introduced,  and  gives  general  satisfaction.  In 
other  respects,  the  dietary  remains  as  before  reported. 

We  found  the  wards  throughout,  clean  and  well  ventilated,  and 
the  beds  and  bedding  of  good  quality,  and  generally  in  proper  order. 
In  most,  however,  of  the  male  dormitories,  under  blankets  were  not 
in  use,  the  regulation  in  this  respect  not  having  been  observed  by 
the  attendants. 

Progress  continues  to  be  made  in  increasing  the  cheerfulness  and 
comforts  of  the  interior  of  the  asylum  by  painting  and  papering, 
and  the  provision  of  additional  furniture  of  a  suitable  kind ;  and  the 
new  closets  referred  to  at  the  last  visit  as  then  in  course  of  con¬ 
struction  are  now  nearly  completed. 

The  new  detached  chapel,  which  is  in  course  of  erection  to  the 
south-west  of  the  asylum,  near  the  female  wing,  is  advancing  but 
slowly.  It  is  intended  to  accommodate  320  patients  of  both  sexes  ;  and 
the  cost,  estimated  at  2,700/.,  will,  as  we  were  informed,  be  defrayed 
out  of  the  profits  derived  from  the  payments  for  out~county  patients, 
and  those  received  from  non-contributory  boroughs  and  places. 

We  cannot  learn  that  the  plans  and  estimates,  which  require  the 
approval  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  pursuant  to  the  45  th  section  of 
the  Lunatic  Asylums  Act,  1853,  have  been  submitted  to  our  board 
for  that  purpose. 

The  general  condition  of  the  asylum  continues  to  be  very  satis¬ 
factory,  and  we  have  again  pleasure  in  bearing  testimony  to  the 
many  improvements  which  have  been  effected  here  under  the  pre¬ 
sent  management  and  superintendence. 
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SECOND  VISIT. 

21  July  1873. 

V'V  E  have  visited  the  asylum,  and  inspected  some  of  the  wards  Yorkshire, 
and  the  offices.  We  have  also  examined  the  new  chapel,  which  is  ^°rth Riding- 
making  but  slow  progress,  but  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  finished  by  the  &y  um* 
end  of  the  year..  The  building  gives  promise  of  being  handsome 
and  well  proportioned  ;  but  the  entrance  door  at  the  west  end  is  un¬ 
usually  small,  and  if  it  can  be  enlarged  without  much  difficulty  and 
expense,  we  recommend  that  the  change  be  made.  There  will  be 
no  other  entrance  of  a  suitable  kind ;  for  although  there  is  a  door 
in  the  tower,  it  is  too  small  to  be  available  for  the  admission  of  all 
the  patients  of  either  sex. 

When  this  church  is  brought  into  use,  we  hope  that  the  existing 
chapel  will  be  used  as  a  general  dining-room,  as  well  as  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  associated  recreation. 

We  have  inspected  it  with  a  view  to  its  conversion  to  these  pur¬ 
poses,  and  have  suggested  to  Mr.  Kingston  a  way  in  which  it 
appears  to  us  facilities  might  be  afforded  for  serving  the  dinners, 
and  for  providing  a  scullery. 

The  boiler  and  engine  to  be  used  in  pumping  water  from  the  new 
artesian  well,  have  not  yet  been  fixed;  meanwhile  there  has  been 
no  fresh  outbreak  of  fever,  and  the  present  condition  of  the  asylum 
is  healthy. 

W e  thought  the  asylum  in  excellent  order,  and  the  patients  were 
very  quiet. 

Large  parties  of  both  sexes  were  busily  engaged  in  the  hayfield. 

The  ordinary  arrangements  of  the  institution  continue  as  usual. 

The  numbers  have  varied  but  little  since  the  last  visit ;  the 
names  on  the  books  to-day  comprising  200  men  and  214  women.

women,  all  of  whom  are  resident  here,  the  house  at  Sheffield  having 
been  closed  on  the  28th  of  October  last.  Of  the  patients  discharged 
O.48.  U  2  173 
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173  were  recovered,  and  147  males  and  194  females  were  removed 
to  the  new  asylum  atWadsley,  near  Sheffield.

Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  every  case,  and  7  in¬ 
quests  were  held  by  the  coroner.  These  were  two  cases  of  suffo¬ 
cation  during  fits,  the  patients  being  found  dead  ;  2  deaths  from 
epilepsy;  1  from  heart  disease  ;  1  exhaustion;  and  the  case  of  sui¬ 
cide,  full  particulars  of  which  were  sent  to  our  office  at  the  time. 

We  regret  to  learn  that  the  bodily  condition  of  patients  sent  to 
the  asylum  continues  to  be  most  unsatisfactory ;  and  of  those  ad¬ 
mitted  in  the  past  12  months,  26  died  within  a  month  of  their  recep¬ 
tion,  of  Avhom  6  died  within  the  first  week.  We  have  a  bad  account, 
also,  of  their  mental  state  ;  recent  and  probably  curable  cases  being 
the  exception.  Of  the  patients  now  here,  as  many  as  212  are  epi¬ 
leptic,  and  66  are  suffering  from  general  paralysis.  Arrangements 
have  now  been  made  for  the  supervision  of  epileptics  during  the 
night;  and  20  males  and  22  females  now  sleep  in  dormitories,  with 
a  special  night  attendant,  who  sits  up,  and  has  no  other  duty.  The 
provision  thus  made  seems  to  be  hardly  adequate  for  so  large  an 
asylum ;  but,  owing  to  the  construction  of  the  building,  it  has  been 
impracticable  to  set  apart  larger  rooms.  On  the  male  side  some 
additions  are  being  made,  which  will  raise  the  number  thus  accom¬ 
modated  to  33. 

The  special  night  wards  for  suicidal  cases  have  now  40  beds  on 
the  male,  and  24  on  the  female  side.  Altogether  the  night  watching 
of  the  patients  is  done  by  4  attendants  of  each  sex,  half  of  whom 
are  solely  engaged  with  suicidal  and  epileptic  cases ;  but,  besides 
these,  special  cases  of  sickness  are  watched  by  the  day  attendants 
in  both  divisions,  who  receive  a  gratuity  of  2  s.  6  d.  per  night  for  the 
extra  work.  In  connection  with  the  subject  of  watching  the  patients 
during  the  night,  we  have  to  draw  attention  to  the  basement  sleeping 
ward  for  men,  No.  1.  This  ward  is  so  entirely  shut  off  from  other 
parts  of  the  house,  that  it  would  be  almost  impossible  that  any 
sound  proceeding  from  it  would  reach  the  ears  of  the  ordinary  night- 
watch  ;  we  have,  therefore,  suggested  to  Dr.  Browne  that  an 
attendant  be  placed  to  sleep  in  it. 

The  general  staff  of  attendants  consists  of  58  for  the  male,  and 
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62  for  the  female  division.  The  visitation  of  the  wards  by  the  me-  Appendix  (D  ) 

dical  officers  is  frequent.  The  patients  are  also  seen  twice  a  day  by  _ 

the  clinical  clerks,  who  note  the  cases.  The  medical  records  are  yorkshire 
kept  with  great  care,  and  afford  most  valuable  information.  Apart  West  Riding 
from  the  paralytic  and  feeble  cases,  the  health  of  the  patients  AsJ,jU^s,1 
generally  is  very  satisfactory,  and  we  found  but  few  of  them  in  bed  (^a  efield*) 
in  either  division.  The  numbers  reported  under  medical  treatment, 
for  all  causes,  were,  last  week,  94  of  the  male,  and  102  of  the 
female  sex.  The  quality  of  the  water  is  still  a  source  of  some 
anxiety  as  regards  the  health  of  the  patients,  for  we  find  that  no  im¬ 
provement  has  taken  place  since  it  was  analysed  by  Dr.  Odling  in 
1867,  when  he  reported  that  it  was  much  contaminated  with  drain¬ 
age,  and  was  of  opinion  that  it  was  not  suitable  for  drinking  pur¬ 
poses.” 

In  the  course  of  our  visits  on  Monday  and  Tuesday,  we  saw  all 
the  patients  ;  inspected  all  the  wards  and  offices  ;  and  made  the  usual 
statutory  inquiries.  The  quiet  and  orderly  demeanour  of  the  in¬ 
mates  of  both  divisions  was  remarkable.  Except  one  woman  who 
became  rather  noisy  and  abusive,  there  was  no  excitement  at  all, 
and  on  neither  day  was  any  one  in  seclusion.  As  regards  the  use 
ol  seclusion,  we  find  record  of  only  2  cases  on  the  male  side  ;  2 
men  having  been  secluded,  each  on  two  occasions,  for  violence  and 
combination  against  an  attendant.  It  appears,  also,  that  one  man 
was  restrained  during  10  days,  but  principally  at  night  for  surgical 
reasons.  The  clothing  was  very  good,  and  the  persons  of  the  patients 
clean,  and  in  a  state  creditable  to  those  immediately  in  charge  of 
them.  The  system  of  bathing  is  the  same  as  at  the  time  of  the  last- 
visit  ;  and  the  general  female  bath-room  not  having  yet  been  made, 
it  is  still  necessary  to  place  two  female  patients  in  the  same  water; 
for  the  men,  a  fresh  bath  is  given  in  each  case.  Nothing  can  be 
done  on  the  women’s  side,  until  some  arrangement  is  made  to  pro¬ 
vide  elsewhere  single  rooms  to  supply  the  place  of  those  now  tem¬ 
porarily  built  within  the  walls  of  the  proposed  general  bath-room. 

This  subject,  we  are  glad  to  find,  has  already  occupied  the  attention 
of  the  Committee,  and  plans  will,  ere  long,  be  submitted  for  the 
erection  of  a  wing  containing  short,  double  galleries  on  three  storeys, 
each  containing  12  rooms,  The  position  contemplated  for  this 
building  was  pointed  out  to  us  ;  but,  inasmuch  as,  if  erected  there 
it  would  lessen  the  already  too  circumscribed  limits  of.  the  airing- 
court,  and,  further,  have  a  tendency  to  obstruct  both  light  and  air 
from  a  portion  of  the  main  building,  we  have  suggested  another  spot 
where  these  objections  do  not  occur.  We  were  fortunate  to  meet 
Mr.  Aldam  at  the  asylum  to-day,  and  had  an  opportunity  of  con¬ 
sulting  with  him  on  the  subject.  We  also  discussed  the  . question  of 
converting  one  of  the  bath-rooms  in  No.  20  male  division  into  a 
shoe-room,  and  removing  one  of  the  baths  to  the  other  side.  It  is 
found  that  the  boiler  power  is  only  sufficient  for  one  of  the  rooms, 
so  that,  practically,  there  are  now  only  3  baths  for  this  ward,  and  we 
therefore  see  no  objection  to  the  proposed  alteration. 

Whilst  on  the  subject  of  structural  changes,  it  may  be  well  to  ad¬ 
vert  to  the  additions  and  alterations  completed  since  the  last  visit. 

Amongst  the  former  may  be  named  the  erection  of  shops  for  shoe- 
.  k>  it  Q  makers, 
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Appendix  (D,)  makers,  tailors,  upholsterers,  tinners,  plumbers,  and  smiths;  an 
engine-house  and  boiler-house,  a  clerk’s  office,  and  a  house  for  the 
engineer,  also  new  water-closet  for  No.  34  ward.  Amongst  the 
more  important  internal  improvements,  the  substitution^  water¬ 
tight  wood  floors  for  flags  in  wards  23  and  25,  and  the  painting  and 
ornamenting  of  several  of  the  galleries  are  especially  worthy  of 
note.  We  noticed,  also,  many  additions  to  the  pictures  and  matters 
of  decoration.  The  supply  of  in-door  amusements  is  sufficient,  and 
the  general  system  of  recreation  continues  as  reported  on  the  last 
occasion,  and  is  fully  kept  up.  At  the  annual  gala,  on  the  7th  inst., 
899  patients  are  said  to  have  been  present,  and  about  620  of  them 
generally  attend  the  weekly  entertainments.  Of  the  men,  470,  and 
200  women  are  taken  for  walks  in  the  country  every  week. 

The  numbers  who  do  not  go  beyond  their  airing-courts  are  stated 
at  260;  170  of  the  male,  and  90  of  the  female  sex.  The  airing  - 
court  space  here  is  much  below  the  average. 

Divine  service  is  performed,  as  usual,  by  the  chaplain ;  256  men 
and  334  women  are  present  in  the  morning,  the  attendance  being 
rather  smaller  in  the  afternoon.  There  is  a  weekly  service  for  Ho¬ 
man  Catholics,  of  whom  there  are  about  150  in  the  asylum,  and 
about  6  of  them  go  to  chapel  in  W akefield. 

The  numbers  employed  are  nearly  the  same  as  last  year ;  exceed- 
1,000  of  both  sexes.  More  than  20,000  yards  of  linen,  linsey,  &c., 
were  made  by  patients  alone  in  the  weaving-shop. 

The  laundry  and  wash-house  have  not  yet  been  commenced,  but 
we  are  glad  to  hear  that  something;  will  be  done  very  shortly.  The 
women’s  dining-hall  remains  as  before,  but  in  the  men’s  hall  we  found 
360  patients  assembled  at  dinner,  who,  as  usual,  behaved  in  the 
most  orderly  way. 

The  wards  throughout  were  very  clean,  and  well  ventilated,  and 
the  bedding  in  good  order. 

Altogether,  our  report  on  the  condition  of  this  asylum  is  a  very 
favourable  one,  and  the  absence  of  all  complaints  on  the  part  of  the 
patients  shows  how  carefully  they  are  watched  and  attended  to.

We  have  yesterday  and  to-day  visited  this  asylum  and  inspected 
the  whole  of  the  wards,  offices,  and  premises,  and  have  seen  all  the 
patients. 

The  asylum  is  situated  in  the  parish  of  Wadsley,  about  3  miles 
to  the  north-west  of  Sheffield.  The  estate,  which  is  the  freehold 
property  of  the  Riding,  is  163  acres  in  extent.  The  soil  is,  in  some 
situations,  shallow,  but  is  of  good  quality ;  the  sub-stratum  is,  for 
the  most  part  sandstone,  with  occasional  clay.  The  form  of  the 
ground  is  very  irregular  and  undulating ;  and  when  the  estate  was 
originally  inspected  by  members  of  our  Board,  it  was  pointed  out 
by  them  that  the  absence  of  an  available  level  plateau  for  the  main 

buildings  would  of  necessity  largely  enhance  the  cost  of  construc¬ 
tion. 
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tion.  The  difficulty,  however,  experienced  by  the  Justices  in  obtain¬ 
ing  another  site  free  from  such  disadvantages,  and  yet  conve¬ 
niently  situated  with  reference  to  population  and  the  wants  of  the 
district,  led  to  the  final  selection  of  this  present  property,  the 
purchase  of  which  was  duly  sanctioned  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

The  asylum  is  a  substantial  structure  of  brick  and  stone :  the 
architecture  and  elevation  are  of  a  plain,  but  varied  and  pleasing 
character,  without  unnecessary  ornamentation.  The  main  wings 
are  of  three  storeys,  there  being  a  fourth  storey  in  a  small  portion 
of  that  on  the  male  side.  The  wings  are  connected  with  the  officers' 
residences  and  central  administration  department,  by  corridors  and 
flights  of  steps  ;  the  female  wing  being  upon  a  higher,  and  the  male 
upon  a  lower  level  than  the  central  offices.  The  laundry  residence 
for  116  patients,  and  the  laundry  and  washhouses,  are  situated 
behind  upon  a  higher  level  than  the  female  wing;  and  there  are 
towards  the  north-west  a  range  of  workshops,  a  bakehouse,  a  brew- 
house,  and  a  steam-boiler  house. 

The  total  accommodation  is  estimated  to  be  for  333  men  and  419 
women,  total  752.  If,  however,  it  should  be  found  desirable  to 
utilise  for  sleeping  purposes  a  small  first-floor  corridor  in  each  divi¬ 
sion,  55  additional  beds  would  be  obtained,  thus  raising  the  total 
accommodation  for  patients  to  802.  The  kitchens  and  central 
administration  department  are,  moreover,  very  judiciously  con¬ 
structed,  and  arranged  upon  a  scale  adequate  to  any  probable  future 
extension  of  the  institution. 

We  have  to  report  that  the  difficulties  of  placing  the  buildings 
in  a  position  suitable  and  relatively  convenient  ( arising  from  its 
varieties  of  level)  have  been  successfully  and  skilfully  overcome  by 
Mr.  Hartley,  the  West  Riding  surveyor,  and  architect  of  the 
asylum. 

These  difficulties,  however,  as  well  as  those  met  with  in  the 
formation  of  airing-courts  and  roads,  have  involved  of  necessity  a 
veiy  large  addition  to  the  cost  of  the  works. 

The  main  aspect  of  the  asylum  is  towards  the  south-east,  and 
from  all  parts  of  the  buildings  and  airing-courts  pleasing  and  ex¬ 
tensive  views  are  obtained.  The  work  throughout,  external  and 
internal,  appears  to  be  well  executed  and  of  excellent  materials. 
The  internal  arrangements  generally  are  very  complete,  and  there 
is  every  prospect  of  the  asylum  proving  ultimately  most  comfortable 
and  cheerful,  and  in  all  respects  well  adapted  for  its  purpose.  An 
ample  quantity  of  good  water  is  supplied  from  a  spring  in  the  upper 
part  of  the  estate,  to  the  extent  usually  of  100,000  gallons  a  day. 
In  order,  however,  to  provide  for  the  contingency  of  exceptionally 
dry  summers,  storage  reservoirs  have  been  constructed.  The  water 
flows  without  pumping,  and  by  mere  gravitation,  to  all  the  cisterns 
and  taps  in  the  asylum.  The  sewage  also  is  distributed  by  gravi¬ 
tation  over  the  land.  Gas  is  obtained  by  contract  from  the  Sheffield 
Company.  The  foundations  of  the  chapel  and  farm-buildings,  plans 
for  which  have  been  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  are  at 
present  in  course  of  being  laid. 

Patients  dying  in  the  asylum  will  be  interred  in  the  parish 
church-yard,  which  has  been  enlarged  for  the  purpose  at  the  expense 
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Appendix  (D.)  of  the  Riding,  and  thus  the  necessity  for  a  special  cemetery,  always 
‘  very  objectionable,  has  been  satisfactorily  obviated. 

We'st^Riding  The  asy^um  was  opened  for  the  reception  of  patients  on  the 
Asylums.  27th  of  August  last,  and  the  admissions,  discharges,  and  deaths 
(Wadsley.)  have  been  as  follows :  —

Of  the  total  admissions,  109  men  and  165  women  have  been  trans¬ 
ferred  from  the  Wakefield  Asylum  and  its  branch  establishment  at 
Mount  Pleasant.  Fourteen  men  and  6  women  have  been  brought 
hither  from  other  asylums;  and  the  remaining  33  men  and  19 
women  have  been  received  directly  from  their  own  unions  and 
parishes.  The  present  patients,  with  very  few  exceptions,  are 
consequently  of  the  chronic  class,  many  troublesome  and  dangerous, 
and  35  men  and  24  women  are  epileptic. 

The  deaths  have  all  been  from  causes  ordinary  in  asylums,  and  no 
inquest  has  been  held. 

The  following  are  the  unions  from  whence,  as  at  present  arranged, 
patients  are  received,  namely,  Sheffield,  Ecclesall  Bierlow,  Rother¬ 
ham,  Doncaster,  Thorne,  Wortley,  Penistone,  and  the  West  Riding 
portion  of  Worksop.  Besides  these  are  admitted  a  certain  propor¬ 
tion  of  patients  chargeable  to  the  Riding.  It  will  probably  be  found 
expedient  to  receive  here  also  the  patients  of  the  Barnsley  and 
Huddersfield  Unions. 

The  patients  in  both  divisions,  at  the  time  of  our  visit,  were  very 
quiet  and  orderly,  and  personally  as  to  dress  and  otherwise  in  a 
very  satisfactory  state.  No  one  was  in  seclusion,  which  since  the 
opening  of  the  asylum  has  been  resorted  to  in  the  cases  only  of  4 
men  and  1  woman.  Restraint  has  not  been  employed. 

The  dietary  is  the  same  as  that  at  the  Wakefield  Asylum,  and 
we  saw  yesterday  a  very  good  dinner  served,  consisting  of  Irish  stew, 
bread,  and  beer. 

The  male  patient  who  recently  injured  himself  by  rushing  through 
the  glass  panel  of  a  door,  in  circumstances  duly  reported  to  our 
Board,  has  nearly  recovered  from  his  wounds.  W e  found  also  in  bed 
an  epileptic  idiot  boy,  who  had  crept  through  a  fender  and  was 
severely  burnt;  he  also  is  recovering.  We  have  suggested  an  alte¬ 
ration  in  some  of  the  fire-guards  to  be  provided  in  wards  wherein 
are  patients  subject  to  fits,  with  the  view  of  preventing  similar  acci¬ 
dents  in  future. 

The  patients  last  registered  as  under  medical  treatment  are  13 
of  each  sex. 

On  Sunday  last  the  attendance  at  Divine  service,  which  is  at 
present  performed  in  the  dining-hall,  numbered  only  67  men  and 

50  women. 
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50  women.  On  the  previous  evening  66  men  and  72  women  were  Appendix  (D.) 
present  at  the  weekly  dance.  The  airing-courts  are  not  yet  available  * — ■ 

for  exercise,  but  about  60  men  and  40  women  are  taken  out  for  Yorkshire, 
country  walks,  the  latter  daily,  weather  permitting,  and  the  former  West  Riding 
twice  a  week.  fwSoy.) 

About  84  men  and  100  women  are  employed  in  various  ways.  As 
yet,  with  the  exception  of  that  of  the  tailors,  the  workshops  have  not 
been  brought  into  use. 

The  wards  occupied  by  patients  are  at  present  only  3  in 
number  in  the  male,  and  5  in  the  female  division.  We  found 
these  wards  in  a  thoroughly  clean  and  creditable  state.  The  beds 
are  of  excellent  quality,  and  the  bedding  abundant.  The  furniture 
hitherto  supplied  is  very  good  and  suitable,  but  the  day-rooms  are 
as  yet  almost  entirely  without  matters  of  simple  ornament  and 
decoration.  These,  as  well  as  means  of  indoor  amusements,  now 
wanting,  will,  we  feel  sure,  be  duly  introduced.  Newspapers  and 
periodicals  are  fairly  provided,  and  a  suitable  library  is  in  course  of 
formation. 

Much  planting  is  in  progress  in  the  grounds  in  front  of  the  main 
buildings,  but  hitherto  little  has  been  done  in  this  respect  elsewhere. 

The  airing-courts  are  in  a  very  unfinished  condition,  and  not  avail¬ 
able  for  the  exercise  of  the  patients.  We  strongly  recommend  that 
the  contractor’s  men,  now  working  outside  in  the  grounds,  be 
employed  in  levelling,  laying-out,  and  planting  the  airing-courts, 
so  as  to  bring  them  into  use  with  the  least  possible  delay,  and  that 
immediately  afterwards  by  their  means  the  laundry  drying  ground 
be  formed  and  enclosed.  These  works  should  not  be  delayed  for 
execution  by  patients’  labour. 

We  have  pointed  out  to  Mr.  Hartley  that  the  urinals  in  the  male 
wards  have  not  been  fixed  in  the  proper  positions,  and  have  sug¬ 
gested  a  better  arrangement.  Closets  for  the  locking  up  of  brooms, 
buckets,  &c.,  should  be  fixed  in  the  ward  sculleries.  We  have  to¬ 
day  given  special  attention  to  the  question,  which  was  postponed 
when  the  plans  were  originally  submitted  to  our  Board,  of  a  direct 
communication  between  the  female  wing  and  the  laundry  residence 
block,  and  after  consultation  with  Mr.  Hartley  we  recommend  to 
the  Committee  the  erection  of  a  covered  wooden  bridge  for  that 
purpose,  as  to  which  there  appears  to  be  no  practical  difficulty. 

The  staff  of  superior  officers  appears  to  be  now  nearly  complete. 

On  the  male  side  there  is  a  chief  attendant ;  on  the  female  side, 
where  there  is  no  matron,  there  is  a  chief  nurse,  the  domestic  duties 
that  would  otherwise  devolve  upon  a  matron  being  discharged  by  a 
housekeeper.  The  day  and  night  attendants  appear  to  be  adequate 
for  the  present  number  of  patients. 

The  organisation  and  management  of  this  important  institution, 
involving  as  they  do  considerable  difficulty  and  great  responsibility, 
have  been  entrusted  to  Dr.  Mitchell,  who  appears  most  zealous,  and 
very  desirous  to  justify  the  confidence  reposed  in  him  by  the  com¬ 
mittee.  He  has  under  him,  as  assistant  medical  officer,  Dr.  Lowe. 

Both  these  gentlemen  have  previously  been  attached  to  the  Wake¬ 
field  Asylum.

The  deaths  were  all  from  causes  ordinary  in  asylums,  and  in  no 
case  was  an  inquest  held.  The  patients  on  the  books  are  now  218 
in  number,  124  males  and  94  females.  Of  the  former,  5  are  of  the 
private  class,  and  8  of  the  latter  are  from  Lincolnshire.  The 
present  weekly  charge  for  East  Riding  patients  is  12  s.  10  d.,  and 
tor  paupers  from  other  counties,  15  s,  9  d.  That  for  private  patients 
varies  from  18  5.  to  23  5. 

Upon  our  visit  to  day  we  have  seen  all  the  patients,  inspected  the 
asylum  in  all  its  departments,  and  made  the  statutory  inquiries. 
The  patients  without  exception  were  quiet  and  orderly,  and  no  one 
made  any  complaint.  In  respect  to  dress  and  otherwise,  the  personal 
condition  of  all  was  most  satisfactory.  New  Sunday  suits  are  in 
course  of  being  provided  for  the  men,  and  their  jackets  are  ulti¬ 
mately  to  be  all  of  cloth,  in  substitution  for  corduroy. 

The  patients  registered  last  week  as  under  medical  treatment 
were  14  in  the  male  and  13  in  the  female  division.  There  has  not 
since  the  last  visit,  been  in  the  asylum  any  disorder  of  an  epidemic 
character,  and  the  few  patients  whom  we  to-day  found  in  bed  were 
all  suffering  from  ordinary  chronic  disease. 

According  to  the  medical  journal,  during  the  interval  since  the 
last  visit,  5  men  have  been  secluded  altogether  on  42  occasions,  and 
3  women  each  once  only.  The  only  instance  of  the  use  of  mecha¬ 
nical  restraint  has  been  in  the  case  of  a  woman,  for  24  hours,  who 
wore  a  spencer  to  prevent  suicide,  to  which  she  had  shown  a  most 
determined  and  persistent  propensity. 

The  patients  who  attended  Divine  service  in  the  chapel  yesterday 
were  115;  viz.,  57  of  the  male,  and  58  of  the  female  sex.  Shortly 
after  the  last  visit  a  good  harmonium  was  purchased,  and  has  proved 
of  great  use  in  support  of  the  singing. 

The  weekly  dances  or  other  associated  entertainments  are  attended 
by  about  50  patients  of  each  sex,  the  music  being  provided  by  a 
band  of  7  male  attendants.  The  library  appears  to  be  still  deficient 
in  books  and  periodicals  of  an  amusing  character. 

We  saw  80  men  and  78  women  assembled  in  the  hall  at  dinner, 
which  consisted  of  good  pea  soup,  suet  dumpling  with  sweet  sauce, 
bread,  and  beer.  Their  demeanour  was  most  orderly.  According 

to

of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy , 


to  the  latest  ward  returns,  the  patients  nsefnlly  employed  are  92  Appendix  (D.) 
males  and  75  females;  of  the  former,  27  work  on  the  land,  and  — — 

13  at  trades,  and  in  the  shops;  10  are  occupied  in  domestic  offices,  Eas^Ridfrig 
and  42  in  ward  cleaning;  of  the  latter,  23  sew  and  knit,  25  are  Asylum.  g 
engaged  in  the  laundry  and  kitchen,  and  27  in  cleaning  the  wards 
and  offices.  All  the  clothes  and  shoes  are  now  made  in  the  asylum. 

We  found  all  the  wards  and  rooms  clean  and  in  excellent  order, 
and  the  beds  and  bedding  in  the  best  condition.  The  air  throughout 
was  pure  and  untainted.  Since  the  last  visit,  the  walls  of  the  day- 
rooms  generally  have  been  painted,  coloured,  and  decorated  by  the 
labour  of  patients,  and  considerable  additions  have  been  made  to  the 
framed  prints. 

The  airing-courts,  all  but  one,  have  been  levelled  ;  some  planting 
of  shrubs  has  been  done,  but  the  walks  have  not  yet  been  completed  ; 
and  this  should  be  effected  with  the  least  possible  delay. 

We  take  leave  to  recommend — 

1.  The  construction  of  a  scullery,  in  connection  with  tne  general 
dining  hall,  and  of  a  new  butcher’s  store ;  by  which  means  the  pre¬ 
sent  uncooked  meat  room  would  be  available  for  a  vegetable  store, 
now  required  in  connection  with  the  kitchen. 

2.  That  an  experiment  be  made  in  one  or  two  of  the  ward  day- 
rooms  of  substituting  fire-brick  backs  and  sides  for  the  iron  now  in 
these  parts  of  the  grates.  A  material  increase  of  heat,  and  con¬ 
siderable  economy  of  fuel,  would,  we  think,  be  found  to  result,  and 
the  alteration  would  be  inexpensive. 

3.  That  in  the  ward  lists  the  dates  of  admission  of  the  several 
patients  be  entered  after  their  names. 

The  general  rules  for  the  government  and  management  of  the 
asylum  have  been  drawn  up,  and  are  in  course  of  being  submitted, 
through  our  Board,  for  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

We  have,  in  conclusion,  pleasure  in  again  bearing  testimony  to 
the  improvements  effected  and  in  progress  in  this  asylum,  and  to  the 
satisfactory  manner  in  which  the  comfort  and  welfare  of  the  patients 
are  considered  and  promoted. 


Birmingham  Borough  Asylum. 

19  and  20  May  1873. 

We  have  inspected  this  asylum  in  all  its  departments,  and  per-  Birmingham 
sonally  examined  all  the  patients,  except  4  men  and  6  women,  who  Asylum, 
are  away  on  trial.  The  total  number  on  the  registers  is  613  ;  viz., 

279  men  and  334  women  ;  of  whom  31  of  the  former,  and  20  of  the 
latter  are  private  patients. 

There  have  been  numerous  changes  during  the  past  year,  as  will

Of  the  whole  numbers  discharged,  111  were  returned  as  recovered. 

The  condition  of  many  of  the  patients,  on  admission,  is  said  to  be 
very  unfavourable,  and  this  will  in  some  degree  account  for  the 
high  rate  of  mortality  during  the  past  12  months,  amounting  to 
upwards  of  12  per  cent,  on  the  average  numbers  resident,  and 
above  9  per  cent,  on  the  total  number  treated.  Twenty-four  of  the 
deaths  were  attributed  to  general  paralysis,  and  19  to  other  diseases 
of  the  brain;  19  to  lung  and  heart  disease,  and  the  rest,  with  the 
exception  of  three  cases,  to  other  ordinary  causes.  Two  of  the 
exceptions  referred  to  were  deaths  from  smallpox,  both  in  the  male 
division ;  and  the  third  was  that  of  a  man  who  was  choked  during 
the  administration  of  food. 

Inquests  were  held  in  this,  and  four  other  cases  ;  no  blame  being 
attached  to  the  asylum  authorities  in  any  instance. 

Altogether,  in  the  period  above  referred  to,  there  have  been  6 
cases  of  small-pox,  all  in  male  division.  One  of  these  patients  is 
now  suffering  from  this  disease,  and  we  found  him  in  bed  in  one 
of  the  ordinary  single  rooms,  in  No.  8  gallery.  Dangerous 
and  improper  as  this  arrangement  is,  the  superintendent  cannot 
be  held  responsible,  as  there  is  no  accommodation  in  this  asylum 
for  the  isolation  of  such  cases,  and  we  take  this  opportunity 
of  again  urging  upon  the  Committee  of  Visitors  the  necessity  of 
providing  a  small  detached  hospital  without  further  delay. 

A.t  the  date  of  the  last  entry  in  the  medical  journal  (14th  instant), 
there  were  50  patients  under  medical  treatment ;  and  although  we 
found  but  few  in  bed,  the  proportion  of  epileptics  and  paralytics  is 
very  large,  there  being  now  resident  as  many  as  150  of  the  former, 
and  55  0f  the  latter ;  neither  yesterday  nor  this  morning  were  there 
any  patients  in  seclusion.  The  numbers  since  the  last  visit  comprise 
10  men  and  9  women,  the  former  having  been  secluded  °n  15,  and 

tne  latter  on  83  occasions.  Restraint  by  means  of  a  strait-waistcoat,

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was  employed  twice,  for  periods  of  4  and  8  hours  respectively,  in  Appendix  (D.) 

the  case  of  a  female  patient,  who  was  most  violent,  destructive,  and  - 

suicidal,  Birmingham 

We  have  made  the  usual  inquiries  as  to  the  occupations  of  the  Asylum‘ 
patients,  and  their  attendance  at  Divine  service.  The  means  of 
employment  remain  as  usual,  and  the  numbers  now  occupied  in  all 
ways,  comprise  152  men  and  204  women. 

When  the  new  workshops,  the  plans  for  which  have  been  ap¬ 
proved,  are  finished,  we  hope  that  the  number  of  men  employed  in 
trades  will  be  increased. 

At  the  chapel  342  patients  of  both  sexes  are  usually  present,  and 
297  are  reported  to  join  in  the  associated  dances  in  the  recreation- 
hall,  which  take  place  weekly  during  the  winter  months ;  but  these 
have  been  discontinued  since  the  end  of  March,  and  no  substitute 
has  yet  been  provided. 

In  our  opinion  there  should  be  some  form  of  weekly  entertain¬ 
ment  throughout  the  year. 

We  thought  the  general  appearance  and  demeanour  of  the  patients 
on  the  whole,  fairly  satisfactory ;  but  have  no  doubt  that  were  the 
staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  larger,  considerable  improvements 
would  take  place  in  these  respects.  It  is  satisfactory  to  find  that 
the  scale  of  wages  has  been  advanced  but  there  has  been  no  addition 
to  the  staff ;  and  we  have  only  to  repeat  the  recommendations  made 
at  the  last  and  previous  visits  upon  this  subject.  There  can  be  no 
doubt  that,  with  the  imperfect  organisation  consequent  upon  an 
inadequate  staff  of  attendants,  not  only  are  the  remedial  resources 
of  the  institution  not  fully  developed,  but  the  patients  cannot  at  all 
times  have  ensured  to  them  the  protection  to  which  they  are 
entitled. 

The  wards  were  clean,  well  ventilated,  and  in  good  order ;  and 
the  manner  in  which  they  have  been  painted  and  decorated,  gives 
them  a  most  cheerful  and  comfortable  appearance. 

The  bedding  was  well  attended  to,  and  under-blankets  are  now 
provided ;  and  the  practice  complained  of  at  the  last  visit,  placing 
the  water-proof  sheeting  over  them,  has  been  given  up,  although  in 
one  ward  the  nurse  had  failed  to  obey  her  orders  in  this  respect. 

Proper  sinks  for  washing  crockery  are  still  unprovided  in  the  scul¬ 
leries  of  some  of  the  wards,  and  should  be  supplied  without  delay. 

Boiled  beef  and  mutton,  with  bread,  potatoes,  and  beer,  formed 
this  day’s  dinner.  The  provisions  which  we  tasted  were  very  good, 
and  the  mode  of  serving,  neat  and  comfortable. 

As  the  Board  are  aware,  the  plans  for  the  new  wash-house  and 
additional  workshops  have  already  been  approved  by  the  Secretary 
of  State,  but  owing  to  the  rise  in  the  cost  of  labour  and  materials,  it 
has  been  found  that  the  architect’s  estimate  is  insufficient,  and  it 
will  be  necessary  to  submit  the  matter  again  to  the  town  council,  in 
order  to  obtain  an  additional  grant. 

Subject  to  the  remarks  we  have  made  above,  we  consider  the 
condition  of  the  asylum  to  be  creditable  to  those  engaged  in  its 
management. 
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Bristol  Borough  Asylum. 

17  November  1873. 

We  have  inspected  this  asylum  to-day,  and  seen  all  the  patients, 
who  are  288  in  number,  viz.,  143  of  the  male  and  145  of  the  female 
sex,  being  altogether  36  in  excess  of  the  actual  accommodation. 
We  are  glad,  in  these  circumstances,  to  find  that  the  Visitors  have 
determined  to  make  considerable  enlargements  in  both  divisions  ; 
and  plans  have  been  shown  us  by  Mr.  Thompson,  which,  we  under¬ 
stand,  will  immediately  be  submitted  to  our  Board,  with  a  view  of 
obtaining  the  Secretary  of  State’s  sanction  to  their  being  carried 
out.  We  have  ourselves  considered  the  plans,  and  are.  of  opinion, 
generally,  and  subject  to  changes  in  matters  ot  detail,  that  the 
scheme  is  a  feasible  one.  There  are,  however,  two  drawbacks;  one, 
that  the  total  quantity  of  land  belonging  to  the  asylum  is  already 
inadequate ;  and  the  other,  that  the  proposed  extension  will,  on  the 
female  side,  bring  the  building  within  20  feet  of  the  present 
boundary. 

Considering  the  crowding  in  the  day-rooms,  which,  of  course, 
tends  to  occasion  disputes  and  excitement,  we  thought  the  condition 
of  the  patients  very  satisfactory.  There  was  very  little  excite¬ 
ment,  and  no  one  was  restrained  or  secluded.  The  clothing  was 
generally  satisfactory,  and  the  bedding  clean;  although  we  thought, 
as  on  our  last  visit,  that  an  additional  blanket  was  required  for  the 
winter  months,  especially  on  the  beds  furnished  with  cotton 

coverlets. 

The  dinners  to-day  consisted  of  meat,  with  potatoes  and  cabbage, 
and  the  food  was  of  "good  quality,  and  ample  in  quantity.  On  the 
score  of  food  we  had  no  complaints.  The  dining-hall  was  filled— 
overcrowded,  indeed— although  only  60  men  and  55  women  were 
assembled  there.  In  connection  with  the  proposed  increase  of 
accommodation,  we  hope  that  the  enlargement  of  the  hall,  and  the 
erection  of  a  chapel  elsewhere,  will  not  be  lost  sight  of. 

We  thought  the  means  of  amusement  scanty  in  the  refractory 
wards,  and  suggest  a  better  supply.  The  associated  entertain¬ 
ments'  are  given  weekly,  and  on  an  average  are  attended  by 
123  patients  of  both  sexes.  About  72  go  lor  walks  beyond  the 
estate.  These  numbers  apply  very  nearly  to  the  patients  who  go  to 
the  chapel,  where  there  are  128  on  Sundays,  and  76  on  week-days. 
As  regards  useful  occupations,  we  have  a  return  showing  that  of 
the  men,  32  work  on  the  land,  9  at  various  trades,  and  26  are 
employed  as  ward  cleaners,  &c.  Fifty-four  of  the  women  are 
engaged  in  needlework,  18  in  the  washhouse  and  laundry,  and  20 

assist  in  the  wards  and  offices.  ... 

Keferring  to  matters  which  have  occurred  since  our  last  visit,  m 
March  1872,  we  have  to  report  the  admission  of  76  males  and  69 
females,  whilst  37  men  and  31  women  have  been  discharged,  or 
removed  to  other  asylums.  Of  the  68  patients  who  have  thus  left, 
55  were  reported  as  recovered. 

There  have  been  30  deaths  in  the  male  and  27  in  the  female 
division.  The  following  are  the  reported  causes  of  death : —

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Of  the  patients  who  died  from  epilepsy,  1  man  and  2  women  were 
found  dead,  having  been  suffocated  by  turning  on  their  faces  during 
epileptic  fits.  Coroner’s  inquests  were  held  in  these  cases.  The 
only  effectual  safeguard  against  accidents  of  this  kind  is  to  set  apart 
dormitories,  in  which  epileptics  are  kept  under  the  constant  super¬ 
vision  of  special  attendants. 

It  will  be  observed,  that  the  above  rate  of  mortality  is  higher 
than  the  average  rate  in  county  asylums.  We  found  1  man 
and  4  women  in  bed.  One  of  the  latter  was  suffering  from  typhoid 
fever,  and  2  other  women  were  under  observation,  being  suspected 
of  having  premonitory  indications  of  the  disorder.  It  appears  that 
during  the  last  seven  weeks,  besides  those  above  referred  to,  2  male 
patients,  and  1  female  attendant,  have  suffered  from  this  malady. 
All  have  been  comparatively  mild  cases,  and  there  have  been  no 
deaths. 

Mr.  Thompson  is  of  opinion  that  the  source  of  the  fever  is  most 
probably  the  dairy  farm  of  the  milk  contractor,  in  whose  house  a 
case  is  known  to  have  occurred  recently.  W e  cannot  learn  that 
the  water  on  this  farm  has  been  analysed  by  a  competent  chemist. 
In  our  opinion  this  should  be  done  at  once ;  and  it  is  also  desirable 
that  a  fresh  analysis  be  made  of  the  water  supplied  to  the  asylum, 
some  of  the  sources  of  which  are  not  free  from  the  suspicion  of 
contamination. 

During  the  months  of  December  and  January  last,  smalbpox 
appeared  on  the  male  side  of  the  house,  and  3  patients  had  the 
disorder.  They  were  at  once  isolated,  in  a  room  near  the  coach¬ 
house,  and  all  recovered.  At  the  same  time  all  but  two  or  three 
patients  in  both  divisions  were  vaccinated,  and  there  has  been  no 
further  appearance  of  the  malady. 

In  the  19  months  which  have  elapsed  since  we  were  here,  it 
appears  that  2  males  have  been  restrained,  for  surgical  reasons,  for 
a  total  period  of  seven  days,  or  portions  of  days,  and  that  seclusion 
has  been  resorted  to  in  the  cases  of  10  men  and  28  women;  with 
the  former  on  32  occasions,  and  with  the  latter  on  165  days,  or 
portions  of  days.  Exclusive  of  the  head  attendants  and  the  night 
attendants,  the  staff  consists  of  10  in  each  division. 

An  additional  nurse  has  been  appointed,  in  compliance  with  our 

0.48.  suggestion, 
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Appendix  (D.)  suggestion,  and  we  now  recommend  a  similar  increase  on  the  male 
”  side,  to  act  as  supernumerary  between  wards  1,  2.  3,  and  4,  which 

Bristol  Asylum.  contain  collectively  60  patients,  considerable  numbers  of  whom  are 
dangerous,  and  for  whose  care  there  are  at  present  only  4 
attendants. 

The  wards  were  throughout  in  very  good  order,  and  have  lately 
been  much  improved  in  some  parts  by  painting,  papering,  and 
colouring.  The  suggestions  made  at  the  last  visit  for  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  more  linsey  dresses,  the  organisation  of  walking  parties 
beyond  the  premises,  alterations  in  the  shower  baths,  and  the 
increase  of  the  nurses  wages,  have  all  received  attention. 

W  e  much  regret  that  it  has  not  been  found  practicable  as  yet  to 
purchase  the  adjoining  orchard,  the  need  for  which  is,  since  the 
proposed  enlargement  of  the  building,  still  more  urgent  than 
before. 

It  will  be  seen,  from  the  above  report,  that  the  condition  of 
this  asylum  continues  to  reflect  credit  on  those  engaged  in  its 
management.

The  rate  of  mortality  has  been  high,  viz.,  14 £  per  cent,  upon  the 
average  number  resident,  or  upwards  of  10  per  cent,  on  the  total 
number  of  patients  treated. 

The  causes  of  death,  however,  have  been  all  of  a  kind  ordinary 
in  asylums,  and  several  patients  were,  on  reception,  in  an  exhausted 
state. 

The  patients  are  now  143  in  number ;  viz.,  75  males  and  68 
females.  With  the  exception  of  one  woman  absent  on  trial,  we 
have  seen  them  all.  They  were  generally  free  from  excitement, 
and  none  made  any  complaints  of  ill-treatment  on  the  part  of  the 
attendants.  We  have  to  report  very  favourably  of  the  personal 
condition,  as  to  clothing  and  otherwise,  of  the  female  patients, 
and,  with  some  exceptions  of  the  males ;  since  the  last  visit  a  con¬ 
siderable  addition  has  been  made  to  the  stock  of  linsey  dresses  for 
the  females,  but  we  regretted  not  to  find  a  larger  number  in  use  in 
the  wards. 

We 
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We  found  no  patients  in  seclusion,  and,  according  to  the  medical  APPend*x  (D*) 
journal,  since  the  last  visit,  there  have  been  only  9  instances  on  the  u 
male  side  and  4  on  the  female,  applicable  to  5  men  and  2  women.  u  1 8} 
Mechanical  restraint  has  not  been  employed  in  any  case. 

About  30  men  and  25  women  are  stated  to  attend  Divine  service 
in  the  chapel  on  Sundays.  The  numbers  seem  small,  but  would,  as 
we  are  informed,  be  larger  but  for  the  practice,  of  which  we  fully 
approve,  of  permitting  some  patients  to  spend  Sunday  with  their 
friends. 

Independently  of  the  ward  cleaners,  about  30  patients  of  each 
sex  are,  according  to  the  records,  usefully  employed.  About  20 
men  work  on  the  land,  5  at  trades,  and  4  in  the  washhouse.  Of  the 
females,  18  sew  and  knit,  and  12  are  engaged  in  the  laundry  and 
domestic  departments.  W  e  trust  that  it  will  be  found  practicable 
to  provide  employment  for  larger  numbers. 

There  are  in  the  asylum  the  usual  proportion  of  paralytics  and 
epileptics,  but  otherwise  the  bodily  health  of  the  patients  generally, 
is  fairly  good.  The  patients  last  registered  as  under  medical  treat¬ 
ment  were  12  males  and  16  females. 

The  beds,  which  are  very  good,  and  the  bedding,  which  is 
abundant  and  substantial,  were  found  by  us  in  a  creditable  state. 

The  day-rooms  and  dormitories  throughout,  were  in  proper  order, 
and  we  were  glad  to  observe,  in  the  majority  of  the  latter,  good 
fires  burning.  Some,  however,  of  the  rooms  in  the  male  division 
require  to  be  brightened  and  enlivened  by  cheap  decorations.  Steam- 
pipes,  or  other  means  than  the  gas  stoves  now  in  use,  are  much 
needed  for  better  heating  the  passages  to  the  single  rooms  on  the 
ground  floor  of  each  division. 

The  dinner  to-day  consisted  of  an  ample  quantity  of  excellent 
meat  and  potatoe  pie,  which  appeared  to  be  much  liked  by  the 
patients. 

We  have  suggested  the  adoption  in  the  several  wards  of  boxes, 
with  spring  locks,  for  the  safe  custody  of  all  knives,  which  should 
be  carefully  counted  after  every  meal.  We  further  recommend  the 
construction  of  an  enclosed  shed  for  the  preliminary  washing  of  foul 
linen,  in  connection  with  the  laundry  department.  Additional 
clothes  stores  or  cupboards  are  required  in  both  divisions. 

It  is,  we  think,  important  that  the  several  attendants  be  furnished 
with  accurate  lists  of  the  names  and  dates  of  admissions  into  the 
asylum  of  the  patients  in  their  respective  wards,  for  whose  super¬ 
vision  and  care  they  are  responsible. 

We  are  sorry  to  learn  that  Mr.  Casson,  the  superintendent,  has 
been  for  several  weeeks  disabled  by  rheumatism.  He  has  this  morning 
gone  to  the  south  of  England  on  leave  from  the  Committee,  and  the 
charge  of  the  institution  will,  during  his  absence,  devolve  upon 
Dr.  J.  H.  Gibson,  whom  we  found  on  duty,  and  who  will  sleep  in  the 
asylum. 
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Ipswich  Borough  Asylum. 

21  March  1873. 

We  have  inspected  every  part  of  this  asylum,  and  personally  ex 
amined  all  the  patients,  of  whom  there  are  now  68  of  the  male  and 
110  of  the  female  sex.  We  have  a  very  good  report  to  make  of  the 
condition  of  the  various  wards  and  offices,  which  were  clean  and 
well  ventilated,  and  we  observed  with  pleasure,  that  much  has  been 
done  to  render  the  rooms  and  galleries  cheerful,  by  painting,  paper- 
ing,  and  the  supply  of  carpeting,  linoleum,  cocoa  fibre,  and  various 
articles  of  furniture.  Already  two  of  the  galleries  on  each  side  have 
been  thus  improved,  as  have  also  the  women’s  single  rooms,  and 
day-rooms,  and  the  bath-rooms  in  the  male  division.  The  chapel 
also  has  been  painted  and  decorated ;  of  course  there  still  remains 
a  good  deal  to  be  done,  but  the  progress  hitherto  made  has  been 
satisfactory,  and  in  the  right  direction.  There  have  further  been 
great  improvements  in  the  airing-courts,  which  are  now  properly 
laid  out  and  planted  ;  and  some  of  the  inner  courts  have  also  been 
attended  to.  There  is  one  important  matter,  however,  referred  to 
in  the  last  entry  which  has  not  received  attention,  and  that  is  the 
provision  of  a  detached  ward  or  building  to  be  used  as  a  hospital 
for  the  reception  of  patients  afflicted  with  small-pox  or  other  dis¬ 
eases  of  an  epidemic  character ;  and  to  this  we  desire  very  strongly 
to  direct  the  notice  of  the  Committee  of  Visitors. 

With  the  present  numbers  there  are  vacancies  for  40  men  and  5 
women.  The  patients  are  chargeable  as  follows : —

The  payments  for  these  patients  are  respectively  as  before  re¬ 
ported. 

Since  our  Colleagues  visit  on  the  11th  May  1872,  7  male  and  21 
female  paupers,  and  1  male  and  4  female  private  patients,  have  been 
admitted.  Nine  paupers  of  each  sex,  and  5  male  private  patients, 
have  been  discharged,  and  8  pauper  patients  of  each  sex,  and  1  fe¬ 
male  private  patient,  have  died.  There  were  post-mortem  examina¬ 
tions  in  5  cases,  and  1  inquest  was  held  on  the  body  of  a  man  who 
drowned  himself  in  the  Wet  Dock,  whilst  absent  on  leave.  The 
verdict  was,  “ found  drowned.”  In  the  other  cases,  the  deaths  were 
all  from  ordinary  causes.  Of  the  patients  discharged,  16  were  re¬ 
ported  as  recovered.  We  are  sorry  to  learn  that  the  condition  of 
many  of  the  patients  when  brought  here,  especially  those  coming 
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from  Yarmouth  and  Norwich,  is  very  unfavourable,  the  majority  Appendix  (D.) 
being  of  confirmed  dirty  habits.  - 

During  our  visit,  the  patients  in  both  divisions  were  very  quiet 
and  orderly,  both  in  their  wards  and  in  the  dining-hall,  where  53 
men  and  88  women  were  assembled,  and  enjoyed  an  excellent  dinner 
of  meat  pie  and  cabbage,  with  bread  and  beer. 

The  clothing  was  clean  and  good,  and  only  in  2  cases,  on  the 
female  side  were  there  any  strong  or  special  dresses.  No  one  was 
secluded,  and  since  the  last  visit  only  5  of  the  patients,  all  females, 
have  been  placed  in  seclusion,  altogether,  on  12  occasions. 

The  arrangements  for  occupations  and  recreations  remain  as  before 
reported.  Of  the  men  37,  and  of  the  women  96,  are  regularly  em¬ 
ployed,  Of  the  former,  13  work  on  the  farm,  13  in  the  wards,  and 
there  are  2  painters,  2  shoemakers,  1  carpenter,  1  gardener,  and  5 
laundry  and  kitchen  helpers.  Forty-five  of  the  women  are  occupied 
in  household  work,  33  at  their  needle,  13  in  the  laundry,  and  5  in 
the  kitchen.  Forty-five  males  and  80  females  attend  chapel ;  and 
33  of  the  former  and  90  of  the  latter  go  beyond  the  asylum  precincts 
for  exercise. 

There  are  the  usual  associated  entertainments,  but  these  are  not 
so  frequent  as  would  be  desirable,  owing  to  the  difficulty  and  ex¬ 
pense  of  obtaining  the  aid  of  a  band.  For  smaller  assemblings,  if  a 
piano  were  supplied,  we  think  that  a  greater  number  of  quiet  social 
parties  might  advantageously  be  held. 

Music  is  now  encouraged  in  the  chapel  services,  and  with  the  aid 
of  a  harmonium,  Mrs.  Long,  who  kindly  assists,  is  able  to  hold  four 
practice  meetings  every  week. 

With  respect  to  the  recommendations  made  at  the  last  visit,  we 
have  to  report  that  all  have  been  carried  out,  or  are  in  progress, 
except  the  two  very  important  ones,  of  building  a  detached  hospital, 
and  appointing  an  assistant  medical  officer;  we  beg  again  strongly  to 
recommend  these  matters  to  the  immediate  consideration  of  the 
Committee  of  Visitors. 

Very  serious  inconvenience  has  been  experienced,  owing  to  the 
fouling  of  the  boilers  from  the  excess  of  carbonate  of  lime  contained 
in  the  water,  rendering  constant  cleaning  necessary.  Mr.  Long 
has  explained  to  us  the  mode  by  which  he  would  propose  to  remedy 
this  very  serious  evil,  and  we  are  of  opinion  the  arrangement  would 
be  effectual,  and  that  the  provision  of  a  large  steam  boiler  and  a 
4-horse  engine,  would  prove  useful  in  a  variety  of  ways,  and  would 
ultimately  also  prove  economical. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  report,  that  the  present  condition 
of  this  asylum  is  very  satisfactory,  and  the  progress  which  has  been 
made  in  its  organisation,  is  creditable  to  the  skill  and  assiduity  of 
the  superintendent.

A  service  is  given  in  the  chapel  on  Sunday  mornings,  attended  by 
185  of  the  patients;  about  the  same  number  are  usually  present  at 
a  week-day  service  there  on  Wednesdays. 

A  regular  and  liberal  supply  of  newspapers  and  books  is  provided 
for  the°  wards.  The  dances  ”  and  other  ordinary  means  of  in-door 
amusement  continue  as  last  reported.  There  are  also  occasional 
concerts,  and  during  the  winter  months  a  monthly  dramatic  repre¬ 
sentation,  given  by  some  amateurs  from  Leicester.  In  connection 
with  this  subject,  we  beg  to  suggest  to  the  Committee  the  purchase 
of  a  piano  for  use  on  these  occasions.  The  walking  parties  go  out 
as  stated  in  previous  reports.  There  have  also  been  again  this  year 
an  excursion  in  the  summer  to  Lradgate,  and  the  special  holidays 
on  the  anniversary  of  the  asylum,  and  on  the  occasion  of  the  harvest 
supper. 

There  were  to-day  11  men  and  10  women  in  bed,  several,  how¬ 
ever,  for  trifling  ailments.  The  last  return  shows  9  of  each  sex 
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under  medical  treatment,  but  on  the  whole  the  sanitary  state  of  the 
patients  appears  to  be  good.  We  can  report  satisfactorily  of  the 
condition  of  the  dress  of  both  the  men  and  the  women,  and  of  their 
general  personal  cleanliness.  Most  of  the  women  wear  print  or 
cotton  dresses,  but  we  think  it  would  be  desirable  if  these  could  be 
more  generally  made  of  a  woollen,  or  some  warm  material  for 
■winter  use. 

We  found  the  wards  and  dormitories  throughout,  clean,  well 
ventilated,  and  in  excellent  order,  the  beds  very  comfortable,  and 
the  bedding  ample.  We  would  recommend  curtains  or  blinds  being 
supplied,  where  wanting,  to  all  the  dormitory  windows.  The  day- 
rooms  and  corridors  were  well  warmed,  and  their  cheerfulness  of 
appearance  much  increased  by  the  plants  that  are  distributed  about 
them. 

The  females  were  remarkably  free  from  excitement,  and,  indeed, 
in  the  male  division,  the  only  disturbance  we  met  with  was  caused 
by  one  noisy  patient. 

Complaints  were  made  by  two  or  three  of  the  women  as  to  the 
rice  pudding  which  is  given  on  Fridays  not  being  made  with  milk  ; 
and  we  find  that  the  quality  of  the  milk,  which  is  supplied  by  con¬ 
tract,  has  latterly  been  very  inferior.  It  appears  to  us  very  de¬ 
sirable,  both  on  the  score  of  economy,  and  also  to  avoid  the  use  of 
adulterated  milk,  that  cows  should  be  kept  here,  as  is  generally  the 
case  in  other  asylums. 

We  have  examined  the  dietary  table  now  in  use,  and  consider  it 
ample,  and  the  only  alteration  we  would  suggest,  is,  that  the  rice 
pudding  should  be  baked  instead  of  steamed. 

The  wages  of  the  attendants  and  nurses  have  recently  been 
raised,  and  we  are  glad  to  find  that  an  allowance  is  made  to  them 
when  away  on  their  annual  holidays.  The  men  now  commence  at 
24 1.  a  year,  and  the  nurses  at  14/.,  the  men  rising  by  21.  and  the 
women  by  1 /.  a  year,  to  30/.  and  18/.  respectively.  The  male 
charge  attendants  commence  at  30  /.,  the  females  at  18  /.,  each  rising 
by  the  same  annual  increase  to  36  /.  and  24/.  respectively.  The  men 
have  a  suit  of  uniform  annually,  and  the  women  once  in  eight  months. 
We  have  also  satisfaction  in  stating  that  the  Committee  have  lately 
recognised  Dr.  Finch’s  services  by  giving  him  an  additional  100  /.  a 
year.  During  his  absence  from  the  asylum,  he  is  required  to  pay  the 
medical  gentleman  he  leaves  in  charge,  and  until  there  is  an  assistant 
medical  officer  (an  appointment  which  it  will  probably  be  necessary 
to  make  ere  long),  we  think  that  he  might  I  airly  be  relieved  from 
this  expense. 

The  following  improvements  have  been  made  since  the  last  visit : — - 

The  walk  round  the  farm  has  been  completed,  and  trees  planted 
along  it;  the  sunshade  in  the  male  airing-court  (as  then  suggested) 
has  been  erected  ;  several  new  cupboards  and  wardrobes  have  been 
put  up,  and  the  wall  of  the  female  airing-court  has  been  raised. 

From  the  above  report  it  will  be  seen  that  we  consider  the  con¬ 
dition  of  this  asylum,  and  the  treatment  of  the  patients  to  be  in 
every  respect  satisfactory.

In  every  case  of  death  a  post-mortem  examination  was  made. 
No  inquest  has  been  held.  Two  accidents  have  occurred,  both  to 
male  patients.  The  first  happened  in  September  last,  under  the 
following  circumstances: — A  patient  endeavoured  to  close  a  door 
that  was  open  between  two  of  the  wards,  which  one  of  the  attend¬ 
ants  wished  to  prevent,  and  a  struggle  ensued  between  the  two, 
during  which  the  attendant's  hand  became  jammed  by  the  door, 
which  the  patient  persisted  in  pushing  to.  With  the  hand  that  was 
disengaged,  the  attendant  pulled  the  patient  back,  who  accidentally 
tripped  over  his  foot,  fell,  and  dislocated  the  left  clavicle.  The  case 
was  made  the  subject  of  particular  inquiry  by  the  Committee,  who 
satisfied  themselves  that  the  attendant  was  not  to  blame.  The 
second  accident,  which  took  place  about  a  fortnight  since,  and  to 
which  our  attention  was  directed  by  Dr.  Jepson,  occurred  thus: — 
A  patient  attacked  one  of  the  attendants  with  a  can,  who,  to  protect 
himself,  closed  with  him.  The  patient  fell,  and  when  down  got  his 
arm  round  the  leg  of  a  sofa.  A  second  attendant  came  to  the 
assistance  of  the  first,  and  in  their  efforts  to  disengage  the  man’s  arm 
from  the  leg  of  the  sofa,  it  is  supposed  that  it  must  have  been 
broken.  The  fracture,  however,  was  not  discovered  until  next 
morning.  Dr.  Jepson  fully  inquired  into  all  the  particulars,  and 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  blame  did  not  attach  to  the  attendants. 
We  also  made  some  inquiries,  and  it  appears  that  the  occurrence 
was  accidental. 

The  recorded  instances  of  seclusion  are,  1  man  on  one  occasion, 
and  2  women,  each  on  one  occasion  also,  and  in  every  case  for  very 
short  periods.  There  has  been  no  restraint.  Those  at  present 
under  medical  treatment  are,  on  the  male  side,  6,  and  on  the 
female,  9*. 

The 


*  We  found  3  men  and  9  women  in  bed  ns  we  passed  through  the  wards,  one  of 
the  men  being  the  patient  abo>e  alluded  to  as  having  broken  his  arm. 
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The  condition  of  the  asylum  was,  in  respect  of  ventilation  and 
cleanliness,  throughout  perfectly  satisfactory.  The  sitting-rooms 
were  well  warmed,  and,  in  addition  to  being  comfortably  furnished, 
and  well  provided  with  books,  &c.,  are  rendered  cheerful  by  a  very 
liberal  supply  of  plants.  The  bedding  allowed  for  each  patient  is 
good  and  sufficient,  and  is  kept  in  excellent  order. 

The  patients  themselves,  judging  from  their  dress  and  appearance, 
are  excellently  well  attended  to,  as  regards  habits  of  personal  clean¬ 
liness.  They  seemed  well  in  bodily  health. 

We  had,  as  usual,  many  complaints  of  their  detention  here;  but 
none  of  their  not  having  opportunities  of  preferring  these  to  the 
Committee.  .  In  other  respects  they  seemed  well  contented,  and 
were,  in  their  behaviour,  very  free  from  excitement.  We  saw  151 
of  them,  74  men  and  77  women,  at  dinner  together  in  the  hail. 
I  he  dinner  consisted  of  roast  or  boiled  beef,  with  potatoes  and  beer. 
It  was  well  cooked,  and  seemed  to  give  satisfaction.  The  beer  now 
supplied  is  different  to  that  provided  at  the  time  of  the  last  visit, 
and  is  good. 

The  numbers  of  those  employed  in  useful  occupation  are,  of  the 
men  65,  and  of  the  women  106. 

Parties  of  each  sex  are  taken  out  beyond  the  grounds  for  walking 
exercise  on  three  days  in  the  week.  The  means  of  their  amuse¬ 
ment  indoors,  in  the  way  of  dances,  &c.,  continue  the  same  as  have 
been  mentioned  in  previous  reports.  There  was  also,  during  the 
summer,  a  pic-nic  party  (attended  by  about  50  of  both  sexes)  in 
the  grounds  of  a  gentleman  living  in  the  neighbourhood,  who  kindly 
allowed  it  to  be  held  there,  and  also  provided  refreshments  for  the 
patients. 

There  is  no  special  arrangement  for  the  care  of  the  epileptics  at 
night ;  they  are,  however,  on  each  side,  as  far  as  practicable,  placed 
together  in  a  ward,  which  is  next  to  the  rooms  where  the  night 
attendants  sit,  between  their  rounds.  The  duties  of  these  attendants 
seem  to  be  efficiently  performed,  and  last  night’s  returns  show  only 
one  wet  case. 

The  appearance  and  comfort  of  many  of  the  corridors  and  rooms 
is  much  improved  by  the  further  laying  down  of  linoleum  of  a  neat 
pattern. 

In  the  female  ward,  No.  8,  at  present  occupied  by  26  patients, 
there  is  but  one  water-closet.  What  is  now  used  as  a  scullery 
might  be  converted  into  2  water-closets,  and  the  existing  water- 
closet  might  be  made  into  the  scullery.  We  think  this  would  be  a 
desirable  alteration,  which  we  beg  to  suggest  for  the  consideration 
of  the  Committee. 

The  arrangements  for  Divine  service  are  as  before  reported;  and 
the  attendance  last  Sunday  was,  according  to  the  chaplain’s  report, 
in  the  morning,  42  men  and  68  women  ;  and  in  the  evening,  37  of 
the  former  and  74  of  the  latter. 

The  favourable  report  which  the  result  of  our  inspection  enables 
us  to  make,  shows  that  this  asylum  continues  to  be  managed  with 
great  zeal  and  kindness. 
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Newcastle-upon-Tyne  Borough  Asylum. 

5  March  1873. 

Upon  our  visit  to-day,  we  have  inspected  the  asylum  in  all  its 
departments,  and,  with  the  exception  of  1  male  and  2  females  absen  t 
on  trial,  have  seen  all  the  patients  on  the  books,  who  are  now  240 
in  number,  namely,  114  males  and  126  females. 

In  reference  to  chargeability,  the  pauper  patients  are  distributable 
as  follows,  77  males  and  92  females,  total  169,  belong  t )  the  bo¬ 
rough  ;  and,  of  the  remainder,  33  are  from  Middlesex,  8  from  Lan¬ 
cashire,  2  from  the  West  Riding,  20  from  Durham,  and  1  from 
Portsmouth. 

The  weekly  charge  for  maintenance  of  the  borough  patients  is 
11  s.  and  that  for  the  out-county  paupers  14  s.  There  are  at  present 
in  the  asylum  1  male  and  6  female  private  patients,  the  weekly 
charges  for  whom  vary  from  16  s.  to  20  s.;  but  1  case,  referred  to 
in  a  previous  report,  is  received  at  28  s.  a  week. 

Estimating  the  total  accommodation  at  300,  there  are  at  present 
vacancies  for  11  male  and  49  female  patients. 

Since  the  visit  of  our  Colleagues  on  the  25th  of  J uly  last,  the 
following  have  been  the  changes  in  the  patients.

Of  the  patients  discharged,  9  males  and  2 1  females  are  entered  as 
having  recovered.  The  deaths,  with  1  exception,  were  all  from 
ordinary  causes.  The  exception  referred  to  was  that  of  a  male 
patient,  suffering  from  general  paralysis,  who  was  killed  by  another 
patient  in  the  day-room  of  their  ward,  by  an  assault  so  sudden  as  to 
allow  no  time  for  the  interposition  of  the  two  attendants,  who  were 
immediately  at  hand.  The  particulars  were  at  the  time  duly  reported 
to  our  Board,  and  the  patient  who  caused  the  death  was  ultimately 
removed  to  Broadmoor.  In  no  other  case  has  a  coroner’s  inquest 
been  held. 

Post  mortem  examinations  were  made  in  15  out  of  the  17  deaths. 

The  patients  last  registered  as  under  medical  treatment  were  6 
males  and  7  females. 

According  to  the  medical  journal,  there  has  been,  since  the  visit 
in  July,  1  case  of  the  use  of  mechanical  restraint,  that  of  a  female, 
who  has  worn  for  50  nights  continuously,  down  to  the  present  time , 
a  “  strait-jacket,”  as  a  precaution  against  a  renewal  of  her  suicidal 
attempts. 

Three  men  and  2  women  only  appear,  by  the  journal,  to  have 
been  secluded,  but  the  causes,  dates,  and  duration  in  these  cases  are 
not  properly  stated.  Having  to-day  found  2  men  and  5  women 

secluded, 
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secluded,  we  made  particular  inquiry  on  the  subject  from  the  at¬ 
tendants  and  others*  and  ascertained  that  the  records  of  seclusion  in 
the  medical  journal  are  most  imperfect,  and  cannot  be  relied  upon 
as  supplying,  in  this  respect,  the  information  required  by  the  statute. 
In  proof  of  this,  we  have  to  mention  that  a  woman  (E.  J.  admitted 
16th  November  1865)  who  was  one  of  those  in  seclusion  to-day, 
had  been  thus  secluded  continuously  almost  every  day  for  the  last 
six  months,  on  account  of  her  violent  and  dangerous  propensities. 
Of  these  facts  there  is  no  record  whatever  in  the  medical  journal 
or  case  book.  W e  trust  that  strenuous  efforts  will  be  made  to  dis¬ 
pense  with  so  large,  and,  in  our  experience,  so  unprecedented,  an 
amount  of  seclusion  as  characterises  this  case.  We  have  spoken 
very  strongly  to  Mr.  Wickham  as  to  the  importance  of  in  future 
fully  and  accurately,  as  required  by  the  statute,  recording  in  the 
journal  all  cases  wherein  patients  are,  during  the  day,  locked  up 
alone. 

There  was  but  little  excitement  among  the  patients  in  either 
division  whilst  we  were  in  the  wards  to-day,  and  the  large  propor¬ 
tion  appeared  to  be  satisfied  with  their  treatment  by  the  attendants. 
We  also  thought  their  clothing  and  personal  condition  satisfactory. 

There  is  no  longer  any  deficiency  in  the  supply  of  leather  shoes, 
as  noticed  at  the  last  visit ;  a  shoemaker  attendant  has  been  en¬ 
gaged,  and,  with  the  aid  of  patients,  all  shoes  are  now  made  and  re¬ 
paired  on  the  premises. 

We  saw  about  70  men  and  35  women  assembled  together  in  the 
hall  at  dinner.  It  consisted  of  barley  broth,  boiled  beef,  potatoes, 
and  beer.  The  meat  was  of  fair  quality,  but  the  proportion  of  fat 
was  too  great.  Of'  this,  as  also  of  not  having  bread  allowed  with 
the  broth,  many  patients  complained.  We  think  that  some  altera¬ 
tion  in  the  form  of  the  meal  should  be  considered  by  the  Committee. 

Divine  service  in  the  chapel  on  Sundays  is  attended  at  piesent  by 
about  60  men  and  not  more  than  45  women.  We  have  nothing  on 
this  occasion  specially  to  report  upon  the  subject  of  the  occupation 
of  the  patients.  The  numbers  employed,  52  males  and  67  females, 
are  below  the  proportion  usually  occupied  usefully  in  asylums. 
About  65  men  and  55  women  are  generally  present  at  the  weekly 
dance  and  at  occasional  theatrical  performances.  As  to  out-door 
exercise  and  amusements,  we  have  to  state  that  the  walks  along  the 
boundary  of  the  estate,  available  for  daily  extended  exercise,  is  on 
the  point  of  completion,  and  that  a  good  cricket  ground  has  been 
levelled,  and  will  shortly  be  fit  for  use 

The  various  corridors,  day,  and  sleeping-rooms  were  found  by  us 
clean,  well  warmed,  and  properly  ventilated.  The  beds  and  bedding 
were  clean,  but  there  was  a  general  want  of  under-blankets,  and,  in 
most  instances,  where  mackintosh  is  used,  there  was  no  blanket  be¬ 
tween  it  and  the  linen  sheet,  as  should  have  been  the  case.  The  sacking 
of  the  beds  of  patients  of  faulty  habits  were  in  many  instances  in  bad 
order,  and  required  removal.  We  suggested  to  Mr.  Wickham,  as 
an  improvement,  the  use  for  such  cases  of  canvass  stretchers,  readily 
removable  for  cleaning  and  change.  In  order  to  keep  the  beds 
throughout  always  in  proper  order,  an  upholsterer  attendant  and 
staff  of  patients  might,  with  advantage,  be  regularly  employed. 

0.48  Y  Much 
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Much  re-papering  m  the  day-rooms  is  now  required,  and  will  no 
doubt  be  undertaken.  We  are  glad  to  learn  that  the  Committee 
have  authorised  an  immediate  improved  arrangement  of  the  gas 
fittings  in  the  dormitories. 

Since  the  last  visit,  a  small  steam-engine  has  been  erected  for 
pumping  water  into  the  higher  cisterns ;  and  there  is  now  said  to  be 
no  deficiency  in  the  supply  of  water  in  the  wards. 

The  attention  of  the  Committee  has,  we  understand,  been  already 
directed  to  numerous  defects  in  the  roof,  giving  rise  to  dampness, 
which  we  observe  in  many  of  the  internal  walls,  and  a  remedy  is, 
we  learn,  forthwith  to  be  applied ;  and  we  have  every  confidence 
that  the  suggestions  and  observations  made  by  us,  as  the  result  of 
our  visit  and  inspection,  will  receive  due  consideration. 


Infirmary  Asylum  for  the  Borough  of  Norwich. 

10  July  1873. 

We  have  this  day  visited  and  inspected  the  building,  and  seen 
every  patient,  except  one  woman  out  for  a  few  hours.  The  number 
on  the  books  is  108,  of  whom  53  are  in  the  male  and  55  in  the  female 
division.  Six-and-thirty  patients  chargeable  to  Norwich,  are  now, 
we  learn,  at  Ipswich  Asylum.  The  records  show  that  12  men  and 
15  women  have  been  admitted  since  last  visit,  and  4  men  and  15 
women  have  been  discharged ;  4  males  and  6  females  have  died. 
The  causes  of  death  do  not  require  special  mention,  but  2  inquests 
have  been  held,  1  upon  a  woman  who  was  received  in  a  dying  state 
and  died  on  the  day  after  her  admission ;  the  other  upon  a  man  who 
fell  down  in  the  street,  having  been  sent  upon  an  errand,  and  died 
of  apoplexy.  There  have  been  7  post-mortem  examinations.  No 
one  was  at  the  time  of  our  visit  under  restraint  or  in  seclusion,  nor 
is  there  any  record  of  the  employment  of  seclusion.  Two  females 
have  been  restrained,  1  during  the  day  as  well  as  by  night  for  a 
week,  to  prevent  self-mutilation ;  the  other,  in  consequence  of  a 
strong  suicidal  propensity,  for  two  weeks,  both  by  day  and  night,  and 
for  1 1  weeks  during  the  night  only.  A  special  attendant  is  engaged 
to  sit  up  with  the  patient  lastly  referred  to. 

The  staff  consists  of  4  attendants  in  the  male  division  (who  have 
help  frun  a  gardener  and  white-washer  when  they  require  it),  and 
6  nurses  in  the  female  department.  These  6  include  the  female 
head-attendant.  W  e  regret  to  say  that  there  is  still  no  male  head- 
attendant  ;  we  think  that  the  staff  of  attendants  on  the  male  side  ia 
insufficient,  taking  into  consideration  that  necessary  holidays  must 
periodically  withdraw  some  from  duty,  and  the  importance  of  more 
frequently  sending  out  walking  parties  of  patients  into  the  country. 
There  is  a  night-watch  on  both  sides  of  the  house,  but  some  pro¬ 
vision  should  be  made  for  ascertaining  that  the  visits  by  that  watch 
are  duly  paid  to  the  several  dormitories  and  single-rooms..  As  to 
the  cleanliness  and  personal  condition  ot  the  patients,  we  think  that 
much  credit  is  due  to  the  attendants  under  existing  circumstances. 
There  was  great  freedom  from  excitement  among  the  patients,  but  it 

must 
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must  be  borne  in  mind,  that  the  worst  class  of  pauper  lunatics  Appendix  (D.) 
chargeable  to  this  borough,  are  sent  to  Ipswich.  The  rooms,  beds,  T 
and  bedding  throughout,  were  in  good  order,  and  scrupulously  clean  ;  i^niiary 
but  a  few  more  low  bedsteads  are  required  for  patients  who  at  Asylum, 
present  occupy  beds  placed  upon  the  floor.  We  refrain  from  making 
any  suggestions  for  structural  alterations  here  involving  any  great 
outlay,  but  we  think  that  the  ventilation  of  many  of  the  single¬ 
rooms  would  be  improved  by  making  openings  in  the  low^er  part  of 
the  doors,  and  that  the  duties  of  the  night-attendant  on  the  female 
side  would  be  greatly  facilitated  by  making  a  door  between  two  of 
the  upper  dormitories.  Nos,  1  and  2. 

The  service  performed  by  the  chaplain  last  Sunday  was  attended 
by  37  men  and  46  women. 

A  fair  amount  of  in-door  amusement  seems  to  be  supplied,  and 
about  14  of  each  sex  walk  out  once  a  week.

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Note.  (Earlswood  Asylum,  p.  270.) 

We  have  been  requested  to  insert  the  following: — “It  is  important, 
in  instituting  a  comparison  between  this  Asylum  and  Hospitals  for  the 
Insane,  to  observe  that  its  purposes  and  machinery  are  greatly  different 
to  them — a  difference  which  necessarily  entails  i increased  cost.  I  he  inmates 
are  for  the  most  part  children,  who  require  a  large  proportion  of  attendants 
on  account  of  their  age  and  frequent  helplessness,  and  who  are  unable  to 
render  the  service  which  is  obtained  from  adult  lunatics.  The  arrange¬ 
ments  include  a  large  staff  of  teachers  for  the  educational  part,  and 
artizans  to  instruct  in  various  trades.  Moreover,  there  is  superadded  to  the 
Charity,  accommodation  for  patients  of  the  higher  classes,  who  require 
the  increased  attention  which  their  payment  justifies.  ihe  total  expenses 
are  necessarily  increased  by  the  depench  nee  of  die  Asylum  on  charitable 
contributions,  for  the  collection  of  which  a  special  organisation  is  required. 
The  half-yearly  elections,  and  consequent  correspondence  with  a  vast 
constituency,  together  with  printing,  advertisements,  &c.,  entail  expenses 
which  are  peculiar  to  this  class  of  Institution.” 
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Appendix  (H.) 


Entries  by  Commissioners  at  Hospitals. 


Won  ford  House,,  Exeter. 

29  May  1878. 

This  hospital  has  been  inspected  by  us  to-day,  and  we  can  report  Wonford 
very  favourably  of  its  condition  and  management.  On  the  books  1,ouse- 
are  81  patients,  viz.,  38  gentlemen  and  43  ladies.  Of  the  latter, 
one  is  absent  on  leave  ;  the  rest  we  saw. 

Since  the  3rd  of  May  1872,  when  our  colleagues  were  here,  20 
gentlemen  and  11  ladies  have  been  received;  of  these,  2  cases  were 
re-admissions  ;  death  has  removed  5  gentlemen  ;  and,  of*  both  sexes, 

17  have  been  discharged.  Two  of  the  deaths  were  attributed  to 
apoplexy ;  the  others  to  general  paralysis,  and  heart  and  brain 
diseases.  There  has  been  neither  inquest  nor  post-mortem  examin¬ 
ation.  The  general  health  seems  to  have  been  good.  The  only 
casualties  worthy  of  mention  are  the  following  : — a  gentleman,  before 
admission  suspected  of  suicidal  disposition,  threw  himself,  at  7  a.m., 
out  of  a  bed-room  window,  in  December  last,  fell  20  feet,  and  sus¬ 
tained  paralysis  of  the  lower  extremities;  he  has  since  left  the 
hospital.  We  have  made,  as  far  as  we  could  do  so,  inquiry  into  the 
circumstances  of  this  accident,  which,  in  Dr.  Lyle’s  opinion,  was  not 
the  result  of  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  gentleman  to  destroy  him¬ 
self,  but  to  escape  ;  as  an  additional  security,  he  had  for  some  time 
been  placed  to  sleep  on  the  first  floor ;  while  dressing  he  was  not,  on 
this  occasion,  locked  into  his  bed-room  ;  hence  he  passed  into  the 
corridor,  and  upstairs  to  a  room  he  had  formerly  occupied  on  the 
first  floor,  the  staircase  door  having  been  left  open ;  from  the  win¬ 
dow  of  this  room  he  pushed  out  a  pane  of  glass,  let  himself  down  to 
a  string-course,  and  then  jumped  down.  The  large  size  of  the  panes 
of  glass  in  these  bed-rooms  are,  in  our  opinion,  unsafe  for  any  but 
the  most  trustworthy  patients,  and  we  suggest  that  some  protection, 
either  by  means  of  shutters,  or  by  reducing  the  size  of  the  panes, 
should  at  once  be  provided.  Another  gentleman  recently  fractured 
his  arm,  having  been  pushed  down  by  a  male  patient  of  mischievous 
propensity.  The  gentleman  so  injured,  we  saw  in  bed;  he  is  re¬ 
covering  from  the  accident.  Two  males,  including  that  patient, 
were  in  bed,  and  in  the  female  division  two  ladies  were  also  in 
bed. 

Eight  patients  were  registered  as  under  medical  treatment ;  none 
were  secluded,  or  under  mechanical  restraint,  but  the  hands  of  a 
lady,  who  incessantly  strikes,  were  held  by  a  nurse.  This  lady  has 
been  in  a  waistcoat,  according  to  the  hospital  records,  on  6  occasions 
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Appendix  (H.)  during  the  past  12  months,  for  periods  varying  from  1  hour  to  8^ 
—  hours.  In  no  other  case  has  restraint  been  resorted  to,  but  6  patients 

Wonford  have  been  secluded ;  one  of  these,  a  lady,  passes  nearly  half  of  every 

House.  c]ay  *n  way?  but  at  her  own  desire,  and  only  when  she  feels 

herself  mischievously  disposed.  The  greater  number  of  the  seclusions 
have  been  for  short  periods,  but  1  of  them  for  six,  and  3  for  three 
successive  days ;  1  patient  was  secluded  for  19,  others  on  15,  12, 
and  10  occasions.  Every  effort  will,  we  hope,  be  made  to  reduce  the 
number  of  seclusions. 

The  patients  seen  by  us  were  all  suitably  clothed ;  the  clothes 
provided  by  the  hospital  to  some  of  the  gentlemen  being  especially 
neat  and  proper. 

The  general  demeanour  of  the  patients  was  good,  and  several 
expressed  themselves  gratefully  for  the  treatment  which  they  had 
received.  As  to  the  building  itself,  we  found  it  everywhere  well 
ventilated  and  in  excellent  order ;  the  beds  and  bedding  perfectly 
clean,  and  the  day  and  bed-rooms  which  are  apportioned  to  the 
better  class  of  patients,  very  comfortably  furnished.  Though  clean 
'  and  in  order,  that  portion  of  the  hospital  which  is  occupied,  by  the 

more  troublesome  class,  is  still  bare  and  deficient  in  decoration.  It 
wants  colour,  the  introduction  of  attractive  objects,  and  more  means 
of  amusement ;  we  were  sorry  to  see  windows  in  this  quarter  still 
wired  over,  and  fire-guards  of  an  unsightly  character;  a  competent 
staff  should  obviate  the  necessity  of  such  things. 

Dinner  is  served  at  six  tables  in  as  many  rooms ;  three  in  each 
division.  To-day  it  was  very  good,  and  well  served.  A  few  gentle¬ 
men  and  ladies  dine  together,  occasionally,  with  Dr.  Lyle. 

The  frequent  association  of  the  sexes  at  dinner,  and  at  other  times, 
is,  wTe  think,  very  beneficial  to  patients.  A  few  ladies  and  gentle¬ 
men  also  associate  at  croquet,  and  in  carriage  drives.  When  the 
grounds  shall  have  been  got  into  better  order,  cricket  and  archery 
are  contemplated  by  Dr.  Lyle.  At  present,  about  10  patients  get 
frequent  carriage  exercise  ;  a  somewhat  larger  number  are  taken 
out  during  the  summer  to  pic-nics.  Some  musical  and  other  enter¬ 
tainments  have  been  given.  We  recommend  that  these  should,  be 
frequent,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  periodical.  There  is  a  capital 
billiard-table,  at  which  gentlemen  were  playing  as  we  passed  through 
the  building.  The  garden  is  growing  into  beauty.  The  larger 
airing-courts  are  well  planted  and  cheerful,  but  all  require  some 
description  of  sun-shades.  The  small 'court  for  females,  which  is  at 
present  only  turfed,  would  be  greatly  improved  by  lowering  the 
walls,  which  obstruct  view,  and  are  unnecessarily  high.  We  have 
examined  the  lower  floor  of  the  cross  wing  which  is  about  to  be  con¬ 
verted  into  accommodation  for  females.  This  will  be  very  similar  to 
that  on  the  floor  above,  and  the  patients  will  have  the  advantage  of 
ready  access  to  the  airing-court. 

Much  renovation  in  paint,  colour,  and  papering  is  necessary  in 
many  parts  of  the  building,  especially  in  No.  2  gallery  and  sitting- 

rooms. 

The  staff  now  consists  of  9  men  and  8  women,  3  of  whom 
are  special  attendants  attached  to  particular  patients.  The  wages 
of  the  attendants  have  lately  been  raised. 
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Ten  patients  go  to  the  parish  church  on  Sundays,  and  about  half  Appendix  (H. 
the  whole  number  attend  a  service  in  the  chapel  of  the  hospital  on 
Sundays  and  once  a  week.  It  does  not  appear  that  the  patients  are 
brought  together  for  daily  prayers ;  we  think  that  such  a  gathering 
is  desirable. 


Barnwood  House,  Gloucester. 

17  February  1873. 

Our  visit  to-day  has  informed’  us,  that  on  the  books  of  this  insti-  Barnwood 
tution  there  are  now  81  patients,  of  whom  the  gentlemen  are  39,  House* 
the  ladies  42.  All  were,  with  the  exception  of  a  gentleman  and  lady 
absent  on  leave,  seen  by  us,  and  every  patient  received  our  attention ; 
with  several  we  conversed  at  some  length.  The  admissions  in  the 
male  department  have  been  4,  1  of  them  was  a  re-admission ;  5 
ladies  have  also  been  received.  As  to  discharges,  they  have  been 
according  to  the  books,  3  of  gentlemen,  7  of  ladies.  One  male  and 
2  female  patients  have  died :  the  deaths  occurred  from  exhaustion 
after  mania. 

In  the  man's  case  an  inquest  was  held.  The  general  health  has 
been  very  fair ;  6  in  the  male  and  7  in  the  female  division  are  now 
taking  medicine.  Two  female  patients  and  2  gentlemen  were  in 
bed,  1  of  the  latter  being  also  locked  in  his  room  as  we  passed 
through  the  building.  Two  ladies  Imve  been  once  secluded  for  a 
short  period ;  there  is  no  record  of  restraint. 

On  our  arrival  we  found  several  of  the  ladies  returned  from,  and 
others  going  out  for,  a  walk  ;  the  gentlemen  were  in  large  number  out 
of  doors,  some  walking  in  the  gardens  which  are  well  laid  out  and 
neatly  kept,  others  in  the  third-  class  airing-court,  and  a  few  playing 
at  cricket,  or  kicking  about  a  foot-ball.  We  were  told  that  5  or  6  of 
the  ladies  play  the  pianoforte,  and  the  billiard  tables  give  employ¬ 
ment  to  several  patients  in  the  male  division. 

In  answer  to  inquiries,  we  learn  that  lectures  and  concerts  are 
held  at  intervals  of  3  weeks  or  thereabouts  in  the  large  hall ;  these 
are  attended  by  50  to  60  patients ;  the  last  concert  was  held  on  the 
13th  instant.  There  has  been  no  dramatic  performance  this 
season. 

Eleven  gentlemen  take  their  meals  with  Mr.  Squire  the  assistant 
medical  officer ;  the  others  in  2  parties  ;  the  ladies  also  breakfast, 
dine,  and  sup  at  3  tables,  at  1  of  which  the  head  female  attendant 
presides.  At  all  the  entertainments  the  sexes  associate.  We  visited 
every  part  of  the  house  and  also  went  to  the  chapel,  where  from  40 
to  50  attend  Divine  service.  We  found  the  rooms  throughout  in 
excellent  order,  sufficiently  ventilated,  and  very  clean.  There  are  a 
few  vacant  beds. 

The  staff  of  attendants  is,  we  are  glad  to  say,  as  strong  as  at  last 
visit. 

The  departure  of  Mr.  Squire  to  the  new  Lancashire  Asylum  will, 
we  think,  be  a  loss  to  the  institution,  as  he  seems  to  have  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  several  cases  in  his  charge.  Dr.  Wood  will,  prior 
to  Mr.  Squire’s  departure,  supply  his  place  by  selection  of  another 
assistant. 
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Liverpool  Lunatic  Hospital. 

24  March  1873. 

We  have  to-day  inspected  this  hospital,  and.  seen  every  patient 
on  the  hooks ;  also  the  boarder,  a  gentleman  formerly  a  patient  here. 
There  are  3  9  males  and  18  females.  The  admissions  since  our 
Colleagues  visit  in  July  of  last  year  have  been  10  of  each  sex  ;  and 
15  discharges  have  been  recorded,  8  of  which  appear  to  have  been 
recoveries,  Four  gentlemen  and  3  ladies  have  died ;  the  causes  of 
death  were  as  follows ;  in  2  cases,  senile  exhaustion,  in  3  others 
cerebral  disease,  in  the  remainder,  chest  disorders.  We  found  2 
patients  only,  both  ladies,  in  bed;  one  of  them  owing  to  an  asthmatic 
affection,  the  other  from  trifling  ailment.  No  patient  was,  during 
our  visit,  in  seclusion,  or  under  mechanical  restraint  of  any  kind. 
According  to  the  record  kept,  there  has  been  no  resort  to  restraint 
since  our  Colleagues  were  last  here,  and  seclusion  has  been  rare ; 
viz.,  in  the  cases  of  a  gentleman,  upon  one  occasion  only,  and  of  3 
ladies,  each  also  upon  one  occasion,  and  all  for  short  periods,  i.  e.  a 
few  hours. 

We  spoke  to  every  patient,  and  all  had  full  opportunity  of  com¬ 
plaint,  but  there  was  nothing  to  call  for  our  interference  on  this 
head ;  the  few  complaints  that  were  made,  referring  only  to  deten¬ 
tion,  were  found  by  us  upon  inquiry  to  be  based  upon  insufficient 
grounds. 

There  was  an  entire  absence  of  excitement ;  the  general  demean¬ 
our  was  orderly,  but  2  or  3  patients  in  each  division  require 
attention  in  the  matter  of  dress,  their  clothing  being  torn  and  dirty. 
The  gentlemen  were  most  of  them  out  of  doors,  in  the  airing-court, 
the  ladies  in  their  several  rooms,  some  of  them  occupied'  in  reading. 
The  arrangements  for  exercise  are,  we  were  told,  as  heretofore 
reported ;  2  ladies  and  1  gentleman  go  beyond  the  grounds  on  parol, 
but  walks  abroad  by  the  other  patients  seem  to  have  been  few 
latterly.  We  think  that  these  walks  should  be  revived,  and  kept 
up  regularly. 

About  12  or  13  of  each  sex  attend  chapel  on  Sundays,  and  3 
ladies  and  2  gentlemen  go  to  church  outside. 

We  saw  12  gentlemen  at  dinner,  which  consisted  of  beefsteak- 
pie,  potatoes,  and  beer.  W e  tasted  the  meat,  and  found  it  good ; 
the  service  was  proper,  and  the  quantity  sufficient ;  14  patients, 
ladies  chiefly,  dine  with  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Stockwell. 

In  regard  to  the  hospital,  we  can  report  that  the  rooms  were  in 
fair  order,  but  much  renovation  is  necessary  in  the  furniture ;  the 
carpets  and  oil-  cloth  call  for  renewal  in  some  rooms,  and  light 
vallances  of  a  bright  colour  would  enliven,  and  give  an  air  of  com¬ 
fort  to  the  wards.  In  some  rooms  also,  fresh  papering  is  necessary. 
There  are  still  5  of  the  old  wooden  bedsteads,  which  might  be  re¬ 
placed  by  iron  frames  of  modern  form,  with  advantage  to  the 
patients. 

The  staff  consists  of  4  attendants  in  each  division.  There  is  still 
no  proper  night  supervision  in  this  hospital.  The  payments  on 
behalf  of  patients  vary  from  one  to  two  guineas  weekly  ;  there  are 
two  exceptions  to  this  rule,  they  are  received  at  15  s.  and  18  s.  We 
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they  should  be ;  that  devoted  to  the  " 
disorder,  and  should,  we  think,  be 
planted,  without  further  delay. 

Four  of  5  admissions  since  18th  February  last  are  not  recorded  in 
the  ease  book ;  as  to  the  fifth,  the  name  and  date  of  admission  are 
only  entered.  He  died  on  the  1st  instant,  therefore  no  proper 
statutory  notice  of  his  death  could  have  been  given  to  the  coroner.

Manchester  Lunatic  Hospital,  Cheadle. 

11  August  1873. 

The  number  of  the  patients  at  present  on  the  books  of  this  ^^c^ster 
hospital,  is  69  gentlemen,  and  79  ladies,  in  all  148  patients ;  a  ospl  a 
number  which  completely  fills  the  house.  The  changes  that  have 
taken  place  amongst  the  inmates  since  the  last  visit,  nearly  18  months 
ago,  are  as  follows  ; —

The  deaths  proceeded  from  ordinary  causes  in  every  case  but 
one,  that  of  a  gentleman  who  committed  suicide.  •  A  coroner’s 
inquest  was  subsequently  held  (the  only  one  held  since  this  hos¬ 
pital  was  last  visited  by  us),  and  the  case  formed  the  subject  of  a 
correspondence  at  the  time  with  our  office. 

We  have  to-day  seen  all  the  patients  now  in  the  house,  at  the 
farm,  or  in  the  cottages.  There  are  3  male,  and  8  female  patients 
at  present  absent  on  leave.  .  Four  of  the  latter  are  at  a  house  in 
Staffordshire,  that  has  been  recently  taken  by  the  Committee,  for 
the  purpose  of  sending  patients  there  for  change  of  air,  and  it  is 
proposed  to  give  many  of  them  this  benefit  in  turn.  Two  boarders 
accompany  these  ladies.  The  remaining  4  are  with  their  friends,  as 
are  also  all  the  3  gentlemen. 

The  conduct  and  demeanour  of  the  patients  on  both  sides  of  the 
house  was  quiet  and  orderly,  except  in  the  cases  of  2  or  3  of  the 
worst  class  of  female  patients,  and  many  of  them  expressed  their 
perfect  satisfaction  with  the  treatment  they  received,  whilst  every 
care  and  attention  seemed  to  be  bestowed  on  all.  With  regard  to 
the  personal  appearance  and  condition  of  all,  as  well  as  with  respect 
to  their  general  sanitary  condition,  we  are  able  to  report  in  every 
way  satisfactorily.  Five  of  each  sex  are  all  that  are  at  present 
under  medical  treatment ;  but  two  others  were  in  seclusion.  We  only 
found  one  old  lady  in  bed.  The  bedding  throughout  the  sleeping- 
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rooms  was  good  and  in  proper  order,  and  their  general  state  with 
respect  to  cleanliness  and  ventilation  was  satisfactory.  There  have 
been  9  male  and  II  female  patients  secluded,  the  former  alto 
gether  on  35  occasions,  and  the  latter  on  166,  but  one  very  old  and 
troublesome  lady,  accounts  for  76  of  those  occasions,  and  another 
for  34.  There  is  no  record  of  the  use  of  mechanical  restraint. 

Some  of  the  ground  has  been  cleared  away  from  around  part  of 
the  basement  of  the  building  on  the  men’s  side,  in  the  same  way  as 
it  had  previously  been  on  the  other.  By  this,  rooms  on  the  base¬ 
ment  have  been  opened  out,  and  sleeping  accommodation  is  pro¬ 
vided  for  4  more  patients,  as  well  as  bedrooms  for  2  servants,  and 
another  good  sized  room  used  as  a  workshop  and  store-room.  In 
one  of  the  bed-rooms  at  the  end  of  the  corridor  on  the  same  base¬ 
ment,  and  which  had  previously  received  light  only  from  the  adjoin¬ 
ing  room,  a  window  has  now  been  placed.  For  the  purpose  of 
warming  those  2  rooms  as  well  as  the  2  facing  them,  we  think  that 
a  stove  placed  between  them  at  the  end  of  the  corridor,  would  be  a 
desirable  addition.  The  space  in  the  day -room  in  the  male  ward, 
No.  3,  appeared  insufficient.  This  is  very  probably  clue  to  a 
greater  number  being  now  admitted  there,  owing  to  the  increased 
accommodation  mentioned  above. 

The  temporary  chapel  has  now  been  completed  for  some  con¬ 
siderable  time.  There  is  a  morning  service  there  every  Sunday, 
and  this  is  attended  by  30  gentlemen  and  45  ladies;  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  some  few  who  go  to  the  parish  church  instead. 

The  completion  of  the  chapel  has  rendered  the  large  hall  in  the 
house,  and  which  was  used  up  to  that  time  for  Divine  service,  avail¬ 
able  as  a  dining-hall,  in  which  20  of  the  patients,  10  of  each  sex, 
dine  daily,  and  we  were  informed  that  this  arrangement  is  now  liked 
by  them.  TVe  saw  them  there  to-day  at  their  dinner,  which  seemed 
good  in  quantity  and  quality. 

The  opportunities  for  out-door  exercise,  both  walking  and  driving 
continue  as  heretofore,  as  do  also  the  means  of  amusement  by  fre¬ 
quent  entertainments  in  the  house.  In  the  male  ward  No.  3,  there 
appeared  a  lack  of  sources  for  daily  amusements,  and  we  beg  to 
recommend  a  large  musical  box  being  supplied  to  these  patients. 

Many  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes  can,  and  do,  frequently  attend 
concerts  and  similar  entertainments  in  Manchester. 

The  certificates  of  patients  admitted  since  last  visit,  were  laid 
before  us,  and  we  have  examined  the  books  and  registers,  which 
are  now  all  properly  entered  up.  The  assistance  of  a  clerk  that 
was  promised  to  Mr,  Mould  by  the  Committee,  has  now  been  given 
him,  and  the  relief  thus  afforded  in  matters  of  detail,  enables  him  to 
devote  himself  more  completely  to  the  general  management  and 
medical  superintendence  of  this  important  institution. 
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Royal  Albert  Asylum,  Lancaster* 

10  April  1873. 

The  inspection  which  we  made  to-day  of  this  hospital  enables  us  Royal  Albert 
to  report  very  favourably  of  its  management,  progress,  and  present  Asylum, 
condition. 

Since  our  Colleagues  visit  on  the  1 7 th  February  in  last  year,  45 
males  and  20  females  have  been  received  for  treatment ;  4  boys 
have  been  discharged,  and  6  boys  and  1  girl  have  died ;  3  of  the  7 
deaths  are  attributed  to  chest  diseases ;  3  to  diseases  of  the  bowels , 
and  1  to  hydrocephalus. 

The  total  number  of  patients  now  upon  the  books  is  143  ;  con¬ 
sisting  of  124  males  and  19  females.  Every  patient  has  been 
seen  by  us,  and  many  we  have  specially  noticed.  Their  orderly  de¬ 
meanour,  happy  appearance,  and  personal  condition,  bear  strong 
testimony  to  the  kind  and  judicious  treatment  which  they  have 
received.  Several  exhibit  much  intelligence,  and,  as  far  as  we 
could  judge  from  observation  and  the  records  of  educational  im¬ 
provement  shown  to  us,  their  training  has  been  very  successful.  In 
regard  to  dress,  both  boys  and  girls  have,  at  least,  two  suits. 

We  saw  the  boys,  in  school  and  at  play.  The  girls  were,  many  of 
them,  employed  in  needlework,  and  a  few  in  domestic  duties.  Those 
usefully  occupied  maybe  thus  distributed: — In  school,  110  boys, 

19  girls;  otherwise  employed,  boys  67,  girls  10.  Of  the  former,  6 
are  in  the  joiners’,  7  in  the  tailors’,  and  as  many  in  the  shoemakers’ 
shops;  27  work  in  the  garden  and  at  the  farm;  3  are  laundry- 
keepers  ;  3  take  a  share  in  the  house-work  ;  14  clean  shoes ;  1  is  a 
messenger,  and  2  practice  basket-making  on  wet  days. 

None  were  in  seclusion  at  our  visit.  In  fact,  seclusion  is  never 
resorted  to  ;  and  since  our  colleagues  were  here,  there  has  been  but 
one  application  of  restraint.  This  was  by  gloves,  and  the  fastening 
of  his  pinafore,  in  the  case  of  a  boy,  and  its  sole  object  was  to  pre¬ 
vent  him  from  putting  his  hands  into  his  mouth,  and  thereby  causing 
a  sore. 

We  found  1  boy  only  in  bed  ;  his  ailment  was  acute  rheumatism. 

He  was  lying  on  a  wove-wire  mattress,  and  seemed  to  be  well  cared 
for  in  all  respects.  Three  children  are  taking  medicine. 

We  were  present  at  dinner  in  the  hall,  where  both  sexes  take 
their  meals.  Solid  meat  is  given  on  live  days  in  the  week,  with 
potatoes,  other  vegetables,  and  puddings  of  various  sorts.  Milk 
porridge  serves  for  breakfast  and  supper.  The  dietary  is,  we  think, 
liberal ;  but  we  would  suggest  for  consideration  by  the  Committee 
whether,  by  some  alteration  of  the  times  for  meals,  the  interval  of 
14  hours  between  supper  and  breakfast  might  not  be  diminished. 

To  some  of  the  younger  children,  we  understand  that  the  matron 
now  supplies  slight  refreshment  in  the  dormitories.  It  is,  in  our 
opinion,  a  matter  of  great  importance,  that  support  by  food  should 
be  at  times  not  far  apart,  for  all  children  of  low  vital  power  re¬ 
ceived  into  this  hospital. 

In  regard  to  the  building  itself,  we  found  it  thoroughly  well  ven¬ 
tilated,  free  from  offensive  odour,  and,  where  occupied,  clean  and  in 
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good  order.  Nowhere,  however,  have  the  interior  walls  yefreceived 
attention  in  papering,  colouring,  or  painting,  though  the  Boys  de¬ 
partment  appears  to  be  quite  ready.  We  trust  the  finances  of  the 
hospital  will  enable  theCommittee  forth  with  to  carry  out  this  work, 
which  is  most  essential  to  the  comfortable  look  of  the  day-rooms, 
dormitories,  and  corridors. 

We  are  glad  to  hear  that  large  contributions,  so  much  needed  for 
the  welfare  of  the  institution,  have  been  received  since  the  Commis¬ 
sioners  last  visit,  and  we  trust  that  others  will  follow  until  a 
sufficient  sustentation-fund  shall  have  secured  the  permanence  of  the 
charity.  The  new  wing  is  not  yet  opened,  but  it  is  approaching 
completion,  and  furniture  has  been  ordered  for  130  beds  there. 
When  this  wing  shall  have  been  finished,  the  hospital  will  be  capable 
of  accommodating  300  children  in  each  division  ;  giving,  as  we  have 
been  told,  800  cubic  feet,  or  thereabouts,  to  the  occupant  of  every 
bed  in  a  dormitory. 

The  new  laundry  has  been  fitted  up  and  brought  into  use.  The 
ventilation  of  the  suite  of  rooms  in  the  basement,  which  the  more 
helpless  boys  occupy,  has  been  improved,  and  a  bath,  and  trough 
water-closets  have  been  added.  No  attendant,  however,  sleeps  in 
the  dormitory  used  by  these  boys ;  the  married  couple  in  charge  of 
them,  pass  the  night  in  a  room  separated  by  a  passage  from  it. 
Females  now  make  the  beds,  with  the  aid  of  some  of  the  girls, 
throughout  the  hospital. 

*  Efforts  in  the  direction  of  amusement  have  been  continuous.  In 
an  institution  of  this  kind,  varied  forms  of  recreation  and  instruction 
must  ever  be  kept  in  view. 

We  note  that  the  attendance  at  Sunday  morning  service  includes 
about  50  children;  in  the  school  on  Sunday  evening  last  were  100. 
That  number  is  present  at  morning  prayers  on  week-days,  and 
rather  a  larger  number  at  the  evening  devotions. 

Around  the  hospital  the  land  is  still  in  some  disorder,  and  much 
remains  to  be  done.  Doubtless  the  Committee  will,  as  soon  as  pos¬ 
sible,  carry  out  the  useful  as  well  as  ornamental  work  of  laying  out, 
and  liberally  planting,  the  grounds,  beyond  which  some  of  the 
children  may  not  be  capable  of  going.  As  the  hospital  grounds  are 
somewhat  exposed,  we  think  that  no  time  should  be  lost  in  planting 
trees,  and  erecting  sun-shades  for  the  protection  of  the  children 
while  out  of  doors,  from  the  summer  heat. 

W e  have  much  satisfaction  in  recording  our  opinion,  not  only  of 
the  condition  of  this  hospital,  but  also  of  the  great  benefits  which 
the  northern  counties  are  likely  to  derive  from  it. 


Lincoln  Lunatic  Hospital, 

5  July  1873. 

To-day  has  been  devoted  by  us  to  the  inspection  of  this  hospital. 
We  have  seen  every  patient,  and  given  to  all  our  attention.  Inere 
are  now  on  the  books  43  gentlemen  and  33  ladies.  By  death,  1  male 
and  4  females  have  been  removed,  and  there  have  been  altogether 
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21  discharges  against  30  admissions.  In  the  galleries  occupied  by  Appendix  (H. 
the  gentlemen  on  the  ground-floor,  there  is  a  large  proportion  of 
patients  who  require  constant  supervision  to  prevent  mischief  from  hospital, 
outbreaks  of  violence.  We  would  strongly  recommend  an  addition 
to  the  staff  of  attendants  on  the  male  side.  From  inquiries  which 
we  made,  we  learnt  that,  besides  the  head  attendant,  who  is  to-day 
absent  for  a  holiday,  there  were  only  four  attendants  in  the  gentle¬ 
men’s  rooms ;  there  is  a  night  watch,  who  accompanies  the  male 
patients  in  their  walks,  and  there  is  another  man,  chiefly  employed 
in  making  up  the  beds  and  cleaning  the  dormitory  ;  so  that,  practi¬ 
cally,  there  are  but  four  attendants  in  charge  of  43  patients.  One 
of  these  patients  has  been  for  some  time,  and  was  to-day,  in  a  state 
of  great  excitement ;  he  alone  demands  by  day  and  night,  the  special 
attention  of  two  men,  and  there  are  other  patients  very  aggressive. 

We  desire  to  call  the  immediate  attention  of  the  Committee  to  this 
deficiency  in  the  staff,  as  we  think  that  at  present  the  patients,  are 
not,  and  cannot,  be,  properly  cared  for.  We  also  think  that  it  is 
very  desirable  that  a  woman  should  be  employed,  instead  of  a  man, 
for  making  up  the  gentlemen’s  beds  and  cleaning  their  bed-rooms, 
which  work  had  not  been  done  when  we  visited  the  gentlemen  s 


division. 

That  part  of  the  hospital  occupied  by  the  ladies  is  very  superior 
in  comfort  to  the  portion  appropriated  to  the  other  patients.  It  was 
also  in  good  order.  'There  was,  however,  an  offensive  smell,  to 
which  we  called  attention,  as  we  passed  through  a  room  leading  into 
the  lower  north  gallery ;  also  near  the  billiard-room  in  the  .gentle¬ 
men’s  ground-floor  gallery.  Since  the  hospital  was  last  visited  by 
members  of  our  Board,  the  bath-rooms  have  been  greatly  improved 
by  annexing  the  adjoining  rooms,  tiling  the  iioors,  and  removing  the 
interior ;  and  there  has  been  some  fresh  papering  put  up  in  a  few 
bed-rooms,  and  in  the  ladies’  lower  sitting-room  ;  but  re-papering 
and  fresh  painting  are  urgently  required  in  many  directions.  W  e 
would  specially  note  the  absence  of  colour  in  the  gentlemen  s 
galleries. 

We  are  by  no  means  satisfied  that  the  application  of  paper  to  the 
brick  walls,  without  previously  plastering  them,  is  an  economical 
proceeding,  and  it  certainly  does  not  give  an  air  of  conn  or  t  to  the 
ward.  The  closets  for  the  gentlemen  are  also  open  to  much  improve- 

DflGHt 

With  some  exceptions  on  the  male  side,  the  patients  exhibited 
no  violence  ;  we  saw  them  indoors,  and  in  their  airing-grounds, 
and  also  at  dinner.  The  food  on  table  was  properly  served,  and 
good,  and  the  more  intelligent  gentlemen  and  ladies  volunteered 
expressions  of  satisfaction  with  their  general  treatment  by  Dr. 
Walsh  and  the  matron.  On  the  male  side  a  night  attendant  has 
been,  since  the  last  visit,  appointed,  which,  doubtless.,  relieves  the 
men  employed  by  day.  This  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction  ;  but 
there  should  be  some  means  adopted  for  insuring  the  regularity  of 
his  visits,  and  he  should  likewise  make  a  nightly  report. 

One  gentleman,  complained  of  having  been  assaulted  by  the„night 
attendant,  and  we  found  that  the  former  had  received  extensive  bruises 
on  the  chest ;  these  bruises  were  admitted  by  a  patient  sleeping  in  the 
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same  dormitory  to  have  been  inflicted  by  him,,  and  the  night  attendant 
positively  denied  the  alleged  assault,  but  under  examination  he  con¬ 
fessed  that  on  another  occasion  he  had  struck  the  last-mentioned 
patient.  The  whole  circumstances  of  the  case  will,  no  doubt,  be 
fully  investigated  by  the  Committee  at  their  next  meeting,  and  steps 
will,  we  feel  sure,  be  taken  by  them  to  remedy  a  state  of  things 
which  points  to  defective  organisation  of  the  male  department  of  the 
hospital,  and  must  materially  affect  its  reputation. 

There  has  been  no  instance  of  restraint  or  seclusion.  Six  of  each 
sex  attended  church  service  in  the  town  last  Sunday,  and  to  39 
prayers  were  read  in  the  hospital.  Last  night  there  was  a  dance  on 
the  ladies’  side,  which  was  attended  by  several  ladies  and  gentle¬ 
men.  The  amusements  of  the  patients  seem  to  receive  a  fair  amount 
of  attention.  Only  one  person,  a  lady,  was  in  bed  to-day  ;  she  was 
about  to  get  up. 

We  have  examined  the  orders  and  certificates  for  the  patients 
admitted  since  last  visit,  and  have  signed  the  statutory  books. 


St.  Luke’s  Hospital. 

30  September  1873. 

We  have  this  day  made  our  periodical  visit  to  St.  Luke’s  Hospital, 
inspected  its  wards,  and  seen  every  patient  on  the  books,  and  not 
absent  on  leave.  The  numbers  are  now  177  ;  i.  e.,  64  males  and 
113  females ;  3  of  the  former  and  7  of  the  latter  are  away  on  leave. 
The  changes  among  the  patients,  since  the  last  visit,  are  attributabe 
to  104  admissions  and  89  discharges;  of  the  latter,  43  are  recorded 
to  have  been  granted  upon  recovery.  Ten  patients  have  died,  all 
from  ordinary  causes.  In  one  case,  death  being  sudden,  an  inquest 
was  held.  The  only  casualties  appear  to  have  been  the  fracture  of 
ribs  of  a  gentleman,  by  an  accidental  fall ;  and  the  loss  of  his  right 
eye  by  another,  resulting  from  a  blow  given  by  a  fellow- patient 
with  his  hand. 

From  the  medical  journal  we  learn  that  only  7  patients,  of  both 
sexes,  have  been  secluded  •  these  altogether  on  25  occasions.  There 
is  no  record  of  restraint.  In  regard  to  the  charges  made  for  care 
and  treatment,  we  are  informed  that  39  patients  are  received  gra¬ 
tuitously ;  19  pay  7 s.  per  week;  36  pay  14  5.;  77  pay  215. ;  and 
6  pay  305. 

In  our  progress  through  the  wards  and  airing-courts  we  spoke  to 
every  patient,  and  listened  to  such  complaints  as  they  volunteered. 
With  the  exception  of  a  few  on  each  side  of  the  hospital,  both  sexes 
were  suitably  dressed  and  personally  tidy.  Many  expressed  grati¬ 
tude  for  their  treatment.  The  staff  of  attendants  is,  however, 
still  numerically  insufficient,  being  in  the  proportion  of  2  attendants 
only  to  each  ward  in  the  daytime.  We  strongly  urge  upon  the 
Committee  attention  to  this  subject.  More  male  and  female  at¬ 
tendants  are,  in  our  opinion,  absolutely  necessary  to  secure  to  the 
patients  sufficient  out-door  exercise,  and  a  large  carriage  with  a 
pair  of  horses  should  be  kept,  and,  at  least  twice  every  day,  used 
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those  cheerful  sights,  which,  by  reason  of  the  position  of  the  hos-  ,  ‘  ~ 

pital,  and  the  narrow  limits  of  the  courts  attached,  they  cannot  Hospital,3 

otherwise  enjoy.  In  regard  to  the  patients’  diet,  we  find  that  solid 

meat  is,  in  some  form,  supplied  daily  for  dinner,  and  pudding 

besides  on  Sundays.  The  meat  is  now  weighed  after  cooking,  and 

before  it  is  sent  to  table.  The  quantity  is,  so  we  are  informed  by 

Dr.  Ea  ger,  increased  to  each  patient  by  the  difference  between  the 

weight  of  the  same  meat  cooked  and  uncooked.  Bread  and  butter 

is  given  by  way  of  supper  to  such  of  the  patients  as  sit  up  till 

10  p.m.  It  was  dinner  hour  when  we  passed  through  some  of  the 

wards ;  the  fare  was  good  and  properly  served. 

The  patients,  with  a  few  exceptions  in  the  female  division,  were 
generally  free  from  excitement,  and  well  behaved. 

The  outside  iron  and  wood  work  of  the  hospital  has  been  re-painted, 
and  the  entire  roof  has  been  re-slated ;  much  whitewashing  has  also 
been  done,  but  considerable  renovation  is  necessary  in  furniture, 
carpets,  &c.,  and  there  is  not  a  sufficient  number  of  washing-stands 
in  many  of  the  dormitories ;  the  wing  wards  particularly  demand 
attention,  they  lack  many  conveniences  and  comforts,  which  they 
should  have,  and  are  deficient  in  light  and  colour,  and  so  present  a 
marked  difference  from  the  other  wards.  To  the  condition  of  the 
better  furnished,  these  wing  wards  should  at  least  be  brought.  In 
the  hope  that  the  removal  of  this  hospital  into  the  country  may  yet 
be  achieved,  we  do  not  suggest  any  outlay  in  structural  alterations ; 
we  think,  however,  that  at  little  comparative  cost  the  gentlemen’s 
airing-court  might,  under  the  direction  of  a  professional  gardener, 
be  greatly  improved,  and  made  less  unsuitable  lor  exercise.  We 
would  recommend  the  laying  down  of  turf,  its  intersection  by  walks 
composed  of  light-coloured  asphalte,  and  the  introduction  of  shrubs 
and  flowers. 

In  consequence  of  Dr.  Eager  having  been  away  for  his  holiday, 
the  entries  in  the  medical  journal  have  not  been  made  for  some 
weeks.  In  future,  whosoever  takes  Dr.  Eager’s  duties  should 
fill  up  the  journal  regularly  once  a  week.  For  some  time  the  case 
books  have  been  much  neglected,  and  only  in  a  few  instances  have 
entries  been  made,  as  to  the  progress  of  the  cases,  or  the  mode  and 
result  of  treatment.  In  the  majority  of  instances,  such  information 
only  as  was  contained  in  the  orders  and  certificates  is  entered  by 
the  clerk  in  these  books,  and  there  is  nothing  to  show  whether  the 
patients  are  still  in  the  hospital,  or  have  been  discharged,  or  have 
died;  the  provisions  of  the  19th  section  of  the  Act  16  &  17  Viet, 
c.  96,  as  to  the  notice  to  be  sent  to  the  coroner  in  every  case  of 
death,  cannot,  therefore,  have  been  complied  with.  There  can  be 
no  doubt  that  the  duties  of  the  resident  medical  officer  of  an  insti¬ 
tution  receiving  patients  of  the  class  sent  here,  and  so  many  acute 
cases,  are  very  onerous,  and  such  as  the  visiting  physicians  can  give 
no  help  in ;  the  appointment  of  an  assistant  medical  officer  would, 
in  our  opinion,  be  of  the  greatest  advantage  to  the  hospital. 
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Bethel  Hospital,  Norwich. 

11  July  1873. 

We  have  this  afternoon  seen  every  patient  on  the  books  of  this 
well-conducted  hospital,  and  inspected  every  part  of  the  building, 
also  its  airing-courts,  which  are  very  gay  with  bowers.  The 
admissions  since  our  Colleagues  were  here,  have  been  8  of  men  and 
5  of  women.  Three  males  and  6  females  have  been  discharged,  the 
recoveries  were  4.  Six  men  and  1  woman  have  died.  The  assigned 
causes  of  death  were  in  3  cases  general  paralysis,  in  the  others,  dis¬ 
eased  liver,  stone,  atrophy,  and  cancer.  No  inquest  has  been  held; 
there  has  been  but  1  post-mortem  examination ;  1  female  patient  set 
her  clothes  on  tire,  but  fatal  consequences  did  not  occur ;  this 
appears  to  have  been  the  only  serious  casualty. 

Seclusion  has  not  been  resorted  to,  but  restraint  has  been  employed 
in  2  cases,  in  one  continuously  from  the  25th  December  to  the  15th 
April  nightly  ;  in  the  other,  for  at  least  a  week  at  night ;  the  patient 
firstly  referred  to  then  died;  they  were  so  restrained  to  keep -them 
in  bed.  None  of  the  inmates  are  at  present  registered  as  taking 
medicine,  and  it  seems  that  the  general  health  has  been  good  for  many 
months  past.  As  we  passed  through  the  several  rooms,  there  was 
no  display  of  excitement  by  any  of  the  patients  ;  all  were  well-be¬ 
haved  and  fairly  well  dressed,  and  the  attendants  appeared  to  be 
discharging  their  duty  to  them. 

On  the  subject  of  exercise  beyond  the  hospital  grounds,  we  were 
informed  that  10  patients  habitually  walk  out  unattended,  10  in 
charge  of  attendants ;  there  are  besides  these  patients  9  who  fre¬ 
quently  are  taken  out  by  their  friends  into  Norwich  for  a  few 
hours. 

The  sitting-rooms,  and  dormitories,  and  single  bed-rooms  were 
thoroughly  clean  when  we  passed  through  them,  and  the  beds  and 
bedding  in  very  satisfactory  condition. 

We  learn  that  20  cases  are  now  admitted  gratuitously,  and  that 
the  payments  vary  from  1  /.  to  2  s.  weekly. 

The  number  of  patients  is  29  in  the  male  and  49  in  the  female 
division. 


Northampton  Lunatic  Hospital. 

29  March  1873. 

W^E  yesterday  inspected  this  hospital  in  all  its  departments,  and 
personally  examined  every  patient,  except  2  males  and  6  females 
who  are  away  on  trial  under  leave  of  absence.  The  numbers  now 
on  the  books  comprise  75  males  and  75  females  ot  the  private 
class,  and  146  males  and  130  females  who  are  pauper  patients; 
total  426. 

Numerous  changes  have  taken  place  amongst  the  inmates  since 
our  Colleagues  were  here  in  May  last  year.  The  deaths  have 
amounted  to  41,  whilst  100  patients  have  been  discharged,  and  143 

new  cases  admitted.  Twenty  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  the  male, 
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and  21  in  the  female  division,  5  males  and  6  females  being  of  the  Appendix  (H.) 
private  class.  The  registered  causes  of  death  were  as  follows

Hospital. 


No  fatal  accident  has  occurred.  There  was  an  inquest  on  the 
body  of  an  old  man,  who  shortly  before  death,  fell  out  of  bed  and 
fractured  his  arm,  but  the  cause  of  his  death  was  bronchitis  and 
exhaustion  from  refusal  of  food.  Post-mortem  examinations  were 
made  in  8  cases.  The  per-centage  of  deaths  during  the  year  1872 
on  the  average  numbers  resident  has  been  lower  than  usual,  amount¬ 
ing  to  only  8*79,  and  the  present  sanitary  state  of  the  hospital  is 
satisfactory. 

One  man  was  in  bed  in  consequence  of  a  fractured  leg  caused  by 
a  fall  of  earth  whilst  he  was  excavating  some  ground  at  the  back  of 
the  hospital.  This  patient  had  one  of  his  legs  fastened  to  the  bed¬ 
stead  by  a  handkerchief,  and  his  hands  are  occasionally  secured  in 
order  to  prevent  him  from  removing  the  splints  when  suffering  from 
epileptic  excitement.  Two  other  males  have  also  been  restrained 
for  surgical  reasons.  Seclusion  has  been  resorted  to  in  the  cases  of 

t 

38  male  and  24  female  patients,  the  former  on  116,  and  the  latter  on 
144  occasions. 

Of  the  patients  discharged,  18  males  and  13  females  were  private, 
and  38  males  and  31  females  were  of  the  pauper  class;  and  of  the 
whole  number  57  were  reported  as  recovered. 

Although  the  hospital  contains  only  1  more  patient  than  at  the 
date  of  our  Colleagues  visit,  there  has  been  an  increase  of  22  in  the 
private  class ;  a  proof  we  trust  that  the  public  appreciate  the  great 
advantages  offered  in  this  hospital  for  the  care  and  treatment  of 
patients  of  moderate  means.  The  charges  for  maintenance  remain 
as  before.  The  lowest  sum  at  which  patients  are  received  is  15  s. 
per  week,  but  this  sum  is  often  reduced  upon  the  Committee  as¬ 
certaining  that  the  patient’s  means  are  inadequate  to  meet  the 
charge. 

We  are  very  glad  to  hear  that  notwithstanding  the  very  consider¬ 
able  expense  which  has  been  incurred  in  structural  improvements 
with  a  view  of  adapting  the  building  for  the  reception  of  the  private 
patients,  who  it  is  hoped  will  in  two  or  three  years  replace  the 
paupers,  the  finances  of  the  hospital  are  in  a  prosperous  state ;  all 
0.48.  debt 
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Appendix  (H.)  debt  has  been  paid  off,  and  money  has  already  been  invested  as  a 
reserve  fund. 

The  alterations  on  the  male  side  referred  to  in  our  last  entry  have 
been  for  some  time  completed,  and  the  rooms  are  now  furnished  and 
occupied,  the  additional  comfort  thus  obtained  being  very  marked. 
The  changes  in  the  female  division  have  been  in  full  progress,  and 
much  of  the  w<5rk  has  been  finished  including  the  new  dining-hall, 
and  wards  2  and  3.  The  alterations  still  going  on  are  confined  to 
wards  1  and  4,  where  the  long  galleries  are  being  converted  into 
small  sitting-rooms  and  bed-rooms  with  fireplaces  in  each ;  the  gal¬ 
leries  will  also  be  warmed  by  means  of  hot-water  pipes.  The  gal¬ 
leries  and  rooms  will  be  reversed  from  their  present  positions,  by 
which  means  the  latter  will  obtain  a  south  and  south-west  aspect, 
and  a  very  cheerful  view.  The  changes  have  also  been  the  means 
of  improving  the  light  and  ventilation  in  several  places  formerly  de¬ 
fective  in  these  respects. 

We  have  received  the  following  returns  relative  to  the  perform¬ 
ance  of  Divine  service,  and  the  employment  and  recreation  of  the 
patients.

During  our  passage  through  the  wards  yesterday,  the  patients^  of 
all  classes  were  remarkably  free  from  excitement,  and  their  clothing 
clean  and  well  attended  to.  The  pauper  women  were  assembled  in 
their  new  hall  to  the  number  of  131 ,  and  behaved  in  the  most  orderly 
manner. 

All  the  wards  were  in  the  best  order,  clean,  well  furnished,  and 
comfortable,  and  the  bedding  throughout  good  and  properly  attended 
to.  The  means  of  ventilation  seem  to  be  sufficient,  and  all  the  rooms 
and  galleries  were  free  from  offensive  odour. 

Every  patient  had  an  opportunity  of  making  any  complaints  to  us, 
but  we  received  none. 

In 
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In  conclusion,  we  again  gladly  bear  testimony  to  the  very  efficient  Appendix  (H.) 
and  satisfactory  condition  of  this  hospital,  which  reflects  great  credit 
on  those  engaged  in  its  management. 


Nottingham  Lunatic  Hospital. 

3  April  1873. 

We  find  that  since  the  hospital  was  visited  by  our  Colleagues  in  Nottingham 
May  last,  10  male  and  6  female  patients  have  been  admitted ;  9  Hospital, 
males  and  3  females  have  been  discharged,  of  whom  5  were  reco¬ 
vered;  and  1  male  and  2  females  have  died;  the  man  at  the  age  of 
78,  from  pneumonia;  and  the  females,  also  aged  persons,  from 
general  debility  and  exhaustion. 

Including  a  lady  now  absent  on  trial,  the  numbers  are  to-day  32 
of  the  male  and  33  of  the  female  sex,  total  65.  All  have  been  seen 
and  spoken  to  by  us  during  this  visit,  and  we  have  inspected  all  their 
rooms. 

The  condition  of  the  hospital  and  its  inmates  continues  to  reflect 
great  credit  on  the  superintendent  and  all  engaged  in  its  management. 
Throughout,  we  saw  evidences  of  kind  and  judicious  treatment; 
and  we  received  no  complaints  from  any  of  the  patients.  A  very 
good  dinner  of  roast  beef,  with  puddings,  was  served  to  the  gentle¬ 
men,  whilst  we  were  in  their  ward,  and  all  the  table  arrangements 
were  neat,  and  duly  attended  to. 

The  present  condition  of  the  house  is  healthy,  and  no  patient  was 
in  bed :  1 1  males  and  6  females  are  under  medical  treatment. 

The  payments  of  the  patients  continue  to  range  between  40  5.  and 
7  5. ;  and  of  the  present  inmates,  30  pay  less  than  their  actual  cost 
in  the  hospital. 

The  arrangements  described  in  former  reports,  for  the  amusement 
and  extended  exercise  of  the  patients,  remain  as  usual,  and  are 
satisfactory. 

No  cases  of  restraint  or  seclusion  have  been  reported.  We  have 
signed  and  examined  the  books,  and  looked  over  the  certificates 
relating  to  the  last  admitted  patients,  which  appear  to  be  regular. 

A  new  steam-engine  has  been  fixed  in  the  laundry,  but  no  im¬ 
portant  structural  alterations  have  been  made. 

The  question  of  enlargement  will,  we  trust,  not  be  lost  sight  of 
by  the  Committee,  who,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  will  have  no  difficulty  in 
obtaining  the  requisite  contributions  to  enable  them  to  extend  the 
sphere  of'  usefulness  of  this  excellent  institution. 


Warneford  Hospital,  near  Oxford. 

16  December  1873. 

We  have  to-day  visited  this  Institution,  and  seen  every  patient,  Warneford 
giving,  at  his  request,  a  private  interview  to  one  gentleman,  whose  Hospital, 
insanity  we  do  not  question.  Upon  the  books  there  are  now  29 
gentlemen  and  30  ladies.  The  changes,  since  our  Colleagues  visit 
n  June  of  last  year,  may  be  thus  summed  up; —

The  records  show  2  recoveries.  The  female  side  is  now  full,  but 
there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  male  division.  There  has  been  no  neces¬ 
sity  for  resort  to  restraint,  and  seclusion  has  been  only  used  in  treat¬ 
ment  of  a  lady,  and  on  a  single  occasion,  which  was  prior  to  the 
arrival  here  of  the  superintendent  now  in  office.  Two  gentlemen 
and  4  ladies  are  registered  as  taking  medicine.  None  of  either  sex 
exhibited  any  disposition  to  violence  during  our  visit,  but  the  intel¬ 
ligence  of  the  great  majority  is  extremely  low.  The  dress  of  all 
appeared  to  be  suitable  to  their  requirements. 

Books,  papers,  and  means  of  in-door  amusements  are  liberally 
supplied,  and  occasional  entertainments  in  the  way  of  readings,  glee 
parties,  and  dramatic  performances  have  been  provided. 

The  creditable  condition  of  the  hospital  noticed  at  the  last  visit, 
is  fully  maintained,  and  we  found  all  the  rooms  and  galleries  to-day 
in  the  best  order.  New  carpets  and  linoleum  had  been  laid  down 
in  the  galleries,  and  renovation  in  other  directions  has  been  carried 
out.  The  enclosed  garden,  to  the  south-west,  has  been  made  more 
available  for  exercise  of  the  ladies,  by  the  formation  of  a  good  gravel 
walk  inside  the  boundary,  and  by  thinning  out  some  of  tbe  trees. 

The  gentlemen  are  in  charge  of  a  head  and  5  ordinary7  attendants. 
The  ladies  have  5  attendants,  who  are  the  same  individuals  that  held 
office  under  Mrs.  Allen. 

About  15  of  the  patients  of  each  sex  attend  Divine  service  on 
Sundays  in  the  chapel,  and  a  singing  class,  in  view  to  improvement 
of  the  church  music,  has  now  been  established. 

We  regret  to  learn  that  the  acquisition  of  5  acres  of  land  con¬ 
tiguous  to  the  .hospital  estate,  which  it  was  hoped  would  ere  this 
have  been  possible,  is  still  delayed,  though,  as  we  understand,  byr 
no  fault  of  the  Committee.  We  are  informed  that  the  Committee 
have  decided  upon  enlargement  of  the  hospital  to  the  extent  of 
20  beds  in  each  division,  and  upon  the  erection  of  a  central  recre¬ 
ation-hall.  We  are  glad  to  hear  that  the  advantages  of  the  charity 
are  thus  likely  to  be  extended.  When  these  additions  are  under¬ 
taken,  the  opportunity  should  not  be  overlooked  for  rectifying  any 
defects  in  the  drainage,  and  in  the  supply  of  hot  water  for  bathing 
purposes.  We  are  informed  that  the  well  water  has  been  recently 
tested,  and  is  found  free  from  contamination ;  but  the  old  difficulty 
still  exists,  as  to  the  proper  disposal  of  the  sewage. 

The  retirement  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Allen,  referred  to  in  the  last 
report  as  impending,  took  place  in  October  1872,  shortly  after 
which  date,  we  regret  to  learn  that  Mr.  Allen  died.  He  has  been 
succeeded  as  medical  superintendent  by  Dr.  Ward,  and  Miss 
Stanford  is  the  present  matron. 
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Coton  Hill  Institution,  Stafford. 

27  October  1873. 

There  are  now  143  patients  on  tbe  books  of  this  institution.  Coton  Hill 
of  whom  78  are  men  and  65  women.  e  institution. 

Since  the  visit  here  in  December  last  there  have  been  admitted 
14  males  and  12  females;  of  the  former  sex,  1,  and  of  the  latter,  3, 
have  died,  whilst  4  men  and  16  women  have  been  discharged;  out 
of  which  number  12  are  returned  as  having  recovered.  All  the 
deaths  proceeded  from  ordinary  causes,  and  in  no  instance  has  an 
inquest  been  held.  At  the  time  of  our  visit  to-day,  8  gentlemen 
and  2  ladies  were  away  on  leave  ;  but  with  these  exceptions  we 
saw  all  the  patients,  and  found  them  free  from  excitement,  and 
generally  in  good  bodily  health.  There  was  only  1,  a  woman,  in 
bed,  owing  to  general  debility  ;  and  those  who  are  returned  as  under 
medical  treatment,  in  all  14,  are  only  so  on  account  of  trifling  ail¬ 
ments.  One  lady  has  been  restrained  by  a  camisole  for  3  days  for 
surgical  reasons,  and  another  lady  has  been  secluded  on  2  occasions. 

There  is  a  large  number  of  cases,  of  an  extremely  unfavourable 
description,  among  both  sexes.  Taking  this  into  consideration,  we 
are  able  to  report  that,  on  the  whole,  the  dress  and  general  per¬ 
sonal  condition  of  the  patients  was  satisfactory. 

The  galleries,  sitting-rooms,  and  bed-rooms  were  all  clean  and  com¬ 
fortable,  though  we  found  that  in  one  or  two  instances  the  bed  linen  of 
patients  with  faulty  habits  had  not  been  properly  attended  to.  Some 
of  the  small  bed-rooms  presented  a  rather  untidy  appearance,  owing 
to  their  being  crowded  by  boxes  or  some  other  articles  belonging  to 
the  occupant  of  the  room.  W e  think  it  would  be  better  if  such  of  these 
things  as  might  not  be  required  for  present  use  could  be  put  by 
somewhere,  so  that  the  bed-rooms  should  not  be  encumbered  with 
them. 

About  the  same  number  of  patients  as  usual  are  at  present  in 
the  habit  of  attending  Divine  service,  which  is  held  in  the  chapel 
every  Sunday  morning ;  where  also  morning  prayers  are  read  on 
Tuesdays  and  Fridays.  We  think  it  would  be  desirable  if  a  second 
service  could  be  obtained  on  Sundays. 

The  arrangements  for  out- door  exercise  in  or  beyond  the  grounds 
(which  are  kept  in  excellent  order)  appear  to  be  sufficient,  as  also  the 
supply  of  books,  papers,  and  other  means  of  amusement  in  the 
various  rooms. 

The  association  of  the  sexes  in  an  evening,  once  or  twice  a  week, 
for  music,  dancing,  or  other  entertainments,  would,  we  think, 
greatly  relieve  the  monotony  of  their  lives,  and  that  it  would  be  de¬ 
sirable  to  obtain  some  professional  assistance  to  secure  these  amuse¬ 
ments,  if  they  cannot  be  obtained  without  it.  We  regret  to  find 
that  a  debt  of  about  5,000 1.  is  still  owing,  and  until  this  is  paid  off 
any  extension  of  the  charitable  objects  of  the  institution  can  hardly 
be  looked  for.  At  present  there  are  34  patients  here,  paying  from 
5  s.  to  15  s.  a  week,  and  24  others,  who  pay  from  15  s.  to  215. 

A  field  of  about  7  acres  to  the  east  of  the  property,  which  it  was 
originally  contemplated  purchasing,  would  be  a  valuable  addition  to 
0,48.  the 
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Appendix  (H.)  the  estate,  and  might,  it  seems,  be  acquired,  if  some  land  near  Bir- 
Coton  Hill  mingham,  left  to  the  institution  some  years  since,  was  sold,  and  the 
Institution.  proceeds  could  be  devoted  to  this  purpose. 

No  complaints  were  made  to  us  by  any  of  the  patients  as  to  their 
diet  or  treatment.  The  staff  of  attendants  is  a  very  sufficient  one, 
and  all  care  and  attention  seems  to  be  bestowed  on  the  inmates  of 
this  institution 


Bethlehem  Hospital. 

26  November  1873. 

Bethlehem  The  admissions  into  this  hospital  since  the  last  visit,  in  January 

Hospital.  1872,  have  been  383  ;  i.e.,  156  males,  and  227  females  ;  and,  in  the 
same  period,  343  patients  have  been  discharged ;  that  is  to  say,  130 
males  and  213  females.  Altogether,  42  have  died;  i.e.,  22  males 
and  20  females.  Amongst  the  deaths  there  were  3  suicides  by  hang¬ 
ing  ;  and  a  male  patient,  who  was  absent  on  leave,  destroyed  himself 
by  means  of  a  pistol  which  he  had  obtained  possession  of.  All  the 
facts  connected  with  these  cases  were  duly  reported  to  our  Board. 
The  chief  causes  of  death  in  the  other  cases  were  : — Exhaustion 
after  mania  or  melancholia  in  17  instances  ;  general  paralysis  7  ;  and 
epilepsy  5.  Post-mortem  examinations  are,  as  a  general  rule,  made 
in  all  cases. 

The  patients  now  on  the  books  are  243  in  number,  of  whom  101 
are  males  and  142  are  females ;  of  these  26  are  absent  at  Witley, 
and  5  males  and  6  females  are  on  leave  with  their  friends.  In  the 
case  of  2  females,  whose  names  will  be  found  in  the  patients-book, 
the  leave  of  absence  seems  to  have  expired  a  long  time  since,  and 
we  have  requested  that  notice  of  their  discharge  may  be  at  once  sent 
to  our  office. 

In  the  patients-book  we  have  also  mentioned  several  patients  who 
appear  to  be  convalescent,  and  Dr.  Williams  informs  us  that  a  con¬ 
siderable  number  of  those  at  Witley  are  well  and  will  shortly  be  dis¬ 
charged.  In  reference  to  the  Witley  house,  we  may  here  state  that, 
during  the  present  year,  92  patients  of  both  sexes  have  had  the  ad¬ 
vantage  of  going  there  for  various  periods.  The  testimony  of  all 
we  spoke  to  was  highly  favourable  to  that  branch  establishment, 
and  we  trust  that,  ultimately,  it  will  be  extended,  and  kept  open 
and  occupied  throughout  the  year,  and  have  its  own  staff  of 
officers. 

In  the  male  division  there  was  great  freedom  from  excitement, 
but,  as  usual,  several  of  the  females  in  No.  1  ward  were  excited  and 
noisy,  and  we  are  glad  to  find  that  arrangements  are  now  nearly 
completed,  by  which  the  sub-division  of  the  patients  in  this  ward 
will  be  effected  by  bringing  into  use  the  “  back  ward,”  which  has 
been  fitted  up  with  lavatory,  scullery,  sitting  and  dining-rooms,  so  as 
to  form  a  separate  ward  for  about  15  patients.  We  have  no  doubt 
that  tliis  will  be  found  very  useful,  and  a  similar  change  on  the  male 
side  will  be  desirable ;  but  still  every  means  should  be  adopted  to 
render  the  basement  ward,  in  each  division,  as  cheerful  and  light  as 
possible  ;  and  it  thei^e  are  no  insuperable  structural  difficulties,  we 
0-4  cS.  think 
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tliink  that  the  removal  of  the  wall  between  the  dining-room  and  Appendix  (H.) 
corridor,  and  enlarging  the  windows  as  much  as  possible  in  the 
former,  would  be  found  very  advantageous.  Bethlehem 

With  reference  to  the  recommendations  last  made  by  our  col-  P 
leagues,  we  can  report  that  the  single  rooms  in  No.  1  ward,  in  each 
division,  are  all  now  brought  within  the  arrangements  for  heating, 
and  the  increase  of  the  provision  for  gaslight  in  the  male  division  is 
in  progress.  Other  improvements  since  last  visit,  comprise  lath 
and  plaster  to  the  ceilings  in  the  bed-rooms  at  east  end  of  the  female 
ward,  No.  4,  which  were  formerly  affected  by  damp ;  the  substi¬ 
tution  of  open  fire-places  for  hot-water  pipes  in  the  sitting-rooms  of 
two  wards  on  the  women’s  side,  and  the  heating,  by  hot-water  appa¬ 
ratus,  of  bed-rooms  and  recesses  in  No.  1  ward  in  the  male  division. 

The  improvement  effected  by  papering  the  wards  in  the  basements 
has  been  very  great,  and  if,  by  degrees,  the  walls  of  the  dormitories 
and  single  rooms  throughout  the  hospital  were  plastered  and  papered, 
it  would,  no  doubt,  have  a  very  beneficial  influence  upon  the  j)atients. 

With  some  exceptions  amongst  the  worst  class  of  females,  the 
clothing  and  personal  condition  of  the  patients  was,  to-day,  satis¬ 
factory,  and  we  found  the  various  rooms  clean,  and  the  beets  in  ex¬ 
cellent  order,  and  amply  supplied  with  bedding.  We  doubt  whether 
the  night  ventilation  of  the  single  rooms,  and  especially  those  in  the 
female  division  occupied  by  two  patients,  is  sufficient.  W e  suggested 
to  Dr.  Williams  that  a  small  opening  near  the  floor  for  the  admission 
of  fresh  air  would  be  desirable. 

We  were  present  at  dinner  in  one  of  the  female  wards.  The  con¬ 
duct  of  the  patients  was  orderly ;  the  dinner  comprised  boiled 
mutton,  vegetables,  and  beer. 

Four  patients  only  were  to-day  in  bed.  Of  these,  3  were  infirm 
and  paralysed,  and  the  fourth  was  a  young  man  sinking  under  con¬ 
sumption. 

No  patient  was  in  seclusion  or  under  restraint  as  we  passed 
through  the  wards.  There  is  no  entry  of  restraint  in  the  medical 
records,  but  we  learn  from  them  that  seclusion  has  been  employed 
with  2  males,  altogether  on  11  occasions;  and  with  14  females  on 
224  occasions,  163  of  which  were  applicable  to  1  patient,  who  is 
subject  to  attacks  of  excitement,  and  often  passes  a  week,  or  more, 
at  a  time  m  her  own  room. 

The  means  of  occupation  and  amusement  seemed  to  us  sufficient. 

A  large  number  of  the  patients  are  permitted  to  walk  beyond  the 
asylum  grounds,  which,  we  may  observe,  are  well  attended  to ;  but 
no  conveyance  is  kept  for  the  use  of  such  patients  as  are  unable  to 
take  walking  exercise.  The  customary  evening  entertainments  are 
given.  They  include  readings,  concerts,  dances,  and  whist  parties, 
and  it  is  proposed,  this  winter,  to  revive  dramatic  performances.  A 
very  good  racket-court  has  been  erected,  and  the  billiard-room  is 
always  open  for  play. 

The  wages  of  the  attendants,  whose  staff  has  been  increased  by 
the  employment  of  two  additional  females,  now  range,  on  the  male 
side,  from  25  l.  to  40  I.  The  women  begin  with  18  /.,  and  advance 
to  30  /.  Three  men  and  two  women  are  generally  on  duty  at 
Witley. 
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The  patients  attending  chapel  on  Sundays  are,  on  an  average, 

100. 

W e  had  no  complaint  from  any  patient  of  harsh  treatment  on  the 
part  of  the  attendants,  and  we  are  satisfied  that,  both  on  the  part  of 
the  Committee  and  medical  superintendent,  every  effort  is  made  to 
counteract  the  evils  incident  to  the  structural  defects  of  the  old  part 
of  the  building. 


Earlswood  Idiot  Asylum. 

1  February  1873. 

«/ 

We  y  esterday  inspected  every  part  of  this  Institution,  saw  all  the 
patients,  and  made  the  usual  statutory  inquiries. 

The  patients  on  the  books  are  569  in  number;  of  whom  381  are 
males,  and  188  females.  One  of  the  girls  is  away  on  leave.  We 
thought  the  condition  of  the  inmates  of  all  classes  very  satisfactory, 
and  most  creditable  to  all  engaged  in  their  care  and  management; 
and  that  they  were  kindly  treated  was  evident  from  their  happy 
and  contented  appearance.  At  dinner  yesterday,  in  the  hall,  about 
210  males,  and  upwards  of  100  females,  wrere  assembled  at  an 
excellent  and  well-cooked  dinner,  and  all  behaved  in  a  very  orderly 
manner.  The  assembling  of  the  patients  in  the  hall  has  been  greatly 
facilitated  by  the  erection  of  an  outside  corridor,  on  the  male  side, 
so  that  the  boys  and  girls  now  enter  by  different  doors.  A  covered 
way  has  also  been  formed  on  the  girls  side. 

There  have  been  other  structural  additions  and  improvements 
since  our  last  visit,  an  important  one  being  a  well-arranged  bath¬ 
room  on  the  female  side.  New  steam  coils  have  also  been  fixed  in 
the  staircases,  and  are  very  effective  in  warming  the  building. 

Several  rooms  have  been  papered,  and  a  good  deal  of  painting 
and  colouring  has  been  done.  The  Committee  have  succeeded  in 
obtaining  the  land  on  the  west,  between  the  building  and  the  rail¬ 
way.  This  is  now  being  fenced  in,  and  will  be  laid  out  as  a  garden 
and  lawn,  forming  a  most  valuable  addition  to  the  asylum  estate. 

Another  very  important  purchase  of  land  has  been  effected  on 
the  north  of  the  asylum,  whereby  an  abundant  spring  of  excellent 
water  has  been  secured ;  and  this  is  now  pumped  up  to  the  building 
by  means  of  a  wind  engine,  which  is  said  to  answer  perfectly. 

The  proposed  gymnasium  has  not  yet  been  covered  in,  but  we 
hear  that  it  will  now  be  proceeded  with.  W e  could  not  learn  that  any 
steps  had  yet  been  taken  for  the  erection  of  a  detached  infirmary ; 
but  we  hope  this  important  matter  will  not  be  lost  sight  of.  The 
general  health  has  been  excellent  during  the  past  year,  only  15 
deaths  having  occurred  since  the  visit  in  June,  from  the  following 
causes : — phthisis,  4  ;  epilepsy,  6  ;  rupture  of  blood  vessel  in  the 
lungs,  1 ;  bronchitis,  1 ;  pneumonia,  1 ;  tubercular  peritonitis,  1 ; 
general  failure  of  vital  power,  1.  Post-mortem  examinations  were 
made  in  4  cases.  There  have  been  45  admissions,  and  15  dis¬ 
charges.  One  of  the  patients  discharged  was  recovered,  and  several 
were  much  improved. 

The  proportion  of  attendants  and  nurses  to  the  patients  remains 
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about  the  same;  the  present  staff  consists  of  1  head  attendant  in  Appendix  (H.) 

each  division;  39  male  and  30  female  attendants,  9  of  the  former  - 

being  tradesmen,  and  2  male  and  3  female  night  attendants.  Earlswood 

The  industrial  training  and  occupation  of  the  patients  continues  Asylum* 
to  receive  great  attention,  and  the  results  are  very  satisfactory. 

So  many  of  the  boys  are  now  employed  as  tailors,  that  the  shop, 
spacious  as  it  is,  is  becoming  too  small  for  its  purpose.  Altogether 
285  boys  and  82  girls  are  usefully  occupied.  Divine  service  is 
performed  twice  a  day  in  the  hall. 

The  institution  now  contains  386  ee  free  cases.”  The  highest 
sum  paid  for  any  patient  is  220  Z.,  and  there  are  a  few  old  cases 
maintained,  under  very  special  circumstances,  for  as  low  a  sum 
as  10 /.  a  year;  but  the  lowest  charge  for  new  patients  is  now 
fifty  guineas  per  annum. 

The  whole  establishment  is  in  excellent  working  order,  and  all 
the  rooms  clean  and  well  ventilated.  The  bedding  is  particularly 
well  attended  to;  and  we  have  every  reason  to  congratulate  the 
Committee  on  the  efficient  and  creditable  condition  of  this  important 
and  valuable  institution. 


Youk  Lunatic  Hospital. 


19  July  1873. 

Since  our  Colleagues  visit  a  year  ago,  16  males  and  12  females  of  York  Hospital 
the  private  class,  and  1  male  and  6  female  paupers  have  been  ad¬ 
mitted,  and  the  orders  and  certificates  relating  to  them  have  been 
laid  before  us.  In  the  same  interval,  14  males  and  10  females  have 
been  discharged,  of  whom  15  were  recovered ;  and  9  males  and  4 
females  have  died,  6  of  the  men  and  3  females  being  of  the  private 
class. 

The  deaths,  with  one  exception,  were  from  causes  ordinary  in 
asylums.  The  exception  was  that  of  a  male  patient,  who  was 
attacked  with  small-pox  whilst  on  an  excursion  at  Scarborough.  No 
sudden  death  or  fatal  accident  has  occurred,  and  no  inquest  has 
been  held ;  neither  has  any  post-mortem  examination  been  made. 

During  our  inspection  this  day,  we  have  seen  and  spoken  to  all 
the  patients  now  resident,  of  whom  there  are  98  males  and  84 
females,  135  of  the  whole  number  being  of  the  private  class.  Be¬ 
sides  these,  there  are  2  males  and  1  female  of  the  private  class  who 
are  away  on  trial. 

We  have  a  very  good  report  to  make  of  the  state  in  which  we 
found  the  hospital  and  its  inmates  to-day,  all  of  whom  were  free 
from  excitement,  and  personally  in  a  satisfactory  state. 

A  good  proportion  of  the  females  were  occupied  in  needlework, 
and  we  found  ample  provision  of  books,  papers,  and  indoor  amuse¬ 
ments  in  both  divisions. 

The  proportion  of  patients  usefully  occupied  remains  about  as 
usual,  and  over  two-thirds  of  them  attend  the  chapel  services,  which 
are  held  on  Sunday  and  on  Wednesday  morning.  The  recreations 
of  the  inmates  continue  to  be  well  attended  to,  and  from  a  retro¬ 
spect  of  the  last  seven  months  printed  in  the  current  number  of  the 
“  York  Star,”  it  appears  that  at  short  intervals  there  have  been 
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concerts,  balls,  magic  lantern,  readings,  & c.,  and  conversation!  and 
discussions.” 

The  out-door  excursions  are  continued,  and  parties  of  patients 
will  again  this  year  be  taken  to  Scarborough. 

We  had  several  appeals  for  liberation,  but  no  complaint  of  harsh 
treatment  on  the  part  of  the  attendants  and  nurses,  who  seemed  to 
be  of  a  respectable  class,  and  who,  we  are  glad  to  learn,  have  lately 
had  their  wages  raised,  and  the  annual  increase  extended  from  1  L 
to  2  /. 

There  have  been  no  structural  alterations  since  the  last  visit,  but 
a  good  deal  has  been  done  to  improve  the  appearance  of  the  interior 
by  painting  and  papering  the  walls.  Much  new  carpeting  has  been 
purchased,  and  linoleum,  &c.,  has  been  laid  down.  Further  im¬ 
provements  of  this  kind  are  contemplated,  and  we  hope  that  the 
proposed  new  wards  will  soon  be  commenced.  The  bedding, 
although  not  of  the  most  suitable  kind,  was  kept  in  very  good  con¬ 
dition,  and  we  hear  that  horse-hair  is  being  gradually  substituted 
for  the  flock  now  used. 

We  found  three  beds  in  a  room  too  small  to  hold  them  ;  and  have 
suggested  that  one  of  the  rooms  in  the  new  gallery  should  be 
brought  into  use  to  remedy  this  objection. 

Nothing  whatever  seems  to  have  been  done  as  regards  the  General 
Fules,  and  we  must  again  urge  upon  the  Committee  the  importance 
of  at  once  taking  steps  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  law  in 
this  respect. 

We  have  examined  the  certificates,  and  signed  the  various 
registers,  making  the  inquiries  directed  by  the  statute. 

In  conclusion,  wTe  have  to  record  our  opinion  that  the  present  con¬ 
dition  of  the  hospital  is  creditable  to  the  superintendent. 


The  Retreat,  York. 

3  March  1873. 

We  have  this  day  visited  the  hospital,  inspected  all  its  wards, 
rooms,  and  offices,  and  with  the  exception  of  one  lady,  absent  on 
leave,  seen  the  whole  of  the  patients  now  on  the  books,  and  made 
the  statutory  inquiries. 

The  following  have  been  the  changes  in  the  patients  since  the 
visit  of  our  Colleagues,  28th  February  1872  : —

W  ith  one  exception,  the  deaths  were  all  from  ordinary  causes.  The 
exception  was  in  the  case  of  a  female  patient,  who  died  of  typhoid 
fever.  She  had  been  long  resident  here,  and  the  disorder,  of  which 
no  other  case  occurred,  was  thought  to  be  due  to  a  defect  in  a  drain 
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(caused  by  a  rat),  which  was  discovered  in  the  basement  beneath  Appendix  (H.) 

her  bed-room  window.  Four  of  the  other  patients  who  died  were  - 

of  the  age  of  60,  or  upwards,  ^ '^e  Retreab 

There  are  now  in  the  hospital  many  old  and  feeble  patients,  but  0i  ’ 
the  general  sanitary  state  of  the  institution  otherwise  is  good. 

The  patients  are  at  present  137  in  number,  viz.,  50  of  the  male 
and  87  of  the  female  sex,  leaving  1  bed  in  the  male  division  only 
vacant. 

%  The  only  instance  of  the  use  of  mechanical  restraint  since  the  last 
visit,  was  for  a  few  minutes,  when  a  gentleman,  who  refused  to  have 
his  hair  cut,  had  his  hands  tied  together  by  a  towel.  During  that 
interval,  there  have  been  8  instances  of  seclusion,  applicable  to 
3  gentlemen  and  4  ladies,  one  of  the  latter  having  been  secluded  on 
two  occasions.  The  patients  registered  as  under  medical  treatment 
are  2  of  the  male  and  6  of  the  female  sex. 

We  have  to  report  most  favourably  of  the  quiet  and  orderly 
demeanour  of  the  patients  generally,  and  of  their  personal  condition 
as  to  dress,  and  in  other  respects.  Uo  patient  of  either  sex  made 
any  complaint  to  us  in  reference  to  treatment,  and  many  expressed 
themselves  very  grateful  for  the  consideration  and  kindness  of 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  hatching. 

The  general  arrangements  of  the  institution  continue  substanti¬ 
ally  as  before  reported.  About  80  patients,  30  male  and  50  female, 
are  assembled  in  the  large  room  for  evening  devotions,  and  about 
the  same  number  are  present  at  Divine  service  in  the  chapel  on 
Sundays.  .  Good  provision  is,  as  previously  reported,  made  for  out¬ 
door  exercise,  and  in-door  recreation  and  amusement. 

The  practice  of  female  patients  inviting  one  another  to  tea  par¬ 
ties  is  encouraged,  and  attended  by  very  satisfactory  results.  Upon 
an  average,  there  is  some  dance  or  other  amusement  once  a  week. 

There  are  also  occasional  musical  entertainments,  readings,  and 
exhibitions  of  the  magic-lantern. 

We  found  all  the  galleries  and  rooms  occupied  by  patients,  clean, 
and  in  the  best  order,  and  well  warmed  and  ventilated.  The  beds 
and  bedding  throughout  were  in  a  creditable  state.  Means  of 
personal  washing  are  provided  in  the  associated  dormitories,  and 
many  of  the  single  sleeping-rooms,  but  a  large  proportion  of  the 
patients  appear  rarely,  if  ever,  to  use  them,  which  we  think  it 
desirable,  they  should  be  encouraged  to  do,  instead  of  resorting  to 
small  lavatories,  as  at  present. 

We  are  glad  to  observe  that  attention  continues  to  be  given  to 
the  important  object  of  rendering  the  interior  of  the  hospital  cheer¬ 
ful  and  comfortable  in  aspect,  which  is  calculated  to  produce  a 
beneficial  efiect  npon  the  inmates.  Amongst  other  improvements 
we  have  to  report,  the  papering  with  varnished  paper,  of  a  very 
pleasing  pattern,  of  the  walls  of  what  is  known  as  the  Gentlemen’s 
Lodge,  and  painting  the  same  within  and  without,  and  painting  and 
papering  of  some  of  the  ladies’  galleries.  We  also  noticed  that 
carpet  has  been  substituted  for  matting  in  the  men’s  sleeping-gallery, 
and  that  linoleum  has  been  laid  down  in  the  second  and  third-class 
men’s  day-rooms. 
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State  Criminal  Lunatic  Asylum,  Broadmoor.

state  Criminal  We,  the  undersigned  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  visited  the 
Asylum.  Broadmoor  Asylum  on  the  8th  and  9th  of  December  in  the  present 
year,  and  now  report  the  result  of  our  inspection  and  inquiries. 

In  the  course  of  our  visits  we  examined  every  patient,  the  num¬ 
bers  being  414  in  the  male,  and  105  in  the  female  division,  total  519. 

Of  these,  279  males  and  77  females  have  been  acquitted  on  the 
ground  of  insanity,  or  found  insane  on  arraignment,  or  before  trial ; 
and  135  males  and  28  females  were  certified  to  be  insane,  whilst 
undergoing  sentences  of  penal  servitude. 

Of  the  whole  number  of  patients  at  present  resident,  1 1  men  and 
9  women  are  deemed  to  have  recovered  more  or  less  completely ; 
but,  with  the  exception  of  one  of  each  sex,  they  all  of  them  had 
either  attempted,  or  committed  murder.  None  of  these  patients 
are  of  the  convict  class,  the  whole  of  them  having  been  acquitted 
on  the  ground  of  insanity,  or  found  insane  on  arraignment,  or  before 
trial,  and  they  are  detained  during  Her  Majesty’s  pleasure. 

The  following  Table  shows  the  changes  which  have  occurred  in 
the  number  of  patients  since  the  visit  of  our  colleagues  on  8th  of 
November  1872:  —

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It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  Table,  that  of  the  61  admissions  Appendix  (I.) 
31  belonged  to  the  convict  class,  being  criminals,  who  became  insane 
while  undergoing  sentences  of  penal  servitude.  The  remaining  30  ^tatf  ^rimmaA 
were  acquitted  on  the  ground  of  insanity,  or  found  insane  on 
arraignment,  or  before  trial. 

Of  the  10  patients  who  were  discharged  recovered,  6  were  given 
up  to  their  friends ;  and  4,  all  of  the  male  sex,  were  returned  to 
prison,  in  order  to  complete  their  sentences.

*  J,  P.,  male,  aged  35,  killed  a  fellow  inmate  of  Westminster  Workhouse,  who  was 
placed  to  watch  him  through  the  night ;  tried  at  the  Central  Criminal  Court  on  the  20th 
August  1857,  and  acquitted  on  the  ground  of  insanity.  Discharged  to  the  care  of  his 
sister  conditionally,  on  19th  of  April.  J.  E.  H.,  aged  37,  killed  her  child  (an  infant) ;  tried 
at  the  Warwick  assizes,  1st  March  1869,  and  acquitted  on  the  ground  of  insanity.  Dis¬ 
charged  to  the  care  of  her  husband  conditionally,  on  8th  of  March, 


Of  the  patients  discharged  not  recovered,  24,  being  of  the  convict 
class,  were  on  the  completion  of  their  sentences  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  the  Criminal  Lunatics  Act,  1867,  removed  for  custody 
and  treatment  to  county  and  borough,  or  other  asylums. 

There  have  been  two  escapes,  both  by  men  of  the  convict  class. 
The  first,  William  Bisgrove,  having  been  permitted  to  go  for  a  walk 
in  the  fields  of  the  asylum  accompanied  by  only  one  attendant,  per¬ 
suaded  him  to  examine  a  rabbit  hole,  and  whilst  he  was  stoopino* 
for  the  purpose,  suddenly  struck  him  on  the  head  with  a  large  stoned 
and,  after  endeavouring  to  strangle  him,  left  him  on  the  ground 
nearly  insensible.  The  second,  a  man  called  John  Walker,  whilst 
working  on  the  farm  with  a  party  of  eight  others  in  charge  of  two 
attendants,  three  farm  labourers  being  also  in  the  field,  appears  to 
have  gradually  separated  himself  from  the  other  patients,  when  he

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Appendix  (I.)  suddenly  jumped  over  the  hedge,  and  fairly  outrunning  his  pur- 

suers,  reached  a  thick  fir  wood,  where  all  trace  of  him  was  soon 
State  Criminal  lost. 

Asylum,  The  first  escape  took  place  in  July,  and  the  second  in  August 

last,  and  neither  of  the  patients  have  been  retaken.  As  regards  the 
case  of  Walker,  it  would  appear  that  fair  arrangements  for  super¬ 
vision  had  been  made,  and  the  escape  must  be  attributed  to  the 
absence  of  proper  vigilance  on  the  part  of  the  attendants  in  charge. 
We  cannot  however  acquit  the  management  of  want  of  proper  pre¬ 
caution,  in  trusting  to  the  sole  care  of  one  attendant  such  a  man  as 
Bisgrove,  who  had  committed  murder  previous  to  admission,  and 
had  exhibited  very  dangerous  tendencies  in  the  asylum. 

Since  the  last  escape,  patients  of  the  convict  class,  with  a  few 
unimportant  exceptions,  have  not  been  permitted  to  join  working 
parties  outside  the  walls.  This  restriction  has  not  however  been 
applied  to  cricket  parties,  well  conducted  patients  having  continued 
to  go  to  the  cricket  field,  where  never  less  than  15  attendants  are 
present  at  the  same  time. 

The  mortality  has  as  usual  been  very  low,  1  death  only  having 
occurred  amongst  the  females,  and  11  amongst  the  males  during  the 
past  13  months,  a  ratio,  taken  together,  of  only  2*18  per  cent,  per 
annum  upon  the  average  number  resident  throughout  the  year. 

One  of  the  deaths  was  from  suicide,  that  of  a  male  patient  not 
suspected  to  be  dangerous  to  himself,  and  who  hung  himself  in  his 
bedroom  during  the  night,  from  the  ventilator  in  the  ceiling. 

Another  of  the  deaths  occurred  accidentally  from  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  chloroform  preparatory  to  a  surgical  operation.  In  the 
remaining  two  cases  the  deaths  were  due  to  causes  ordinary  in 
asylums.  A  coroner’s  inquest  was  held  in  every  instance. 

The  asylum  has  been  entirely  free  from  epidemic  disorders,  and 
the  bodily  health  of  the  patients  continues  to  be  satisfactory  on  the 
whole.  For  the  week  preceding  our  visit  the  numbers  recorded  as 
under  medical  treatment  were  36  males  and  29  females.  We  our¬ 
selves  found  19  men  and  11  women  in  bed.  There  are  at  present  in 
the  asylum  18  male  and  8  female  patients  affected  with  paralysis, 
and  23  male  and  1  female  subject  to  epilepsy. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  dietary,  which  is  very  liberal, 
and  as  to  which  there  were  no  complaints  whatever. 

We  have  been  furnished  with  returns  relative  to  the  attendance 
at  Divine  worship,  and  the  numbers  usefully  employed. 

There  are  religious  services  in  accordance  with  the  Church  of 
England,  a  Homan  Catholic,  and  a  Wesleyan  service,  and  the 
asylum  is  visited  by  a  Kabbi.  Three  Church  of  England  services 
are  given  on  Sunday  ;  the  total  average  numbers  attending  do  not, 
however,  appear  to  exceed  from  141  to  183  of  both  sexes  ;  but  314 
is  given  as  the  number  of  patients  in  the  asylum  at  the  date  of  our 
visit  who  have  at  some  time  attended  Divine  worship. 

The  register  relative  to  employment  gives  totals  of  219  men  and 
47  women;  but  of  these,  113  of  the  male  sex  are  only  engaged  in 
reading  and  writing ;  19  men  work  on  the  land,  and  there  are  8 
shoemakers,  5  tailors,  5  carpenters,  1  painter,  and  2  tinmen,  who 
are  regularly  employed;  23  of  the  women  work  in  the  laundry, 
the  wards,  and  the  kitchen,  and  24  are  engaged  at  their  needle. 
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The  supply  of  books,  newspapers,  and  periodicals  is  abundant, 
and  ail  the  better  wards  are  well  furnished  with  the  means  of  in¬ 
door  recreation.  During  the  winter,  parties  from  both  divisions 
were  collected  in  the  central  hall  on  three  occasions.  The  number 
of  men  who  have  at  any  time  attended  the  associated  amuse¬ 
ments  is  156  ;  the  average  number  attending  on  any  one  occasion 
being  131. 

Since  the  visit  in  1872  a  new  laundry  and  wash-house  on  the 
women’s  side  have  been  erected,  and  are  in  course  of  being  fitted 
up.  The  male  kitchen  has  been  enlarged  and  improved-  Additions 
have  been  made  to  the  gas  works.  Inspection  windows  have  been 
fixed  in  the  walls  of  25  single  rooms.  The  objectionable  circular 
windows  in  ISTo.  1  block  are  being  replaced  by  those  of  an  ordinary 
kind,  and  this  improvement,  wre  were  glad  to  learn,  will,  during  the 
current  financial  year,  be  carried  out  in  hsro.  6  block.  There  has 
been  much  painting  throughout  the  asylum ;  and,  amongst  various 
other  minor  structural  improvements,  are  to  be  noticed  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  more  efficient  grates,  no  dormitory  in  the  building  being 
now  without  a  fire-place.  Throughout,  the  asylum  was  clean,  well- 
ventilated,  and  in  the  best  order  ;  the  furniture  good  and  suitable, 
and  well  attended  to.  The  same  favourable  report  is  to  be  made 
regarding  the  clothing  and  personal  condition  of  the  patients.  In 
the  wards,  with  very  few  exceptions,  they  were  free  from  excite¬ 
ment;  but  15  men  and  2  women  were  secluded  in  single  rooms,  the 
majority  being  so  placed  on  account  of  their  violent  and  dangerous 
propensities. 

Mechanical  restraint  has  not  been  employed,  but  during  the  last 
13  months,  67  men  and  12  women  have  been  secluded  on  account  of 
violence,  dangerous  propensities,  or  for  safe  custody  ;  the  former 
altogether  upon  2,768  occasions,  and  the  latter  upon  63  occasions. 
Of  these  individuals,  45  men  and  9  women  were  of  the  convict 
class.  Besides  the  above,  54  men  and  22  women  have  been  secluded 
from  time  to  time,  owing  to  maniacal  excitement,  to  epilepsy,  or 
with  a  view  to  medical  treatment,  9  of  the  54  men  and  3  of  the  22 
women  occupying  their  single  rooms  voluntarily,  the  doors  being 
locked  for  safety,  or  to  prevent  the  access  of  others. 

It  is  important  to  point  out  that  the  proportion  of  patients 
secluded  on  account  of  violence,  dangerous  propensities,  and  safe 
custody,  has  been  33  per  cent,  on  the  convict  class,  whilst  among 
the  non-convicts,  or  patients  detained  during  Her  Majesty’s  pleasure, 
the  proportion  has  only  been  7  per  cent. 

There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of 
instances  of  seclusion  amongst  male  patients,  as  compared  with 
the  return  given  last  year,  for  a  similar  period,  and  for  like 
reasons.  This  increase  is  explained  by  Dr.  Orange  to  be  due  to 
the  necessity  which  arose  during  the  early  months  of  the  year 
for  taking  extra  precautions  for  the  safety  of  patients  and 
attendants,  owing  to  the  violence  and  misconduct  of  a  few  of  the 
most  troublesome  patients  of  the  convict  class;  but  chiefly,  in 
the  latter  months  of  the  year,  in  consequence  of  the  escape  of 
two  patients,  necessitating  stricter  measures  generally,  in  order  to 
ensure  safe  custody. 
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Amongst  those  found  by  us  in  seclusion,  the  following  cases 
require  special  notice  : — 

1.  T.  Gr.,  a  man  who,  in  September  last,  was  the  ringleader 
of  a  party  of  three,  who  made  a  combined  and  murderous  attack 
upon  the  principal  attendant  of  the  block,  by  suddenly  stabbing 
him  in  the  head  with  sharpened  nails  or  holdfasts,  used  in  the 
building,  which  they  had  contrived  to  secrete,  and  which,  it  is 
supposed,  they  had  found  in  the  earth  of  the  airing- courts.  The 
heads  of  these  nails  were  protected  by  rags,  so  as  to  form  a 
handle.  The  attendant  received  ten  wounds,  eight  being  on  the 
head  and  neck,  besides  several  scratches  and  grazes ;  and  at  the 
present  time  has  but  partially  recovered  from  the  attack. 

2.  C.  W.,  a  convict  removed  from  Millbank  Prison,  in  Sep¬ 
tember  last.  This  man  was  suspected  of  having  a  concealed 
weapon,  and  on  being  searched  in  his  bed-room,  on  the  day  pre¬ 
vious  to  our  visit,  made  a  sudden  attack  on  his  attendant,  with  a 
piece  of  iron  about  2J  inches  in  length,  being  part  of  a  holdfast 
for  fixing  gas  pipes,  which  was  fastened  to  a  piece  of  wood  for 
a  handle.  In  this  case  the  attendant  received  a  slight  wound  in 
the  temple,  and  another  in  the  loins,  but  was  not  seriously 
injured. 

3.  J.  B.,  a  patient  who  escaped,  it  is  supposed  by  means  of 
fabricated  keys,  on  the  12th  of  November  last,  and  was  retaken 
on  the  following  day.  This  man  was  admitted  from  Millbank,  on 
the  17th  of  April  1871,  where  he  was  undergoing  a  sentence 
of  15  years  penal  servitude  for  an  assault  committed  on  a 
warder  of  Chester  Castle,  where  he  was  undergoing  a  sentence 
of  18  months’  imprisonment  for  burglary.  In  our  interview  with 
this  man  we  did  not  discover  any  symptoms  of  insanity,  but  he  is 
considered  by  Dr.  Orange  to  be  still  of  unsound  mind. 

These  men,  and  several  others,  pass  the  whole  of  their  time  alone, 
in  darkened  rooms,  except  for  periods  of  from  one  to  three  hours 
daily,  when  they  are  separately  allowed  to  exercise  in  the  airing 
courts.  We  had  great  complaints  from  them  on  this  score.  The 
constant  seclusion  is  considered  by  them  solely  in  the  light  of 
punishment,  and  seemed  to  excite  in  them  the  most  rancorous 
feelings  of  hostility  towards  the  officers  and  attendants. 

We  have  ourselves,  and  our  Colleagues  have  also,  on  former 
occasions,  expressed  an  opinion  that  all  the  bad  qualities  of  such 
patients  as  those  now  under  consideration  are  exaggerated  by 
excessive  seclusion,  and  that  opinion  we  still  retain.  In  this  mode 
of  dealing  with  patients  of  the  convict  class,  the  proper  treat¬ 
ment  of  the  lunatic  appears  sacrificed  to  the  mere  safety  of  the 
criminal ;  and  we  are  strongly  of  opinion  that  some  attempt  at 
a  remedy  should  be  made  as  soon  as  possible.  Increase  in  the 
number  and  extent  of  secure  yet  cheerful  grounds  for  air  and 
exercise,  and  certain  structural  changes  would,  no  doubt,  be 
necessary.  In  the  meantime  it  appears  to  us  that  the  evils  of 
the  present  system  can  only  be  abated  by  an  adequate  addition  to 
the  staff  of  attendants  in  this  department,  so  as  to  secure  unremitting 
supervision  and  complete  control. 

In  connection  with  this  subject,  our  attention  has  been  directed 
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to  a  memorandum  recently  drawn  up  by  Dr.  Orange,  the  medical  Appendix  (I.) 
superintendent,  and  submitted  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Council  of  — 7-7 

supervision  to  the  Home  Secretary,  In  this  communication  the  Asylum*1111”1^ 
Council,  concurring  in  the  views  expressed  in  the  memorandum, 
draw  attention  “  to  the  urgent  need  of  a  further  separation,  which 
<£  in  the  present  defective  plan  and  construction  of  the  asylum  is 
tc  unattainable,  between  that  increasing  class  of  patients  received 
"  from  convict  prisons,  whose  insanity  has  been  mainly  the  result 
of  a  life  of  habitual  crime,  many  of  whom  are  of  a  very  dangerous 
character,  and  fully  capable  of  combination,  and  that  other  class 
of  patients,  ordinarily  well-conducted,  whose  crimes  have  been  the 
result  of  their  insanity.5’ 

44  These  two  classes  are  at  present  necessarily  associated  together, 
to  the  great  inconvenience  and  discomfort  of  the  better  conducted 
“  class,  and  involving  a  constant  and  anxious  supervision  which, 

“  even  with  the  existing  staff  of  attendants,  it  is  very  difficult  to 
“  render.” 

The  conclusion  arrived  at  by  Dr.  Orange  is,  that  the  buildings  at 
Broadmoor  do  not  afford  the  means  for  security  and  proper  treat¬ 
ment  ;  that  the  facilities  for  combination  are  too  great ;  that  the 
unrestricted  association  between  old  and  young,  leads  to  further 
moral  degradation  ;  and  he  doubts  if,  even  with  a  staff  extravagantly 
large  and  expensive,  a  satisfactory  result  would  be  obtained. 

The  remedy  proposed  for  this  state  of  things  is  the  construction 
of  distinct  buildings,  affording  the  means  of  complete  separation 
thought  necessary  in  prisons,  but  at  the  same  time  giving  facilities 
for  the  association  of  those  whose  mental  condition  may  render  such 
association  safe  or  desirable ;  whilst  attached  to  the  wards  should  be 
a  sufficient  quantity  of  securely  enclosed  ground  to  permit  of  em¬ 
ployment  in  out-door  work. 

How  far  this  plan  would  entirely  remedy  the  evils  complained  of, 
is  a  question  difficult  to  decide ;  but,  after  much  consideration  of 
the  subject,  we  are  clearly  of  opinion  that  the  separation  of  classes 
advocated  by  the  Broadmoor  authorities  should  take  place.  The 
forced  association  of  honest  and  well-conducted  persons,  who,  solely 
owing  to  mental  disease,  have  broken  the  law,  with  convicts  whose 
criminal  acts  had  probably  been  the  cause  of  their  mental  disorder, 
is  evidently  unjust,  and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the 
successful  management  and  treatment  of  both  classes  could  be  more 
safely  and  efficiently  conducted  in  separate  institutions,  with  different 
rules  and  modes  of  treatment,  and  wherein  the  structural  arrange¬ 
ments  can  be  specially  adapted  to  the  varying  requirements  of 
each. 

This  principle  has,  indeed,  been  long  recognised  by  our  Board. 

As  far  back  as  the  21st  of  May  1860,  when  reporting  to  the  Home 
Secretary  the  result  of  their  examination  of  the  Draft  Bill”  under 
the  provisions  of  which  the  Broadmoor  Asylum  was  ultimately 
established,  the  Commissioners  stated  their  “  opinion  that  the  recep- 
“  tion  of  the  class  of  convicts  contemplated  by  the  second  clause  of 
“  the  Bill  would  be  most  objectionable,  and  that  the  proper  place 
“  for  the  detention  and  care  of  persons  sentenced  to  penal  servitude 
"  who  may  be  shown  to  be  insane,  or  unfit,  from  imbecility  of  mind, 
for  penal  discipline,  would  be  an  institution  in  the  nature  of  an 
0.48.  “  infirmary 
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“  infirmary  in  connection  with  the  convict  prisons,  such  as  that 
“  recently  established  at  Woking.” 

The  disadvantages  incident  to  the  mixing  together  of  the  convict 
class  with  others  has  always  been  felt,  and  the  attempts  made  at 
Broadmoor  to  separate  them  as  far  as  possible,  although  necessarily 
very  limited  and  imperfect,  have  been  highly  approved  by  the 
various  members  of  this  Board  at  their  statutory  visits. 

In  the  Beport  made  to  the  Secretary  of  State  in  March  1868  the 
following  remarks  occur  : — 

“  A  very  judicious  arrangement  has  been  made  in  the  classifica¬ 
tion  of  the  male  patients  in  No.  2  block,  by  separating,  as  far  as 
{!  possible,  the  insane  convicts  from  those  patients  whose  crimes  was 
“  subsequent  and  incidental  to  their  insanity.  In  this  block,  which 
is  comfortably  furnished  and  provided  with  a  separate  reading- 
(C  room,  the  patients,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  lunatic  convicts 
6t  employed  as  ward  assistants,  consist  entirely  of  those  who  have 
“  been  found  insane  on  arraignment,  those  acquitted  on  the  ground 
e(  of  insanity,  and  those  who,  being  insane,  have  not  been  arraigned.” 

In  the  Beport  made  in  March  1869  the  Commissioners  say  : — 
(( It  very  often  occurs  that  the  classification  of  ordinary  insane  pa- 
ee  tients  is  carried  out  too  strictly ;  but  reasons  for  it  exist  in  dealing 
Cf  with  the  criminal  class  that  do  not  generally  apply,  and  every 
cf  one  must  approve  the  plan  carried  out,  as  far  as  is  found  practi- 
cable,  by  Dr.  Meyer,  of  separating  those  patients  who  had  become 
c(  insane  while  inmates  of  prisons,  from  those  who  had  only  become 
“  inmates  of  prisons  by  reason  of  acts  committed  under  the  influence 
te  of  insanity.” 

It  must  not,  however,  be  assumed  that  by  the  removal  of  the 
criminal  class,  all  elements  of  danger  will  be  taken  away.  There 
will  still  remain  a  large  number  of  patients  for  whose  safety,  and  for 
the  safety  of  those  about  them,  the  most  careful  precautions  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  requisite,  and  for  whom  such  accommodation  as  is  afforded 
by  blocks  1  and  6  will  be  occasionally  necessary,  although  it  is  to 
be  hoped  with  much  improvement,  as  regards  airing-courts. 

Assuming  that  the  principle  of  providing  distinct  accommodation 
for  criminal  lunatics  be  adopted,  the  question  wdiether  a  new 
asylum  should  be  erected  at  Broadmoor  or  established  in  connection 
with  a  prison,  as  suggested  by  our  Board  in  1860,  becomes  one  of 
great  importance.  In  our  opinion  a  complete  separation  from  the 
present  institution  would  be  the  preferable  course. 

We  have  already  stated  that  the  asylum  is  in  very  good  order, 
and  much  credit  is  due  to  Dr.  Orange  as  superintendent,  and  to  the 
assistant  medical  officers  for  the  zeal  and  devotion  shown  by  them 
in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  which  are  not  only  very  onerous 
and  responsible  but  cannot  be  performed  without  frequent  risk  of 
personal  injury.  Having  regard  to  the  extent  and  nature  of  these 
duties,  and  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  patients,  we  are  of 
opinion  that  the  time  has  arrived  for  the  appointment  of  a  third 
medical  officer.

Hospital  for  Lunatic  Soldiers  at  Netley. 

3  May  1873. 

We5  the  undersigned  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  this  day  made  Netley 
the  usual  annual  visit  to  the  hospital,  inspected  all  its  wards  and  Hospital, 
premises,  and  saw  the  whole  of  the  patients ;  and  we  now  report, 
for  the  information  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War,  the  results  of 
our  inspection,  examinations,  and  inquiries. 

In  the  absence  ot  Dr.  Blatlierwick,  staff  surgeon-major  and  medi¬ 
cal  superintendent,  who  will,  in  the  course  of  about  three  months, 
take  up  his  residence  in  the  house  erected  for  him,  we  were  accom¬ 
panied  by  serjeant-major  Gould,  from  whom,  as  on  previous  visits, 
we  received  all  material  information  and  assistance. 

The  patients,  who,  at  the  time  of  the  visit  of  our  Colleagues  on  the 
22nd  November  last,  were  18  in  number,  are  to-day  49^  all  being 
private  soldiers. 

The  admissions  since  the  last  visit  have  been  82,  making  the 
number  of  patients  under  treatment  during  that  period  100. 

The  patients  discharged  have  been  50  in  number ;  viz.,  10  to  the 
care  of  friends,  1  to  duty,  36  to  Grove  Hall,  Bow,  and  3  to  their 
several  unions  ;  and  one  soldier,  who  was  harmless,  made  his  escape, 
by  assuming  the  character  and  position  of  a  working  convalescent, 
and  consequently  being  passed  by  an  attendant  through  the  main  door 
of  the  hospital. 

There  has  not  occurred  any  death.  Ten  patients,  having  proved 
to  be  dangerous  to  themselves  or  others,  are  about,  in  the  course  of 
next  wreek,  to  be  sent  to  Grove  Hall.  The  “  Crocodile  ”  iron  troop¬ 
ship,  now  at  Spithead,  is  believed  to  have  brought  many  lunatics 
from  India,  Malta,  and  Gibraltar. 

Of  the  patients  at  present  under  treatment,  6  are  reported  as 
having,  on  admission,  exhibited  homicidal,  and  9  suicidal  propen¬ 
sities. 

Seclusion  has  not,  since  the  last  visit,  been  resorted  to  in  any 
case. 

The  ward  attendants  are  at  present  9  in  number,  of  whom  2  are 
sick  in  the  hospital.  It  is  proposed  to  increase  the  staff  to  15. 

There  has  not,  since  the  last  visit,  been  any  serious  casualty  or 
accident. 

The  general  arrangements  continue  substantially  the  same  as 
previously  reported. 

At  the  time  of  our  visit,  the  patients  were  all  quiet  and  orderly, 
and  no  one  made  any  complaints. 

We  regret  that  no  steps,  beyond  calling  for  patterns,  which  have 
been  submitted,  have  as  yet  been  taken  to  provide  for  the  patients 
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(J.)  proper  apparel,  of  a  military  character,  and  that  they  have  not 
special  suits  for  Sundays. 

We  found  the  several  day-rooms,  associated  dormitories,  and 
single  rooms  clean  and  in  proper  order.  The  beds  and  bedding 
also  were  duly  attended  to,  but  to  these  we  shall  hereafter  more 
particularly  advert. 

We  gave  special  attention  to  the  observations  and  recommenda¬ 
tions  contained  in  the  last  report,  and,  in  reference  thereto,  have  to 
state,  inter  alia ,  as  follows  : 

The  capping  of  the  iron  railing  dividing  the  airing- courts  has 
proved  quite  effectual  for  its  purpose. 

An  estimate  has  been  furnished,  on  the  requisition  of  the  engi¬ 
neer’s  officer,  of  the  cost  of  painting  the  woodworks,  and  painting 
and  colouring,  or  papering  the  walls  of  the  corridors  and  day  and 
sleeping-rooms,  and  there  the  matter  rests,  as  also  does  the  sugges¬ 
tion  of  linoleum  on  the  floors. 

It  is  of  urgent  importance  that  the  remaining  gas  burners  in  the 
dormitories  should  be  removed  therefrom,  and  others  substituted, 
lighting  the  rooms  from  the  exterior,  and  inaccessible  to  patients. 

The  coils  of  hot  water  pipes  in  both  the  lower  and  upper  corri¬ 
dors  have  been  properly  fenced  off  by  wire  netting. 

No  effect,  we  regret  to  say,  has  as  yet  been  given  to  the  sugges¬ 
tion  of  the  construction  of  additional  water-closets.  There  is  on 
the  upper  floor  one  only  for  the  use  of  the  whole  of  the  soldiers. 

The  want  of  a  general  bath-room  is  still  great  a  defect,  and  se¬ 
verely  felt.  The  existing  distribution  of  the  6  baths,  which  the 
proposed  room  should  contain,  is  attended  with  great  inconvenience, 
and  renders  it,  as  we  are  told,  impracticable  effectually  to  carry  out 
the  instructions  circulated  by  our  Board.  We  were  given  to  under¬ 
stand  that  it  is  in  contemplation  to  construct  the  general  bath-room 
desired,  in  a  yard  at  the  north-east  end  of  the  hospital,  which  would 
appear  to  be  an  eligible  position.  An  estimate  of  the  necessary 
cost  has  been  called  for,  and  we  trust  that  this  most  essential  addi¬ 
tion  will  be  made  without  further  delay. 

The  asphalte  on  the  terraces  noticed  as  dilapidated,  continues  in 
the  same  state  as  before. 

In  reference  to  the  provision  made  for  the  extinction  of  fire,  we 
hear  with  surprise  that,  although  tanks,  pipes,  and  hydrants  have 
been  fully  provided,  there  is  no  engine. 

Ths  kitchen  lift  has  been  put  into  proper  working  order. 

In  preference  to  the  verandahs,  which  were  formerly  proposed, 
and  with  a  view  to  improve  the  ventilation  of  the  corridors,  apian  of 
sun-shades  for  the  front  windows  has  been  submitted. 

We  have  now  to  advert  to  some  additional  matters  of  paramount 
importance,  and  calling  for  special  observation. 

The  ventilation  of  the  corridors  is  most  defective,  and,  as  respects 
the  lower  one,  has  been  rendered  worse  by  the  partitions  separating 
the  officers  from  the  soldiers  quarters.  In  order  to  remedy  this 
grave  defect,  we  suggest  the  expediency  of  making  the  end  windows 
to  open,  and  fixing  swivel  fanlights  in  the  upper  parts  of  the  side 
windows.  The  present  arrangement  for  ventilating  the  single  rooms 
m  the  lower  corridors  by  swivel  sashes  over  the  doors,  is  most  objec¬ 
tionable 
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tionable  and  dangerous.  Cases  as  we  were  informed,  have  occurred  Appendix  (J.) 
of  patients  climbing  up,  getting  tbeir  heads  through  the  openings,  ^etley~ 
and  breaking  the  glass,  and  reaching  the  gaslights  with  their  hands.  Hospital. 

The  best  security  against  such  risks,  would  be  the  substitution  of 
pierced  zinc  for  the  existing  swivel  sashes.  The  same  observa» 
tions  apply  in  a  special  degree  to  the  seclusion  and  padded  rooms, 
which  are  insecure,  and  not  lighted  at  night. 

We  stated  in  the  early  part  of  our  report  that  we  should  again 
refer  to  the  subject  of  the  beds.  We  cannot  too  strongly  express 
our  opinion  that  the  present  bedsteads  and  beds  for  the  patients  in 
the  lunatic  hospital  are  most  comfortless  and  objectionable.  It  is 
only  necessary,  in  order  to  justify  our  observations,  to  state  that  the 
bedsteads  are  old,  folding,  iron  barrack  bedsteads,  6  ft.  5  in.  in 
length,  by  2  ft.  in  width,  and  that  the  beds,  which  are  thin,  are 
placed  on  the  hard  iron  frames  and  bars,  without  palliasses  inter¬ 
posed.  We  noticed  also  that  the  feather  pillows,  in  some  instances, 
were  very  insufficiently  filled.  Even  in  the  sick-room,  two  or  three 
only  of  the  bedsteads  were  of  greater  width,  and  on  these  the  mat¬ 
tresses  were  the  same  as  on  others.  In  reference  thereto,  we  ascer¬ 
tained  that,  for  the  same  patients  in  the  general  hospital  at  Netley, 
the  bedsteads  and  beds  are  of  a  better  and  comfortable  descrip¬ 
tion. 

It  only  remains  to  report  that  the  construction  of  a  day-room  of 
adequate  size  for  the  least  favourable  class  in  the  north-west  airing- 
court  still  remains  a  matter  in  abeyance.  It  is  most  important  that 
this  essential  improvement  should  be  carried  out  at  once.  The 
present  two  day-rooms  are  very  confined,  being  not  more  than  38 
feet  long  by  15  feet  in  width,  whilst  the  beds  are  85  in  number. 

We  have,  thus  far,  limited  our  observations  to  the  soldiers’  division 
of  the  hospital.  As  respects  the  officers  quarters,  at  present  unoc¬ 
cupied,  and  containing  only  sleeping  accommodation  for  three 
patients,  we  think  it  necessary  merely  to  state  that  it  is  proposed, 
and,  we  think  judiciously,  to  open  a  cloor  and  construct  a  porch  next 
to  their  day-rocm,  by  means  of  which  they  will  have  direct  access 
to  the  grounds  without  the  necessity,  as  now,  of  passing  through  the 
soldiers  part.  It  would,  at  the  same  time,  be  desirable  to  connect 
the  officers  day-room,  by  a  staircase,  with  the  sleeping-rooms 
above.

Royal  Naval  Lunatic  Hospital,  Yarmouth. 

25  March  1873. 

We  have  inspected  the  hospital  in  all  its  departments,  and  seen 
every  patient  now  resident,  viz.,  38  officers,  and  158  seamen  and 
marines  ;  total  196.  Of  these,  2  officers  and  14  men  have  been 
admitted  since  the  visit  of  our  Colleagues  on  the  2nd  of  September 
last  year,  and  within  the  same  interval,  2  officers  and  5  men  have 
been  discharged,  and  2  officers  and  12  men  have  died;  as  many  as 
11  of  the  deaths  were  caused  by  general  paralysis.  Of  the  others, 
1  man  died  from  abscess  of  the  liver,  1  from  peritonitis,  and  the 
third  committed  suicide  by  hanging  himself  on  one  of  the  iron 
guards  of  a  staircase.  At  the  inquest  held  by  the  coroner,  the  jury 
attributed  no  blame  to  the  attendant  in  charge  of  the  deceased,  and 
recommended  him  to  favourable  consideration ;  but,  from  the  account 
we  have  received  of  his  conduct,  we  are  of  opinion  that  he  showed 
very  culpable  carelessness  and  neglect  of  duty,  and  we  were  glad  to 
learn  that  he  had  been  forthwith  dismissed  by  order  of  the  Admi¬ 
ralty. 

The  large  proportion  of  general  paralytics  among  this  class  of  the 
insane  is  very  remarkable,  for,  of  the  present  inmates,  as  many  as 
44  are  thus  affected,  a  considerable  number  of  whom  were  in  bed 
to-day,  and  in  a  very  advanced  stage  of  the  disease.  Apart  from 
these  cases,  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  hospital  is  very  satisfactory. 
The  arrangements  for  the  sick  continue  to  be  very  complete,  and 
they  are  carefully  watched  during  the  night.  Two  female  nurses 
have  now  been  appointed,  and  have  proved  very  efficient.  The 
general  staff  of  attendants  remains  as  before  reported. 

The  patients,  during  our  visit,  were,  without  exception,  most 
quiet  and  orderly,  and  their  personal  condition  excellent.  We  were 
present  in  one  of  the  men’s  wards  when  the  dinner  was  served.  The 
food  consisted  of  soup  and  roast  joints  of  mutton,  which  we  tasted, 
and  found  of  the  best  quality. 

The  condition  of  the  hospital,  as  regards  cleanliness  and  ven¬ 
tilation,  was  excellent,  and  the  bedding  thoroughly  well  attended 
to. 

A  variety  of  structural  improvements,  and  additions  in  the  way  of 
decoration,  have  been  carried  out,  or  are  in  progress.  Amongst 
these,  we  may  mention: — 1.  The  construction  of  water-closets  in 
projections  connected  with  the  houses  marked  respectively  A.,  Gf., 
and  H.  2.  The  formation  of  a  Turkish  bath ;  and,  in  connection 
therewith,  the  provision  of  a  new  boiler,  which,  besides  warming  the 
Turkish  bath,  will  afford  an  additional  supply  of  hot  water  to  the 
general  bath-room,  where,  hitherto,  the  quantity  obtainable  has  been 
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insufficient.  3.  A  new  bath  in  the  warrant  officers*  ancl  also  in  the  Appendix  (K.) 
commissioned  officers  sick-rooms.  4.  A  sum  of  money  has  been  Yarm^th" 
granted  for  the  alteration  and  decoration  of  the  chapel,  and  a  con-  Hospital, 
necting  gallery  is  about  to  be  made  between  the  C.  and  D.  houses. 

5.  The  walls  of  two  of  the  recreation  wards  will  shortly  be  wood- 
lined  up  to  about  five  feet  from  the  ground,  and  shutters  will  be 
fixed  to  the  windows  of  a  recreation-room,  so  as  to  allow  it  to  be 
used  as  a  sick  ward  in  case  of  necessity. 

A  great  deal  has  already  been  done  in  the  way  of  painting, 
graining,  and  colouring,  and  considerable  additions  have  been  made 
to  the  stock  of  pictures,  & c.,  the  result  being  that  all  the  rooms 
have  now  a  very  cheerful  and  comfortable  appearance.  That  these 
improvements  are  not  mere  matters  of  taste,  but  have  a  marked 
effect  upon  the  patients,  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  nothing  is 
ever  injured  by  them,  and  also  by  their  contented  and  orderly 
demeanour. 

The  routine  of  the  establishment  continues  as  heretofore.  The 
chaplain  has  prayers  daily,  and  a  full  service  on  Sunday,  attended 
by  about  70  patients.  He  also  visits  the  patients  in  the  sick  wards, 
where  likewise  the  attendance  of  a  priest  is  obtained  for  Roman 
Catholics. 

About  85  of  the  men  are  usefully  employed  in  the  shops  and 
laundry,  and  in  ward  cleaning  and  domestic  work.  Due  attention 
is  given  to  matters  of  recreation,  and  the  stock  of  books,  games,  &c., 
is  ample.  A  considerable  number  of  the  officers  and  men  go  beyond 
the  hospital  precincts  for  walks,  and  there  are  boating  excursions  in 
the  summer  time.  The  only  defect  we  observed  was  the  small  size 
of  the  airing-courts ;  and  this  might  easily  be  remedied,  by  laying 
out,  levelling,  and  planting  the  10  acres  of  ground  to  the  east  of  the 
building,  which  is  now  useless ;  and  we  again  very  strongly  recom¬ 
mend  that  steps  for  this  purpose  be  taken  at  once. 

During  our  visit  we  received  all  needful  information,  and  every 
attention,  from  Dr.  McLeod  and  Dr.  Whicher,  by  whose  skill  and 
assiduity  the  hospital  and  its  inmates  are  maintained  in  the  very 
excellent  condition  we  have  described  above.

Royal  India  Asylum,  Ealing. 

10  November  1873. 

We  visited  this  asylum  to-clay,  where  there  are  now  116  patients, 
viz.,  100  men  and  16  women.  Of  the  men,  there  are  23  of  the  first 
class  (or  officers),  and  77  of  the  second  class.  Of  the  women,  there 
are  2  of  the  first  class,  and  14  of  the  second. 

The  last  visit  paid  by  two  members  of  this  Board  was  on  the  18th 
April  1872,  Since  that  time,  6  officers  and  1  lady,  of  the  first  class, 
have  been  admitted.  Two  officers,  and  6  men  of  the  second  class, 
have  died;  and  2  officers,  both  returned  as  having  recovered,  have 
been  discharged. 

There  is  no  record  of  either  seclusion  or  restraint  having  been 
resorted  to  in  any  instance. 

We  saw  the  whole  of  the  patients,  with  the  exception  of  one 
officer,  who  is  now  out  on  trial,  and  we  found  them  all  in  fair  bodily 
health,  there  being  only  one,  a  female  second  class  patient,  in  bed. 
Except  that  there  were  two  or  three  of  the  male  patients  who  were 
talkative  and  rather  excited  in  manner,  they  were  all  remarkably 
quiet  and  orderly  in  their  demeanour,  and  their  appearance,  as 
regards  dress  and  personal  cleanliness,  was  satisfactory. . 

Their  sitting-rooms  are  well  and  comfortably  furnished.  The 
men  have  an  excellent  billiard-table,  bagatelle-boards,  and  a  good 
supply  of  books  and  newspapers,  for  their  in-door  recreation. 

The  officers  walk  out  daily,  when  the  weather  is  fine,  and  3  of 
them  drive  out,  at  this  time  of  the  year,  once,  and  in  the  summer 
twice,  a  week.  A  large  number  of  the  men  of  the  second  class  are 
regularly  engaged  in  various  useful  occupations. 

In  the  wards,  and  other  household  departments,  there  are  33  so 
employed,  21  work  on  the  grounds  or  farm,  7  as  tailors,  5  as  shoe¬ 
makers,  and  1  as  a  carpenter. 

All  the  female  patients  are  employed  either  at  needlework  or  in 
the  laundry.  They  do  not,  consequently,  have  much  out-door 
exercise,  and  the  airing-court  provided  for  them  seems  to  be  rather 
small.  We  went  through  all  the  dormitories.  The  beds  and 
bedding,  as  well  as  the  furniture  in  them  generally,  are  excellent ; 
and  the  condition  in  which  they  are  kept  is  highly  creditable  to  the 
attendants. 

None  of  the  patients  attend  Divine  service  at  the  parish  church, 
but  they  all  go  to  the  afternoon  service  which  is  given  on  Sundays 
in  the  men’s  dining-hall  in  the  asylum. 

Eor  their  general  recreation  and  amusement,  either  a  dance  or 
concert  is  given  once  a  week.  In  addition  to  this,  the  band  formed 
from  amongst  the  attendants  performs  twice  every  week,  and  there 
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are  also  occasional  readings.  The  dietary  is  on  a  liberal  scale,  and  Appendix  (L.) 
the  dinner,  which  we  tasted,  of  soup  and  meat,  with  bread,  potatoes,  ' 
and  beer,  was  good.  Royal  India 

The  alterations  in  the  house  itself,  since  the  last  visit  of  our  Col-  A&ylura* 
leagues,  are,  the  construction  of  three  new  water-closets,  and  the 
addition  of  a  small  sitting-room  on  the  ground  floor  for  the  officers 
quarters.  This  room  was  formerly  the  bed-room  of  the  assistant 
medical  officer,  who  is  now  provided  with  one  on  the  first-floor.  It 
looks  into  the  glazed  passage  that  runs  outside  this  portion  of  the 
building,  and  has  therefore  no  look-out,  but  is  a  comfortable  room, 
for  a  small  number,  in  the  evening. 

Dr*  Seccombe,  who  was  the  assistant  medical  officer,  has  left,  and 
was  succeeded,  in  March  last,  by  Dr.  Irwin, 

The  satisfactory  condition  in  which  we  found  the  patients,  and 
the  order  that  prevailed  generally  in  the  asylum,  bear,  in  our 
opinion,  sufficient  evidence  of  the  continued  good  management  of 
this  institution.

Appendix  (N.) 


1.  Metropolitan  District  Asylum  at  Leavesden. 

2  and  3  October  1873. 

We  yesterday  commenced,  and  this  day  concluded,  our  inspection 
of  the  Metropolitan  District  Asylum  at  Leavesden. 

Since  the  asylum  was  visited  by  members  of  our  board  in  No¬ 
vember  last  the  average  number  of  inmates  upon  the  books  has  been 
1,731,  and  that  is  the  present  number.  The  patients  consist  of  726 
males  and  1,005  females.  The  children  here  at  last  visit  have,  with 
the  exception  of  a  very  few  idiots,  been  transferred  to  Hampstead 
Asylum. 

According  to  the  records  kept  by  Dr.  Shaw,  156  males  and  201 
females  (altogether  357  persons,)  have  been  admitted;  110  of  the 
male  and  99  of  the  female  patients  have  died,  and  58  males  and  60 
females  (altogether  118)  have  been  discharged. 

Of  those  discharged,  59  were  passed  to  the  asylum  at  Hampstead  ; 
10  were  removed  to  their  county  asylums  ;  9  to  friends’  care  ;  10 
left  as  having  recovered ;  16  were  discharged  because  Dr.  Shaw 
could  detect  no  insanity  in  them  ;  and  14  were  allowed  to  go  away 
at  request  of  guardians.  Of  these  14  we  learned  that  a  few  left 
contrary  to  the  advice  of  the  medical  superintendent,  who  had  cer¬ 
tified  that  they  could  not  leave  without  danger  to  themselves  and 
others. 

The  deaths  above  referred  to  are  ascribed  by  Dr.  Shaw  to  causes 
which  demand  no  special  attention. 

There  appears  to  have  been  no  suicide,  nor  has  an  inquest  been 
held  on  any  patient.  The  post-mortem  examinations  have  been  31. 
The  casualties  reported  to  us,  which  we  should  mention,  are,  the 
fracture  of  two  ribs  of  a  man  in  a  sudden  struggle  with  a  fellow 
patient,  and  the  accidental  fracture  of  her  own  leg  by  a  female 
pauper.  There  have  been  a  few  cases  of  enteric  fever,  which  the 
medical  superintendent  could  not  trace  to  anything  but  employment 
of  the  persons  attacked  in  a  part  of  the  laundry  where  the  foul 
linen  is  received.  The  general  health  is  fair  to-day,  taking  into 
consideration  the  class  admitted.  Thirty-eight  males  and  77  females 
are  registered  as  taking  medicine ;  and  134  on  the  male,  and  129  on 
the  female,  side  are  on  extra  diet.  Those  to-day  in  bed  are  40. 

We  saw  as  many  individuals  as  are  entered  on  the  asylum  list  of 
patients,  and  spoke  to  many  of  them. 

With  reference  to  the  personal  cleanliness  of  both  sexes  we  can 
report  very  favourably.  Their  clothing  is  generally  satisfactory 
in  regard  to  condition,  materials,  and  make.  The  worsted  stockings 
recommended  by  our  colleagues  have  been  supplied  to  a  large 
number.  W e  hope  that  they  will  be  served  out  to  all  when  the  cold 
weather  sets  in. 

We 
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We  witnessed  no  outbreak  of  excitement ;  the  patients’  behaviour  Appendix  (N.) 
was  proper  ;  and,  after  careful  inquiry,  there  appeared  to  us  no  ^  eaveS(jen 
necessity  for  ordering  the  transfer  of  any  to.  the  county  asylums.  district 

We  learn  that  there  has  been  no  mechanical  restraint,  but  a  few  Asylum, 
infirm  patients  have  been  loosely  tied  in  chairs  to  prevent  them  fiom 
falling’  forward;  some  were  so  fastened  when  we  traversed  the 
wards  ;  three  or  four  patients  are  also  to-day  wearing  locked  gloves 
of  soft  canvas,  only  to  prevent  them,  as  we  were  told,  from  picking 
their  faces.  Seclusion  has  been  used  in  the  treatment  of  19  men 
and  31  women,  for  longer  or  shorter  periods,  varying  from  a  day  to 
an  hour,  or  thereabouts.  None  were,  however,  in  seclusion  at  tne 
time  of  our  visit. 

The  only  complaint  made  to  us  of  ill-treatment  by  an  attendant 
we  inquired  into.  The  subject  had  been  previously  investigated  by 
Dr.  Shaw.  After  interrogating  two  patients,  we  agreed  that  it  was 
unnecessary  to  do  more  than  admonish  the  attendant.  He  admitted 
his  misconduct,  which  was  limited  to  roughly  pushing,  or  slapping  a 
disobedient  male  patient,  and  he  promised  to  exercise,  in  futuie, 
more  self-command. 

We  were  present  at  dinner-time  in  some  of  the  wards,  both 
yesterday  and  to-day;  the  fare  was  yesterday. American  pork  with 
cabbage,  and  to  day  Australian  mutton  with  rice;  this  food  was  well 
cooked,  and  the  portions  seemed  to  be  large  enough.  We  tasted 
the  meat  and  vegetables,  also  the  malt  liquor  and  bread  served  at 
dinner.  The  meat,  when  cooked,  is  weighed  in  bulk  in.  the  kitchen, 
and  in  the  presence  of  the  head  attendant  a  portion  is  afterwards 
weighed  in  each  ward  before  distribution,  as  a  guide  to  the  carver. 

The  allowance  for  each  portion  is  6  ounces  for  the  men,  5.  ounces 
for  the  women.  The  malt  liquor  consists  of  porter  and  beer  in  equal 
quantities  ;  it  is  obtained  from  the  well-known  Lion  Lreweiy  in 
London.  The  meals,  besides  dinner,  are  breakfast,  that  is,  cocoa 
or  tea  and  dry  bread ;  and  in  the  evening,  tea,  consisting  of  tea 
with  bread  and  butter. 

The  day  attendants  appeared  to  us  to  be  attentive  to  their  charge, 
but  they  are  certainly  too  few,  looking  to  the  fact  that  holidays  and 
illness  must  frequently  reduce  the  number  of  those  available  for 
duty  ;  they  consist  of  4  head  attendants  (2  for  each  side) ;  5  males 
and  8  females,  first  class  ;  17  males  and  29  females,  second  class; 

3  laundry  maids,  and  2  mess  servants.  We  believe  that  there  has 
been  no  addition,  since  the  last  visit,  to  the  night,  watch ;  but  the 
wards  are  now  visited  four  times  instead  of  three,  nightly.  TSo  pro¬ 
vision  has  hitherto  been  made  for  constant  attention  by  night,  to  the 
epileptics;  they  number  143  on  the  male  and  184  on  the  female, 
side.  We  would  again  urge  that  they  should,  when  in  bed,  have 
constant  supervision. 

The  wet  and  dirty  beds  last  night  were,  according  to  the  returns 
made  from  the  wards,  52  occupied  by  men,  74  by  women. 

Adverting  to  the  exercise,  recreation,  and  useful  employment  of 
the  patients,  and  not  forgetting  that  a  large  majority  of  those  sent 
here  are  altogether  unable  to  move  about,  or  to  amuse  or  occupy 
themselves,  we  yet  cannot  do  otherwise  than  remark  that,  in  our 
opinion,  more  might  and  should  be  done  to  rouse  many  from  listless- 
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Appendix  (N.)  ness,  by  the  introduction  of  a  greater  variety  of  games,  and  by  the 
circulation  of  more  illustrated  papers.  We  were  glad  to  hear  that 
a  theatrical  performance  is  in  course  of  preparation,  and  that  there 
is  a  band  of  music  which  plays  at  least  once  a  week  ;  but  a  single 
piano  is  not  sufficient  provision  for  music  in  the  wards,  and  a  few 
musical  boxes  would  be  an  improvement. 

We  trust  that  at  no  distant  date  steps  will  be  taken  to  provide 
here,  as  at  Caterham,  a  proper  recreation-hall.  The  out-door 
exercise  of  the  male  patients  seems  to  be  almost  entirely  confined  to 
the  grounds  of  the  asylum,  and  the  walks  there  laid  out  are  by  no 
means  such  as  they  should  be.  We  recommend  that  those  walks 
should  be  widened,  extended,  and  kept  in  better  order ;  that  side 
benches  should  be  liberally  supplied  for  the  more  infirm  patients, 
and  that  trees  should  be  planted  at  intervals,  to  give  shade  to  all 
who  walk  there.  The  grounds  immediately  accessible  from  the 
wards  are  well  laid  out,  and  kept  in  excellent  order  ;  but  they  still 
want  sunshades.  The  orchard  is  doubtless  valuable  to  some  for 
cricket  and  football,  but  a  skittle  shed  might  tempt  others  to  take 
out-door  exercise.  Some  fixed  benches  in  the  orchard  would  als^ 
be  convenient  for  lookers-on  at  the  cricket  and  football. 

Useful  employment  is  now  found  at  this  asylum  for  268  men  and 
305  women.  Of  the  former,  60  work  on  the  farm,  30  in  the  gardens, 
16  in  the  laundry,  13  with  the  engineers,  12  in  the  kitchen,  43  as 
tailors,  cobblers,  upholsterers,  bakers,  carpenters,  and  painters,  68 
as  ward  cleaners,  the  rest  about  the  building,  in  the  stores,  officers’ 
houses,  and  porter’s  lodge.  Of  the  305  females,  162  are  engaged  in 
needlework,  50  help  in  the  laundry,  and  93  are  employed  in  making 
beds  and  scrubbing  the  wards. 

The  average  attendance  of  men  on  Sundays  at  Divine  service 
appears  to  be  240,  of  women  270;  there  is  still  a  separate  service 
by  the  chaplain  for  epileptics,  and  a  daily  service  in  the  chapel. 
The  choir  is,  we  hear,  good ;  but  no  steps  have  been  taken  to  raise 
the  very  low  temperature  of  the  chapel  in  winter. 

In  regard  to  the  visitation  of  the  patients  by  their  friends,  we  regret 
extremely  that  nothing  has  been  done  to  satisfy  just  complaint.  Upon 
inquiry,  we  learn  that  the  average  number  of  patients  visited  weekly 
is  46  only;  on  holidays,  such  as  Easter  Monday  or  Whit  Monday, 
110,  or  thereabouts.  We  earnestly  hope  that  the  Committee  will  so 
far  facilitate  visits  to  patients  by  their  friends,  as  to  provide  for  the 
latter  an  omnibus,  free  of  cost,  to  and  from  Watford  Railway  Station, 
once  a  day,  advertising  the  conveyance  occasionally  in  the  London 
newspapers.  The  persistent  complaint  of  the  patients  that  they  are 
placed  practically  out  of  the  reach  of  their  relatives,  deserves  atten¬ 
tion.  A  waggonette  recently  started  by  the  Committee  to  take  the 
asylum  attendants  to  and  from  Watford  thrice  a  week  has,  we  are 
assured,  allayed  much  previous  dissatisfaction  on  their  part. 

As  to  the  asylum  itself,  we  cannot  too  highly  praise  the  general 
cleanliness  and  good  ventilation  of  the  wards,  corridors,  and  offices, 
and  the  excellent  order  in  which  we  found  every  part  of  the  build¬ 
ing.  Nowhere  but  in  the  earth  closets  on  the  ground  floor  and  in 
the  vegetable  room  did  we  notice  any  offensive  smell.  These  closets 
will,  we  understand,  be  speedily  abolished.  The  vegetable  room 
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should  be  moved  elsewhere.  The  associated  dormitories,  single 
rooms,  and  day-rooms  are  alike  scrupulously  clean,  and  the  beds  APPendlx  (N-) 
and  bedding  are  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition.  A  large  number 
of  low  iron  bedsteads  will  almost  immediately  be  issued  for  the  epi- 
leptics.  Some  are  already  in  use  ;  they  are  of  a  good  pattern.  In  Asylum, 
the  infirmary  there  is  a  good  supply  of  water  pillows,  and  the  sick 
seem  to  be  generally  well  cared  for.  Though  the  number  in  bed  is 
of  necessity  large,  none  have  bed  sores. 

The  addition  to  the  female  infirmary  in  block  No.  3  will  be  ready 
for  occupation  within  a  week  or  so  ;  it  will  accommodate  5 1  patients. 

It  provides  a  new  day-room,  a  nurse’s  bed-rooom,  a  store-room,  a 
single  room,  and  a  lavatory,  and  watercloset  on  each  floor.  The 
sills  of  the  windows  in  the  day-rooms  on  the  upper  floors  are, 
however,  so  high  as  to  shut  out  all  view  of  the  gardens  from  the 
convalescents  occupying  chairs  in  those  rooms ;  the  look-out  is 
further  injured  by  the  introduction  of  coloured  and  frosted  glass  in 
some  of  the  panes.  These  defects  should  be  remedied.  The  gene¬ 
ral  bath-rooms  are  in  good  order,  but  no  curtain  screens  have  been 
put  up  between  the  baths,  which  should  be  done.  The  two  dressing- 
rooms  attached  to  each  bath-room  ought  to  be  thrown  into  one,  and 
then  further  enlarged  by  the  abolition  of  the  adjoining  waterclosets. 

Into  several  of  the  baths  we  found  the  water  running  by  means  of 
leakage,  which  demands  attention.  The  up -stair  closets  are  gene¬ 
rally  in  good  order.  We  called  the  engineer’s  attention  to  such  of 
the  pans  as  are  not  properly  supplied  with  water.  The  shower-baths 
have  been  ventilated  and  glazed.  The  female  infirmary  is  now  fur¬ 
nished  with  an  apparatus  for  warming  by  hot  water,  but  no  such  con¬ 
trivance  has  yet  been  made  for  heating  the  other  dormitories.  The 
dormitories  were  certainly  too  cold,  in  a  sanitary  point  of  view,  last 
winter.  Vallances  have  been  put  up  in  most,  if  not  all,  the  day- 
rooms  on  both  sides,  but  are  still  wanting  in  the  dormitories.  There 
are  blinds  on  the  south  side.  The  laundry  has  been  improved  by  the 
introduction  of  better  machinery.  The  new  work-room  has  also  been 
furnished,  and  it  is  occupied.  Several  of  the  shops  and  some  of  the 
stores  have  been  enlarged. 

The  condition  of  the  asylum  throughout,  and  of  the  patients,  is, 
we  think,  creditable  to  the  management  and  staff,  but  the  welfare  of 
the  insane  inmates  calls  for  the  appointment  of  another  assistant 
medical  officer. 

The  present  weekly  charge  for  each  patient  is  7  s . 

The  Committee  visit,  we  are  informed,  once  in  each  fortnight, 
and  then  take  reports  separately  from  the  chief  officers  of  the  various 
departments. 


2.  Metropolitan  District  Asylum,  Caterham. 

4  November  1873. 

We  yesterday  completed  our  inspection  of  this  district  asylum,  Caterham 
which  occupied  us  two  days,  and  now  report  the  result  of  our  District 
inquiries.  Asylum. 

The  patients  are  at  present  1,667  in  number,  viz.,  726  of  the  male, 
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Appendix  (N.)  and  941  of  the  female,  sex.  The  changes  since  the  last  visit,  a  year

5  males  and  6  females  were  removed  for  treatment  in  the  county 
asylum;  17  males  and  4  females  were  removed  by  order  of  their 
respective  guardians ;  2  males  were  transferred  to  the  asylum  at 
Leavesden;  2  males  and  4  females  were  given  up  to  their  friends, 
and  2  males  absconded. 

The  mortality  has  been  at  the  rate  of  11  per  cent,  upon  the  daily 
average  number  resident,  and  9  per  cent,  upon  the  total  number 
treated ;  being  in  each  instance  3  per  cent,  less  than  in  the  previous 
year. 

No  notice  was  given  to  the  coroner  in  any  case,  although  one 
patient  died  of  suffocation  daring  epilepsy.  There  was  no  other 
fatal  casualty  ;  and  no  epidemic  disorder  has  prevailed.  The  deaths 
were  all  from  causes  ordinary  amongst  patients  of  this  description, 
and  were  principally  due  to  paralysis  of  various  kinds,  senile  decay, 
and  pulmonary  consumption. 

At  present  the  general  health  is  quite  up  to  the  average,  but  the 
inmates  comprise  a  large  proportion  of  aged  paralytic,  epileptic,  and 
feeble  persons,  and  we  found  22  males  and  60  females  in  bed.  Of 
the  latter,  however,  27  were  kept  in  bed  in  the  detached  hospital 
under  observation  and  treatment  for  scabies,  or  eruptions  of  a  pos¬ 
sibly  contagious  character. 

The  accommodation  for  the  sick  and  infirm  now  amounts  to  250 
beds  in  each  division.  The  original  infirmaries  consisted  of  a  single 
block  for  each  sex,  containing  90  beds  ;  but  this  having  proved  quite 
inadequate,  two  of  the  ordinary  blocks  for  100  patients,  one  on  each 
side,  have  been  appropriated  as  supplementary  infirmaries.  Each 
of  these  blocks  is  now  divided  into  three  v  ards,  with  separate 
attendants. 

The  epileptics  are,  to  a  considerable  extent,  congregated  in  blocks 
B.  in  each  division,  there  being  77  men  and  100  women  thus  brought 
together,  but  the  arrangements  for  their  supervision  do  not  materially 
differ  from  those  in  the  ordinary  wards,  except  that  they  are  visited 
more  frequently  during  the  night.  The  recommendation  made  by 
our  colleagues  last  year  for  the  appointment  of  a  third  night  attendant 
has  not  been  complied  with.  Concurring  entirely  with  them,  that 
in  order,  as  far  as  possible,  to  guard  against  fatal  casualties,  these 
epileptics  should  never  be  left  during  the  night  without  the  constant 
services  of  a  special  attendant,  we  desire  again  to  bring  the  matter 
under  the  consideration  of  the  Committee.  In  general,  the  arrange¬ 
ments  are  the  same  as  before  described,  and  the  staff  of  attendants 
remains  unaltered. 
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We  thought  the  condition  of  the  patients,  as  regards  clothing  and  Appendix  (N.) 
personal  cleanliness,  very  satisfactory,  and  creditable  to  the  ~ 

attendants.  They  were,  without  exception,  quiet  and  orderly,  and  District 
we  had  no  complaints,  except  on  the  score  of  detention,  and  separa-  Asylum, 
tion  from  their  friends  whose  visits  are,  except  in  a  few  cases,  in¬ 
frequent,  notwithstanding  that  every  encouragement  is  afforded 
them  ;  for  the  Committee  have  succeeded  in  making  an  arrangement 
with  the  railway  company,  who  now  grant  return  tickets  from 
London  every  Monday,  for  the  small  fare  of  eighteenpence.  We 
were  present  during  the  dinner  hour,  in  several  of  the  wards ;  baked 
meat  pies  were  given  on  one  day,  which,  although  affording  an 
abundant  allowance  for  ail,  appeared  to  be  imperfectly  baked,  and 
the  crust  was  in  many  instances  very  thick  and  heavy.  There  was 
also  an  entire  want  of  onions. 

Yesterday’s  dinner  consisted  of  boiled  beef  and  Canadian  pork, 
with  bread  and  potatoes,  and  was  unexceptionably  good.  The 
dietary  generally,  which  is  unaltered,  is  very  liberal,  and  porter  is 
given  to  all  daily. 

There  were  several  patients  in  both  divisions  whose  mental  con¬ 
dition  had  much  improved,  and  who  would  shortly  be  reported  as  fit 
to  be  sent  to  their  workhouses,  or  be  restored  to  their  friends.  There 
were  also  cases,  whose  fitness  for  detention  in  an  establishment  of 
this  description  was  somewhat  doubtful,  and  who  were  carefully 
watched,  with  a  view  to  their  removal  to  the  county  asylum,  if 
necessary ;  but  in  no  instance  was  there  cause  for  interference  on 
our  part. 

The  following  is  a  return  supplied  to  us  of  the  numbers  employed, 
with  the  kind  of  occupation,  on  the  first  day  of  our  visit : —

At  present  only  150  men  and  250  women  appear  to  attend  Divine 
service  in  the  chapel  on  Sundays;  and  the  numbers  present  at  daily 
morning  and  evening  prayers  are  recorded  as  about  60  men  and  160 
women.  About  100  patients  of  each  sex  are  taken  out  weekly  for 
walks  in  the  neighbouring  country,  but  only  the  airing-courts  are 
used  for  ordinary  exercise.  We  hope  it  will  be  found  practicable  to 
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(N.)  afford  more  frequent  opportunities  of  extended  exercise  to  larger 
numbers  on  the  estate,  increased  facilities  for  which  now  exist  since 
the  partial  construction  of  a  walk  along  the  boundary,  and  the  recent 
acquisition  on  lease  of  the  additional  land,  called  the  “  Park.” 

With  reference  to  the  admission  and  detention  of  patients  in  this 
asylum,  it  appears,  that  as  regards  the  former  the  proceedings  are 
regular,  and  in  conformity  with  the  order  issued  by  the  Poor  Law 
Board,  but  there  has  been  in  no  instance  compliance  with  Article  16 
of  such  order,  which  directs  that  “  no  pauper  shall  be  prevented  from 
quitting  the  asylum,  either  by  himself  or  in  charge  of  some  relative 
or  friend,  unless  the  medical  superintendent  upon  examination  report 
in  writing  that  he  is  not  in  a  proper  state  to  leave  the  asylum  with¬ 
out  danger  to  himself  or  others.”  It  is  needless  to  say  that,  not¬ 
withstanding  this  omission,  the  patients  are  detained  against  their 
will,  and  clearly  without  proper  authority  ;  and  moreover  in  instances 
when  inmates  have  made  their  escape,  they  have  been  followed  and 
brought  back  by  the  attendants,  who  had  certainly  no  legal  power  to 
retake  them.  In  these  circumstances,  we  trust  the  Committee  will 
see  the  necessity  of  at  once  directing  a  due  compliance  with  the 
Article  (16)  above  referred  to.  Further,  as  by  the  30th  section  of 
the  (<  Metropolitan  Poor  Act,  1867,”  it  is  enacted,  inter  alia ,  that 
“  every  such  asylum  shall  be  considered  as  a  workhouse  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Lunacy  Acts.”  We  are  of  opinion,  that  the  certifi¬ 
cates  required  under  the  20th  section  of  the  Lunacy  Acts  Amend¬ 
ment  Act,  1862,  should  be  duly  given. 

We  can  report  very  favourably  of  the  condition  of  the  wards  in 
both  divisions.  There  was  great  cleanliness  everywhere,  and  the 
temperature  and  ventilation  were  quite  satisfactory ;  the  bedding  is 
of  excellent  quality  ;  generally  its  condition  was  very  creditable,  and 
we  are  sorry  to  have  to  notice  some  exceptions  in  F.  block  in  the 
female  division,  where  we  found,  besides  others  imperfectly  attended 
to,  four  beds  which  had  been  made  up  for  the  night,  although  soiled 
or  saturated  with  urine. 

The  new  ward  for  160  women,  and  the  recreation -hall  with 
dormitoiy  above  and  workshops  below,  which  were  in  course  of 
erection  at  the  date  of  the  last  visit,  have  now  been  completed. 
The  hall  has  been  used,  and  the  wards  will  very  shortly  be  occupied. 
The  furniture  and  accommodation  is  of  the  same  character  as  the 
rest  of  the  asylum.  This  hall  has  been  found  very  useful  as  giving 
the  opportunity  of  assembling  large  numbers  of  patients  of  both 
sexes  for  associated  amusements,  and  although  the  system  has  not 
yet  been  fully  organised,  dances  are  now  regularly  given,  and  there 
have  been  several  concerts  and  theatrical  entertainments  ;  all  of 
which  have  been  provided  by  the  exertions  of  the  officers  and 
attendants,  amongst  whom  a  brass  band  has  been  formed. 

The  new  block  on  the  female  side  is  intended  for  the  use  of 
women  engaged  in  the  laundry  and  at  needlework,  but  nothing  has 
yet  been  done  to  provide  an  airing-court  for  these  classes,  nor  has  a 
satisfactory  drying  yard  been  fenced  in  for  the  laundry ;  the  diffi¬ 
culty  being,  how  to  divert  a  road  now  used  for  carrying  coals  to  the 
main  store  in  the  female  division,  and  which  passes  through  the  land 
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which  would  be  available  for  those  purposes.  After  an  examination  Appendix  (N.) 
of  the  locality,  in  company  with  the  engineer,  we  pointed  out  a  Caterj^" 
means  by  which,  at  a  moderate  outlay,  this  inconvenience  might  we  District 
think  be  overcome.  Asylum. 

The  weekly  cost  for  maintenance  of  each  patient  is  at  present 
7  s.  7  d. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  above  report,  that  we  have  derived  a  very 
favourable  impression  from  our  visit.  Considering  the  short  time 
the  asylum  has  been  opened,  the  condition  and  organisation  of  the 
establishment  are  excellent,  and  with  a  view  of  assisting  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  we  now  make  the  following  suggestions  in  reference  to  matters 
of  detail :  — 

That  Sunday  suits  of  clothes  be  supplied  for  the  working  men. 

That  the  means  of  in-door  amusements  be  largely  increased,  by 
providing  a  greater  variety  of  simple  games,  and  a  bagatelle-board 
for  each  male  ward ;  also,  that  a  good  stock  of  amusing  books  be 
constantly  kept  in  the  wards,  where  there  are  now,  so  far  as  we  could 
see,  nothing  but  bibles. 

That  tell-tale  clocks  be  fixed  in  all  the  wards. 

That  clear  glass  be  substituted  for  fluted  window  panes  at  the  end 
of  the  day-rooms. 

That  blinds  be  fixed  to  the  windows  where  not  yet  supplied. 

That  lockers  be  gradually  introduced  as  bedside  seats  in  the  dor¬ 
mitories,  and  that  small  under  blankets  be  supplied  and  used  be¬ 
tween  the  under  sheet  and  the  macintosh  cover  employed  on  the 
beds  of  patients  of  faulty  habits,  and 

That  improved  arrangements  be  at  once  made  for  extinguishing 
fire. 

According  to  the  medical  journal  there  has  not,  since  the  last 
visit,  been  any  instance  of  the  use  of  mechanical  restraint,  or  of 
seclusion. 

The  case  books,  we  regret  to  say,  contain  little  or  no  infor¬ 
mation.  Brief  records  of  the  state  and  progress  of  the  cases  of  the 
patients  should,  in  our  opinion,  be  made  in  every  instance,  but  it  is 
no  doubt  too  much  to  expect  that  this  can  be  efficiently  done  with¬ 
out  an  adequate  medical  staifi 

The  recommendation  made  at  the  last  visit  relative  to  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  a  third  medical  officer  has  not  been  complied  with  ;  the 
Committee  having,  in  a  correspondence  which  resulted  from  the 
report,  stated  that  they  did  not  think  such  an  appointment  was  at 
that  time  necessary. 

We,  however,  entirely  agree  with  our  colleagues  in  opinion,  that 
two  medical  officers  are  not  sufficient  for  the  due  medical  care  and 
supervision  of  1,667  patients,  a  number  which  will  ere  long  be  in¬ 
creased  to  nearly  1,900.  That  they  cannot  properly  keep  the 
necessary  records,  is  shown  by  what  we  have  stated  above,  relative 
to  the  absence  of  any  report  as  to  the  mental  condition  of  the 
patients,  and  by  the  very  imperfect  and  irregular  entries  in  the  case 
books. 

The  Committee  continue  to  visit  regularly,  as  stated  in  the  last 
report,  and  devote  much  time  and  attention  to  the  welfare  of  the 
asylum. 
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We  Lad  the  pleasure  yesterday  of  meeting  the  chairman  and  the 
Visitors  for  the  week,  who  were  making  their  inspection,  and  with 
whom  we  conferred  on  several  matters  ot  mutual  interest  relating  to 
the  condition  and  management  of  the  institution. 


3.  Metropolitan  District  Asylum,  Hampstead. 

17  December  1873. 

This  building,  formerly  used  as  a  hospital  for  small-pox,  was 
opened  as  an  asylum  for  chronic  harmless  cases  of  insanity  on  the 
16th  of  April  last,  and  is  subject  to  the  same  regulations  as  the 
Metropolitan  Asylums  at  Leavesden  and  Caterham,  to  which,  from 
time  to  time,  the  patients  here  are  removed. 

The  building  generally  is  constructed  of  corrugated  iron,  lined 
with  wood,  and,  as  we  were  informed,  an  intermediate  packing  of 
felt.  The  blocks,  10  in  number  (one  of  which  is  sub-divided  into 
two  wards),  are  detached,  one  storey  in  height,  lofty,  and  affording 
ample  cubical  as  well  as  floor  space.  Four  of  these  blocks  are 
occupied  by  males  and  six  by  females  ;  and  the  total  aeeommoda- 
dation  is  for  571  patients— 221  males  and  350  females.  At  the 
present  time  there  are  vacant  beds  for  130  patients. 

In  each  division,  one  block  is  set  apart  as  an  infirmary,  and  one 
ward  on  the  male  side,  and  three  on  the  female,  are  used  sol  Sly  as 
dormitories.  With  the  exception  of  one  block  in  the  female  division, 
which  is  used  as  a  day -room  and  for  entertainments,  day  space  is 
provided  in  each  block  at  the  entrance  from  the  corridors,  somewhat 
less  than  a  third  being  separated  by  a  screen  from  the  remaining 
portion,  which  is  occupied  by  beds.  Each  block  is  about  160  feet 
long  and  25  feet  wide,  and  has  three  water-closets,  a  scullery,  and 
lavatory  and  bath-room  attached  to  it.  In  the  latter  there  is  only 
one  moveable  bath,  and  at  present  two  or  three  patients  are  bathed 
in  the  same  water.  A  general  bath-room  in  each  division,  and  some 
additional  basins  in  the  lavatories,  will  no  doubt  be  found  necessary ; 
and  there  is  at  present  a  want  of  more  cupboards  or  storerooms  for 
clothing,  &c. 

The  ventilation  is  provided  for  by  means  of  the  windows  and 
louvres  in  the  roof;  and  down  the  centre  of  each  block  three  lai  •ge 
stoves  are  placed,  the  ]  ipes  of  which  are  carried  through  the  roof. 
At  the  time  of  our  visit,  both  the  warming  and  the  ventilation  was 
throughout  excellent,  and  we  were  informed  by  Dr.  Balfour  that 
in  both  respects  the  state  of  the  wards  during  the  night  and  in  the 
cold  weather  was  quite  satisfactory,  the  infirmaries  having,  without 
difficulty,  been  kept  at  a  temperature  of  60  degrees. 

Three  single  rooms  for  males,  and  two  for  females,  have  been 
constructed  since  the  building  was  converted  to  its  present  use,  one 
of  these  in  each  division  being  padded. 

The  want  of  suitable  workshops  for  tailors,  shoemakers,  mat- 
makers,  &c.,  has  already  been  felt,  and  steps  will  shortly  be  taken 
to  supply  them.  The  enlargement  of  the  laundry  and  wash-house 
appears  also  to  be  urgently  required. 
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The  beds,  bedding,  and  indeed  most  of  the  furniture,  were  in  use  Appendix  (N.) 
here  when  the  building  was  occupied  by  small-pox  patients,  every 
article  and  all  parts  of  the  building  having  of  course  been 
thoroughly  disinfected  before  the  present  inmates  were  received.  Asylum. 

Most  of  the  beds  and  pillows  are  of  feather,  and  we  found  them 
quite  clean,  and  well  supplied  with  blankets.  In  all  cases  in  which 
waterproof  sheets  are  used,  we  pointed  out  that  a  piece  of  blanket 
should  be  placed  between  them  and  the  ordinary  sheets. 

Generally,  the  furniture  is  comfortable,  and  of  an  ordinary  domes¬ 
tic  character ;  and  the  various  wards  are  cheerful  and  well  lighted. 

Blinds  or  curtains  are  still  required  to  many  of  the  windows ;  and 
we  think  that  a  suggestion  of  Dr.  Balfour’s,  that  a  certain  number 
of  the  beds  in  the  infirmaries  for  the  use  of  serious  cases,  or  dying 
patients,  should  be  surrounded  with  curtains  on  iron  rods,  which 
might  be  used  when  required,  well  worthy  of  the  consideration  of 
the  Committee. 

The  total  amount  of  land  is  about  8J  acres;  but  the  various 
buildings  occupy  so  large  a  portion  of  it,  that  the  remainder  is  very 
inadequate  for  the  exercise  and  occupation  of  the  patients.  At 
present  much  requires  to  be  done  in  the  way  of  ornamental  plant¬ 
ing,  forming  walks,  &c.  ;  and  if  it  is  contemplated  retaining  this  as 
a  permanent  asylum,  it  is  most  important  that  additional  land 
should  be  obtained. 

Five  hundred  and  eighty  six  patients  have  been  received  since 
the  opening  of  the  asylum  ;  viz.,  218  males,  and  368  females.  Of 
these  97,  or  43  males  and  54  females,  have  been  discharged  ;  and  48, 

17  males  and  31  females,  have  died.  There  are,  consequently,  now 
resident  here  158  males  and  283  females,  making  a  total  of  441. 

Amongst  the  patients  discharged,  1  male  and  11  females  are  stated 
to  have  recovered,  and  1  male  and  6  females  were  removed,  as 
being  unfit  cases  for  treatment  here. 

Paralysis,  and  various  forms  of  brain  disease,  were  fatal  in  17  in¬ 
stances;  phthisis  and  diseases  of  the  lungs  in  five  ;  diseases  of  the 
heart  in  six;  epilepsy  in  two;  senile  and  general  decay  in  14; 
enteric  fever  in  three  ;  and  suicide  by  hanging  in  one  case.  An  in¬ 
quest  was  held  upon  this  patient,  and  also  upon  another,  who  died 
of  disease  of  the  heart,  and  was  found  dead.  The  case  of  suicide 
was  that  of  a  male  patient  who  was  sent  from  St  Pancras  Work- 
house  in  June  last,  and  on  the  8th  of  November  was  found  sus¬ 
pended  by  a  piece  of  rope  in  the  tool-house.  Although  information 
has  been  received  since  this  man’s  death  that  he  was  at  one  time 
suicidal,  no  intimation  to  this  effect  was  received  with  him,  nor  had 
he  subsequently  been  suspected  of  having  any  disposition  to  injure 
himself.  Post-mortem  examinations  are  made  in  every  case,  and 
the  results  carefully  recorded  by  Dr.  Balfour.  Typhoid,  or  enteric  # 
fever,  broke  out  in  September  last,  when  12  cases  occurred  amongst 
officers  and  patients,  and  proved  fatal  in  three  of  the  latter. 

A  large  number  of  the  patients  now  here  are  helpless,  aged,  and 
demented,  and  very  dirty  in  their  habits ;  and  from  the  return  of 
the  night  attendants,  27  males  and  20  females  were  wet  or  dirty  the 
night  previous  to  our  visit. 

As  many  as  58  patients  of  both  sexes  are  paralysed,  86  are  epi¬ 
leptic,  and  there  are  now  here  87  idiotic  or  imbecile  children ;  viz.,  47

boys  and  40  girls.  These  children  are  at  present  kept  in  special 
wards,  and  we  have  satisfaction  in  stating  that  Dr.  Balfour  is  about 
to  organise  schools  for  them,  and  has  applied  for  the  appointment  of 
a  schoolmaster  and  governess  for  this  purpose. 

An  airing-court  for  the  special  use  of  the  boys  is  also  about  to  be 
formed. 

Amongst  the  females  especially  we  noticed  several  patients  who 
were  convalescent,  and  will  no  doubt  shortly  be  discharged.  Two 
men  (Slade  and  Roberts)  are  stated  by  Dr.  Balfour  not  to  have 
shown  symptoms  of  insanity,  and  they  will  not  be  detained.  The 
only  patient  we  noticed  who  does  not  seem  to  come  within  the  de¬ 
scription  of  cases  for  whom  this  asylum  is  intended,  is  Ann  Dawson, 
who,  though  stated  to  be  much  better  since  her  admission,  is  still 
very  low,  and  though  she  has  not  shown  any  suicidal  disposition,  Dr. 
Balfour  has  thought  it  right  to  keep  her  under  special  supervision. 

In  reference  to  the  certificates  upon  which  patients  are  received, 
we  think  it  of  the  greatest  importance  that  they  should  be  accom¬ 
panied  by  some  short  history  of  each  case,  signed  by  the  workhouse 
medical  officer,  and  in  such  a  form  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the 
superintendents  of  the  district  asylums.  In  all  cases  Dr.  Balfour 
gives  certificates  upon  the  admission  of  patients,  that  they  are  not 
in  a  proper  state  to  leave  the  asylum  without  danger  to  themselves 
or  others,  and  yet  in  the  certificates  which  are  given  by  the  medical 
officers  of  the  workhouse,  they  are  stated  to  be  chronic  and  harmless 
patients,  such  as  might  be  lawfully  retained  in  a  workhouse.  Cer¬ 
tificates,  as  required  to  be  filled  up  in  workhouses,  under  the  20th 
Section  of  the  Lunacy  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1862,  are  not  given, 
as  they  no  doubt  should  be. 

Registers  have  been  adopted  by  Dr.  Balfour'of  the  admission,  dis¬ 
charges,  &c.,  and  other  books,  showing  the  numbers  in  the  asylum, 
those  attending  chapel,  walking  beyond  the  grounds,  employed,  &c., 
all  of  which  are  carefully  kept.  So  far  as  he  has  the  means,  records 
are  kept  of  the  cases,  but  these  are  necessarily  very  incomplete,  in 
consequence  of  the  meagre  history  sent  with  the  patients  on  admis¬ 
sion. 

The  condition  of  the  patients  as  to  clothing  and  cleanliness  we 
thought  very  creditable  to  the  attendants,  and  throughout  there  was 
an  entire  freedom  from  excitement,  and  a  general  aspect  of  satisfac¬ 
tion  and  content.  Many  of  the  more  intelligent  patients  expressed 
themselves  as  being  very  comfortable  ;  and  in  no  instance  had  we  any 
complaints  of  harsh  treatment,  or  as  respects  the  diet.  The  latter  is 
the  same  as  at  Colney  Hatch,  and  appears  to  be  sufficient.  In  both 
divisions  we  saw  the  patients  at  dinner,  which  consisted  of  salted 
pork,  greens,  bread,  and  beer,  all  in  sufficient  quantities,  well  cooked, 
and  neatly  served.  Bread  and  butter  and  cocoa  or  tea  are  given  for 
breakfast,  and  bread  and  butter  and  tea  (or  for  the  males  bread  and 
cheese  and  beer)  for  supper.  On  four  days  meat,  in  the  proportion  of 
5  ounces  for  males  and  4  ounces  for  females,  with  vegetables,  .bread, 
and  beer,  is  given  for  dinner ;  and  on  the  other  three  days,  either 
Irish  stew  or  meat  pie,  containing  3  and  4  ounces  of  meat,  with  bread 
or  dumpling,  and  beer.  On  one  day  fish  or  currant  dumpling  is 
substituted  for  the  stew. 

The  general  health  is  now  as  good  as  can  be  looked  for  with  such 
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a  class  of  patients.  In  the  male  division  we  found  8,  and  in  the  Appendix  (N). 
female  16,  patients  in  bed.  Two  boys  were  in  bed  in  consequence 
of  injuries  they  had  recently  received.  One  of  these  (Arthur  Jones)  District 
having  met  with  a  fracture  of  the  thigh  caused  by  a  kick  he  received  Asylum, 
when  playing  with  another  boy  ;  and  the  other  (William  J  ones) 
having  burned  his  face  rather  extensively  by  falling  (as  is  supposed 
in  a  fit)  against  one  of  the  stoves  in  the  ward.  Both  are,  however, 
going  on  well,  and  steps  are  being  taken  to  prevent  the  recurrence 
of  such  accidents  as  that  last  mentioned. 

Many  of  the  patients  are  at  present  incapable  of  being  usefully 
employed,  and  only  55  males  and  105  females,  including  those 
assisting  in  the  wards,  are  returned  as  engaged  in  work.  Of  the 
men,  18  work  in  the  ground,  8  as  joiners,  painters,  or  upholsterers, 
and  6  in  the  kitchen  or  laundry ;  44  women  do  sewing  and  fancy 
work,  17  assist  in  the  wash-house  and  laundry,  and  4  in  the 
kitchen. 

About  40  males  and  70  females  are  assembled  in  one  of  the 
wards  once  a  week  for  a  dance,  and  a  concert  is  also  given  fort¬ 
nightly.  Small  parties,  consisting  of  about  20  males  and  12  females, 
walk  out  beyond  the  premises  once  a  week ;  and  we  suggest  that, 
whenever  the  weather  is  favourable,  this  privilege  should  be  ex¬ 
tended  to  a  larger  number  of  patients.  The  limited  extent  of  the 
airing-courts  makes  this  additionally  important.  Generally,  a 
larger  supply  of  indoor  games,  cheap  illustrated  papers  and  books, 
and  toys  for  the  children,  are  required  in  the  wards. 

A  large  detached  room  is  used  as  a  chapel,  where  81  males  and 
74  females  attended  last  Sunday,  and  about  80  of  both  sexes  are 
present  at  daily  prayers. 

There  has  not  been  any  instance  of  restraint  or  seclusion  having 
been  employed  since  the  asylum  was  opened. 

The  staff  at  present  consists  of  a  medical  superintendent,  steward, 
matron,  clerk,  and  head  attendant  in  each  division  ;  8  ordinary  and 
1  night  attendant  in  the  male  division ;  and  13  ordinary,  a  super¬ 
numerary,  and  2  night  attendants  on  the  female  side.  There  are 
also  2  cooks,  1  housemaid,  and  2  laundry  maids. 

W e  are  informed  that  the  weekly  rate  of  maintenance  for  the 
half-year  ending  Michaelmas  last  was  65.  5  d.  per  head  for  the 
maintenance  and  clothing  of  patients,  and  4  s.  8  d.  per  head  for 
salaries  and  maintenance  of  officers,  &c. ;  but  as  during  the  earlier 
portion  of  the  half-year  the  asylum  contained  but  few  patients,  it  is 
anticipated  that  the  rate  per  head  will  in  future  half-years  be  much 
lower,  and  especially  under  the  latter  head. 

W e  are  unable  to  state  whether  or  no  the  present  arrangement  is 
to  be  a  permanent  one  ;  but,  if  so,  it  will  no  doubt  be  desirable  to 
construct  the  asylum  of  brick,  and  upon  a  different  plan. 

Our  visit  has  enabled  us  to  express  our  satisfaction  with  the 
arrangements  made  for  the  class  of  patients  for  whom  the  District 
Asylums  are  intended,  and  with  the  way  in  which  the  comfort  and 
well-being  of  the  patients  have  been  studied  by  the  Committee  and 
Dr.  Balfour. 
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
